I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
December  21,  1994,  Docket  No.  1776,  which  pur- 
ports to  require  this  administration  to  insure  twenty- 
four-hour  staffing  of  the  Mattapan  Satellite  location 
for  the  Boston  Emergency  Medical  Services. 

While  the  intent  behind  this  measure  is  commend- 
able, my  veto  is  required  because  the  order  interjects 
the  City  Council  in  the  executive  and  administrative 
affairs  of  the  City,  thereby  violating  the  City  Char- 
ter's strict  separation  of  powers  provision.  St.  1948, 
c.  452,  s.  17G,  as  amended.  Specifically,  I  note  that 
this  provision  prohibits  the  Council  from  directly  or 
indirectly  taking  part  in  the  employment  of  labor. 

However,  I  note  that  the  city's  fiscal  1995  budget 
established  emergency  medical  services  expansion  in 
Boston  as  a  priority.  As  an  administration,  we  made 
a  commitment  to  expand  pre-hospital  emergency 
medical  care  with  a  budget  neutral  proposal  that 
eliminated  wasteful  overtime  costs,  solved  deployment 
problems,  and  regularly  staffed  ambulances  where 
they  are  needed  the  most. 

Beginning  with  this  fiscal  year,  a  major  effort  is 
under  way  to  hire  and  train  additional  ambulance  per- 
sonnel and  purchase  new  ambulances.  One  of  the 
largest  recruit  classes  ever  is  currently  in  training, 
consisting  entirely  of  Boston  residents.  Further,  our 
implementation  of  computer  aided  dispatch  and  serv- 
ice deployment,  based  upon  actual  trip  data,  will  al- 
low continued  coverage  improvements  and  decreased 
response  times. 

The  successful  implementation  of  this  expansion 
proposal  will  increase  emergency  medical  services  in 
many  of  the  city's  neighborhoods  including  Mattapan 
by  as  early  as  April  1995.  We  believe  this  method  of 
expansion  is  the  most  responsible  approach,  taking 
into  consideration  the  population  needs  as  well  as  the 
economic  impact  of  any  service  increase.

Section  58F  Fire  Cadets  in  Boston:   Appointment. 
Qualification.  Duties 

The  board  or  officer  in  the  City  of  Boston  autho- 
rized to  appoint  firefighters  may  appoint  as  a  fire  ca- 
det, for  a  period  of  full-time  "on  the  job  training", 
any  citizen  resident  of  Boston  who  is  not  less  than 
eighteen  nor  more  than  twenty-five  years  of  age,  who 
meets  the  qualifications  required  of  applicants  to  the 
fire  fighting  force  in  Boston,  and  who  is  determined 
by  the  appointing  authority  to  be  of  good  moral  char- 
acter. Such  appointment  shall  not  be  subject  to  the 
civil  service  law  or  rules;  nor  shall  a  fire  cadet  be 
entitled  to  any  benefits  of  such  law  or  rules.  Such 
appointment  may  be  terminated  whenever  a  cadet 
fails  to  maintain  a  passing  grade  in  any  course  of 
study  the  appointing  authority  determines  he  should 
undertake,  and  when  he  reaches  the  age  of  twenty- 
seven.  A  fire  cadet  shall  receive  such  compensation 
and  such  leave  with  pay  as  the  appointing  authority 
shall  determine. 

A  fire  cadet  shall  be  assigned  to  the  public  educa- 
tion/information office  and  shall  lecture  on  fire  pre- 
vention and  awareness  at  schools,  nursing  homes, 
housing  for  the  elderly,  and  other  appropriate  com- 
munity sites;  shall  maintain  and  file  records,  operate 
office  machines,  answer  telephones,  receive  com- 
plaints, enter  and  index  official  documents,  prepare 
routine  reports,  prepare  and  tabulate  facts  and  figures 
for  statistical  purposes,  and  have  similar  duties  of  an 
administrative  rather  than  a  fire  suppression  type.  He 
shall  be  considered  an  employee  of  Boston  for  the 
purposes  of  workers'  compensation. 

A  fire  cadet  shall  not  be  subject  to  or  entitled  to 
the  benefits  of  any  retirement  or  pension  law  nor 
shall  any  deduction  be  made  from  his  compensation 
for  the  purposes  thereof;  but  a  fire  cadet  who  during 
the  period  of  his  "on  the  job  training"  passes  a  com- 
petitive civil  service  examination  for  appointment  to 
the  Boston  Fire  Department,  and  is  appointed  a  full- 
time  firefighter,  shall  have  his  fire  cadet  service  con- 
sidered as  "creditable  service"  for  the  purposes  of 
retirement,  provided  he  pays  into  the  annuity  savings

Section  1.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any 
general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  the  following 
provisions  with  respect  to  rental  housing  shall  be  in 
effect  in  Boston;  provided,  however,  that  the  provi- 
sions of  this  special  act  shall  be  construed  to  be  con- 
sistent with  all  requirements  of  chapter  282  of  the 
acts  of  1994  affecting  "covered  rental  units"  as  de- 
fined by  that  chapter. 

Section  2.  Definitions. 


When  used  in  this  act,  unless  the  context  requires 
otherwise,  the  following  words  or  phrases  shall  have 
the  following  meanings: 

(a)  Housing  Accommodation  shall  mean  any  build- 
ing, structure,  or  part  thereof  or  land  appurtenant 
thereto,  or  any  other  rear  or  personal  property  rented 
or  offered  for  rent  for  living  or  dwelling  purposes, 
within  the  City,  including  without  limitation  houses, 
apartments,  condominium  units,  cooperative  units, 
rooming  or  boarding  house  units,  mobile  homes, 
trailers,  or  trailer  or  mobile  home  lots  and  other 
properties  used  for  living  or  dwelling  purposes,  to- 
gether with  all  services  connected  with  the  use  or  oc- 
cupancy of  such  property,  but  not  including  housing 
accommodation  in  hotels,  motels,  inns,  tourist  homes 
and  rooming  or  boarding  houses  which  are  occupied 
in  the  majority  by  transient  guests  staying  for  a  per- 
iod of  fewer  than  fourteen  consecutive  calendar  days. 

(b)  Landlord  shall  mean  the  individual  who  holds 
title  to  any  housing  accommodation  subject  to  this 
ordinance  in  any  manner,  including  without  limita- 
tion, a  partnership,  corporation  or  trust.  For  purposes 
of  this  section,  the  rights  and  duties  of  the  landlord 
hereunder  shall  be  the  obligations  of  anyone  who 
manages,  controls,  or  customarily  accepts  rent  on  be- 
half of  the  landlord. 

(c)  Rent  shall  mean  the  consideration,  including 
without  limitation,  all  bonuses,  benefits,  gratuities,  or 
charges  contingent  or  otherwise,  demanded  or  re- 
ceived for,  or  in  connection  with,  the  use  or  occu- 
pancy of  a  housing  accommodation,  for  housing  serv- 
ices, or  for  the  transfer  of  a  lease  of  a  housing 
accommodation. 

(d)  Rental  Housing  Agreement  shall  mean  an 
agreement,  oral,  written,  or  implied,  between  a  land- 
lord and  a  tenant  for  the  use  and  occupancy  of  a 
housing  accommodation  and  for  housing  services. 

(e)  Tenant  shall  mean  a  tenant,  subtenant,  lessee, 
sublessee,  or  other  person,  entitled  under  the  terms 
of  a  rental  housing  agreement  to  the  use  and  occu- 
pancy of  any  housing  accommodation. 

Section  3.  Adjustments  of  Rents. 

(a)  There  shall  be  no  restriction  as  to  the  amount 
of  rent  that  a  landlord  may  charge  the  tenant  of  a 
housing  accommodation  at  the  initial  commencement 
of  his  or  her  tenancy,  except  that  a  landlord  shall  not 
increase  the  rent  charged  to  said  tenant  by  more  than 
ten  percent  (10.0%)  in  any  one  year. 

(b)  It  shall  be  the  obligation  of  the  landlord  to  no- 
tify tenants  of  the  ten  percent  restriction  on  rent  in- 
creases. Such  notifications  shall  be  made  annually, 
either  as  a  part  of  the  rental  housing  agreement,  if 
such  agreement  is  written,  or  via  a  separate  written 
communication  to  the  tenant. 

(c)  This  section  shall  only  apply  to  tenancies  which 
are  initially  created  after  the  effective  date  of  this  act. 

Section  4.  Enforcement. 

The  Superior  Court  Department  of  the  Trial  Courts 
and  the  Housing  Court  Department  of  the  Trial 
Courts,  City  of  Boston  Division,  shall  severally  have 
concurrent  original  jurisdiction  to  enforce  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  and  may  restrain  or  enjoin  viola- 
tions of  this  act.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  ac- 
companied by  a  bill  relating  to  the  City  of  Boston  to 
be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be,  and 
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hereby  is,  approved  under  Clause  (1)  of  Section 
Eight  of  Article  two,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely 
as  follows,  except  for  clerical  or  editorial  errors. 

Section  1.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any 
general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  the  following 
provisions  with  respect  to  rental  housing  shall  be  in 
effect  in  Boston;  provided,  however,  that  the  provi- 
sions of  this  special  act  shall  be  construed  to  be  con- 
sistent with  all  requirements  of  chapter  282  of  the 
acts  of  1994  affecting  "covered  rental  units"  as  de- 
fined by  that  chapter. 

Section  2.  Definitions. 

When  used  in  this  act,  unless  the  context  requires 
otherwise,  the  following  words  or  phrases  shall  have 
the  following  meanings. 

(a)  Housing  Accommodation  shall  mean  any  build- 
ing, structure,  or  part  thereof  or  land  appurtenant 
thereto,  or  any  other  real  or  personal  property  rented 
or  offered  for  rent  for  living  or  dwelling  purposes, 
within  the  City,  including  without  limitation  houses, 
apartments,  condominium  units,  cooperative  units, 
rooming  or  boarding  house  units,  mobile  homes, 
trailers,  or  trailer  or  mobile  home  lots  and  other 
properties  used  for  living  or  dwelling  purposes,  to- 
gether with  all  services  connected  with  the  use  or  oc- 
cupancy of  such  property,  but  not  including  housing 
accommodation  in  hotels,  motels,  inns,  tourist  homes 
and  rooming  or  boarding  houses  which  are  occupied 
in  the  majority  by  transient  guests  staying  for  a  per- 
iod of  fewer  than  fourteen  consecutive  calendar  days. 

(b)  Landlord  shall  mean  the  individual  who  holds 
title  to  any  housing  accommodation  subject  to  this 
ordinance  in  any  manner,  including  without  limita- 
tion, a  partnership,  corporation  or  trust.  For  purposes 
of  this  section,  the  rights  and  duties  of  the  landlord 
hereunder  shall  be  the  obligation  of  anyone  who 
manages,  controls,  or  customarily  accepts  rent  on  be- 
half of  the  landlord. 

(c)  Rent  shall  mean  the  consideration,  including 
without  limitation,  all  bonuses,  benefits,  gratuities,  or 
charges  contingent  or  otherwise,  demanded  or  re- 
ceived for,  or  in  connection  with,  the  use  or  occu- 
pancy of  a  housing  accommodation,  for  housing  serv- 
ices, or  for  the  transfer  of  a  lease  of  a  housing 
accommodation. 

(d)  Rental  Housing  Agreement  shall  mean  an 
agreement,  oral,  written,  or  implied,  between  a  land- 
lord and  a  tenant  for  the  use  and  occupancy  of  a 
housing  accommodation  and  for  housing  services. 

(e)  Tenant  shall  mean  a  tenant,  subtenant,  lessee, 
sublessee,  or  other  person,  entitled  under  the  terms 
of  a  rental  housing  agreement  to  the  use  and  occu- 
pancy of  any  housing  accommodation. 

Section  3.  Evictions. 

No  person  shall  bring  any  action  to  recover  posses- 
sion of  a  housing  accommodation  unless  the  court 
finds  that: 

(a)  The  tenant  has  failed  to  pay  the  rent  to  which 
the  landlord  is  legally  entitled; 

(b)  The  tenant  has  violated  an  obligation  or  cove- 
nant of  his  or  her  tenancy  not  inconsistent  with 
Chapter  93A  of  the  General  Laws,  or  this  act,  other 
than  the  obligation  to  surrender  possession  upon 
proper  notice;  and  the  tenant  has  failed  to  cure  such 
violation  after  having  received  written  notice  thereof 
from  the  landlord; 

(c)  The  tenant  is  committing  or  permitting  to  exist 
a  nuisance  in,  or  is  causing  substantial  damage  to, 
the  housing  accommodation,  or  is  creating  substantial 
interference  with  the  comfort,  safety,  or  enjoyment  of 
the  landlord  or  other  occupants  of  the  same  or  any 
adjacent  housing  accommodation; 

(d)  The  tenant  has  used  or  permitted  the  housing 
accommodation  to  be  used  for  any  illegal  purpose; 


(e)  The  tenant,  who  had  a  written  rental  housing 
agreement  which  terminated,  has  refused,  after  writ- 
ten request  or  demand  by  the  landlord,  to  execute  a 
written  extension  or  renewal  thereof  for  a  further 
team  of  like  duration  and  on  such  terms  similar  to 
those  in  the  original  rental  housing  agreement,  pro- 
vided that  such  terms  are  not  inconsistent  with  or  vi- 
olative of  any  provision  of  Chapter  93A,  or  of  this 
act; 

(f)  The  tenant  has  refused  the  landlord  reasonable 
access  to  the  housing  accommodation  for  the  purpose 
of  making  necessary  repairs  or  improvements  re- 
quired by  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth  or  any  po- 
litical subdivision  thereof,  or  for  the  purpose  of  in- 
spection as  permitted  or  required  by  the  tenant's 
rental  housing  agreement  or  the  law,  or  for  the  pur- 
pose of  showing  the  housing  accommodation  to  any 
prospective  purchaser  or  mortgagee; 

(i)  The  person  holding  at  the  end  of  the  lease  term 
is  a  subtenant  not  approved  by  the  landlord; 

(j)  The  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  in 
good  faith  for  his  or  her  own  use  and  occupancy  or 
for  the  use  and  occupancy  of  his  or  her  spouse, 
grandchildren,  great  grandchildren,  parents,  grand- 
parents, brother,  sister,  father-in-law,  mother-in-law, 
son-in-law,  or  daughter-in-law; 

(k)  The  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  to  de- 
molish the  same  in  compliance  with  a  lawful  govern- 
ment order;  or 

(1)  The  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  for 
any  other  just  cause,  provided  that  his  or  her  purpose 
is  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  and  purposes  of 
Chapter  93 A  of  the  General  Laws  or  this  Act. 

Section  4.  Enforcement. 

The  Superior  Court  Department  of  the  Trial  Courts 
and  the  Housing  Court  Department  of  the  Trial 
Courts.  City  of  Boston  Division,  shall  severally  have 
concurrent  original  jurisdiction  to  enforce  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act.  and  may  restrain  or  enjoin  viola- 
tions of  this  act.

Ordered.  That  the  Committee  on  Housing  of  the 
City  Council  convene  a  series  of  public  hearings  to 
review  and  evaluate  financial  mechanisms  available  to 
the  City  to  encourage  the  rehabilitation  and/or  con- 
struction of  affordable  rental  housing  units.

Whereas,  Published  reports  indicate  that  two  newly 
developed  types  of  ammunition  may  shortly  be  mar- 
keted, and, 

Whereas,  These  bullets  are  formulated  of  plastic 
polymers  and  are  intended,  in  the  case  of  one,  to 
fragment  upon  impact,  and  in  the  case  of  the  other, 
not  only  to  similarly  fragment,  but  to  pierce  the 
Kevlar  vests  provided  as  'bullet-proof,'  to  our  law  en- 
forcement personnel,  and. 

Whereas,  Although  these  are  every  bit  as  danger- 
ous to  police  officers  as  the  now-banned  'cop  killer' 
bullets,  they  avoid  current  legal  restrictions  owing  to 
their  plastic  construction,  and, 

Whereas,  There  is  no  legitimate  purpose  for  am- 
munition of  this  type  which  is  useless  for  hunting, 
target  or  sport  shooting,  now  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  ammunition  dealers  be,  and  hereby 
are,  urged  to  pledge  not  to  stock  any  plastic  frag- 
menting and/or  armor-piercing  bullets,  and  be  it  fur- 
ther 

Resolved,  That  the  Great  and  General  Court  be, 
and  hereby  is,  memorialized  to  adopt  legislation  ban- 
ning the  use,  sale  or  possession  of  any  plastic  frag- 
menting and/or  armor-piercing  bullets,  and  be  it  fur- 
ther 

Resolved,  That  the  Congress  of  the  United  States, 
be,  and  hereby  is,  memorialized  to  adopt  legislation 
banning  the  use,  sale  or  possession  of  any  plastic 
fragmenting  and/or  armor-piercing  bullets  anywhere 
in  the  country.

Commission  or  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  Hos- 
pitals or  of  the  Commissioner  of  Inspectional 
Services.  The  Housing  Court  may  enjoin  viola- 
tion of  these  subsections. 
The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Chapter 
XVI  is  amended  by  striking  section  16-26.11  thereof 
and  inserting  in  its  place,  the  following: 
(A)16-26.11  PENALTIES 
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Any  person  who  violates  subsections  16-26.7, 
16-26.8,  or  16-26.9  shall  for  the  first  offense  be 
fined  thirty  ($30.00)  dollars.  The  enforcing  per- 
son shall  make  a  record  of  the  complaint,  such 
record  to  include  the  following  information  (to 
the  extend  that  it  is  available),  name  and  address 
of  person  violating;  name  and  address  of  land- 
lord, if  applicable;  date;  time;  motor  vehicle  reg- 
istration number,  if  applicable;  and  location  of 
the  violation.  If  the  violator  refuses  to  give  the 
above-noted  information  or  if  any  information 
proves  false,  said  person  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  an  additional  fifty  ($50.00)  dollars.  The 
enforcing  person  shall  give  the  violator  a  notice 
of  the  violation  and  fine,  and  the  violation  and 
fine  may  be  disposed  of  pursuant  to  G.L.  c.  40, 
Section  2 ID.  A  copy  of  each  violation  notice 
shall  be  sent  to  the  landlord  and  to  the  school  or 
university  at  which  the  violator  is  enrolled,  when 
applicable. 

(B)  The  Air  Pollution  Control  Commission  shall 
keep  and  make  available  to  the  public  and  all 
persons  authorized  to  enforce  these  provisions, 
and  the  certification  or  the  information  there  ap- 
pearing by  an  enforcing  official  to  a  court  shall 
establish  a  rebuttable  presumption  of  the  accu- 
racy thereof. 

No  person,  being  the  landlord  or  person  in 
charge  of  a  residential  structure  shall  permit,  or 
suffer,  the  repeated  violations  of  these  ordi- 
nances, after  notice  thereof.  Such  person  shall  be 
punished  at  the  time  of  the  third  such  violation, 
and  every  violation  thereafter  within  twelve 
months  of  the  first  violation  by  a  fine  of  one 
hundred  ($100.00)  dollars  in  the  case  of  the 
third,  and  two  hundred  ($200.00)  dollars  for 
each  thereafter.  It  shall  be  a  defense  that  the 
landlord  or  person  in  charge  of  a  residential 
structure  shall  have  made  good-faith  effort  in- 
cluding the  seeking  of  a  court  order,  to  prevent 
violations. 

Any  person  who  subsequently  violates  these  sub- 
sections 16-26.7,  16-26.8,  16-26.9,  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  one  hundred  ($100.00)  dollars 
for  the  second  offense,  two  hundred  ($200.00) 
dollars  for  the  third  offense;  and  three  hundred 
($300.00)  dollars  for  the  fourth  and  subsequent 
offenses  committed  within  a  twelve-month  per- 
iod. All  fines  hereunder  may  be  recovered  by  the 
non-criminal  disposition  procedures  stated  in 
G.L.  c.  40,  Section  2 ID,  which  procedures  are 
incorporated  herein  by  reference;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  if  a  violator  fails  to  follow  the  proce- 
dures and  requirements  of  said  Section  21D,  the 
fine  of  fines  shall  be  recovered  by  indictment  or 
on  complaint  pursuant  to  G.L.  c.  40,  Section  21.

Rules  of  the  City  Council  1995 
MEETING  TIME 

Rule  1.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  from  time  to 
time,  and  except  on  holidays,  the  regular  meeting  of 
the  city  council  shall  be  on  Wednesdays  at  one 
o'clock  p.m.,  in  the  Christopher  Iannella  Council 
Chamber,  1  City  Hall  Square,  Boston.  Special  meet- 
ings may  be  called  at  the  president's  discretion,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  no  special  meeting  of  the  coun- 
cil shall  be  called,  except  in  the  case  of  an 
emergency,  and  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  all 
members,  upon  less  than  forty-eight  hours  from  the 
time  the  notices  are  mailed  or  dispatched  by  special 
messenger,  or  relayed  to  each  councillor's  office. 
QUORUM 

Rule  2.  A  quorum  of  the  council  shall  consist  of 
seven  members  and  any  member  may  call  for  a  roll 
call  on  the  question  of  a  quorum.  If  at  any  time  any 
meeting  is  called  to  order,  or  if  during  a  meeting  a 
roll  call  shows  less  than  a  quorum,  the  presiding  offi- 
cer shall  call  a  recess  of  not  more  than  ten  minutes, 
after  which  time,  is  a  quorum  is  not  present,  the 
meeting  shall  be  adjourned. 

PRESIDING  OFFICER 
Rule  3.  The  president  of  the  council  shall  assume 
the  chair  at  the  hour  set  by  the  previous  adjourn- 


ment; shall  call  the  members  to  order  and  after  a  roll 
call  showing  a  quorum  present,  shall  proceed  with 
the  regular  order  of  business.  The  president  shall  se- 
lect a  president  pro-tempore  to  act  in  his  or  her  ab- 
sence and  to  serve  as  vice-chair  of  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole.  In  the  event  of  the  absence  of  both  the 
president  and  the  president  pro-tempore,  the  senior 
member  by  age  shall  preside. 
Appealing  a  Decision  of  the  Chair: 

Rule  4.  The  presiding  officer  may  speak  to  points 
of  order  in  preference  to  other  members,  and  shall 
decide  all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal 
from  the  decision  of  the  chair,  but  no  appeal  shall  be 
considered  unless  properly  seconded.  No  other  busi- 
ness except  a  motion  to  adjourn  or  to  lay  on  the  ta- 
ble shall  be  in  order  until  the  question  on  appeal  has 
been  decided.  The  question  shall  be  put  as  follows: 
"Shall  the  decision  of  the  chair  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  Council?" 

The  vote  shall  be  by  a  roll  call,  and  it  shall  be  de- 
cided in  the  affirmative  unless  a  majority  of  the  votes 
are  to  the  contrary. 
Recess: 

Rule  5.  The  presiding  officer  may  at  any  time, 
during  debate  or  otherwise,  declare  a  recess  for  not 
more  than  ten  minutes,  and  such  action  shall  not  be 
subject  to  appeal,  nor  shall  any  motions  apply 
thereto. 
Propounding  Motions: 

Rule  6.  The  presiding  officer  shall  propound  all 
motions  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  moved,  unless 
the  subsequent  motion  shall  be  previous  in  its  nature, 
provided  that  in  naming  sums  and  fixing  time  the 
largest  sum  and  longest  term  shall  be  put  first. 
Deciding  Questions: 

Rule  7.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  these  rules,  the 
presiding  officer  shall,  without  debate,  decide  all 
questions  relating  to  priority  of  business  to  be  acted 
upon. 
Dividing  a  Question: 

Rule  8.  The  presiding  officer  shall,  at  the  request 
of  any  member,  make  a  division  of  a  question  when 
the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 
Doubting  the  Vote: 

Rule  9.  The  presiding  officer  shall  declare  all 
votes;  but  if  any  member  doubts  a  vote  the  president 
shall  cause  a  rising  vote  to  be  taken  and,  when  two 
members  so  request,  shall  cause  the  vote  to  be  taken 
by  a  roll  call. 
Vacating  the  Chair: 

Rule  10.  When  the  presiding  officer  shall  desire  to 
vacate  the  chair  he  or  she  shall  call  the  president 
pro-tempore,  or  in  the  absence  of  the  president  pro- 
tempore,  any  member  to  it;  but  the  president  or  the 
president  pro-tempore,  as  the  case  may  be,  may  re- 
sume the  chair  at  will. 
Agenda: 

Rule  1 1 .  The  original  and  twenty-one  copies  of  any 
message,  ordinance,  resolution,  vote  or  other  mea- 
sure submitted  by  the  Mayor  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
office  of  the  City  Clerk  before  one  o'clock  p.m.,  on 
the  regular  work  day  preceding  any  meeting  of  the 
council  as  a  prerequisite  to  its  consideration  at  such 
meeting;  the  original  and  two  copies  of  any  order, 
ordinance,  resolution  or  committee  report  submitted 
by  a  councillor  (excepting  reports  of  the  committee 
of  the  whole  voted  during  a  recess  of  a  council  meet- 
ing) shall  also  be  delivered  before  such  time  to  such 
place  as  a  prerequisite  to  its  consideration  at  such 
meeting.  Nineteen  copies  are  to  be  delivered  to  the 
city  messenger  by  each  councillor's  office  submitting 
the  same. 
Duties  of  the  Clerk: 

Rule  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  clerk,  act- 
ing as  clerk  and  parliamentarian  of  the  council,  to 
prepare  and  cause  to  be  printed  for  each  meeting  a 
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listing  of  all  matters  submitted  for  consideration  to 
the  council  in  accordance  with  Rule  1 1  and  it  shall 
be  known  as  the  agenda,  which  shall  be  divided  into 
two  sections,  the  latter  of  which  shall  be  known  as 
the  consent  agenda.  One  copy  of  each  matter  to  be 
considered  on  the  consent  agenda  is  to  be  given  to 
the  city  messenger. 

Said  agenda  shall  include  unfinished  business  of 
the  preceding  meetings,  matters  on  the  table,  assign- 
ment, and  thirty  and  sixty  day  orders  not  acted  upon 
in  previous  meetings.  Said  matters  shall  be  listed  in 
accordance  with  the  order  of  business  as  described  in 
Rule  13. 
Corrections  as  to  Form: 

Rule  12A.  After  an  ordinance  is  passed,  but  prior 
to  its  presentation  to  the  mayor,  the  city  clerk,  with 
the  approval  of  the  president  and  with  the  assistance 
of  the  corporation  counsel  if  necessary,  may  make 
such  changes  therein  as  will  make  it  correct  as  to 
form;  provided,  however,  that  its  substance  is  not 
thereby  affected. 
Items  of  the  Same  Matter: 

Rule  12B.  In  the  event  that  resolutions  or  orders 
concerning  the  same  subject  are  filed  with  the  city 
clerk  for  consideration  by  the  council,  the  clerk  shall 
cause  to  have  entered  on  the  agenda  only  that  resolu- 
tion or  order  which  was  first  filed  and  the  name  of 
the  sponsor(s)  to  the  similar  resolution  or  order  shall 
be  added  as  a  sponsoring  member  to  the  resolution 
or  order  which  is  placed  on  the  agenda.  Such  action, 
however,  shall  not  preclude  any  member  from  offer- 
ing an  amendment  to  said  resolution. 
Removal  from  the  Consent  Agenda: 

Resolutions  of  condolences  and  congratulations 
filed  in  accordance  with  Rule  37  shall  be  listed  upon 
the  consent  agenda;  provided,  however,  that  upon  the 
objection  of  any  member  to  the  clerk  of  the  council, 
the  matter  being  objected  to  shall  be  removed  from 
the  consent  agenda  and  placed  on  the  agenda  of  the 
regular  council  business.  No  such  resolution  shall 
bear  the  name  of  any  councillor  not  indicating  con- 
sent to  sponsorship. 

All  matters  contained  on  the  consent  agenda  shall 
be  read  as  one  and  the  question  of  adoption  and  pas- 
sage of  all  said  matters  shall  be  by  a  single  motion. 
The  question  shall  be  put  as  follows: 

"The  question  now  comes  on  approval  of  the 
various  matters  contained  within  the  consent 
agenda." 

Said  agenda  shall  be  delivered  to  each  member  of 
the  council  by  4:30  p.m.,  on  the  regular  work  day 
preceding  the  scheduled  meeting.  Upon  receipt  of 
matters  submitted  by  the  mayor  and/or  council  mem- 
bers to  be  considered  at  a  council  meeting,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  city  messenger  to  promptly  deliver 
a  copy  of  any  such  message,  report,  or  any  other 
document,  commonly  known  as  "the  packet"  to  each 
council  member. 

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS  AND  DEBATE 
Rule   13.  At  every  regular  meeting  of  the  council 
the  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1 .  Communications  from  the  mayor. 

2.  Presentation  of  petitions,  memorials,  and  remon- 
strances. 

3.  Reports  of  city  officers  and  others. 

4.  Unfinished  business  of  preceding  meetings. 

5.  Reports  of  committees. 

6.  Orders  and  resolutions. 

7.  Consent  agenda. 

MOTIONS  AND  ORDERS 
Rule  14.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  the  fol- 
lowing motions  shall  be  entertained  and  shall  have 
precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  arranged: 
1.  To  adjourn. 


2.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

3.  The  previous  question. 

4.  To  close  debate  at  a  specified  time. 

5.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 

6.  To  commit. 

7.  To  amend. 

8.  To  postpone  indefinitely. 
Strike  and  Insert: 

Rule  15.  A  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be 
deemed  indivisable;  but  a  motion  to  strike  out  being 
lost  shall  not  preclude  amendment,   or  a  motion  to 
strike  out  and  insert. 
Adjourn: 

Rule  16.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  in  order  at 
any  time  except  on  an  immediate  repetition  or  pend- 
ing a  verification  of  a  vote:  and  that  motion,  the  mo- 
tion to  lay  on  the  table,  the  motion  to  take  from  the 
table,  and  the  motion  for  the  previous  question  shall 
be  decided  without  debate. 
Direct  Bearing  and  Previously  Debated  Matters: 

Rule  17.  No  motion  or  proposition  of  a  subject  dif- 
ferent from  that  under  consideration  shall  be  admitted 
under  the  color  of  an  amendment. 

Any  motion,  order,  or  resolution  which  in  the 
opinion  of  the  presiding  officer  does  not  have  a  di- 
rect bearing  on  the  business  of  the  council,  or  which 
has  been  previously  debated  and  acted  upon  in  the 
current  municipal  year,  shall  be  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee of  the  whole,  and  shall  not  be  further  consid- 
ered by  the  council  except  upon  report  by  that  com- 
mittee. There  shall  be  no  appeal  from  the  decision  of 
the  chair  hereunder,  and  this  rule  shall  not  be  subject 
to  suspension.  No  motion  shall  apply,  nor  shall  unan- 
imous consent  to  speak  on  the  matter  so  referred  be 
in  order. 

The  committee  of  the  whole  may  report  that  any 
motion,  order,  or  resolution  so  referred  to  it  is  out  of 
order  because  of  not  having  a  direct  bearing  on  the 
business  of  the  council,  and  its  report  shall  be  a  final 
disposition  of  the  matter,  subject  to  an  appeal  which 
shall  be  governed  by  the  same  provisions  as  those 
governing  appeals  from  rulings  of  the  presiding  offi- 
cer. 
Remanding  Matters  to  the  Mayor: 

Rule  18.  Any  order,  ordinance,  resolution,  vote,  or 
other  measure  submitted  by  the  mayor  shall  be  re- 
jected without  prejudice,  unless  when  it  is  filed  with 
the  city  clerk,  it  bears  the  certificate  of  the  corpora- 
tion counsel  that,  if  adopted  or  passed  in  the  form 
submitted  by  the  mayor,  it  will  be  in  accordance  with 
the  law. 
Withdrawal  of  Motions: 

Rule  19.  After  a  motion  has  been  put  by  the  pre- 
siding officer  it  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  presiding 
officer  on  the  request  of  the  sponsor,  providing  no 
objection.  Every  motion  to  amend  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing  and  copies  given  to  members. 

COMMITTEE  ASSIGNMENT  AND  ACTION 
Rule  20.  When  a  petition,  order,  or  resolution  re- 
lates to  a  subject  which  may  properly  be  examined 
and  reported  upon  by  an  existing  committee  of  the 
council,  such  order  or  resolution  shall,  upon  presen- 
tation, be  referred  to  such  committee.  When  a  mo- 
tion is  made  to  refer  any  subject,  and  different  com- 
mittees are  proposed,  the  motions  shall  be  put  in  the 
following  order: 

1.  To  a  standing  committee  of  the  council. 

2.  To  a  special  committee  of  the  council. 

Any  member  offering  a  motion,  order,  or  resolu- 
tion which  is  referred  to  a  committee  may  request, 
upon  referral,  that  the  chair  of  the  committee  set, 
within  30  days  of  referral,  a  mutually  agreeable  date 
for  a  hearing. 

If  within  twenty-one  days,  after  a  matter  is  referred 
to  a  committee  other  than  a  committee  of  all  mem- 
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bers  is  not  reported  upon,  it  may  be  called  by  nine 
members  of  the  council. 

If,  after  twenty-one  days,  a  matter  referred  to  a 
committee  other  than  a  committee  of  all  members  is 
not  reported  upon,  it  may  be  recalled  by  a  standing 
vote  of  seven  members. 

After  the  last  regular  meeting  of  the  year,  any  mat- 
ter in  committee,  shall  be  placed  on  file  by  the  city 
clerk,  unless  the  sponsoring  member  requests  that  a 
matter  be  carried  into  the  next  municipal  year. 

VOTING 

Rule  21.  In  all  votes  the  form  of  expression  shall 
be   "Ordered"  for  everything  by  way  of  command, 
and  the  form  shall  be  "Resolved"  for  everything  ex- 
pressing opinions,  principles,  facts,  or  purposes. 
Summons  of  Members: 

Rule  22.  Upon  request  for  a  call  of  the  ayes  and 
nays,  the  president  shall  hold  open  the  calling  for  a 
period  of  no  longer  than  five  minutes  during  which 
time  the  city  messenger  shall  summons  all  members 
who  are  absent  from  the  Iannella  Council  Chamber. 
The  clerk  shall  call  the  names  of  the  members  in  al- 
phabetical order  without  interruption.  Each  member 
shall  respond  to  his  or  her  name  when  called  by  the 
clerk.  No  member  shall  be  recorded  after  the  name 
of  the  next  member  has  been  called  in  the  prescribed 
manner,  except  by  unanimous  consent  of  all  members 
present. 

Rule  23.  Every  member  who  shall  be  present  when 
a  question  is  put,  unless  he  or  she  is  excluded  by  in- 
terest, shall  vote  in  the  affirmative  or  negative  or 
shall  respond  "present"  unless  the  council  has  for 
special  reason  excused  that  member  from  voting.  Un- 
less otherwise  provided,  a  majority  of  those  council- 
lors present  and  voting  at  a  meeting  of  the  council, 
or  a  council  committee,  shall  constitute  a  majority. 
Absence  of  Sponsoring  Member: 

Rule  24.  In  the  event  that  the  sponsoring  member 
of  any  order,  resolution,  or  other  matter,  excepting 
those  contained  on  the  consent  agenda,  is  not  present 
when  the  clerk  read  said  matter,  the  presiding  officer 
shall  instruct  the  clerk  to  withdraw  said  matter  from 
consideration  at  that  meeting. 
Reconsideration: 

Rule  25.  When  a  vote  has  been  taken  any  member 
may  move  consideration  thereof  only  at  the  same 
meeting.  Debate  on  motions  to  reconsider  shall  be 
limited  to  thirty  minutes,  and  no  member  shall  oc- 
cupy more  than  five  minutes,  but  on  a  vote  upon  any 
subsidiary  or  incidental  question  debate  shall  be  lim- 
ited to  ten  minutes,  and  no  member  shall  occupy 
more  than  two  minutes. 

Rule  25 A.  When  a  motion  to  reconsider  has  been 
decided  that  the  decision  shall  not  be  reconsidered, 
and  no  question  shall  be  twice  reconsidered  unless  it 
has  been  amended  after  the  reconsideration,  nor  shall 
any  reconsideration  be  had  upon  the  following  mo- 
tions: 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2.  The  previous  question. 

3.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

4.  To  take  from  the  table. 

5.  To  close  debate  at  a  specified  time. 

A  motion  to  reconsider  may  be  laid  on  the  table  or 
postponed  indefinitely,  and  the  effect  of  such  action 
in  either  case  shall  be  to  defeat  the  motion  to  recon- 
sider. 

READINGS 
Rule  26.  Except  for  matters  listed  on  the  consent 
agenda,  every  ordinance,  order,  and  resolution,  un- 
less reported  upon  by  a  committee  or  rejected,  shall 
have  two  separate  readings,  both  of  which  may  take 
place  at  the  same  session  unless  objection  is  made; 
provided  that  all  orders  for  the  expenditure  of  money, 


unless  reported  upon  by  committee  of  the  council, 
shall  lie  over  for  one  week  before  final  action. 
Whenever  the  second  reading  immediately  following 
the  first  reading,  the  document  may  be  read  on  the 
second  occasion  by  its  title  only. 
Second  Readings  and  Two-Thirds  Majority  Required: 

All  orders  releasing  rights  or  easements  on  or  re- 
strictions on  land,  all  orders  for  the  sale  of  land,  all 
appropriations  for  the  purchase  of  land,  and  all  loans 
voted  by  the  council  shall  require  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  all  members  of  the  council,  and  shall  be  passed 
only  after  two  separate  readings  and  by  two  separate 
votes,  the  second  of  said  readings  and  votes  to  be 
had  not  less  than  fourteen  days  after  the  first,  except 
in  cases  in  which  a  shorter  period  is  authorized  by 
law.  Any  order  rescinding  an  order  for  any  of  the 
foregoing  purposes  shall  require  the  same  number  of 
readings  and  votes  as  was  required  for  the  passage  of 
the  original  order. 
Adoption  of  Matters  on  Day  Introduced: 

Rule  26A.  No  ordinance  or  substitution  of  an  ordi- 
nance may  be  adopted  at  the  meeting  at  which  sub- 
mitted. This  rule  may  not  be  suspended,  except  with 
unanimous  consent. 

COMMITTEE  STRUCTURE 
Forty-eight  Hour  Notice  Required: 

Rule  27.  No  meeting  of  any  committee  shall  be 
called  upon  less  than  forty-eight  hours  from  the  time 
the  council  staff  shall  have  mailed  the  notices  or  dis- 
patched them  by  special  messenger  provided  that 
meetings  of  the  committee  of  the  whole  may  be  held 
for  a  specific  purpose(s)  at  the  call  of  the  president, 
at  the  completion  of  council  business  and  prior  to  fi- 
nal adjournment  of  any  meeting  of  the  council  with- 
out such  notice.  Only  those  specific  item(s)  for 
which  a  committee  of  the  whole  hearing  has  been 
called  shall  be  in  order  at  such  hearing. 

At  the  start  of  any  committee  hearing  the  commit- 
tee chair  shall  state  the  procedure  by  which  the  hear- 
ing shall  be  governed.  Unless  changed  by  a  majority 
of  the  committee  members,  the  chair's  procedure 
shall  govern.  The  chair  and  members  of  any  commit- 
tee shall  speak  and  question  witnesses  for  not  more 
than  ten  minutes  at  a  time;  provided  that  the  spon- 
sors) of  the  various  committee  proposals  shall  be 
given  an  opportunity  to  make  the  initial  presentation. 

No  committee  unless  authorized  by  an  order  of  the 
council  shall  incur  any  expense,  including,  but  not 
limited  to  advertising  and  stenographic  costs.  No 
committee  meeting,  except  the  committee  of  the 
whole,  shall  be  conducted  on  the  day  of  any  regular 
meeting  of  the  council.  No  committee  meeting  shall 
be  conducted  on  the  same  day  and  time  as  another 
committee  meeting. 
Committee  Action: 

Rule  27A.  The  chair  of  each  committee,  before  re- 
porting on  any  matter  pending  before  such  commit- 
tee, shall  obtain  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  committee 
members  in  favor  of  said  report. 

The  staff  director  shall,  upon  the  scheduling  of  a 
committee  meeting  or  hearing,  promptly  post  a  re- 
cord of  time,  place,  and  subject  matter  of  such  meet- 
ing or  hearing  and  shall  cause  a  written  notice 
thereof  to  be  delivered  to  all  councilors. 

CONDUCT  IN  CITY  COUNCIL 
Contempt  Citation: 

Rule  28.  Every  member  about  to  speak  shall  rise, 
address  the  chair,  and  wait  until  recognized.  No 
member  shall  be  recognized  when  seated  or  away 
from  his  or  her  desk.  In  speaking,  members  shall  re- 
frain from  mentioning  other  members  by  name,  shall 
confine  themselves  to  the  question,  shall  not  use  un- 
becoming, abusive,  or  unparliamentary  language  and 
shall  avoid  personalities.   Any  member  who,   in  de- 
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bate  or  otherwise,  indulges  in  personalities  or  makes 
charges  reflecting  upon  the  character  of  another 
member,  shall  make  an  apology  in  open  session  at 
the  meeting  at  which  the  offense  was  committed  or  at 
the  next  succeeding  regular  meeting  and,  failing  to 
do  so,  shall  be  named  by  the  president  to  be  held  in 
contempt  and  suspended  from  further  participation  in 
debate  until  said  apology  is  made. 
Order  of  and  Time  Limit  on  Speaking: 

Rule  29.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once 
on  a  question  when  another  member  who  has  not 
spoken  claims  the  floor,  and  no  member  speaking 
shall,  without  consenting,  be  interrupted  by  another, 
except  on  a  point  of  order. 

A  member  may  speak  upon  a  matter  for  no  more 
than  ten  minutes  at  a  time.  A  member  who  has  not 
spoken  on  a  matter  shall  have  priority  and  recogni- 
tion by  the  chair  whenever  said  member  shall  rise. 
The  assistant  city  clerk,  acting  as  assistant  clerk  of 
the  council,  shall  inform  the  president  whenever  a 
member  has  spoken  longer  than  ten  minutes. 
Conflict  of  Interest: 

Rule  30.  No  member  shall  engage  in  any  business 
or  transaction  or  shall  have  a  financial  or  other  pri- 
vate interest,  direct  or  indirect,  which  is  in  conflict 
with  the  proper  discharge  of  his  or  her  official  du- 
ties. A  member  who  has  a  direct  or  indirect  financial 
or  other  private  interest,  distinct  from  the  public  in- 
terest, in  any  proposed  legislation  shall  publicly  dis- 
close, on  the  official  record  of  the  council,  the  nature 
and  extent  of  such  interest,  and  upon  doing  so  shall 
be  excused  from  voting  on  said  question. 
Guests: 

Rule  31.  No  person  except  a  member  of  the  coun- 
cil shall  at  any  time  be  permitted  to  occupy  a  seat  in 
the  Iannella  Council  Chamber  of  any  member  of  the 
council.  The  city  messenger  shall  enforce  this  rule. 

Rule  32.  No  person,  excepting  council  staff  or  a 
councillor's  staff,  shall  be  allowed  in  the  anterooms 
or  upon  the  council  floor  of  the  Iannella  Council 
Chamber,  except  upon  invitation  of  the  presiding  offi- 
cer. Seats  reserved  for  the  press,  both  electronic  and 
print  media,  shall  be  reserved  solely  for  accredited 
members  of  the  press.  Guests  will  be  allowed  in  the 
gallery  of  the  Iannella  Council  Chamber  when  the 
council  is  in  session,  but  no  one  will  be  admitted  to 
said  gallery  after  all  seats  are  occupied.  No  demon- 
stration of  approval  or  disapproval  from  guests  will 
be  permitted,  and  if  such  demonstrations  are  made 
the  gallery  will  be  cleared.  The  city  messenger  shall 
enforce  this  rule. 
Members  of  the  Press  on  Council  Floor: 

Rule  32 A.  Members  of  the  press  in  attendance 
shall  refrain  from  discussion  within  the  Iannella 
Council  Chamber  with  council  members  during  a 
council  meeting.  No  member  of  the  press  shall  be  al- 
lowed on  the  council  floor,  except  with  the  permis- 
sion of  the  president. 

Rule  33.  No  person,  who  for  compensation  or  re- 
ward acts  to  promote,  oppose,  or  influence  a  matter 
pending  before  the  council  shall  be  admitted  at  any 
time  to  the  Iannella  Council  Chamber  or  anterooms 
thereof  unless  said  person  has  registered  with  the  city 
clerk  stating  the  nature  of  his  or  her  business. 
Committee  Appointment,  Structure  and  Role: 

Rule  34.  The  president  of  the  City  Council  shall 
appoint  all  standing  committees,  all  special  commit- 
tees, shall  fill  any  vacancy  and  designate  the  rank  of 
the  members  of  each  committee  unless  specifically 
directed  otherwise  by  two-thirds  of  the  council.  All 
standing  committees  shall  consist  of  between  three 
and  nine  members. 

The  role  of  each  committee  shall  be  to  provide  a 
forum  for  in-depth  review  and  analysis  of  all  city  de- 
partments, boards,  and  agencies,  and  to  provide  a  ve- 
hicle for  residents  of  Boston  to  address  their  con- 


cerns with  regard  to  services  provided  by  the  city. 

Committees  shall  focus  upon:  (1)  public  policy,  (2) 
efficiency  of  service  delivery,  and,  (3)  cost  contain- 
ment, it  being  the  goal  of  our  city  government  to 
provide  appropriate  services  while  ensuring  that  pub- 
lic moneys,  which  derive  from  out  citizenry,  are 
spent  wisely  and  cautiously. 

Each  committee  shall  recommend  such  changes  in 
the  ordinance  or  statutes  as  will  provide  the  greatest 
necessary  services  for  the  tax  moneys  expended. 
Committees  of  the  Council: 

There  shall  be  the  following  standing  committees: 

A)  Committee  of  the  Whole,  which  shall  concern 
itself  with  any  litigation  involving  the  city  council 
and  all  other  matters  referred  to  it. 

B)  Committee  on  Arts  and  Humanities,  which  shall 
concern  itself  with  the  encouragement  of  the  arts  and 
humanities  within  our  city,  including  cultural  devel- 
opment, museums,  performing  arts,  public  art,  art 
education,  the  support  and  funding  of  private  art  and 
cultural  amenities  within  Boston,  and  locations  and 
opportunities  to  display  and/or  present  art  works. 
The  committee  shall  exercise  oversight  with  respect 
to  the  Art  Commission,  Mid-Town  Cultural  District, 
the  Boston  Arts  Lottery  Council  and  the  Offices  of 
Cultural  Affairs  and  Special  Events  and  Tourism. 

C)  Committee  on  Banking  and  Community  Invest- 
ment, which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  delivery  of 
banking  services  in  the  neighborhoods  of  Boston,  in- 
cluding the  availability  of  construction  and  mortgage 
loans  for  affordable  housing  in  every  neighborhood, 
the  promotion  of  public  policy  goals  such  as  commu- 
nity reinvestment,  affirmative  marketing  and  non- 
discriminatory lending  policies,  and  the  provision  of 
banking  services  to  smaller,  neighborhood-based 
businesses.  The  committee  shall  also  concern  itself 
with  the  linking  and  leveraging  of  these  objectives  by 
use  of  city  actions  involving  the  purchase  of  banking 
services,  deposits,  borrowing  and  investment. 

D)  Committee  on  City  and  Neighborhood  Services, 
which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  delivery  of  munic- 
ipal services  to  the  residents  and  neighborhoods  of 
Boston,  especially  as  they  impact  on  youth,  the  dis- 
abled and  infirm.  The  committee  shall  exercise  over- 
sight with  respect  to  the  Boston  Employment  Com- 
mission, the  Health  and  Hospitals,  Parks  and 
Recreation,  and  Library  Departments,  the  Office  of 
Neighborhood  Services,  the  Office  of  Cable  Com- 
munications, and  the  White  and  Browne  Funds. 

E)  Committee  on  Commerce  and  Transportation, 
which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  various  inspec- 
tional,  regulatory  and  licensing  activities,  commerce, 
trade,  and  transportation  policy  of  the  city,  including 
the  promotion  of  fair  trade,  equal  access,  consumer 
education  and  protection,  including  council-issued  li- 
censes and  permits.  The  committee  shall  define  trans- 
portation policies  for  the  city,  including  issues  related 
to  mass  transit,  Logan  International  Airport,  the  im- 
position of  tolls,  effects  of  the  depression  of  the  Cen- 
tral Artery,  construction  of  the  Third  Harbor  Tunnel, 
and  construction  of  the  1-93  connector,  with  special 
regard  to  mitigating  the  adverse  impact  of  construc- 
tion on  the  people  and  neighborhoods  of  the  city.  The 
committee  shall  exercise  oversight  with  respect  to  the 
Inspectional  Services  and  Transportation  Depart- 
ments, the  Licensing  Board,  Zoning  Commission,  the 
Office  of  the  Parking  Clerk,  and  the  Office  of  Con- 
sumer Affairs  and  Licensing. 

F)  Committee  on  Education  and  School  Matters, 
which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  quality  of  educa- 
tion provided  by  the  Boston  Public  Schools,  including 
the  Boston  School  Department  budget,  and  structure 
of  the  School  Department.  The  committee  shall  work 
to  strengthen  cooperation  among  city  and  state  gov- 
ernment, private  enterprise,  and  institutions  of  higher 
learning.   The   committee   shall   exercise  complete 
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budget  authority  with  respect  to  the  School  Depart- 
ment. The  Committee  shall  exercise  oversight  with 
respect  to  the  Community  Centers  Commission. 

G)  Committee  on  the  Elderly,  which  shall  concern 
itself  with  the  provision  of  services  to  elderly  persons 
and  the  special  problems  of  aging,  including  personal 
safety,  access  to  health  care,  the  promotion  of  inde- 
pendent living,  home  health  services,  nutrition,  and 
transportation.  The  committee  shall  exercise  oversight 
with  respect  to  the  Commission  on  the  Affairs  of  the 
Elderly. 

H)  Committee  on  Environment  and  Historic  Perser- 
vation,  which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  natural 
and  historic  resources  and  landmarks  of  the  city,  in- 
cluding wetlands,  the  harbor,  and  the  harbor  islands. 
The  committee  shall  have  oversight  with  respect  to 
the  care,  management,  custody  and  use  of  public 
lands  and  buildings,  except  park  land.  The  committee 
shall  involve  itself  in  the  relationship  between  the 
city  and  Metropolitan  District  Commission,  the 
Mass.  Water  Resources  Authority,  the  Boston  Water 
and  Sewer  Commission;  the  problems  of  pollution, 
conservation,  preservation  and  energy.  The  commit- 
tee shall  also  concern  itself  with  the  implementation 
of  voluntary  recycling  and  other  resource  recovery  ef- 
forts, public  and  private;  protection  from  improper 
storage,  transportation,  and  disposal  of  wastes,  espe- 
cially hazardous  and  infectious  wastes,  reclamation  of 
dump  lands  and  polluted  lands;  and,  the  means  and 
costs  of  disposal  of  waste  products  by  the  city  and 
from  businesses  within  the  city.  The  committee  shall 
exercise  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Property  Man- 
agement, Public  Works  and  Environment  Depart- 
ments. 

I)  Committee  on  Equity,  which  shall  concern  itself 
with  promoting  equal  and  fair  access  to  public  and 
private  services  and  facilities  for  all  Bostonians,  in- 
cluding males,  females,  minorities,  veterans,  the  dis- 
abled, and  those  of  any  religious  persuasion,  race  or 
ethnicity,  to  the  end  that  within  our  city,  the  rights 
and  privileges  espoused  as  the  American  ideal  are 
not  denied. 

J)  Committee  on  Government  Operations,  which 
shall  concern  itself  with  the  organization  and  struc- 
ture of  city  government,  including  departmental  fees 
and  charges.  The  committee  shall  have  referred  to  it 
all  proposed  ordinances  and  special  laws  affecting  the 
structure,  duties,  and  responsibilities  of  city  depart- 
ments, agencies  and  commissions.  The  committee 
shall  exercise  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Adminis- 
trative Services,  Election,  and  Law  Departments;  the 
Office  of  the  Mayor  except  those  components  as- 
signed to  other  committees;  City  Clerk,  Registrar, 
Group  Insurance,  Execution  of  Courts,  Workers' 
Compensation  Service,  Retirement  Board  and  pension 
liabilities,  the  Women's,  Comparable  Worth,  and  Hu- 
man Rights  Commissions. 

K)  Committee  on  Housing,  which  shall  concern  it- 
self with  public  policy  involving  the  preservation, 
creation,  and  rehabilitation  of  housing  in  the  city,  in- 
cluding public  housing  programs.  The  committee  is 
charged  with  evaluation  of  policies  and  programs  of 
the  city  to  insure  an  adequate  supply  of  affordable 
housing;  to  advocate  toward  the  goal  of  safe,  decent, 
and  affordable  housing  for  all  Bostonians;  and  to 
deal  with  the  problem  of  homelessness  in  our  city. 
The  committee  shall  exercise  oversight  with  respect 
to  the  Emergency  Shelter  Commission,  the  Fair 
Housing  Commission,  the  Commission  for  Persons 
with  Disabilities,  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  and 
the  Institutional  Expansion  Board. 

L)  Committee  on  Labor,  which  shall  concern  itself 
with  public  policy  issues  affecting  labor  unions  and 
members  of  collective  bargaining  units,  both  public 
and  private,  as  they  relate  to  the  city.  The  committee 
shall  exercise  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Office  of 


Labor  Relations. 

M)  Committee  on  Planning  and  Economic  Devel- 
opment, which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  physical 
and  economic  preservation  and  development  of  the 
city;  the  relationship  of  the  city  to  the  Metropolitan 
Area  Planning  Council,  planning  of  public  buildings, 
including,  jail  construction,  the  effect  of  large-scale 
development  on  neighborhoods  and  people  of  Boston, 
including  avoidance  of  noise  pollution,  damage  to  the 
water  table,  protecting  access  to  homes  and  busi- 
nesses, and  trucking  and  safe  disposal  of  construction 
material  and  debris.  The  committee  shall  exercise 
oversight  with  respect  to  the  Boston  Industrial  Devel- 
opment Finance  and  Boston  Redevelopment  Authori- 
ties, the  Public  Improvement,  Public  Facilities,  and 
Economic  Development  and  Industrial  Commissions. 

N)  Committee  on  Post  Audit  and  Oversight,  which 
shall  concern  itself  with  evaluating  the  efficiency  and 
effectiveness  of  city  operations  and  programs,  and 
administrative  compliance  with  the  intent  of  legisla- 
tion, including  administrative  regulations  of  depart- 
ments, agencies  and  programs.  The  committee  shall 
select  areas  for  review,  establish  goals  and  objec- 
tives, collect  and  analyze  data,  and  report  to  the 
council  with  recommendations,  including  possible 
legislative  and  programmatic  changes  based  on  its  re- 
view and  analysis.  The  committee  shall  also  concern 
itself  with  encouraging  cooperation  between  the  city 
and  other  levels  of  government  to  discourage  duplica- 
tive programs,  coordinate  efforts  to  provide  services 
and  maximize  revenues  available  to  the  city  from 
state  and  federal  sources.  The  Committee  shall  exer- 
cise oversight  with  respect  to  the  Auditing  Depart- 
ment and  the  Boston  Finance  Commission. 

O)  Committee  on  Public  Health,  which  shall  con- 
cern itself  with  public  health  issues  of  Boston  resi- 
dents, including  the  impact  of  industry  on  the  public 
health.  The  committee  shall  provide  a  forum  for  resi- 
dents seeking  a  voice  to  express  their  concerns  about 
cancer  rates  and  heart  disease,  as  these  diseases  may 
be  exacerbated  by  pollution  and  environmental  factors 
associated  with  urban  living.  The  committee  shall 
concern  itself  with  efforts  to  prevent  the  onset  of 
HIV  and  Acquired  Immune  Deficiency  Syndrome  and 
to  offer  progressive  and  efficacious  treatment  to  those 
persons  with  AIDS  and  AIDS  related  complex.  The 
committee  shall  also  concern  itself  with  programs 
aimed  at  reducing  infant  mortality  in  Boston. 

P)  Committee  on  Public  Safety,  which  shall  con- 
cern itself  with  all  efforts  to  protect  citizens  of 
Boston  from  crime  and  fire.  It  shall  insure  the  deliv- 
ery of  fire  and  police  protection  to  all  neighborhoods 
of  Boston.  The  committee  shall  also  concern  itself 
with  evaluating,  encouraging,  and  facilitating  existing 
citizen-driven  efforts  to  prevent  crime,  including  ar- 
son, vandalism,  gang  and  youth  crime,  assault, 
housebreak,  and  crime  committed  as  a  vehicle  of 
prejudice.  The  committee  shall  exercise  oversight 
with  respect  to  Fire  and  Police  Departments,  the  Suf- 
folk County  Jail,  Safe  Neighborhoods,  anti-crime  ef- 
forts financed  by  state  and  federal  governments,  and 
county  matters. 

Q)  Committee  on  Rules  and  Administration,  which 
shall  concern  itself  with  the  city  council  rules, 
budget,  facilities,  equipment,  staff  and  supplies. 

R)  Committee  on  Tourism,  which  shall  concern  it- 
self with  the  promotion  of  visits  to  our  city  by  indi- 
viduals and  convention  groups,  develop  programs 
whereby  city  agencies  encourage  tourism  and  best 
display  the  assets  of  our  city  to  those  who  visit  us, 
and,  recommend  legislation  and/or  other  actions  to 
make  Boston  a  welcome  place  for  visitors. 

S)  Committee  on  University-Community  Relations, 
which  shall  concern  itself  with  developing  an  im- 
proved relationship  between  our  neighborhoods  and 
academic  institutions  impacting  them,  including  the 
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encouragement  of  undergraduate  student  housing, 
university  master  plans  which  respect  neighborhood 
concerns,  equitable  agreements  for  services  and  pay- 
ments in  lieu  of  taxes,  effective  programs  to  curtail 
students  misbehavior,  and,  mutually  beneficial  pro- 
grams allowing  university  students  to  gain  practical 
experience  while  assisting  Boston  school  children, 
residents  and  neighborhoods. 

T)  Committee  on  Veterans,  which  shall  concern  it- 
self with  facilities  available  for  organized  veterans 
and  for  delivery  of  services  to  veterans,  with  particu- 
lar regard  to  the  interface  of  public  agencies,  vet- 
erans and  their  organizations,  including  the  dedica- 
tion of  surplus  or  under-utilized  properties  and 
building  for  such  purposes.  The  committee  shall  ex- 
ercise oversight  with  respect  to  the  Veterans'  Services 
Department  and  the  Veterans'  Graves  Division  of  the 
Parks  and  Recreation  Department. 

U)  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  which  shall 
exercise  general  oversight  with  respect  to  revenues 
and  expenditures  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  all  other 
component  units  that  comprise  the  governmental  en- 
tity, as  defined  by  the  National  Council  of  Govern- 
mental Accounting  Statement  Three  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  budget  for  the  Boston  School  Department. 
The  committee,  which  shall  consist  of  seven  mem- 
bers, may  report  to  the  council  the  cost  of  implemen- 
tation of  any  order,  ordinance,  program  or  other  ini- 
tiative pending  before  the  body,  and  shall  make  such 
report  whenever  requested  by  another  committee  or 
directed  to  do  so  by  the  council;  shall  be  referred  to 
it  all  matters  concerning  appropriations,  the  city 
budget,  expenditures  and  loans;  and,  further,  no  ap- 
propriation, budget  expenditure  or  loan  shall  be  voted 
out  of  committee  except  upon  a  majority  vote  of  its 
members.  The  committee  shall  exercise  oversight 
with  respect  to  the  Assessing,  Auditing  and  Treasury 
Departments,  and  the  Office  of  Budget  Management. 

There  shall  be  the  following  special  committees: 

V)  Special  Committee  on  Library  Services,  which 
shall  concern  itself  with  the  siting  of  library  facilities 
and  studies  undertaken  to  determine  the  need  and  fea- 
sibility of  additional  library  services  or  facilities. 

W)  Special  Committee  on  Residency,  which  shall 
concern  itself  with  the  review  of  the  city's  policy  re- 
garding residency  for  city  employees.  The  committee 
shall  study  existing  state  and  local  legislation,  collec- 
tive bargaining  provisions  and  enforcement  proce- 
dures affecting  the  city's  residency  policy.  The  com- 
mittee shall  exercise  oversight  with  respect  to  the 
Residency  Compliance  Commission. 

X)  Special  Committee  on  Youth  Services,  which 
shall  concern  itself  with  the  provision  of  services  to 
children  and  adolescents  in  Boston.  The  committee 
shall  work  to  strengthen  cooperation  among  city, 
state,  and  private  agencies  engaged  in  providing 
youth  services  and  to  expand  support  for  public  and 
private  youth  activities  and  programs. 
Council  Accolades: 

Rule  35.  The  council  shall  have  the  honor  of  rec- 
ognizing persons,  groups,  and  events  of  significant 
importance  to  the  City  of  Boston. 

FURTHER  RULES, 
AMENDMENT  AND  SUSPENSION 

Rule  36.  Unless  inconsistent  with  any  provision  of 
these  rules,  the  proceedings  of  the  council  shall  be 
governed  by  Robert's  Rules  of  Order. 
Suspension  of  Rules: 

Rule  37.  With  the  exception  of  Rule  17  which  may 
not  be  suspended  and  Rules  11  and  26A  which  may 
be  suspended  only  by  a  unanimous  roll  call  of  those 
present,  the  foregoing  rules  shall  not  be  altered, 
amended,  suspended  or  repealed  at  any  time,  except 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  members  of  the  council. 


Provided,  however,  that  Rule  1 1  may  be  suspended 
only  in  the  case  of  an  order,  ordinance,  vote,  com- 
mittee report  or  other  measure  submitted  by  the 
mayor  or  by  a  councilor  calling  for  action  by  the 
council  that  is  of  any  emergency  nature,  namely  that 
which  imposes  an  imminent  threat  to  the  peace, 
health,  or  safety  of  the  people  or  their  property.

The  Members  of  the  Boston  City  Council: 

We  are  writing  to  update  you  on  our  activities  as 
members  of  the  Audit  Committee  of  the  City  of 
Boston  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1994.  Dur- 
ing this  period  we  met  with  the  City's  independent 
auditors,  KPMG  Peat  Marwick  LLP,  four  times  to 
discuss  various  aspects  of  the  City's  audit  and  other 
financial  topics,  including: 

Audit  planning  issues  relating  to  the  City's  finan- 
cial statement  audit  and  the  audit  of  the  City's 
federal  programs  for  fiscal  1994. 
Results  of  the  financial   statement  audit  for  the 
fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1994. 
The  1994  audited  financial  statements  of  the  City 
were  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  on  January  4, 
1995.  the  City  will  submit  its  annual  financial 
report  to  the  Government  Finance  Officers'  As- 
sociation for  the  Certificate  of  Excellence  Award 
for  the  first  time  in  history.  Credit  should  go  to 
the  City  Auditor  and  her  staff.  As  a  Committee, 
we  fully  support  this  effort. 
Although  we  have  not  met  with  the  Trustees  of 
Health  and  Hospitals,  we  are  concerned  with  the 
deficit  reported  in  their  latest  audit  report. 
Results  of  the  audit  of  the  City's  federal  pro- 
grams for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1994. 
The  City  received  an  unqualified  report  on  the 
administration  of  its  Federal  programs.  Although 
no  material  weaknesses  were  noted,   some  non- 
material  internal  control  and  compliance  findings 
were  reported  that  require   management's  atten- 
tion. The  1994  audit  report  on  the  City's  Federal 
programs  will  be  finalized  and  was  filed  with  the 
City  Clerk  on  January  20,  1995. 
Comments  resulting  from  the  audits  identifying 
weaknesses  in  the  City's  internal  controls  or  sug- 
gestions for  improving  operations  within  City  de- 
partments. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  material  weak- 
nesses involving  the  books  and  records  at  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  (DHH)  have 
been  substantially  eliminated.  In  addition,  we  are 
concerned  that  DHH  holds  $438,000  of  patient 
accounts  at  the  closed  Long  Island  Hospital.  If 
the  patients  cannot  be  located,  we  recommend 
that  the  City  take  appropriate  action  to  determine 
the  disposition  of  the  funds. 
The  report  on  internal  controls  on  other  depart- 
ments contained  no  material  weaknesses.   It  did 
contain  several  internal  control  comments  and 
suggestions  for  improving  various  aspects  of  the 
City  operations.  These  comments  and  suggestions 
need  to  be  addressed  by  the  City's  management. 
The  1994  report  on  internal  controls  was  filed 
with  the  City  Clerk  on  January  20,  1995. 
During  the  past  year,  the  Committee  members  have 
received  the  full  cooperation  of  the  Chief  Financial 
Officer  and  the  City  Auditor  and  her  staff  in  dealing 
with  the  issues  presented  to  us.  If  any  member  of  the 
Council  has  further  questions  about  our  activities, 
please  contact  me  at  345-1210.

Whereas,  The  203  (k)  program  has  the  potential  to 
revitalize  Boston's  neighborhoods  and  improve  the 
overall  quality  of  life  in  Boston's  communities  by  al- 
lowing first  time  home  buyers,  who  normally  could 
not  afford  a  down  payment  but  have  the  ability  to 
make  loan  payments,  an  opportunity  to  become 
owner  occupants  by  putting  as  little  as  three  (3)  per- 
cent down  on  the  purchase  of  a  home;  and 

Whereas,  Real  Estate  Developers  and  Investors  are 
also  encouraged  to  participate  in  the  203  (k)  loan

Whereas,  The  National  Association  of  Retail  Deal- 
ers of  America  estimates  that  extended  warranties 
provide  retailers  with  gross  profit  margins  of  77%; 
and 

Whereas,  Consumer  Reports  Magazine  reveals  that 
retailers  pay  out  only  4  to  15  cents  for  every  dollar 
they  receive  for  extended  warranty  services  compared 
with  health  insurance  which  pays  back  65  cents  of 
every  dollar  in  services,  clearly  showing  that  ex- 
tended warranties  are  a  hard  sell  practice  that  entice 
consumers  into  paying  money  for  services  and  re- 
pairs that  are  not  likely  to  be  provided;  and 

Whereas,   Under  Massachusetts  Consumer  Protec- 
tion Laws  consumers  currently  receive  similar  safe- 
guards at  no  extra  costs  and  in  today's  economy  con- ' 
sumers  need  to  ensure  that  their  money  is  being 
spent  in  the  most  cost  effective  means  possible:  and 

Whereas,  The  consumers  of  Boston  must  be  made 
aware  of  the  consumer  protection  laws  and  the  merits 
of  purchasing  extending  warranties  must  be  explored; 
therefore  be  it

ORDER  THAT  APPROPRIATE  COMMITTEE

PROPERTY  UNDER  CITY'S  CONTROL 
(DOCKET  NO.  0281) 

Coun.  MODICA,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Commerce  and  Transportation,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0279,  order  that  the  Com- 
mittee on  Commerce  and  Transportation  hold  a  hear- 
ing to  address  alternate  parking  proposals  during 
snow  emergencies  (referred  January  25)  and  Docket 
No.  0281,  order  that  the  appropriate  committee  hold 
a  hearing  re  snow  removal  on  property  under  the 
City's  control  (referred  January  25)  —  recommending 
the  orders  be  placed  on  file  and  that  the  attached  re- 
ports be  accepted  and  forwarded  to  relevant  depart- 
ments: 

The  Winter  of  1993-1994,  with  record  amounts  of 
snow  and  little  let-up  in  sub-freezing  weather  for 
months  -  tested  the  City  of  Boston's  ability  to  effec- 
tively deal  with  winter  weather.  Despite  the  severity 
of  the  Winter  of  1993,  the  city's  Public  Works  De- 
partment was  able  to  keep  all  streets  open  and  passi- 
ble, even  during  the  most  severe  of  the  storms.  We 
have  been  fortunate  this  year  without  a  major  snow 
storm.  However,  Boston  residents  and  businesses 
were  inconvenienced  by  snow-narrowed  streets  and 
lack  of  parking  spaces  in  the  past.  The  Committee  on 
Commerce  and  Transportation  held  a  hearing  to  hear 
testimony  from  city  officials  on  current  snow  plowing 
and  removal  procedures. 

The  Committee  has  studied  the  snow  plowing  and 
removal  procedures  of  several  large  cities  and  has 
found  that  the  City  of  Chicago  has  been  able  to  ef- 
fectively coordinate  the  activities  of  a  number  of  city 
departments  during  severe  winter  storms.  While 
many  of  the  Chicago  agencies  do  not  completely  cor- 
respond to  agencies  in  Boston,  there  are  similarities 
and  the  Committee  believes  that  Boston  could  benefit 
by  incorporating  certain  elements  of  the  Chicago 
plan.  A  hearing  held  on  February  24,  1994  on  Dock- 
ets #0279  and  #0281  resulted  in  the  following  recom- 
mendations. 
Towing  of  Cars  During  Snow  Emergencies 

One  of  the  concerns  most  often  raised  by  residents 
and  business  owners  was  the  apparent  lack  of  coordi- 
nation between  the  Transportation  and  Public  Works 
Departments  during  snow  emergencies  when  parking 
is  banned  on  certain  streets.  Several  incidents  of  en- 
tire streets  of  cars  being  towed  for  snow  removal 
which  did  not  take  place  until  the  next  day  were  re- 
counted at  the  hearing. 

Recommendation:  Those  car  owners  whose  cars 
were  towed  suggested  that  efforts  at  notifying  owners 
be  made  prior  to  towing  by  the  Police,  Transportation 
or  Public  Works  Departments,  such  as  going  down 
the  street  with  a  bullhorn  announcing  the  towing. 
Availability  of  Off-Street  Parking 

In  those  instances  when  residents  were  aware  that 
cars  would  be  towed  after  the  declaration  of  a  snow 
emergency,  residents  expressed  frustration  at  the  lack 
of  available  off-street  parking.  The  Commissioners  of 
Public  Works  and  Transportation  reported  to  the 
Committee  that  in  anticipation  of  the  February  11th 
snowstorm  the  Transportation  Department  identified 
between  30  and  40  parking  lots  at  local  schools  and 
other  municipal  facilities.  With  the  help  of  the  Parks 
Department  these  lots  were  cleared  of  all  snow  and 
were  made  available  for  parking  for  local  residents 
when  a  snow  emergency  was  declared. 

Recommendation:  The  Committee  commends  this 
type  of  cooperative  effort  between  departments  and 
urges  all  city  agencies  to  identify  available  parking

lots  which  might  be  used  during  snow  emergencies. 
The  Community  Centers  Division  and  Public  Facili- 
ties have  parking  facilities  which  could  be  used  by 
area  residents  when  on-street  parking  is  banned.  The 
Committee  recommends  that  these  parking  facilities 
be  identified  prior  to  December  of  each  year  and 
publicized  through  local  newspapers  and  mailings  to 
residents  as  being  available  for  parking  during  snow 
emergencies.  The  Committee  also  recommends  that 
the  city  undertake  a  pilot  program  of  disposing  of 
foreclosed  vacant  property  to  be  used  for  neighbor- 
hood parking  with  the  lots  administered  by  neighbor- 
hood non-profit  organizations. 
Snow  Emergency  Parking  Bans 

The  Committee  believes  that  it  is  time  to  review 
the  even-odd  parking  bans  required  by  the  declaration 
of  a  snow  emergency.  The  ban  is  not  enforced  in 
most  residential  neighborhoods  but  is  intended  to 
communicate  the  severity  of  a  storm.  However,  on 
large  arterial  routes  the  ban  is  enforced  and  parked 
cars  are  towed.  On  most  of  these  major  arterial 
routes  parking  is  banned  on  one  side  of  the  street 
each  week  for  the  purpose  of  street  cleaning  during 
the  months  of  April  through  November.  Chicago  bans 
all  overnight  parking  on  most  of  its  major  arterials,  a 
condition  that  eases  the  process  of  snow  plowing  and 
removal.  However,  the  Committee  believes  that  an 
overnight  ban  on  major  streets  would  be  an  inconven- 
ience to  most  residents,  but  extension  of  the  weekly 
even-odd  ban  through  the  winter  would  simply  be  the 
continuation  of  something  that  most  people  are  accus- 
tomed to. 

Recommendation:  The  Committee  believes  that  the 
Public  Works  and  Transportation  Departments  should 
investigate  extending  the  street  cleaning  parking  ban 
throughout  the  entire  year.  With  one  side  of  our  ma- 
jor arterial  clear  once  a  week  it  would  be  possible 
for  the  Public  Works  Department  to  clear  or  plow 
back  snow  which  had  fallen  during  the  previous 
week. 
Priority  Location  Plowing  and  Shoveling 

During  this  past  winter  Mayor  Menino  placed  an 
emphasis  on  removing  snow  from  school  bus  stops. 
The  Committee  heard  testimony  on  Docket  #0281 
which  sought  to  clarify  the  role  of  city  departments 
in  clearing  city-owned  property  of  snow.  While  some 
departments  do  a  very  good  job  of  clearing  their  own 
property  there  are  a  number  of  locations  which  seem 
to  fall  through  the  cracks  each  winter. 

Recommendation:  The  Committee  recommends  that 
this  past  winter's  calls  to  the  emergency  snow  line  be 
reviewed  to  identify  any  areas  that  seem  to  have  been 
a  problem  during  each  storm.  It  should  then  be  de- 
termined what  department  or  state  agency  will  have 
responsibility  for  clearing  the  location  during  a  snow- 
storm. The  Committee  believes  that  there  should  be  a 
more  formalized  prioritization  of  locations  to  be 
plowed  or  from  which  snow  should  be  removed. 
These  priority  locations  should  include  schools,  li- 
braries, health  centers,  and  nursing  homes.  Responsi- 
bility for  clearing  these  sites  could  be  given  to  vari- 
ous city  agencies,  such  as  Parks  and  Recreation, 
Property  Management  and  Public  Facilities,  which 
have  smaller  equipment  than  that  required  for  street 
plowing  (such  as  small  bobcats  and  snow  blowers). 
The  Committee  also  recommends  that  the  city  enter 
into  formal  agreements  with  the  state  in  order  to  be 
reimbursed  for  plowing  of  state  owned  land  located 
in  the  city. 

The  City  of  Chicago  has  a  prioritized  list  of  those 
locations  where  snow  removal  is  critical  for  public 
safety  and  health  purposes.  Below  is  a  list  of  Chica- 
go's Neighborhood  Vital  Service  Areas: 

•  hospitals 

•  long-term  care  facilities 

•  health  care  centers 


•  fire  stations 

•  police  stations 

•  schools 

•  churches 

•  off-street  parking  locations 

Workers  in  each  district  are  assigned  locations  with 
specific  instructions  on  the  degree  to  which  they  are 
to  be  cleared,  including  hand  shoveling. 
Supplemental  Support  During  Snow  Emergencies 

Chicago  also  makes  use  of  administrative  depart- 
ments to  help  during  a  snowstorm.  Employees  of  the 
City  Clerk  and  the  Department  of  Aging  staff  snow 
emergency  lines.  All  storm  related  personnel  are 
trained  each  year  on  procedures  and  reporting  re- 
quirements to  ensure  that  the  city  is  not  caught  off 
guard  when  a  storm  hits. 

Recommendation:  While  inter-departmental  coordi- 
nation does  take  place  in  Boston,  the  Committee  rec- 
ommends that  it  become  more  formal  with  regular 
comprehensive  training  of  employees.  The  Committee 
also  recommends  that  clear  reporting  procedures  and 
lines  of  communication  among  departments  be  estab- 
lished for  snow  emergencies. 

The  Committee  commends  those  City  of  Boston 
employees  who  helped  minimize  the  impact  of  this 
past  winter's  severe  weather.  However,  like  most  gov- 
ernment functions  it  is  always  wise  to  take  a  close 
look  at  how  things  are  done  and  how  they  might  be 
improved.  The  Committee  offers  these  recommenda- 
tions in  a  spirit  of  cooperation,  seeking  to  ensure  that 
all  steps  are  taken  to  ensure  that  public  safety  is 
maintained  and  Bostonians  are  inconvenienced  as  lit- 
tle as  possible  by  winter  weather.

ORDER  FOR  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  TO 
EXTEND  PRINCIPLE  OF  "DRUG-FREE" 
ZONES  TO  PUBLIC  LIBRARIES  AND 
CHURCHES  IN  BOSTON  (DOCKET  NO. 
0296) 

Coun.  YANCEY  offered  the  followed: 

Whereas,  Boston  is  covered  under  the  state  statute. 
General  Laws  Chapter  94C,  Section  32J,  which  im- 
poses additional  incarceration  time  and  fines  on  per- 
sons who  make,  distribute,  or  use  certain  drugs  in 
proximity  to  schools  or  playgrounds:  and 

Whereas,  There  are  proposals  to  extend  the  "drug- 
free"  area  concept  in  Boston  to  multi-unit  housing 
complexes  serving  the  elderly  and  persons  with  dis- 
abilities; and 

Whereas,  A  case  may  also  be  made  to  apply  the 
thousand-foot  drug-free  protective  area  around  public 
libraries  which,  in  certain  neighborhoods,  have 
served  as  sanctuaries  for  young  people  seeking  to 
avoid  the  intrusive  contact  drug  purveyors  often  prac- 
tice; and 

Whereas,  There  have  been  instances,  nevertheless, 
of  dealers  brazenly  carrying  on  their  illegal  activities 
in  close  proximity  to  libraries,  in  virtual  mockery  of 
what  these  community  institutions  stand  for,  and 

Whereas,  There  is  a  similar  need  to  protect 
churches,  mosques,  temples  and  other  places  of  wor- 
ship in  the  community  which  traditionally  are  found 
in  the  forefront  fighting  ravages  of  drugs  on  our  cul- 
ture, mores,  spiritual  and  economic  well-being;  be  it 
therefore 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  ac- 
companied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the 
City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of 
this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved  under  Clause 
(1)  of  Section  eight  of  Article  two,  as  amended,  of 
the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end  that  legislation 
be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  follows,  except  for 
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clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form  only: 

Section  1 .  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special 
law  to  the  contrary,  in  the  City  of  Boston  any  person 
who  violated  the  provisions  of  sections  32,  32a,  32b, 
32c,  32d,  32e,  32f,  32i,  32k  or  chapter  94c  of  the 
General  Laws  while  in  or  on,  or  within  one  thousand 
feet  of,  the  real  property  comprising  a  public  library 
facility  or  a  recognized  house  of  religious  worship 
that  serves  a  community  or  area  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  shall  be  punished  by  a  term  of  imprisonment 
in  the  state  prison  for  not  less  than  two  and  one-half 
nor  more  than  fifteen  years  or  by  imprisonment  in  a 
jail  or  house  of  correction  for  not  less  than  two  nor 
more  than  two  and  one-half  years. 

No  sentence  imposed  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  for  less  than  a  mandatory  minimum 
term  of  imprisonment  of  two  years.  A  fine  of  not  less 
than  one  thousand  nor  more  than  ten  thousand  dollars 
may  be  imposed  but  not  in  lieu  of  the  mandatory 
minimum  two-year  term  of  imprisonment  established 
herein. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  8A  of 
Chapter  279  of  the  General  Laws,  such  sentence 
shall  begin  from  and  after  the  expiration  of  the  sen- 
tence for  violation  of  Section  32,  32a,  32b,  32c,  32d, 
32e,  32f,  32i  or  32k. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  section,  the  term,  public  li- 
brary, shall  mean  the  Boston  Public  Library  and  each 
of  its  branches  and  the  term,  recognized  house  of  re- 
ligious worship,  shall  mean  any  church,  mosque, 
temple,  chapel  or  mission  which  provides  spiritual 
solace,  instruction,  or  service,  has  a  place  of  estab- 
lishment in  a  neighborhood  or  community,  and  which 
has  official  standing  in  an  established  religious  orga- 
nization or  which  has  received  tax-exempt  status  in 
recognition  of  its  activities  or  which  has  been  incor- 
porated in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to 
fulfill  its  articles  of  incorporation. 

Lack  of  knowledge  of  boundaries  shall  not  be  a  de- 
fense to  any  person  who  violates  the  provisions  of 
this  section.  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  in 
its  capacity  as  planning  board  for  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  prepare  and  distribute  maps  for  each  such  pub- 
lic library,  or  recognized  house  of  religious  worship, 
designating  the  boundaries  of  the  one-thousand-foot 
zone. 

Section  2.  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special 
law  to  the  contrary,  in  the  City  of  Boston,  the  district 
courts  and  the  municipal  court  of  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  have  original  jurisdiction,  concurrent  with  the 
superior  court,  of  offenses  described  in  Section  1, 
hereof,  complaint  of  which  shall  be  brought  in  the 
division  of  the  district  court  department,  or  in  the 
Boston  Municipal  Court  department,  as  the  case  may 
be,  within  which  judicial  district  the  offense  was  al- 
legedly committed  or  is  otherwise  punishable. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  passage.

ORDINANCE  REGULATING  THE  PLACEMENT 
AND  MAINTENANCE  OF  PUBLICATION 
DISTRIBUTION  DISPENSERS  (DOCKET  NO. 

0335) 

Coun.  KEANE,  for  all  the  Councillors,  offered  the 
following: 

Whereas,  Publication  distribution  dispensers  often 
partially  block  pedestrian  crosswalks  and  handicap 
ramps  and  reduce  the  usable  width  of  the  City's  side- 
walks, thereby  creating  a  safety  hazard;  and 

Whereas,  Publication  distribution  dispensers  often 
lack  proper  maintenance,  are  collectors  of  trash  or 
other  debris,  are  covered  with  graffiti,  are  tipped 
over,  or  remain  empty  for  extended  periods  of  time; 
and 

Whereas,  Reasonably  designed  restrictions  on  the 
placement  and  maintenance  of  publication  distribution 
dispensers  will  prevent  the  safety  hazards  and  visual 
blight  that  are  associated  with  poorly  maintained  or 
abandoned  dispensers;  therefore  be  it 

Ordained,  By  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as  fol- 
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lows: 

Section  1.    Definitions. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  the  following 
terms  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

a.  Commissioner  means  the  Commissioner  of  Pub- 
lic Works. 

b.  Owner  means  any  person  who  holds  title  to,  or 
is  in  control  of,  or  is  responsible  for,  a  publication 
distribution  dispenser. 

c.  Public  Way  means  any  street,  sidewalk,  alley, 
park,  parkway,  park  road,  highway  or  any  other  way 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

d.  Publication  Distribution  Dispenser  means  any 
dispenser  placed  on  a  public  way  to  distribute  publi- 
cations, whether  or  not  for  charge. 

Section  2.     Placement  of  Publication  Distribution 
Dispensers  on  Public  Ways. 

a.  No  person  shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed  and 
no  owner  shall  suffer  to  remain  any  publication  dis- 
tribution dispenser  within  three  (3)  feet  of  any  part  of 
a  'curb  return'  of  a  handicap  ramp  or  driveway,  or  in 
the  case  of  a  handicap  ramp  or  driveway  without  a 
curb  return,  within  three  (3)  feet  of  the  point  where 
the  curb  edgestone  or  edging  begins  a  change  in 
grade  toward  the  driveway  or  ramp  on  each  side 
thereof,  or  in  the  case  of  a  termination  of  the  curb, 
edgestone  or  edging  without  a  change  in  grade  or  a 
return,  within  three  (3)  feet  of  the  point  the  same  ter- 
minates on  each  side  of  the  ramp  or  driveway. 

b.  No  person  shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed  and 
no  owner  shall  suffer  to  remain  any  publication  dis- 
tribution dispenser  which  obstructs  or  disturbs  a  pub- 
lic way  so  as  to  encumber  such  way  or  subject  trav- 
elers to  injury  or  danger. 

Section  3.    Maintenance  of  Publication  Distribution 
Dispensers  on  Public  Ways. 

a.  An  owner  of  a  publication  distribution  dispenser 
shall  post  his  or  her  name,  address  and  telephone 
number  on  such  dispenser. 

b.  An  owner  of  a  publication  distribution  dispenser 
shall  cause  such  dispenser  to  be  completely  enclosed, 
with  a  seif-closing,  self-latching  door  or  other  mech- 
anism requiring  manual  or  mechanical  release  at  each 
use. 

c.  The  owner  of  a  publication  distribution  dis- 
penser shall  at  all  times  maintain  the  dispenser: 

(a)  free  of  graffiti;  and 

(b)  free  of  trash,  refuse,  rubbish,  or  debris;  and 

(c)  in  an  upright,  sufficiently  weighted,  and  se- 
cured position. 

d.  No  publication  distribution  dispenser  shall  re- 
main empty  for  more  than  eight  (8)  consecutive  days. 
Section  4.    Enforcement. 

a.  Upon  a  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  chap- 
ter, the  Commissioner  shall  give  written  notice  of  the 
violation  to  the  owner  by: 

(1)  posting  the  notice  on  the  publication  distribu- 
tion dispenser;  and 

(2)  where  the  owner  is  properly  identified  on  the 
publication  distribution  dispenser  as  required 
by  Section  3. a.  of  this  act,  by  sending  the  no- 
tice first  class  mail  to  the  owner.  Such  mailed 
notice  shall  include: 

(a)  the  date  of  the  mailing;  and 

(b)  the  date  and  nature  of  the  violation;  and 

(c)  the  location  of  the  publication  distribution 
dispenser. 

b.  The  notice  shall  inform  the  owner  that  the  ex- 
piration of  ten  (10)  business  days  from  the  date  the 
notice  is  posted  or  mailed,  the  dispenser  will  be  re- 
moved by  the  City,  unless  the  violation  is  corrected. 

c.  Upon  removal  of  a  publication  distribution  dis- 
penser on  which  the  owner  is  properly  identified  as 
required  by  Section  3. a.  of  this  act,  the  Commis- 
sioner shall  send,  by  first  class  mail,  written  notice 
to  the  owner. 


Section  5.    Fees  for  Removal  and  Storage;  Abandon- 
ment. 

a.  The  owner  of  a  publication  distribution  dis- 
penser removed  by  the  Commissioner  pursuant  to  this 
act  may  retrieve  the  dispenser  at  any  time  within 
thirty  (30)  days  of  its  removal  upon  payment  of  a  re- 
moval fee  of  twenty-five  ($25.00)  dollars  and  a  stor- 
age fee  of  five  ($5.00)  dollars  per  day,  to  a  maxi- 
mum removal  and  storage  fee  of  one  hundred 
($100.00)  dollars. 

b.  After  thirty  days,  the  dispenser  shall  be  deemed 
abandoned  and  the  property  of  the  City. 

c.  Failure  of  an  owner  to  retrieve  a  publication  dis- 
tribution dispenser  within  thirty  (30)  days  shall  not 
operate  to  dismiss  any  fees  owed  to  the  City  for  re- 
moval and  storage  of  such  dispenser.  Unpaid  fees  ac- 
crued pursuant  to  this  act  shall  be  considered  a  debt 
payable  to  the  City,  and  the  Collector-Treasurer  shall 
have  the  authority  to  collect  such  debt  as  provided  in 
CBC,  Ordinances,  Section  6-3.5.  To  the  extent  per- 
mitted by  CBC,  Ordinances,  Section  16-A1,  the  City 
may  deny  any  application  for,  or  revoke  or  suspend 
any  license  or  permit,  including  renewals  and  trans- 
fers thereof,  issued  by  any  City  board,  officer  or  de- 
partment for  any  person,  corporation  or  business  en- 
terprise who  has  neglected  or  refused  to  pay  any 
monies  due  to  the  City  for  violation  of  this  act. 
Section  6.    Appeal  Procedures. 

Any  owner  of  a  publication  distribution  dispenser 
who  is  aggrieved  by  any  action  taken  by  the  Com- 
missioner under  this  act  may  file  an  appeal  to  a 
panel  composed  of  the  Commissioner,  the  Boston 
Transportation  Commissioner,  and  the  Director  of 
Code  Enforcement,  or  their  designees.  Such  appeal 
must  be  in  writing  and  must  be  received  by  the  Com- 
missioner within  ten  (10)  business  days  after  the 
owner  has  been  sent  notice  of  such  action.  After  no- 
tice to  such  owner,  and  within  ten  (10)  business  days 
after  receipt  of  such  appeal,  the  panel  shall  hold  a 
hearing,  after  which  it  shall  issue  a  decision  in  which 
it  affirms,  annuls  or  modifies  the  action  taken  by  the 
Commissioner,  giving  its  reasons  therefore.  The 
Commissioner  shall  send  his  or  her  decision  to  the 
owner  within  five  (5)  days  after  the  hearing.  The  de- 
cision of  the  panel  shall  be  a  final  administrative  de- 
cision. The  owner  shall  have  thirty  (30)  days  from 
the  date  of  the  written  decision  to  seek  judicial  re- 
view in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 
Section  7.    Regulations  and  Enforcement. 

The  Commissioner  may  promulgate  such  regula- 
tions as  may  be  necessary  to  implement  this  act. 
Section  8.    Deposit  in  the  General  Fund. 

All  fees  assessed  herein  shall  be  payable  to  the 
City  of  Boston  for  deposit  in  the  General  Fund. 
Section  9.    Severability. 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  severable

RESOLUTION  THAT  TRANSPORTATION  DE- 
PARTMENT ISSUE  REPORT  INFORMING 
COUNCIL  OF  THEIR  PLANS  TO  MORE  AD- 
EQUATELY REGULATE  VALET  PARKING  IN- 
DUSTRY (DOCKET  NO.  0344) 

Couns.  IANNELLA  and  KEANE  offered  the  fol- 
lowing: 

Whereas,  Many  residents  of  Boston  have  com- 
plained about  the  problems  the  valet  parking  services 
have  caused  in  their  neighborhoods,  with  some  com- 
munities such  as  the  North  End/Waterfront  Neighbor- 
hood Council  going  so  far  as  to  issue  a  moratorium 
on  all  new  valet  applications,  as  well  as  a  review  of 
all  existing  permits;  and 

Whereas,  The  various  problems  cited  by  neighbor- 
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hood  groups  include  matters  of  public  safety  as  emer- 
gency vehicles  have  been  delayed  and  have  been 
forced  to  find  alternate  routes  due  to  the  abundance 
of  traffic  problems  caused  by  illegal  and  inappro- 
priate valet  practices;  and 

Whereas,  Excessive  traffic  congestion,  caused  by 
full  valet  zones,  automobiles  parked  in  the  zones  for 
extended  periods  of  time,  and  the  amount  of  double- 
parking,  has  contributed  to  the  decline  in  the  quality 
of  life  in  many  neighborhoods;  and 

Whereas,  Prime  residential  and  visitor  parking 
spaces  which  are  already  scarce  are  being  sacrificed 
because  valet  companies  are  frequently  not  using 
their  designated  parking  lots;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  of  Boston's  Transportation 
Department  take  under  advisement  the  following  rec- 
ommendations: 

1.  Establish  a  mechanism  for  registering,  licensing 
and  overseeing  valet  parking  services  to  elimi- 
nate safety  problems  caused  by  excessive  traffic 
congestion  and  double  parking  which  hinders 
emergency  vehicles  while  also  occupying  much 
needed  residential  and  visitor  parking  spaces. 

2.  Institute  a  registration  process  for  all  valet  park- 
ing companies  which  incorporates  some  of  the 
following  conditions: 

a)  Provide  proof  of  an  existing  contract  between 
the  valet  parking  company  and  a  legal  off  street 
parking  facility,  parking  lot,  or  garage.  Contract 
should  identify  information  such  as  hours  of 
valet  operation,  and  number  of  parking  spaces 
set  aside  and  designated  for  company's  valet 
service,  etc.  If  valet  parking  company  owns 
their  own  lot,  evidence  of  this  could  be  ac- 
cepted in  place  of  proof  of  contract. 

b)  Require  the  operator  of  lot  and/or  valet  com- 
pany to  submit  proof  of  sufficient  liability  insur- 
ance to  cover  the  value  of  the  vehicle  and 
actions  of  employees  while  vehicle  in  own  pos- 
session. 

c)  Deny  a  valet  license  to  a  person  who  has 
been  convicted  of  vehicular  homicide  or  who 
has  received  more  than  fifteen  (15)  points  on 
his/her  license  or  who  has  been  convicted  of  a 
DWI/DUI  offense  in  the  last  five  (5)  years. 

d)  Require  that  all  valet  companies  provide  ori- 
entation and  training  sessions  on  road  regula- 
tions and  is  familiarized  with  the  site(s)  where 
employees  will  be  working. 

e)  Require  that  the  valet  company  designate  a 
community  representative  who  will  be  responsi- 
ble for  attending  scheduled  neighborhood  meet- 
ings, at  least  once  each  quarter,  to  address  com- 
munity concerns. 

f)  Require  that  valet  company  provide  the 
name,  address  and  telephone  number  of  a  desig- 
nated valet  company  representative  who  shall  be 
available  on  a  twenty-four  (24)  hour,  on-call  ba- 
sis to  the  Boston  Police  Department  or  neigh- 
borhood association  member  should  any  prob- 
lems arise  associated  with  said  company's  valet 
service,  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Transportation  Department  issue 
a  report  informing  the  City  Council  of  their  plans 
and  recommendations  to  more  adequately  regulate  the 
valet  parking  industry.

RESOLUTION  ON  RETIREMENT  OF  CITY 
CLERK  PATRICK  F.  McDONOUGH  (DOCKET 
NO.  0356) 

Coun.  KELLY,  for  all  the  Councillors,  offered  the 
following: 
Whereas,  City  Clerk  Patrick  F.  McDonough  has 


given  35  years  in  service  to  the  City  of  Boston  as  a 
policeman,  at-large  City  Councillor,  Assistant  City 
Clerk  and  Clerk;  and 

Whereas,  Today's  Council  meeting  marks  the  last 
session  in  which  Pat,  an  attorney  drawing  on  more 
than  two  decades  of  actual  Council  experience,  will 
officially  participate  as  parliamentarian  and  Clerk 
"keeper  of  the  lore.";  and 

Whereas,  He  has  been  a  keen  student  of  govern- 
ment structure,  learning  first-hand  and  maintaining 
fiercely  that  the  City  Council  is  a  body  with  extraor- 
dinarily strong  powers  invested  by  the  Charter 
adopted  by  the  people;  and 

Whereas,  Patrick  McDonough  achieved  the  rare 
distinction  of  serving  as  Council  President  in  four 
different  decades:  1958  and  1961  in  the  Old  City 
Hall,  and  1973  and  1981  in  this  building;  and 

Whereas,  His  attachment  to  Boston  began  as  a 
three-year-older  coming  from  Galway,  Ireland,  with 
brothers  Joe  and  John;  in  time  attending  law  school 
days  while  working  nights  from  1950  as  a  police  pa- 
trolman; leaving  in  1955  to  run  and  win  the  city- 
wide  contest  for  Council;  and 

Whereas,  In  his  elective  experience  he  can  look 
back  on  the  1960s  period  of  urban  renewal  strife;  tur- 
bulence of  school  busing  in  the  1970s;  fiscal  belt- 
tightening  of  the  early  1980s;  and 

Whereas,  He  moved  into  a  new  phase  of  public 
service  in  early  1983  with  selection  as  Assistant  City 
Clerk;  then  advancement  to  Clerk  in  1990,  and  win- 
ning a  full  term  in  1992;  and 

Whereas,  Just  having  turned  age  70,  he  now  can 
devote  more  time  to  the  Barrington  Road,  Dorchester 
home  purchased  40  years  ago  with  the  help  of  his 
first  legal  fee,  a  crowded  homestead  in  which  he  and 
Mary  raised  seven  children:  Anne,  Barbara,  Michael, 
Joe,  Tom,  John,  and  Pat;  and 

Whereas,  There  will  be  time  in  retirement  for  tra- 
vel, even  perhaps  overseas  to  compare  Paris  with 
Boston;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  Members  of  the  City  Council  wish  a 
good  friend,  Patrick  F.  McDonough,  all  happiness  in 
well-earned  retirement  from  public  service. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  with  all  the  Council- 
lors rising  and  applauding. 

CITY  CLERK  McDONOUGH:  Thank  you.  I  have 
listened  as  a  lot  of  these  resolutions  have  been  pro- 
posed over  the  years,  and  the  truth  of  the  matter  is 
that  you  take  them  pretty  matter-of-factly  around  here 
except,  of  course,  when  one  mentions  your  name, 
and  this  thing  looks  like  a  pretty  important  piece  of 
paper  at  the  moment  to  me. 

Beyond  that,  I  would  just  like  to  thank  everybody 
having  anything  to  do  with  the  City  Council  today 
and  through  the  years,  going  back  to  when  I  first 
started.  I  have  enjoyed  not  every  moment  here  but  an 
awful  lot  of  moments  here.  I,  like  most  of  you,  have 
spent  some  time  in  those  chairs  out  there  doing  a  lit- 
tle squirming,  and  I  know  how  it  feels.  You  have  to 
sit  there  and  look  kind  of  relaxed  while  you  feel 
these  cold  beads  of  sweat  going  down  under  your 
arms  and  thinking,  "Am  I  going  to  say  Yes  or  No  to 
this  question  when  he  gets  to  me?" 

But  that  is  another  matter.  Basically,  I  am  here  to 
thank  you,  to  say  what  a  pleasure  it  has  been  to  have 
served  here,  and  really,  through  you,  to  thank  the 
people  of  Boston  for  giving  me  the  opportunity  to 
serve  here. 

One  little  thought  I  would  like  to  leave  with  you:  I 
would  like  to  emphasize  the  point  the  president 
made.  This  is,  believe  it  or  not,  the  City  government; 
the  City  Council  is  the  governing  body.  The  Mayor  is 
a  very  important  official,  but  he  is  essentially  an  em- 
ployee of  the  City  of  Boston.  He  is  directly  elected 
by  the  people  to  be  that  employee,  to  execute  the 
policy  of  the  City,  but  the  guys  and  women  that 
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make  the  rules  for  the  government  of  this  City  are 
sitting  right  here. 

A  lot  of  people  try  to  keep  that  fact  as  muted  as 
possible  because  it's  a  lot  easier,  I  suspect,  to  deal 
with  one  person  than  it  is  to  deal  with  thirteen,  but, 
as  muted  as  they  might  keep  it,  as  much  as  it  might 
be  denied,  that  is  the  fact:  not  one  penny  can  be 
spent  —  nothing;  no  rules  can  be  made,  unless  this 
body  makes  them.  And  I  implore  you  to  just  keep 
that  in  mind. 

Basically,  again,  what  I  am  saying  is:  people  have 
entrusted  the  thirteen  of  you,  the  President  and 
twelve  members,  with  a  tremendous  responsibility 
and  a  tremendous  amount  of  power  and  a  tremendous 
honor. 

One  other  thought,  and  I'll  get  off  here.  This  par- 
ticular Council  is  probably  the  best  Council  I  have 
observed  since  coming  here  early  in  1956.  I  think 
this  is  an  excellent  City  Council,  and  I  leave  you 
with  this  thought:  I  think  the  four  women  members 
are  probably  doing  that. 

Thank  you  very  much.

PORTATION TO  HOLD  HEARING  RE  MET- 
ROPOLITAN HIGHWAY  SYSTEM  LEGISLA- 
TION (DOCKET  NO.  0358) 

Coun.  MODICA  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Through  the  passage  of  the  1994  Trans- 
portation Bond  Bill  and  proposed  Metropolitan  High- 
way System  Legislation,  the  Mass.  Turnpike  Author- 
ity seeks  to  become  the  lead  agency  in  the  operation 
and  management  of  a  "Metropolitan  Highway  Sys- 
tem" defined  to  include,  but  not  limited  to:  The 
Third  Harbor  Tunnel,  Sumner  and  Callahan  Tunnels, 
Depressed  Central  Artery,  Mystic  Tobin  Bridge  and 
CAN  A  Tunnels;  and 

Whereas,  Such  legislation  confers  on  the  Mass. 
Turnpike  Authority  ownership  and  operational  re- 
sponsibility for  the  Metropolitan  Highway  System; 
and 

Whereas,  Proposed  ownership  authorizes  the  Mass. 
Turnpike  Authority  to  issue  a  four-year  state  guaran- 
teed note  of  up  to  $449  million  for  these  purposes, 
including  reimbursement  of  more  than  $200  million 
of  state  Central  Artery  Project  costs,  as  well  as  long- 
term  debt  based  on  Metropolitan  Highway  System 
revenues  in  order  to:  Pay  down  this  interim  debt  and 
split  such  debt  between  the  Extension  and  the  balance 
of  the  Turnpike,  pay  down  other  Metropolitan  High- 
way System  -  related  costs  -  potentially  including  ad- 
ditional state  share  of  Central  Artery  Tunnel  Project 
construction  costs,  a  Joint  Implementation  Program 
due  May  1,  1996,  which  would  include  a  joint  Exec- 
utive Office  of  Transportation  and  Construction/Mass. 
Turnpike  Authority  financial  study  beginning  January 
1,  1996,  to  review  Metropolitan  Highway  System 
costs  and  potential  funding  sources;  and 

Whereas,  The  Metropolitan  Highway  System  is  im- 
portant, not  only  to  the  financial  viability  and  credi- 
bility of  the  Central  Artery  Tunnel  Project  but  of  the 
Statewide  Federal  Program  as  reflected  in  the  STIP; 
and 

Whereas,  Metropolitan  Highway  System  Legisla- 
tion does  not  answer  all  of  the  questions  regarding  its 
effects,  e.g.,  the  level  of  tolls  which  is  a  major  con- 


cern to  many,  the  operation  and  management  of  the 
open-space  elements  of  surface  restoration,  including 
the  selection  and  funding  of  a  management  entity 
which  can  participate  in  the  development  of  appropri- 
ate sustainable  designs;  and 

Whereas,  The  current  version  of  the  proposed  Met- 
ropolitan Highway  System  Legislation  contains  no 
provisions  for  mitigating  the  neighborhood  impacts  of 
the  families  contained  therein;  and 

Whereas,  Many  Boston  neighborhoods  such  as  East 
Boston,  South  Boston,  Chinatown,  Charlestown,  Bea- 
con Hill,  Allston-Brighton  and  the  North  End  are  al- 
ready severely  impacted  by  such  facilities,  including 
high  noise  levels  from  the  Sumner  and  Callahan  Tun- 
nel ventilation  buildings,  public  safety  issues  includ- 
ing the  access  for  ambulances  and  fire  safety  equip- 
ment, the  Richmond  Street  opening,  the  repainting 
and  deleading  of  the  Mystic  Tobin  Bridge,  and  noise 
and  air  pollution  from  the  Boston  Extension  of  the 
Mass.  Turnpike;  and 

Whereas,  The  proposed  Metropolitan  Highway  Sys- 
tem Legislation  would  create  the  largest  transporta- 
tion agency  in  the  Commonwealth  while  omitting  any 
reference  to  its  obligations  for  providing  community 
outreach,  notification,  and  assistance  in  mitigating  for 
existing  and  future  facilities;  and 

Whereas,  The  Massport  Authority  has  demon- 
strated the  effectiveness  of  such  community  assistance 
policies  for  over  two  decades  with  its  soundproofing 
and  other  similar  programs  which  are  based  on  the 
Massport  1976  Master  Plan;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  responsibility  and  obligation  of 
all  large  agencies  including  the  Turnpike  Authority, 
to  assure  a  strategic  community  relations/outreach 
plan  is  in  place  and  to  implement  a  community  bene- 
fits program  to  mitigate  impacts  and  to  look  at  ways 
these  impacts  can  be  addressed  and  resolved  without 
adversely  impacting  the  surrounding  communities; 
and 

Whereas,  The  proposed  Metropolitan  Highway  Sys- 
tem facilities  occupy  properties  within  the  City  of 
Boston  that  previously  were  taxable  and  currently  do 
not  generate  any  revenues  for  the  City  of  Boston 
thereby  creating  a  significant  loss  to  the  City's  tax 
base;  therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Commerce  and 
Transportation  hold  a  hearing  on  these  matters  and 
that  representatives  from  the  Mass.  Turnpike  Author- 
ity, Mass.  Highway  Department,  Executive  Office  of 
Transportation  and  Construction,  Federal  Highway 
Administration,  Massport  Authority,  City  of  Boston 
officials,  including  the  Boston  Transportation  Depart- 
ment and  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  and 
the  Executive  Office  of  Administration  and  Finance 
be  invited  to  testify.

53.  with  re- 
spect to  enforcement  against  landlords  and  owners  of 
buildings. 

Granting  enforcement  powers  to  additional  agencies 
will  only  convolute  the  Unit's  present  enforcement 
measures.

Whereas,  The  failure  of  bicycle  messenger  services 
and  commercial  messengers  to  comply  with  City  of 
Boston  Ordinance  17-17,  as  it  relates  to  the  registra- 
tion of  bicycle  messenger  services  and  licensing  of 
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commercial  messengers  is  creating  public  safety 
problems  on  the  streets  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  More  intensive  enforcement  measures  by 
the  Boston  Police  Department  may  provide  relief  in 
terms  of  safety,  for  pedestrians  and  motorists  alike, 
and  compel  those  regulated  by  this  ordinance  to  fully 
comply;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  reported  that  many  bicycle 
messenger  services  have  moved  out  of  the  Boston 
city  limits  to  escape  the  reach  of  this  law,  however, 
Ordinance  17-17  still  legally  applies  to  the  messen- 
gers who  are  compensated  and  use  a  bicycle  to  carry 
or  transport  any  article  over  the  public  ways  in

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Section  1.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any 
general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  Section  5  of 
Chapter  59  of  the  General  Laws,  as  appearing  in  the 
1994  Official  Edition,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding 
after  Clause  forty-first  C  the  following  new  clause: 

Forty-first  D,  that  portion  of  a  person's  actual 
taxes  due  on  real  property  which  is  more  than  twenty 
percent  greater  than  the  amount  of  the  previous 
year's  actual  taxes  due  on  such  property;  provided, 
that  such  property  is  occupied  by  such  person  as  his 
domicile;  and,  provided  further,  that  the  owner  or 
owners  of  such  real  property  have  entered  into  a  tax 
deferral  and  recovery  agreement  with  the  board  of  as- 
sessors on  behalf  of  the  city  or  town.  The  said  agree- 
ment shall  provide: 

(1)  that  no  sale  or  transfer  of  such  real  property 
may  be  consummated  unless  the  taxes  which  would 
otherwise  have  been  assessed  on  such  portion  of  the 
real  estate  property  as  is  so  exempt  have  been  paid, 
with  interest  at  the  rate  of  eight  percent  per  annum; 

(2)  that  the  total  amount  of  such  taxes  due,  plus 
interest,  for  the  current  and  prior  years  does  not  ex- 
ceed fifty  percent  of  the  owner's  proportional  share 
of  the  full  and  fair  cash  value  of  such  real  property; 

(3)  that  upon  the  demise  of  the  owner  of  such  real 
property,  the  heirs-at-law,  assignees  or  devises  shall 
have  first  priority  to  said  real  property  by  paying  in 
full  the  total  taxes  which  would  otherwise  have  been 
due,  plus  interest,  provided,  however,  if  such  heir-at- 
law,  assignee  or  devisee  is  a  surviving  spouse  who 
enters  into  a  tax  deferral  and  recovery  agreement  un- 
der this  clause,  payment  of  the  taxes  and  interest  due 
shall  not  be  required  during  the  life  of  such  surviving 
spouse.  Any  additional  taxes  deferred,  plus  interest, 
on  said  real  property  under  a  tax  deferral  and  recov- 
ery agreement  signed  by  a  surviving  spouse  shall  be 
added  to  the  taxes  and  interest  which  would  other- 
wise have  been  due,  and  the  payment  of  which  has 
been  postponed  during  the  life  of  such  surviving 
spouse,  in  determining  the  fifty  percent  requirement 
in  subparagraph  (2); 

(4)  that  if  the  taxes  due,  plus  interest,  are  not  paid 
by  the  heir-at-law,  assignee  or  devisee  or  if  payment 
is  not  postponed  during  the  life  of  a  surviving 
spouse,  such  taxes  and  interest  shall  be  recovered 
from  the  state  of  the  owner; 

(5)  that  any  joint  owner  or  mortgagee  holding  a 
mortgage  on  such  property  has  given  written  prior 
approval  for  such  agreement,  which  written  approval 
shall  be  made  a  part  of  such  agreement;  and 

(6)  that  the  deferral  and  recovery  agreement  shall 
not  exceed  five  years. 

In  the  case  of  each  tax  deferral  and  recovery  agree- 
ment entered  into  between  the  board  of  assessors  and 
the  owner  or  owners  of  such  real  property,  the  said 
board  of  assessors  shall  forthwith  cause  to  be  re- 
corded in  the  registry  of  deeds  of  the  county  or  dis- 
trict in  which  the  city  or  town  is  situated  a  statement 
of  their  action  which  shall  constitute  a  lien  upon  the 
land  covered  by  such  agreement  for  such  taxes  as 
have  been  assessed  under  the  provisions  of  this  chap- 
ter, plus  interest  as  hereinafter  provided.  The  state- 
ment shall  name  the  owner  or  owners  and  shall  in- 
clude a  description  of  the  land  adequate  for 
identification.  Unless  such  a  statement  is  recorded 
the  lien  shall  not  be  effective  with  respect  to  a  bona 
fide  purchaser  or  other  transferee  without  actual 
knowledge  of  such  lien.  The  filing  fee  for  such  state- 
ment shall  be  paid  by  the  city  or  town  and  shall  be 
added  to  and  become  a  part  of  the  taxes  due. 

Upon  presentation  by  a  city  or  town,  the  state  trea- 
surer shall  purchase  at  no  less  than  face  value  any 
tax  deferral  agreement  entered  into  pursuant  to  this 
clause.  Upon  such  purchase,  all  rights  of  the  city  or 
town  with  respect  to  such  deferral  and  recovery 
agreement  shall  be  transferred  to  the  state  treasurer.

Whereas.  The  tragic  death  of  Janet  Lynch  of 
Brighton  this  week  underscores  the  continuing  prob- 
lem of  Domestic  Violence  and  the  need  to  assure  that 
effective  law  enforcement  coordination,  outreach  pro- 
grams and  services  are  in  place:  and 

Whereas.  March  is  International  Women's  month 
and  the  health  and  well  being  of  women  is  critical  to 
the  future  of  our  city,  nation  and  world;  and 

Whereas.  Domestic  Violence  is  the  largest  cause  of 
injury  to  women  in  the  United  States  and  more 
women  seek  treatment  in  Emergency  Rooms  for  inju- 
ries inflicted  by  their  partner  than  for  injuries  suf- 
fered in  rapes,  muggings  and  car  accidents  combined 
(Handbook  of  Family  Violence  1981);  and 

Whereas,  The  relationship  beteeen  Domestic  Vio- 
lence and  youth  related  crime  is  well  documented 
with  a  1985  DYS  study  that  found  children  who  wit- 
ness violence  at  home  are  24  times  more  likely  to 
commit  a  sexual  assault,  50%  more  likely  to  abuse 
drugs  or  alcohol  and  that  63%  of  the  12-20-year-old 
males  in  jail  for  murder,  killed  their  mother's  bat- 
terer: and 

Whereas.  The  American  Medical  Association  has 
targeted  battering  as  a  significant  public  health  threat 
facing  women;  and 

Whereas,  The  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  re- 
ports that  30%  of  female  homicide  victims  are  killed 
by  their  husbands  or  boyfriends  and  6%  of  male 
homicide  victims  are  killed  by  their  wives  and 
girlfriends  (FBI.  Crime  in  U.S.  1986):  and 

Whereas,  One  third  of  all  cases  police  handle  in- 
volve domestic  violence  (Harbor  Me  Fact  Sheet);  and 

Whereas,  85%  of  domestic  violence  homicide  cases 
included  a  history  of  at  least  one  call  to  the  police 
before  the  murder  took  place,  and  in  50%  of  the 
cases  the  police  had  been  called  five  or  more  times 
(Harbor  Me  fact  Sheet);  and 

Whereas.  There  are  over  3.800  animal  shelters  in 
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the  US,  but  only  1,200  shelters  for  battered  women 
and  children;  and 

Whereas,  In  response  to  the  1990  amendments  to 
C.  209A  (The  Abuse  Prevention  Act)  the  Department 
of  Public  Safety  developed  police  guidelines  to  ensure 
uniform  police  procedure  in  responding  to  domestic 
violence  calls;  and 

Whereas,  the  Governor's  Commission  on  Domestic 
Violence's  Subcommittee  on  Uniform  Enforcement 
Standards  for  Prosecution  and  Police  recommended  in 
1994,  coordinated  law  enforcement  standards  for  ef- 
fective investigation  and  prosecution  of  criminal  cases 
involving  Domestic  Violence;  therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Council's  Committee  on  Public 
Safety  hold  a  hearing  to  review  efforts  by  the  Suffolk 
County  District  Attorney's  Office  and  the  Boston  Po-

MEASURES  (DOCKET  NO.  0473)

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  recognizes  the  impor- 
tance of  the  environment  to  the  overall  quality  of  life 
in  the  City,  and  espouses  the  following  principles  in- 
tended to  promote  a  change  in  attitudes  and  prac- 
tices, on  the  part  of  the  City,  business,  other  institu- 
tions, and  individuals: 

a.  The  City  recognizes  the  close  relationship  be- 
tween the  quality  of  the  City's  environment  and 
the  long-term  health  of  both  its  residents  and  its 
economy. 

b.  The  City  understands  its  relationship  for  envi- 
ronmental stewardship,  and  is  committed  to  the 
concept  of  sustainability,  which  holds  that  the 
City  must  try  to  meet  its  current  needs  without 
compromising  the  ability  of  future  generations  to 
meet  their  needs. 

c.  The  City  is  committed  to  environmental  jus- 
tice, and  recognizes  that  environmental  and  pub- 
lic health  risks  should  not  place  unequal  burdens 
on  any  particular  geographic  area  or  group  in  the 
City. 

d.  The  City  favors  prevention  over  cure,  and  pre- 
fers pro-active  environmental  and  public  health 
measures  as  against  last-minute  corrective  action. 

e.  The  City  recognizes  that  increased  awareness, 
personal  responsibility,  public  involvement  are 
the  keys  to  long-term  environmental  health. 

f.  The  City  believes  that  reducing  risk  to  human 
health,  the  environment,  and  quality  of  life  is  a 
main  focus  of  the  City's  environmental  policies 
and  programs. 

g.  The  City  supports  the  idea  of  a  civic  eco- 
system which  holds  that  each  part  of  the  urban 
environment— built  or  natural— is  connected  to 
the  other  parts,  thus  requiring  a  comprehensive, 
integrated  management  approach,  and 

Whereas,  The  City  recognizes  the  existing,  ongo- 
ing efforts  of  City  departments  toward  preserving  and 
improving  environmental  quality  and  protecting  pub- 
lic health,  and  endorses  their  continuation  and  en- 
hancement; and 

Whereas,  The  Chief  of  Environmental  Services  for 
the  City  of  Boston  has  made  environmental  justice  a 
priority  for  her  departments;  and 

Whereas,  There  are  few  existing  studies  of  the 
background  public  health  conditions,  and  none  of  the 
environmental  conditions,  of  Boston  neighborhoods  in 
which  there  are  a  disproportionately  large  number  of 


industrial  facilities,  and  hazardous  and  solid  waste 
disposal  facilities,  for  which  there  have  been  no  stud- 
ies to  determine  the  measures  necessary  to  remediate 
or  mitigate  those  harmful  conditions  created  by  the 
aforementioned  facilities,  and 

Whereas,  New  transportation  and  communication 
technologies  may  require  a  plethora  of  electronic  de- 
vices such  as  electrification  sub-stations  and  panel 
and  land  antennae  that  emit  electromagnetic  forces 
which  may  have  deleterious  effects  on  children  and 
adults  living  in  thickly  populated  urban  environ- 
ments; and 

Whereas,  There  are  commencial  and  other  land 
uses  which  attract  large  amounts  of  automobile  and 
truck  traffic,  which  are  generally  not  regulated  by  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental  Protec- 
tion but  contribute  significantly  to  environmental 
stress  in  these  neighborhoods;  and 

Whereas,  The  residents  of  neighborhoods  presently 
hosting  industrial  facilities,  or  hazardous  and  solid 
waste  disposal  facilities,  and  the  residents  of  potential 
host  neighborhoods,  as  well  as  the  residents  of  neigh- 
borhoods with  heavy  vehicular  traffic  conditions, 
have  the  right  to  have  their  health  and  environmental 
concerns  meaningfully  considered  in  all  decision 
making  regarding  zoning  and  siting;  and 

Whereas,  The  Committees  on  Public  Health,  the 
Environment  and  Historic  Preservation,  and  Planning 
and  Economic  Development  have  jurisdiction  over 
these  issues  and  are  an  appropriate  forum  for  such 
discussion;  therefore  be  it: 

Resolved,  That  the  Chief  of  Human  Services,  the 
Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Hos- 
pitals, the  Chief  of  Environmental  Services,  the  Di- 
rector of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  the 
Director  of  the  Environment  Department,  neighbor- 
hood representatives,  and  other  appropriate  parties 
work  together  to  generate  a  comprehensive,  multi- 
disciplinary  database,  accessible  to  the  public,  of  ex- 
isting public  health  and  environmental  conditions  in 
neighborhoods  bearing  a  disproportionate  burden  of 
the  City's  public  health  and  environmental  burdens, 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  appropriate  agencies  (the  Envi- 
ronment Department,  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority, and  the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals, 
for  example)  and  other  appropriate  parties,  including 
community  residents  and  non-profit  organizations, 
work  together  to  draft  and  institute  civic  eco-system 
measures  that  would  require,  among  other  things,  an 
assessment  of  background  public  health  and  environ- 
mental problems,  the  existing  industrial  land  uses,  as 
well  as  social  and  cultural  conditions,  in  neighbor- 
hoods proposed  for  new  or  modified  industrial  or 
commercial  uses  as  part  of  all  zoning,  siting,  and 
permitting  process;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  not  later  than  twelve  months  after 
the  passage  of  this  Resolution,  the  appropriate  agen- 
cies shall  promulgate  regulations  to  require  such 
civic-eco-system  measures  as  early  as  possible  in  the 
permitting,  zoning  and  siting  processes  of  the  City  of 
Boston  for  any  new  or  modified  industrial  or  com- 
mercial land  uses,  and  the  City  shall  reform  the  gov- 
erning mandate  of  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeal,  in

Whereas,  The  majority  of  this  system  encompasses 
a  great  deal  of  the  major  roadway  system  in  the  City 
of  Boston  and  impacts  the  neighborhoods  of  East

Whereas,  The  Committee  heard  testimony  from 
representatives  of  the  M.D.C,  the  State  and  Boston 
Area  E  Police  Departments,  the  Boston  Transporta- 
tion Department,  the  Boston  Fire  Department,  and 
many  concerned  neighborhood  residents;  and 

Whereas,  Testimony  focused  on  the  large  number 
of  accidents  and  near-misses  which  take  place  at  the 
intersection,  the  need  to  allow  turning  vehicles  to 
make  protected  left  turns,  the  many  speeding  vehi- 
cles, and  the  seriousness  of  the  accidents  which  have 
occurred;  and 

Whereas;  The  Commissioner  of  the  Boston  Trans- 
portation Department  presented  testimony  showing 
2.6  accidents  per  million  vehicles  were  reduced  to 
1.6  accidents  per  million  vehicles  when  a  protected 
left-turn  lane  is  provided,  resulting  in  a  38  percent 
reduction  in  accidents;  and 

Whereas,  Public  safety  officials,  including  the 
Boston  and  State  Police,  testified  that  a  much  higher- 
than-average  reported  accident  rate  takes  place  at  this 
intersection  -  at  least  1  each  week  with  higher  occur-

Having  received  unanimous  consent  to  do  so, 
Councillor  Yancey  stated  that  27  years  ago  this  nation 
had  experienced  a  horrible  tragedy  on  the  assassina- 
tion of  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.,  in  Memphis,  on 
April  4,  1968,  and  that  Dr.  King's  family  can  never 
be  made  whole  after  that  tragedy.  More  recently,  an- 
other minister  died  by  an  accident  on  the  part  of  the 
City  of  Boston;  his  name  was  Reverend  Accelyne 
Williams. 

Yesterday,  we  learned  that  the  family  of  Reverend 
Williams  has  sued  the  City  because  they  do  not  feel 
that  the  City  has  been  dealing  with  them  fairly.  The 
Boston  City  Council  a  year  ago  passed  an  order  au- 
thorizing the  administration  to  handle  the  funeral  ex- 
penses for  Reverend  Williams;  the  administration  in 
its  wisdom  refused  to  do  so  and  instead  identified  a 
philanthropic  source  that  provided  for  the  funeral  ex- 
penses. 

Councillor  Yancey  pleaded  with  the  administration 
to  treat  the  family  of  Reverend  Accelyne  Williams 
with  dignity  and  respect  and  to  settle  this  matter  out 
of  court  to  avoid  great  expense  to  the  City  but,  much 
more  importantly,  because  each  member  of  city  gov- 
ernment has  a  stake  in  how  his  case  is  being  heard. 
He  said  that  he  was  saddened  and  a  bit  ashamed  by 
the  manner  in  which  the  administration  has  dealt  with 
this  case,  so  he  urged  the  administration  to  settle  it 
forthwith.  He  cited  precedents  of  previous  settlements 
the  City  had  made  with  injured  parties  and  urged 
each  member  of  the  Council  to  contact  the  adminis- 
tration as  a  demonstration  of  the  Council's  good  faith 
and  common  decency  to  assure  that  this  matter  is  set- 
tled amicably.

Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  herewith  my  proposed  Fiscal  Year  1996 
Operating  Budget  for  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
County  of  Suffolk.  This  Budget,  in  the  amount  of 
$1,481  billion,  is  the  City's  eleventh  consecutive  bal- 
anced budget  submission. 

This  proposed  Budget  sets  forth  my  goals  for  this 
City.  It  reflects  initiatives  which  will  improve  and  re- 
form our  educational  system;  help  to  alleviate  fear  of 
crime  in  our  neighborhoods;  further  build  neighbor- 
hood pride;  generate  business  and  job  opportunities; 
make  sure  all  have  effective  health  and  human  serv- 
ices; and,  with  an  eye  to  the  future,  position  Boston 
to  be  a  leader  in  the  21st  century. 

The  proposed  Budget  articulates  this  vision  in  dol- 
lars, in  programs,  and  in  measurable  commitments. 
It  keeps  faith  with  our  residents  who  demand  that  we 
provide  the  best  quality  services  for  their  tax  dollars. 
It  holds  managers  accountable  and  lives  within  our 
fiscal  limits.  It  proves  that  government  can  change 
and  makes  steady  progress  in  many  areas. 

Perhaps  most  important  to  the  future  of  our  City  is 
our  educational  system.  This  Budget  makes  a  com- 
mitment of  over  $19.3  million  of  new  funding  to  the 
Boston  Public  Schools  to  support  the  services  resi- 
dents want  —  expanded  kindergarten  classrooms,  in- 
novative Pilot  Schools,  curriculum  improvements,  ex- 
panded arts  programming,  and  more.  Soon  my  Blue 
Ribbon  Commission  on  Community  Learning  Centers 
will  deliver  its  draft  report.  This  report  will  set  the 
stage  for  further  improvements  to  the  educational  sys- 
tem. 

Education  is  not  only  the  responsibility  of  the 
schools.  Opportunities  for  our  youth  to  learn  are  in 
our  libraries,  our  community  centers,  our  parks,  and 
our  youth  programs.  This  budget  continues  to  support 
expanded  library  hours  and  brings  the  libraries  to  the 
schools  through  computer  links.  The  proposed  budget 


of  Community  Centers  increases  by  10%  as  we  add 
15  more  youth  workers,  open  a  new  site  in  West 
Roxbury,  and  expand  several  existing  programs.  Our 
Parks  and  School  Departments  will  work  together  on 
the  Parks  School  Sports  Task  Force  to  share  re- 
sources and  experience  to  create  important  learning 
opportunities  for  our  children.  For  those  more  trou- 
bled youth,  the  Youth  Fund  and  the  new  Office  of 
Community  Partnerships  will  continue  to  bring 
neighborhood-based  programs  to  them. 

Fear  of  crime  remains  an  issue  for  our  City.  Crime 
statistics  tell  us  that  we  have  turned  the  corner  in  the 
fight  against  crime,  but  our  residents  and  visitors 
want  safety  to  remain  a  priority.  With  the  funding  for 
120  new  officers  in  this  Budget,  Boston  will  have,  by 
the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  more  police  than  at  any 
time  since  1980.  Staffing  alone,  however,  will  not 
solve  the  problem.  The  Police  Department  must  im- 
plement the  best  possible  policing  practices  and  reach 
out  to  the  community  for  involvement  and  support. 
We  are  providing  for  equipment  and  technology  im- 
provements, and  the  Department  is  involving  resi- 
dents of  every  police  district  in  a  comprehensive, 
strategic  planning  process  for  neighborhood  policing. 

Boston's  neighborhoods  remain  a  source  of  basic 
strength  in  our  City.  Pride  in  the  neighborhoods 
means  clean  streets,  good  City  services,  taking  care 
of  abandoned  property  and  open  space,  and  celebrat- 
ing the  individuality  of  neighborhoods.  Our  Broom  to 
Bloom  program  involves  the  community  in  annual 
"spruceups."  This  year  we  will  begin  a  new  program 
to  bring  City  Hall  to  the  neighborhoods.  The  City 
Consumer  Services  Outreach  program,  involving  sev- 
eral City  departments,  will  bring  information  and  ac- 
cess to  City  services  directly  to  each  neighborhood. 

Two  important  Public  Works  initiatives  will  better 
serve  our  neighborhoods.  During  FY96,  our  curbside 
recycling  program,  initiated  last  year,  will  expand  to 
include  multi-family  dwellings.  It  is  also  hoped  that 
additional  materials  will  be  added  to  those  currendy 
recyclable.  Additionally,  the  Streetlighting  Initiative 
will  add  a  second  shift  of  workers  to  repair  and  in- 
spect lights.  This  initiative  will  improve  the  respon- 
siveness to  outages  and  emergencies. 

Business  and  job  opportunities  will  be  created  as 
my  Economic  Development  cabinet  expands  efforts  to 
attract  and  retain  businesses,  and  keep  families  thriv- 
ing in  the  City.  This  Budget  reorganizes  several  func- 
tions to  focus  each  department's  efforts  and  make 
working  with  the  City  less  bureaucratic  to  the  outside 
world.  To  highlight  the  City  as  a  great  place  to  live 
and  work,  a  special  initiative  to  promote  the  quality 
of  life  in  the  City  will  be  undertaken  in  FY96. 

As  we  look  forward  to  the  21st  century,  Boston 
must  be  in  a  position  to  compete  nationally  and  inter- 
nationally. We  are  developing  several  plans  —  for  our 
schools,  for  our  seaport,  for  our  neighborhood  busi- 
ness districts  —  which  when  implemented  will  make 
Boston  a  leader  in  the  next  century. 

As  the  City  moves  forward  with  this  Budget,  it 
continues  to  improve  the  way  we  manage.  This 
Budget  takes  the  next  step  in  accountability  by  having 
clear  objectives  and  outcomes  for  the  services 
funded.  Service  management  in  areas  such  as  prop- 
erty maintenance  is  being  consolidated.  This  Budget 
creates  a  central  fleet  maintenance  program  to  ensure 
the  City  has  a  long-term,  coordinated,  and  cost- 
effective  plan  to  manage  its  vehicles. 

None  of  this  can  be  done  alone.  We  are  reaching 
out  and  creating  new  and  exciting  partnerships  to 
bring  together  individuals,  companies,  institutions, 
and  neighbors  to  creatively  address  our  shared  con- 
cerns. For  example,  through  partnership  with  the 
Boston  Public  Library  Foundation,  our  capital  and 
operating  funds  will  be  matched  by  private  fundrais- 
ing  to  enhance  library  services. 
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The  City  Council  is  part  of  the  partnership  plan.  I 
look  forward  to  working  with  you  as  you  review  this 
Proposed  Budget.

I  transmit  herewith  an  appropriation  order  in  the 
amount  of  $444,177,100  for  the  Boston  School  De- 
partment for  FY96,  submitted  pursuant  to  the  provi- 
sions of  Chapter  224  of  the  Acts  of  1936,  as 
amended  by  Chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1982,  as  fur- 
ther amended  by  Chapter  701  of  the  Acts  of  1986, 
Chapter  613  of  the  Acts  of  1987  and  Chapter  108  of 
the  Acts  of  1991.  This  appropriation  represents  a 
$19,359  million  or  4.56%increase  over  FY95.    " 

The  School  Department  projects  an  additional 
$62,101,616  in  external  funds  for  FY96,  for  a  total 
operating  budget  of  $506,279  million.  In  addition, 
the  City's  FY96  Capital  Plan  outlines  $36,073,900  in 
school  investment. 

One  of  the  most  important  goals  of  this  administra- 
tion is  to  improve  and  reform  education.  To  this  end, 
the  FY96  Boston  School  Department  Budget  commits 
funding  for  the  following  initiatives:  five  new  pilot

uation of  school-based  management,  curriculum  de- 
velopment (particularly  Algebra),  and  maintaining  the 
school  to  career  program  as  well  as  other  new  initia- 
tives. The  FY96  Budget  accommodates  projected  en- 
rollment growth,  adequately  funds  inflationary  in- 
creases in  fixed  costs  and  fully  funds  the  BTU  and 
other  existing  collective  bargaining  agreements. 

These  initiatives  are  the  beginning  of  the  improve- 
ment and  reform  of  the  Boston  Public  Schools,  to 
which  I  am  committed.

Whereas,  The  Committee  on  Commerce  and  Trans- 
portation of  the  Boston  City  Council  believes  this 
could  be  a  step  toward  removing  illegally  registered 
cars  from  the  highways  and  from  cluttering  neighbor-

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  Board  of  Health  and 
Hospitals,  acting  through  the  Commission  of  Health 
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and  Hospitals,  has  been  authorized  by  state  law, 
Chapter  656  of  the  Acts  of  1965,  to  exercise  such 
powers  and  to  perform  such  duties  as  from  time  to 
time  may  be  conferred  or  imposed  on  it  by  statute  or 
ordinance  has  been  specifically  empowered  by  said 
Chapter  656  to  adopt,  amend  and  repeal  reasonable 
health  regulation  not  inconsistent  with  any  public 
health  regulation  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Health  or  with  any  provision  of  law,  and  to 
prescribe  for  any  violation  of  such  a  health  regulation 
a  fine,  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  according 
to  the  nature  of  the  offense;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  It  is  in  the  public  good  and  interest  that 
ordinance  law  be  provided  to  further  the  protections 
provided  by  state  law  by  inserting  the  following  to 
Chapter  656  of  the  Acts  of  1965 

Section  1.  Central  Point  of  Responsibility  and  Au- 
thority 

Boston  EMS  is  hereby  designated  as  the  lead  ag- 
ency for  provision  of  emergency  medical  services 
within  the  City  of  Boston.  Boston  EMS,  acting  under 
the  charge  of  the  Public  Health  Authority,  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  coordination,  quality  control  and 
provision  of  pre-hospital  emergency  medical  service 
in  the  City  of  Boston.  To  this  end,  Boston  EMS,  act- 
ing through  the  Public  Health  Authority,  shall: 

1.1  Provide  such  emergency  medical  services  and 
enter  into  agreements  for  the  provision  of  such  emer- 
gency medical  services  as  are  deemed  necessary  to 
ensure  that  a  person  in  need  of  emergency  medical 
services  receives  such  services  at  the  earliest  possible 
time  after  such  person's  need  is  first  brought  to  the 
attention  of  a  city  agency,  Public  Health  Authority,  or 
an  Emergency  Medical  Services  provider; 

1.2  Provide  for  the  monitoring  at  all  times  of  all 
occasion  where  pre-hospital  emergency  medical  serv- 
ices are  requested  in  order  to  identify  circumstances 
where  the  public  health  and  public  safety  may  be  in 
jeopardy  and,  when  such  circumstances  are  identi- 
fied, ensure  that  such  action  is  taken,  including  no- 
tice to  the  Mayor,  and  such  other  officials  as  the 
Public  Health  Authority  may  deem  necessary  to  pro- 
vide for  the  protection  of  the  public  health  and  public 
safety; 

1.3  Provide  for  such  ongoing  review,  planning  and 
policy  development  activities  as  the  Public  Health 
Authority  many  deem  necessary  and  appropriate  to 
meet  the  responsibilities  established  by  this  Ordi- 
nance and,  in  particular,  to  ensure  to  the  maximum 
extent  possible  the  identification  and  removal  of  all 
obstacles  within  the  City  of  Boston  which  interfere 
with  the  provision  of  the  best  possible  emergency 
medical  services  to  all  persons  in  need  at  the  earliest 
possible  time  after  the  need  for  such  services  is  first 
identified; 

1.4  Provide  for  the  issuance,  implementation  and 
enforcement  of  such  regulations  as  the  Public  Health 
Authority  may  deem  necessary  to  implement  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Ordinance. 

Section  2.  Coordination  of  Emergency  Medical 
Services 

2.1  Boston  EMS  will  assume  command,  control, 
and  direction  of  any  pre-hospital  medical  emergency, 
including  medical  management  of  Multiple  Casualty 
Incidents,  occurring  in  the  City  of  Boston  at  its  sole 
discretion.  This  authority  includes  direction  of  any 
and  all  emergency  medical  providers  as  well  as  other 
City  agency  personnel  involved  in  the  treatment  and/ 
or  transport  of  patients.

This  Compensating  Balance  Agreement  for  the  Provision  of  Banking  Services  (the  "Compensating  Balance  Agree- 
ment"), is  entered  into  by  the  City  of  Boston,  Massachusetts,  a  municipal  corporation  organized  and  existing  under 
the  laws  of  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  (the  "City"),  and  Boston  Bank  of  Commerce,  a  Massachusetts 
banking  company  (the  "Bank").

WHEREAS,  both  the  City  and  the  Bank  wish  to  enter  into  this  Compensating  Balance  Agreement  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws  chapter  44,  s.

COMPENSATING  BALANCE  AGREEMENT  FOR  THE  PROVISION  OF  BANKING  SERVICES 

This  Compensating  Balance  Agreement  for  the  Provision  of  Banking  Services  (the  "Compensating  Balance  Agree- 
ment"), is  entered  into  by  the  City  of  Boston,  Massachusetts,  a  municipal  corporation  organized  and  existing  under 
the  laws  of  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  (the  "City"),  and  Fleet  Bank,  N.A.,  a  national  banking  association 
(the  "Bank").

Payment  for  the  service  to  be  peformed  by  the  Bank  will  be  effected  solely  through  the  maintenance  of  a  compen- 
sating balance  by  the  City  in  its  account  with  the  Bank. 

If  in  any  month  or  at  year  end,  account  balances  in  any  account  are  deficient  to  the  extent  that  the  cost  of  the 
banking  services  is  not  covered  by  the  average  collected  balances,  the  City  will  deposit,  in  the  following  month,  an 
amount  formulated  as  provided  herein  for  the  calculation  of  credits  to  be  agreed  to  by  both  the  City  and  the  Bank  to 
make  up  the  deficit.  Conversely,  if  in  any  month  or  at  year  end  there  is  a  surplus  in  the  account(s),  the  City  will  no- 
tify the  Bank  that  it  is  reducing  the  balances  to  a  more  appropriate  level  in  accordance  with  the  formula  provided 
herein  for  the  calculation  of  credits. 

In  the  event  that  the  City  fails  to  maintain  balances  sufficient  to  meet  its  obligations  under  this  Compensating  Bal- 
ance Agreement,  the  Bank's  only  remedy  shall  be  the  right  to  terminate  the  provision  of  services  under  this  agree- 
ment. 

Unless  otherwise  noted,  the  prices  quoted  herein  are  fixed  for  the  three  year  period  of  this  Compensating  Balance

In  the  event  of  cancellation  by  the  City,  all  obli- 
gations by  the  Bank  and  the  municipality  shall  terminate  at  the  close  of  business  on  the  thirtieth  business  day  after  the 
notification  is  delivered  to  the  Bank.

Under  Chapter  740  of  the  Acts  of  1985,  G.L.  c.  44,  s.  53F,  the  City  is  authorized  to  enter  formal  "compensating 
balance"  agreements  with  banking  institutions  for  the  provision  of  banking  services.  Your  approval  of  these  agree- 
ments is  required  under  that  statute. 

In  order  to  take  advantage  of  the  considerable  savings  afforded  through  the  use  of  such  agreements,  the  Treasury 
Department  conducted  an  extensive  competitive  bidding  process  that  resulted  in  the  agreement  that  accompanies  this 
letter. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  agreement,  the  City  will  keep  a  specified  minimum  balance  with  the  contracting  bank  as 
compensation  for  various  specified  services  rendered. 

In  order  to  realize  the  greatest  possible  savings  to  the  City,  as  well  as  to  minimize  any  possible  interruption  of 
banking  services  to  the  City,  I  urge  your  prompt  approval  of  this  agreement.

COMPENSATING  BALANCE  AGREEMENT  FOR  THE  PROVISION  OF 
CREDIT/DEBIT  CARD  BANKING  SERVICES 

This  Compensating  Balance  Agreement  for  the  Provision  of  Credit/Debit  Card  Banking  Services  (the  "Compensat- 
ing Balance  Agreement"),  is  entered  into  by  the  City  of  Boston,  Massachusetts,  a  municipal  corporation  organized 
and  existing  under  the  laws  of  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  (the  "City"),  and  BayBank,  a  Massachusetts 
banking  company  (the  "Bank"). 

WHEREAS,  the  City  issued  a  "Proposal  For  Banking  Services"  on  December  13,  1994  (the  "Proposal"),  and  the 
Bank  submitted  a  response  to  the  Proposal  on  January  11,  1995  (the  "Response");  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  City  has  accepted  the  terms  which  the  Bank  proposed  in  its  Response,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  City's  Mayor  and  City  Council;  and 

WHEREAS,  both  the  City  and  the  Bank  wish  to  enter  into  this  Compensating  Balance  Agreement  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws  chapter  44,  s.  53F; 

NOW  THEREFORE,  in  consideration  of  the  mutual  covenants  contained  herein,  the  sufficiency  of  which  is  hereby 
acknowledged,  the  parties  hereto  do  covenant  and  agree  as  follows: 
SECTION  I.  AUTHORITY: 

This  Compensating  Balance  Agreement  is  made  under  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws  chapter  44,  s. 
53F,  and  is  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  of  Boston. 
SECTION  II.  TERM  OF  THE  AGREEMENT 

This  Compensating  Balance  Agreement  shall  be  valid  for  a  term  of  three  years  starting  July  1,  1995,  and  terminat- 
ing on  June  30,  1998. 
SECTION  III.  GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

Payment  for  the  service  to  be  peformed  by  the  Bank  will  be  effected  solely  through  the  maintenance  of  a  compen- 
sating balance  by  the  City  in  its  account  with  the  Bank. 

If  in  any  month  or  at  year  end.  account  balances  in  any  account  are  deficient  to  the  extent  that  the  cost  of  the 
banking  services  is  not  covered  by  the  average  collected  balances,  the  City  will  deposit,  in  the  following  month,  an 
amount  formulated  as  provided  herein  for  the  calculation  of  credits  to  be  agreed  to  by  both  the  City  and  the  Bank  to 
make  up  the  deficit.  Conversely,  if  in  any  month  or  at  year  end  there  is  a  surplus  in  the  account(s),  the  City  will  no- 
tify the  Bank  that  it  is  reducing  the  balances  to  a  more  appropriate  level  in  accordance  with  the  formula  provided 
herein  for  the  calculation  of  credits. 

In  the  event  that  the  City  fails  to  maintain  balances  sufficient  to  meet  its  obligations  under  this  Compensating  Bal- 
ance Agreement,  the  Bank's  only  remedy  shall  be  the  right  to  terminate  the  provision  of  services  under  this  agree- 
ment. 

Unless  otherwise  noted,  the  prices  quoted  herein  are  fixed  for  the  three  year  period  of  this  contract. 

The  Bank  shall  exercise  its  right  to  terminate  its  service  obligations  by  notifying  the  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  City 
in  writing  sent  by  certified  mail,  return  receipt  requested,  of  its  intent  to  cancel  the  contract.  The  Bank's  obligations 
to  provide  services  under  the  contract  shall  terminate  at  the  close  of  business  on  the  thirtieth  day  following  the  day  of 
which  notice  is  given.  In  no  event  shall  the  City  be  liable  to  pay  the  Bank  any  sums  on  account  of  services  rendered 
under  this  contract  or  on  account  of  any  deficiency  in  the  amounts  maintained  in  the  compensating  balance  account. 

Upon  termination  of  services  of  a  bank,  the  City  will  maintain  in  the  account(s)  an  average  collected  balance  to  pay 
for  any  outstanding  services.  In  addition  if  there  is  a  surplus  in  the  account(s),  the  Bank  will  issue  a  check  to  the  city 
for  said  amount. 

The  City  of  Boston  reserves  the  right  to  cancel  or  reduce  activity  under  the  contract  if  the  Bank  fails  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  Linked  Deposit  Banking  Program,  as  the  Program  shall  from  time  to  time  be  promulgated.  Also 
the  City  of  Boston  reserves  the  right  to  cancel  the  contract  by  giving  written  notice  by  certified  mail,  return  receipt 
requested,  to  an  officer  of  the  Bank  to  be  designated  in  the  contract.  In  the  event  of  cancellation  by  the  City,  all  obli- 
gations by  the  Bank  and  the  municipality  shall  terminate  at  the  close  of  business  on  the  thirtieth  business  day  after  the 
notification  is  delivered  to  the  Bank. 

Either  party  may  call  a  meeting,  within  seven  days  after  notice  of  termination  given  by  either  party,  to  attempt  to 
resolve  the  problem  which  led  to  the  termination.  Any  subsequent  adjustment,  modification,  or  renegotiation  of  the 
contract  terms  shall  require  the  approval  of  the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor  in  accordance  with  provisions  of  Massa- 
chusetts General  Laws  chapter  44,  s.  53F. 

This  Compensating  Balance  Agreement  is  made  subject  to  all  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  special 
laws  applicable  to  the  City  of  Boston,  and  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Boston.  The  Bank's  particular  attention  is  di- 
rected to  a  restriction  which  regulates  where  the  City  may  deposit  funds.  Under  Massachusetts  General  Laws  chapter 
44,  s.  55,  cities  and  towns  in  the  Commonwealth  may  make  deposits  in  banks,  trust  companies  or  banking  companies 
provided  that  the  amount  deposited  does  not  exceed  60  percent  of  the  capital  and  surplus  unless  satisfactory  sercurity 
for  the  amount  in  excess  of  60  percent  is  provided  by  the  depository.

B.  Description  of  Services 

The  Bank  shall  accept  deposits,  endorse  and  photograph  all  checks  deposited,  service  dishonored  and  returned 
checks,  maintain  and  reconcile  the  account  (see  below  for  reconcilement  services),  provide  microfilm  copies  of  paid 
checks,  provide  monthly  statements  and  all  facilities  normally  provided  to  checking  account  customers,  as  well  as  pro- 
viding preprinted  checks  and  deposit  slips  and  other  instruments  pertaining  to  transactions  for  the  account  as  well  as 
any  normal  and  generally  accepted  services  associated  with  this  type  of  account  not  specifically  listed  herein. 

C.  Additional  Services 

The  City  reserves  the  right  to  adjust  the  level  of  services  provided  for  individual  accounts.  In  the  event  the  City  ad- 
justs service  levels,  such  services  will  be  provided  in  accordance  with  the  fee  schedules  provided  herein. 

In  addition,  the  City  reserves  the  right  to  open  one  or  more  additional  account  or  accounts  with  services  to  be 
specified,  such  services  to  be  provided  in  accordance  with  the  fee  schedules  provided  herein. 

(i)  Full  Reconcilement  Accounts 

The  City  will  provide  to  the  Bank  all  issue  information  in  a  form  acceptable  to  computer  processing  (magnetic  tape 
or  diskette).  A  full  reconcilement  report  will  be  issued  by  the  Bank  at  the  same  time  the  checking  account(s)  state- 
ment is  rendered.  The  Bank  must  present  reconcilement  data  sequenced  by  check  number.  The  report  must  include 
the  amount,  check  number,  paid  date,  and  issue  date  of  each  check  paid  during  the  reconcilement  period.  An  out- 
standing check  must  have  the  amount  and  issue  date  indicated,  although  it  will  not  have  a  paid  date.

The  Bank  will  provide  a  recap  of  posted  items  report,  indicating  by  date,  the  total  number  and 
dollar  amount  of  all  checks  issued  and  paid  and  the  grand  totals  of  all  checks  issued  and  paid  during  the  reconcile- 
ment period.  The  Bank  shall  provide  an  outstanding  settlement  report  indicating  the  totals  of  all  outstanding  checks 
and  checks  paid  against  no  issue  record. 

The  Bank  shall  prove  the  total  dollar  amount  of  paid  checks  indicated  on  the  recap  to  the  total  amount  of  checks 
paid  indicated  on  the  checking  account  statement. 

The  Bank  shall  provide  microfiche  copies  of  the  reconcilement  report. 

Within  ten  business  days  after  the  statement  rendering  date,  the  Bank  will  forward  to  the  City  of  Boston  their  bank 
statement,  reconcilement  reports,  any  output  options  and  checks  paid  sorted  in  serial  number  order.  Upon  special  re- 
quest, the  Bank  will  provide  the  City  with  disbursement  account  activity,  via  electronic  media  or  the  reconcilement 
report,  on  a  daily  basis. 

(ii)  Partial  Reconcilement  Accounts 
The  Bank  shall  provide  partial  reconcilement  and  provide  the  following  reports: 

(1)  Reconcilement  report  sequenced  in  check  number,  indicating  the  amount,  check  number,  and  paid  date  of  each 
check  paid  during  the  reconcilement  period. 

(2)  Diagnostic  summary  indicating  reconcilement  exception  items. 

(3)  Recap  of  posted  items,  indicated  by  paid  date,  the  total  number  and  the  dollar  amounts  of  checks  paid  during 
the  reconcilement  period.

(iv)  Partial  Reconcilement  With  Magnetic  Tape 

The  Bank  shall  supplement  the  above  described  partial  reconcilement  service  by  proving  the  total  dollar  account  of 
paid  checks  indicated  on  the  checking  account  statement:  providing  a  magnetic  tape,  indicating  check  number,  account 
number,  dollar  amount  and  paid  date  of  each  paid  check,  for  the  purpose  of  updating  partial  reconcilement  data 
against  the  City's  own  automated  system. 

Within  ten  business  days  after  the  statement  rendering  date,  the  Bank  will  forward  to  the  City  of  Boston  the  bank 
statement,  any  output  options  and  paid  checks  sorted  in  serial  number  order.  Upon  special  request,  the  Bank  will  pro- 
vide the  City  with  disbursement  account  activity,  via  electronic  madia  or  the  reconcilement  report,  on  a  daily  basis. 

(v)  Microfilm  of  Canceled  Checks.

Under  Chapter  740  of  the  Acts  of  1985,  G.L.  c.  44.  s.  53F,  the  City  is  authorized  to  enter  formal  "compensating 
balance"  agreements  with  banking  institutions  for  the  provision  of  banking  services.  Your  approval  of  these  agree- 
ments is  required  under  that  statute. 

In  order  to  take  advantage  of  the  considerable  savings  afforded  through  the  use  of  such  agreements,  the  Treasury 
Department  conducted  an  extensive  competitive  bidding  process  that  resulted  in  the  agreement  that  accompanies  this 
letter. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  agreement,  the  City  will  keep  a  specified  minimum  balance  with  the  contracting  bank  as 
compensation  for  various  specified  services  rendered. 

In  order  to  realize  the  greatest  possible  savings  to  the  City,  as  well  as  to  minimize  any  possible  interruption  of 
banking  services  to  the  City,  I  urge  your  prompt  approval  of  this  agreement.

COMPENSATING  BALANCE  AGREEMENT  FOR  THE  PROVISION  OF  DIRECT  DEPOSIT 

This  Compensating  Balance  Agreement  for  the  Provision  of  Direct  Deposit  "Compensating  Balance  Agreement"), 
is  entered  into  by  the  City  of  Boston,  Massachusetts,  a  municipal  corporation  organized  and  existing  under  the  laws 
of  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  (the  "City"),  and  BayBank,  a  Massachusetts  banking  corporation  (the 
"Bank"). 

WHEREAS,  the  City  issued  a  "Proposal  For  Banking  Services"  on  December  13,  1994  (the  "Proposal"),  and  the 
Bank  submitted  a  response  to  the  Proposal  on  lanuary  11,  1995  (the  "Response");  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  has  accepted  the  terms  which  the  Bank  proposed  in  its  Response,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  City's  Mayor  and  City  Council;  and 

WHEREAS,  both  the  City  and  the  Bank  wish  to  enter  into  this  Compensating  Balance  Agreement  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws  chapter  44,  s.  53F; 

NOW  THEREFORE,  in  consideration  of  the  mutual  covenants  herein,  the  sufficiency  of  which  is  hereby  acknowl- 
edged, the  parties  hereto  do  covenant  and  agree  as  follows: 
SECTION  I.  AUTHORITY: 

This  Compensating  Balance  Agreement  is  made  under  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws  chapter  44,  s. 
53F,  and  is  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  of  Boston. 
SECTION  II.  TERM  OF  THE  AGREEMENT 

This  Compensating  Balance  Agreement  shall  be  valid  for  a  term  of  three  years  starting  July  1.  1995,  and  terminat- 
ing on  June  30,  1998. 
SECTION  III.  GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

Payment  for  the  service  to  be  peformed  by  the  Bank  will  be  effected  solely  through  the  maintenance  of  a  compen- 
sating balance  by  the  City  in  its  account  with  the  Bank. 

If  in  any  month  end  or  at  year-end,  account  balances  in  the  account  are  deficient  to  the  extent  that  the  cost  of  the 
banking  services,  provided  as  calculated  hereunder,  is  not  covered  by  the  calculation  of  credits  on  the  average  col- 
lected balances-,  the  City  will  deposit,  in  the  following  month,  an  amount  adequate  to  make  up  the  deficit.  Con- 
versely, if  any  month  end  or  at  year  end  there  is  a  surplus  in  the  account(s),  the  City  will  notify  the  Bank  that  it  is 
reducing  the  balances  to  a  more  appropriate  level  in  accordance  with  the  formula  provided  herein  for  the  calculation 
of  credits. 

In  the  event  that  the  City  fails  to  maintain  balances  sufficient  to  meet  its  obligations  under  this  Compensating  Bal- 
ance Agreement,  the  Bank's  only  remedy  shall  be  the  right  to  terminate  the  provision  of  services  under  this  agree- 
ment. 

Unless  otherwise  noted,  the  prices  quoted  herein  are  fixed  for  the  three  year  period  of  this  Compensating  Balance 
Agreement. 

The  Bank  shall  exercise  its  right  to  terminate  this  Compensating  Balance  Agreement  by  notifying  the  Collector- 
Treasurer  of  the  City  in  writing  sent  by  certified  mail,  return  receipt  requested,  of  its  intent  to  canceF  the  contract. 
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The  Bank's  obligations  to  provide  services  under  the  contract  shall  terminate  at  the  close  of  business  on  the  thirtieth 
day  following  the  day  of  which  notice  is  given.  In  no  event  shall  the  City  be  liable  to  pay  the  Bank  any  sums  on  ac- 
count of  services  rendered  under  this  contract  or  on  account  of  any  deficiency  in  the  amounts  maintained  in  the  com- 
pensating balance  account. 

Upon  termination  of  this  Compensating  Balance  Agreement,  the  City  will  maintain  in  the  account(s)  an  average  col- 
lected balance  adequate  to  provide  a  calculation  of  credits  to  pay  for  any  services.  In  addition  if  there  is  a  balance  in 
the  account(s)  in  excess  of  the  amount  necessary  to  provide  such  calculation  of  credits,  the  bank  will  pay  the  City 
said  amount. 

The  City  of  Boston  reserves  the  right  to  cancel  the  contract  or  reduce  activity  under  the  contract  if  the  Bank  fails  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  Linked  Deposit  Banking  Program,  as  the  Program  shall  from  time  to  time  be  promul- 
gated. Also  the  City  of  Boston  reserves  the  right  to  cancel  the  contract  by  giving  written  notice  signed  by  the 
Collector-Treasurer  and  sent  by  certified  mail,  return  receipt  requested,  to  an  officer  of  the  Bank  to  be  designated  in 
the  contract.  In  the  event  of  cancellation  by  the  City,  all  obligations  by  the  Bank  and  the  municipality  shall  terminate 
at  the  close  of  business  on  the  thirtieth  business  day  after  the  notification  is  delivered  to  the  Bank. 

Either  party  may  call  a  meeting,  within  seven  days  after  notice  of  termination  given  by  either  party,  to  attempt  to 
resolve  trie  problem  which  led  to  the  termination.  Any  subsequent  adjustment,  modification,  or  renegotiation  of  the 
contract  terms  shall  require  the  approval  of  the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  c.  44,  s.  53F. 

This  Compensating  Balance  Agreement  is  made  subject  to  all  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  special 
laws  applicable  to  the  City  of  Boston  and  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Boston.  The  Bank's  particular  attention  is  directed 
to  a  restriction  which  regulates  where  the  City  may  deposit  funds.  Under  Massachusetts  General  Law  chapter  44,  sec- 
tion 55,  cities  and  towns  in  the  Commonwealth  may  rule  deposits  in  banks,  trust  companies  or  banking  companies 
provided  that  the  amount  deposited  does  not  exceed  60%  of  the  capital  and  surplus  unless  satisfactory  security  for  the 
amount  in  excess  of  60%  is  provided  by  the  depository. 

The  City's  Proposal  and  the  Bank's  Response  to  the  Proposal  are  incorporated  herein  as  if  set  forth  in  their  entirety. 

The  initial  account  officer  responsible  for  handling  relations  with  the  City  in  connection  with  this  Compensating 
Balance  Agreement  is:  (Name  and  Title)  .  The  bank  shall  notify  the  City  in  writing  of  any 

change  of  account  officer. 

SECTION  IV.  DIRECT  DEPOSIT  SERVICES 

The  Bank  shall  provide  a  direct  deposit  system  whereby  an  interbank  payment  mechanism  for  pre-authorized  elec- 
tronic funds  transfers  will  be  moved  in  an  efficient  manner  from  one  bank  to  another  bank.  The  Bank  shall  provide 
the  following  for  direct  deposits: 

(1)  The  Bank  will  provide  the  City  of  Boston  with  sample  Employee  Authorization  forms,  which  can  be  designed 
to  meet  the  City  of  Boston  needs  and  be  distributed  to  the  payees. 

(2)  A  document  will  be  provided  that  details  the  specific  format  that  the  magnetic  tape  must  follow.  In  addition, 
the  Bank  will  test  the  tape  to  see  that  it  meets  the  National  Automated  Clearing  House  Association  (NACHA)  re- 
quirements. 

(3)  The  City  will  initiate  a  prenotification  (prenote)  and  the  Bank  will  initiate  a  transmission  to  the  payees'  bank 
to  alert  them  to  expect  electronic  credits  in  the  future  and  to  ensure  that  the  specific  bank  account  information 
given  is  correct. 

(4)  A  magnetic  tape  will  be  accepted  by  the  Bank  as  a  means  to  transmit  the  data  for  direct  deposit.  Upon  receipt 
of  the  magnetic  tape,  the  Bank  will  read  and  store  the  tapes  until  release  on  the  settlement  date.  In  addition,  the 
Bank  will  verify  dollar  totals  on  the  tape  against  transmittal  documents  provided  by  the  City. 

(5)  The  City  shall  agree  to  follow  the  procedures  set  forth  in  the  Cash  Management  Services  manual  to  be  pro- 
vided by  the  Bank.

Under  Chapter  740  of  the  Acts  of  1985,  G.L.  c.  44,  s.  53F,  the  City  is  authorized  to  enter  formal  "compensating 
balance"  agreements  with  banking  institutions  for  the  provision  of  banking  services.  Your  approval  of  these  agree- 
ments is  required  under  that  statute. 

In  order  to  take  advantage  of  the  considerable  savings  afforded  through  the  use  of  such  agreements,  the  Treasury 
Department  conducted  an  extensive  competitive  bidding  process  that  resulted  in  the  agreement  that  accompanies  this 
letter. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  agreement,  the  City  will  keep  a  specified  minimum  balance  with  the  contracting  bank  as 
compensation  for  various  specified  services  rendered. 

In  order  to  realize  the  greatest  possible  savings  to  the  City,  as  well  as  to  minimize  any  possible  interruption  of 
banking  services  to  the  City,  I  urge  your  prompt  approval  of  this  agreement.

COMPENSATING  BALANCE  AGREEMENT  FOR  THE  PROVISION  OF 
BANKING  SERVICES 

This  Compensating  Balance  Agreement  for  the  Provision  of  Banking  Services  (the  "Compensating  Balance  Agree- 
ment"), is  entered  into  by  the  City  of  Boston,  Massachusetts,  a  municipal  corporation  organized  and  existing  under 
the  laws  of  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  (the  "City"),  and  State  Street  Bank  &  Trust  Company.  A  Massa- 
chusetts trust  company  (the  "Bank"). 

WHEREAS,  the  City  issued  a  "Proposal  For  Banking  Services"  on  December  13,  1994  (the  "Proposal"),  and  the 
Bank  submitted  a  response  to  the  Proposal  on  January  11,  1995  (the  "Response"):  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  has  accepted  the  terms  which  the  Bank  proposed  in  its  Response,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  City's  Mayor  and  City  Council;  and 

WHEREAS,  both  the  City  and  the  Bank  wish  to  enter  into  this  Compensating  Balance  Agreement  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws  chapter  44,  s.  53F; 

NOW  THEREFORE,  in  consideration  of  the  mutual  covenants  contained  herein,  the  sufficiency  of  which  is  hereby 
acknowledged,  the  parties  hereto  do  covenant  and  agree  as  follows: 
SECTION  I.  AUTHORITY: 

This  Compensating  Balance  Agreement  is  made  under  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws  chapter  44.  s. 
53F,  and  is  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  of  Boston. 
SECTION  II.  TERM  OF  THE  AGREEMENT 

This  Compensating  Balance  Agreement  shall  be  valid  for  a  term  of  three  years  starting  July  1.  1995,  and  terminat- 
ing on  June  30,  1998. 
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SECTION  III.  GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

Payment  for  the  service  to  be  peformed  by  the  Bank  will  be  effected  solely  through  the  maintenance  of  a  compen- 
sating balance  by  the  City  in  its  account  with  the  Bank. 

If  in  any  month  or  at  year  end,  account  balances  in  any  account  are  deficient  to  the  extent  that  the  cost  of  the 
banking  services  is  not  covered  by  the  average  collected  balances,  the  City  will  deposit,  in  the  following  month,  an 
amount  formulated  as  provided  herein  for  the  calculation  of  credits  to  be  agreed  to  by  both  the  City  and  the  Bank  to 
make  up  the  deficit.  Conversely,  if  in  any  month  or  at  year  end  there  is  a  surplus  in  the  account(s),  the  City  will  no- 
tify the  Bank  that  it  is  reducing  the  balances  to  a  more  appropriate  level  in  accordance  with  the  formula  provided 
herein  for  the  calculation  of  credits. 

In  the  event  that  the  City  fails  to  maintain  balances  sufficient  to  meet  its  obligations  under  this  Compensating  Bal- 
ance Agreement,  the  Bank's  only  remedy  shall  be  the  right  to  terminate  the  provision  of  services  under  this  agree- 
ment. 

Unless  otherwise  noted,  the  prices  quoted  herein  are  fixed  for  the  three  year  period  of  this  Compensating  Balance 
Agreement. 

The  Bank  shall  exercise  its  right  to  terminate  its  service  obligations  by  notifying  the  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  City 
in  writing  sent  by  certified  mail,  return  receipt  requested,  of  its  intent  to  cancel  the  contract.  The  Bank's  obligations 
to  provide  services  under  the  contract  shall  terminate  at  the  close  of  business  on  the  thirtieth  day  following  the  day  of 
which  notice  is  given.  In  no  event  shall  the  City  be  liable  to  pay  the  Bank  any  sums  on  account  of  services  rendered 
under  this  contract  or  on  account  of  any  deficiency  in  the  amounts  maintained  in  the  compensating  balance  account. 

Upon  termination  of  services  of  a  bank,  the  City  will  maintain  in  the  account(s)  an  average  collected  balance  to  pay 
for  any  outstanding  services.  In  addition  if  there  is  a  surplus  in  the  account(s),  the  Bank  will  issue  a  check  to  the 
City  for  said  amount. 

The  City  of  Boston  reserves  the  right  to  cancel  or  reduce  activity  under  the  contract  if  the  Bank  fails  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  Linked  Deposit  Banking  Program,  as  the  Program  shall  from  time  to  time  be  promulgated.  Also 
the  City  of  Boston  reserves  the  right  to  cancel  the  contract  by  giving  written  notice  by  certified  mail,  return  receipt 
requested,  to  an  officer  of  the  Bank  to  be  designated  in  the  contract.  In  the  event  of  cancellation  by  the  City,  all  obli- 
gations by  the  Bank  and  the  municipality  shall  terminate  at  the  close  of  business  on  the  thirtieth  business  day  after  the 
notification  is  delivered  to  the  Bank. 

Either  party  may  call  a  meeting,  within  seven  days  after  notice  of  termination  given  by  either  party,  to  attempt  to 
resolve  the  problem  which  led  to  the  termination.  Any  subsequent  adjustment,  modification,  or  renegotiation  of  the 
contract  terms  shall  require  the  approval  of  the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor  in  accordance  with  provisions  of  Massa- 
chusetts General  Laws  chapter  44,  s.  53F. 

This  Compensating  Balance  Agreement  is  made  subject  to  all  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  special 
laws  applicable  to  the  City  of  Boston,  and  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Boston.  The  Bank's  particular  attention  is  di- 
rected to  a  restriction  which  regulates  where  the  City  may  deposit  funds.  Under  Massachusetts  General  Laws  chapter 
44,  s.  55,  cities  and  towns  in  the  Commonwealth  may  make  deposits  in  banks,  trust  companies  or  banking  companies 
provided  that  the  amount  deposited  does  not  exceed  60  percent  of  the  capital  and  surplus  unless  satisfactory  sercurity 
for  the  amount  in  excess  of  60  percent  is  provided  by  the  depository. 

The  City's  Proposal  and  the  Bank's  Response  to  the  Proposal  are  incorporated  herein  as  if  set  forth  in  their  entirety.

The  Bank  will  provide  a  recap  of  posted  items  report,  indicating  by  date,  the  total  number  and 
dollar  amount  of  all  checks  issued  and  paid  and  the  grand  totals  of  all  checks  issued  and  paid  during  the  reconcile- 
ment period.  The  Bank  shall  provide  an  outstanding  settlement  report  indicating  the  totals  of  all  outstanding  checks 
and  checks  paid  against  no  issue  record. 

The  Bank  shall  prove  the  total  dollar  amount  of  paid  checks  indicated  on  the  recap  to  the  total  amount  of  checks 
paid  indicated  on  the  checking  account  statement. 

The  Bank  shall  provide  microfiche  copies  of  the  reconcilement  report. 

Within  ten  business  days  after  the  statement  rendering  date,  the  Bank  will  forward  to  the  City  of  Boston  their  bank 
statement,  reconcilement  reports,  any  output  options  and  checks  paid  sorted  in  serial  number  order.  Upon  special  re- 
quest, the  Bank  will  provide  the  City  with  disbursement  account  activity,  via  electronic  media  or  the  reconcilement 
report,  on  a  daily  basis. 

(ii)  Partial  Reconcilement  Accounts 
The  Bank  shall  provide  partial  reconcilement  and  provide  the  following  reports: 

(1)  Reconcilement  report  sequenced  in  check  number,  indicating  the  amount,  check  number,  and  paid  date  of  each 
check  paid  during  the  reconcilement  period.

(3)  Within  ten  business  days  after  the  statement  rendering  date,  the  Bank  will  forward  to  the  City  of  Boston  the 
bank  statement,  any  output  options  and  paid  checks  sorted  in  serial  number  order.  Upon  special  request,  the  Bank 
will  provide  the  City  with  disbursement  account  activity,  via  electronic  media  or  the  reconcilement  report,  on  a  daily 
basis. 

(iv)  Partial  Reconcilement  With  Magnetic  Tape 

The  Bank  shall  supplement  the  above  described  partial  reconcilement  service  by  proving  the  total  dollar  amount  of 
paid  checks  indicated  on  the  checking  account  statement:  providing  a  magnetic  tape,  indicating  check  number,  account 
number,  dollar  amount  and  paid  date  of  each  paid  check,  for  the  purpose  of  updating  partial  reconcilement  data 
against  the  City's  own  automated  system. 

Within  ten  business  days  after  the  statement  rendering  date,  the  Bank  will  forward  to  the  City  of  Boston  the  bank 
statement,  any  output  options  and  paid  checks  sorted  in  serial  number  order.  Upon  special  request,  the  Bank  will  pro- 
vide the  City  with  disbursement  account  activity,  via  electronic  madia  or  the  reconcilement  report,  on  a  daily  basis. 

(v)  Microfilm  of  Canceled  Checks. 

For  specified  accounts,  the  bank  shall  provide,  for  each  statement  date,  microfilm  of  canceled  checks,  sorted  into 
check  number  sequence.

The  Bank  will  furnish  the  City  with  monthly  account  analysis  statements  showing  the  balance(s)  maintained,  the 
credit  earned,  the  volume  and  type  of  services  provided,  the  average  daily  balance,  the  interest  rate  used  to  calculate 
earnings  credits,  the  net  surplus  or  deficit  of  credits  earned  minus  the  cost  of  services,  and  the  accumulated  surplus 
or  deficit  for  the  year  to  date,  as  well  as  an  abbreviated  compensating  balance  form  to  be  supplied  by  the  City  Trea- 
sury Department,  within  10  days  after  the  month  end.  The  Bank  shall  also  furnish  within  ten  business  days  after  the 
expiration  or  termination  of  the  Compensating  Balance  Agreement  an  analysis  of  the  account  activity  and  credit  earn- 
ings in  the  form  required  by  the  Commissioner  of  Revenue  under  the  provisions  of  General  Laws  ch.  44  s.  53F.

NOW  THEREFORE,  in  consideration  of  the  mutual  covenants  herein,  the  sufficiency  of  which  is  hereby  acknowl- 
edged, the  parties  hereto  do  covenant  and  agree  as  follows:

Unless  otherwise  noted,  the  prices  quoted  herein  are  fixed  for  the  three  year  period  of  this  Compensating  Balance 
Agreement. 

The  Bank  shall  exercise  its  right  to  terminate  its  service  obligations  by  notifying  the  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  City 
in  writing  sent  by  certified  mail,  return  receipt  requested,  of  its  intent  to  cancel  the  contract.  The  Bank's  obligations 
to  provide  services  under  the  contract  shall  terminate  at  the  close  of  business  on  the  thirtieth  day  following  the  day  of 
which  notice  is  given.

The  City  of  Boston  reserves  the  right  to  cancel  or  reduce  activity  under  the  contract  if  the  Bank  fails  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  Linked  Deposit  Banking  Program,  as  the  Program  shall  from  time  to  time  be  promulgated.  Also 
the  City  of  Boston  reserves  the  right  to  cancel  the  contract  by  giving  written  notice  by  certified  mail,  return  receipt 
requested,  to  an  officer  of  the  Bank  to  be  designated  in  the  contract.

7.  Customer  copies  of  bills  stamped  as  a  paid  receipt 

(4)  To  imprint  an  audit  trail  with  the  following  information  on  the  back  of  each  remittance  document: 

1.  date 

2.  customer  account  (ward  and  parcel  numbers) 

3.  amount  paid 

4.  batch,  sequence,  and  operator  numbers 

(5)  To  provide  next  day  turnaround  for  all  lock  box  pickups. 

(6)  To  provide  the  City  with  microfilm  of  all  checks  as  each  roll  of  film  is  filled,  and  also  upon  special  request  to 
respond  to  all  inquiries  within  two  working  days.

The  Bank  shall  accept  deposits,  endorse  and  photograph  all  checks  deposited,  service  dishonored  and  returned 
checks,  maintain  and  reconcile  the  account  (see  below  for  reconcilement  services),  provide  microfilm  copies  of  paid 
checks,  provide  monthly  statements  and  all  facilities  normally  provided  to  checking  account  customers,  as  well  as  pro- 
viding preprinted  checks  and  deposit  slips  and  other  instruments  pertaining  to  transactions  for  the  account  as  well  as 
any  normal  and  generally  accepted  services  associated  with  this  type  of  account  not  specifically  listed  herein.

The  Bank  will  provide  a  recap  of  posted  items  report,  indicating  by  date,  the  total  number  and 
dollar  amount  of  all  checks  issued  and  paid  and  the  grand  totals  of  all  checks  issued  and  paid  during  the  reconcile- 
ment period.  The  Bank  shall  provide  an  outstanding  settlement  report  indicating  the  totals  of  all  outstanding  checks 
and  checks  paid  against  no  issue  record. 

The  Bank  shall  prove  the  total  dollar  amount  of  paid  checks  indicated  on  the  recap  to  the  total  amount  of  checks 
paid  indicated  on  the  checking  account  statement. 

The  Bank  shall  provide  microfiche  copies  of  the  reconcilement  report. 

Within  ten  business  days  after  the  statement  rendering  date,  the  Bank  will  forward  to  the  City  of  Boston  their  bank 
statement,  reconcilement  reports,  any  output  options  and  checks  paid  sorted  in  serial  number  order.  Upon  special  re- 
quest, the  Bank  will  provide  the  City  with  disbursement  account  activity,  via  electronic  media  or  the  reconcilement 
report,  on  a  daily  basis. 

(ii)  Partial  Reconcilement  Accounts 
The  Bank  shall  provide  partial  reconcilement  and  provide  the  following  reports: 

(1)  Reconcilement  report  sequenced  in  check  number,  indicating  the  amount,  check  number,  and  paid  date  of  each 
check  paid  during  the  reconcilement  period. 

(2)  Diagnostic  summary  indicating  reconcilement  exception  items. 

(3)  Recap  of  posted  items,  indicated  by  paid  date,  the  total  number  and  the  dollar  amounts  of  checks  paid  during 
the  reconcilement  period.  The  Bank  shall  prove  the  total  dollar  amount  of  paid  checks  indicated  on  the  recap  to  the 
total  amount  of  checks  paid  indicated  on  the  checking  account  statement. 

The  Bank  shall  provide  microfiches  copies  of  the  reconcilement  report. 

Within  ten  business  days  after  the  statement  rendering  date,  the  Bank  will  forward  to  the  City  of  Boston  the  bank 
statement,  partial  reconcilement  report,  any  output  options  and  paid  check  sorted  in  serial  number  order.  Upon  special 
request,  the  Bank  will  provide  the  City  with  disbursement  account  activity,  via  electronic  media  or  the  reconcilement 
report,  on  a  daily  basis. 

(iii)  Primary  Reconcilement 
The  Bank  shall  provide  the  following  for  "Primary  Reconcilement": 

(1)  A  bank  statement,  in  paid  date  sequence,  indicating  the  amount,  check  number  and  paid  date  of  each  check  paid 
during  the  reconcilement  period;  in  addition,  in  deposit  date  sequence,  the  amount  and  date  of  deposits  which  may 
occur  during  the  reconcilement  period.  These  accounts  will  reflect  check  deposits  or  wire  transfers  in  to  the  account 
as  well  as  checks  issued  or  wire  transfers  out  during  the  applicable  reconcilement  period. 

(2)  The  Bank  shall  prove  the  total  dollar  amount  of  paid  checks  indicated  on  the  checking  account  statement. 

(3)  Within  ten  business  days  after  the  statement  rendering  date,  the  Bank  will  forward  to  the  City  of  Boston  the 
bank  statement,  any  output  options  and  paid  checks  sorted  in  serial  number  order.  Upon  special  request,  the  Bank 
will  provide  the  City  with  disbursement  account  activity,  via  electronic  media  or  the  reconcilement  report,  on  a  daily 
basis. 

(iv)  Partial  Reconcilement  With  Magnetic  Tape/Transmission

Whereas,  Short-term  apartment  rental  businesses 
rent  furnished  studio,  one,  two,  and  three-bedroom 
apartments  to  visitors  to  the  city  on  a  daily,  weekly 
or  monthly  basis; 

Whereas,  Short-term  apartment  rental  businesses 
typically  advertise  in  the  Yellow  Pages  under  "Ho- 
tels" and  some  advertise  "No  Fee*No  Tax"; 

Whereas,  Advertisements  for  these  businesses 
claim  that  clients  will  save  up  to  50  percent  of  hotel 
costs; 

Whereas,  The  city  provides  trash  pickup  and  other 
city  services  to  the  clients  of  these  businesses  since 
the  properties  are  considered  residential  rather  than 
commercial; 

Whereas,  The  city's  hotels  pay  real  property  tax  at 
the  commercial  rate  and  properties  used  in  the  short- 
term  rental  businesses  are  assessed  at  the  residential 
tax  rate; 
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Whereas,  Assessing  properties  used  in  the  short- 
term  rental  business  at  the  residental  rate  costs  the 
City  of  Boston  millions  of  dollars  a  year  and  places 
the  city's  hotels  at  a  competitive  disadvantage; 

Whereas,  Section  2 A  of  chapter  59  of  the  General 
Laws  defines  residential  and  commercial  property  for 
real  property  tax  purposes; 

Whereas,  Section  2A(b)  defines  "Class  one,  resi- 
dential" as  "property  used  or  held  for  human  habita- 
tion containing  one  or  more  dwelling  units  including 
rooming  houses  with  facilities  designed  and  used  for 
living,  sleeping,  cooking  and  eating  on  a  non- 
transient  basis."  (emphasis  added): 

Whereas,  Section  2A(b)  further  defines  "Class 
three,  commercial"  as  "property  used  or  held  for 
business  purposes  and  not  specifically  includible  in 
another  class";  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  requests 
an  opinion  from  the  Corporation  Counsel  regarding 
the  real  property  tax  status  of  the  properties  owned 
or  managed  by  short-term  rental  businesses  in  the 
city.

Section  1.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any 
general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  section  1  of 
chapter  64G  of  the  General  Laws,  as  appearing  in 
the  1994  Official  Edition,  is  hereby  amended  by  add- 
ing the  following  new  definitions  which  shall  be  in 
effect  in  the  city  of  Boston;  provided,  however,  that 
in  all  other  respects  section  1  and  all  other  sections 
of  said  chapter  64G  shall  apply  in  the  city  of  Boston 
and  the  provisions  of  this  special  act  shall  be  con- 
strued to  be  consistent  with  all  other  requirements  of 
chapter  64G: 

(j)  "Short-term  rental  establishment",  in  the  city  of 
Boston,  any  building  or  portion  thereof,  other  than  a 
motel,  hotel,  or  lodging  house,  in  which  living 
space,  with  or  without  kitchen  facilities,  is  let  to  per- 
sons who  are  not  within  the  second  degree  of  kin- 
ship, primarily  the  temporary  abode  of  persons 
whose  residence  is  elsewhere.

Whereas,  The  abuse  of  controlled  substances  is  a 
major  public  health  and  safety  issue  in  the  United 
States;  and 

Whereas,  The  abuse  of  controlled  substances  has 
been  implicated  in  increased  crime,  casualty  losses 
due  to  accident  and  a  general  decrease  in  productiv- 
ity in  all  sectors  of  the  economy  of  our  nation,  state 
and  city;  and 

Whereas,  The  Mayor  of  Boston  and  members  of 
the  Boston  City  Council  are  the  leaders  of  our  city 
and  by  their  actions  can  set  an  example  for  all  City 
employees  and  members  of  the  public;  and 

Whereas,  Pre-employment  testing  for  controlled 
substances  is  a  known  deterrent  to  the  use  and  abuse 
of  controlled  substances;  and 

Whereas,  The  misuse  of  controlled  substances  by 
City  of  Boston  employees  in  positions  with  access  to 
sensitive  information  and  involvement  in  the  formula- 
tion and  implementation  of  public  policy  may  present 
a  significant  threat  to  the  safety  of  other  employees 
and  to  the  general  public;  and 

Whereas,  The  positions  of  Mayor.  City  Councillor, 
Cabinet  Officer  and  Department  Head  are  among 
those  positions  with  access  to  sensitive  information 
and  are  involved  in  the  formulation  and  implementa- 
tion of  public  policy;  and 

Whereas,  The  public  interest  requires  that  the  indi- 
viduals holding  these  positions  be  free  from  the  influ- 
ence of  controlled  substances  and  the  misuse  thereof; 
and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  seeks  to  foster  a 
safe,  healthy  and  productive  work  environment;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  an  interest  in 
maintaining  a  work  place  that  is  free  from  the  influ- 
ence caused  by  the  misuse  of  controlled  substances: 
and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  recognizes  that  re- 
quiring pre-employment  testing  for  all  applicants  for 
positions  involving  access  to  sensitive  information  is 
a  reasonable  condition  of  employment;  now  there- 
fore, be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  in  meeting 
assembled  makes  the  foregoing  findings  and  respect- 
fully urges  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  establish  and  im- 
plement a  policy  pursuant  to  applicable  law  for  the 
pre-employment  testing  of  all  applicants  for  the  fore- 
going positions  prior  to  final  appointment.  Said  pol- 
icy should  include  the  following  criteria: 

1 .  Establish  a  program  for  the  pre-employment 
urinalyis  testing  for  controlled  substances  by  a  li- 
censed testing  laboratory  prior  to  final  employment. 
The  Director  of  Human  Services  shall  establish  com- 
prehensive standards  for  all  aspects  of  laboratory  pro- 
cedures to  be  applied  in  carrying  out  this  program, 
including  standards  which  require  the  use  of  the  best 
available  technology  for  ensuring  the  full  reliability 
and  accuracy  of  tests  and  strict  procedures  governing 
the  chain  of  custody  of  speciments  collected  for  drug 
testing. 

2.  Establish  appropriate  standards  and  procedures 
for  periodic  review  of  laboratories  and  criteria  for 
certification  and  revocation  of  certification  of  labora- 
tories to  perform  testing  for  controlled  substances; 

3.  Establish  appropriate  standards  which  require 
that  a  confirmatory  test  be  run  in  the  event  that  an 
initial  screening  test  shows  positive; 

4.  Specify  the  controlled  substances  for  which  ap- 
plicants may  be  tested; 


5.  Communicate  this  policy  to  applicants  in  writ- 
ing. The  written  notice  will  contain  a  consent  form 
and  inform  applicants  that  any  applicant  who  refuses 
to  be  tested  prior  to  final  employment  will  be  denied 
employment  with  the  City  of  Boston.

GRAMS IN  BOSTON  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 
(DOCKET  NO.  0843)

Whereas.  Citi-Cycle  is  a  component  of  the 
STRIVE  Program  which  was  developed  as  an  effort 
to  create  jobs  in  the  new  emergency  industry  of  "re- 
cycling". The  Citi-cycle  initiative  began  with  a  bu- 
siness/education partnership  between  STRIVE  and 
Wentworth  Institute  which  had  previously  provided 
employment  and  training  opportunities  for  students 
with  disabilities  in  food  service,  building  mainte- 
nance and  data  entry:  and 

Whereas.  The  STRIVE  program  was  successfully 
completed  at  Wentworth  Institute  and  new  successful 
job  placements  forged  a  new  initiative  in  recycling 
saving  Wentworth  Institute  thousands  of  dollars:  and 

Whereas.  STRIVE  later  established  a  recycling 
program  in  the  Boston  Schools  calling  it  Citi-cycle. 
The  effort  involved  STRIVE  staff  providing  orienta- 
tion to  the  eight  pilot  elementary  schools"  staff  and 
students.  In  one  year  Citi-cycle  had  grown  to  a 
system-wide  program  involving  all  three  Level  Of- 
fices, four  Parent  Information  Centers.  School  Com- 
mittee Central  Offices,  twenty-six  Boston  Public  Li- 
braries. Boston  Archives.  Public  Facilities  and 
nineteen  schools:  and 

Wheres.  Recycling  efforts  include  the  collection  of 
paper,  plastic,  cardboard,  polystyrene  and  aluminum. 
During  the  first  year  of  operation,  over  45  tons  of 
paper,  1.4  million  pieces  of  aluminum  and  1.6  mil- 
lion items  of  polystyrene  were  recycled.  In  three 
months  Citi-cycle  recycled  51.5  tons  of  cardboard: 
and 

Whereas,  Citi-Cycle  recycles  items  from  81 
schools,  and  its  programs  currently  provide  training, 
supported  work  and  competitive  employment  opportu- 
nities in  recycling  for  over  2000  Boston  public 
School  students  with  moderate  to  severe  disabilities. 
Satellite  recycling  programs  have  opened  in  three 
high  schools  while  students  are  promoted  internally 
to  major  recycling  initiatives  pairing  STRIVE  with 
Novacor  Corporation,  Wentworth  Institute  and  Prins 
Recycling  Inc..  a  highly  successful  municipal  recy- 
cling facility  employing  twenty-five  Boston  Public 
School  students  and  recent  graduates;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved:  That  City  of  Boston  extend  funding  to 
secure  the  STRIVE  program  to  all  public  buildings 
and  extend  it  to  a  twelve-month  program.

Whereas,  This  region  generates  an  enormous 
amount  of  pedestrian  foot  traffic  including  many

1.  Availability  of  certified  MBE  and/or  WBE 
prime  contractors  capable  of  performing  the 
work  at  issue; 

2.  Subcontracting  opportunities  for  the  particular 
contract,  and  availability  of  certified  MBE  and/or 
WBE  subcontractors  capable  of  performing  the 
work  at  issue; 

3.  Utilization  of  MBEs  and/or  WBEs  in  the  con- 
tract category  at  issue; 

4.  Whether  an  emergency  exists  that  threatens 
the  health  and/or  safety  of  persons  or  property; 

5.  Circumstances  where  compliance  with  the  re- 
quirements of  this  section  would  impose  an  un- 
warranted economic  burden  on,  or  risk  to,  the 
City. 

d.  Waivers  for  Contractors.  A  contractor  may  ap- 
ply to  the  Director  for  waiver  of  all  or  part  of 
the  requirements  of  this  section  as  they  apply  to 
a  particular  contract  if,  after  making  a  good  faith 
effort,  the  contractor  is  unable  to  secure  quali- 
fied MBEs  and/or  WBEs  to  meet  the  contract  re- 
quirements. 

1.  Procedure  for  Applying  for  a  Waiver.  A  con- 
tractor who  wishes  to  obtain  a  waiver  shall  do  so 
by  filing  a  waiver  application  in  accordance  with 
regulations  promulgated  by  the  Director. 

2.  Criteria  for  Granting  a  Waiver.  The  Director 
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shall  promulgate  detailed  regulations  for  the  re- 
view and  granting  of  waivers.  Said  standards 
shall  include  at  a  minimum  the  following  crite- 
ria: 

(a)  The  waiver  applicant  shall  be  required  to 
demonstrate  a  good  faith  effort  to  solicit  MBE 
and  WBE  participation  by  joint  venture  or  oth- 
erwise; said  demonstration  shall  include  at  a 
minimum  verification  of  the  applicant's  solici- 
tation of  MBEs  and  WBEs  through  the 
M/WBE  Office  as  well  as  by  facsimiles  to  ap- 
propriate MBE  and  WBE  trade  organizations; 

(b)  The  Director  shall  verify  the  availability,  or 
lack  thereof,  of  certified  MBE  and  WBE  con- 
tractors with  the  capability  to  perform  the 
work  at  issue;

KEANE  moved  that  the  ordinance  be 
amended  as  follows: 

Section  1  is  amended  by  the  following  definitions 
after  the  definition  of  "Publisher": 

f.  Roadway  means  that  portion  of  a  public 
street  or  highway  between  the  regularly  estab- 
lished curb  line  or  that  part,  inclusive  of  shoul- 
ders, improved  and  intended  to  be  for  vehicular 
traffic. 

g.  Traffic-Control  Signal  means  any  device  us- 
ing colored  lights  which  conforms  to  the  stand- 
ards as  prescribed  by  the  department  of  public 
works  of  the  commonwealth,  whether  manually, 
electrically  or  mechanically  operated,  by  which 
traffic  may  be  alternately  directed  to  stop  and  to 
proceed. 

Section  2. a.  is  amended  by  deleting  paragraph  2 
and  inserting  in  its  place  the  following: 

Upon  proper  application  on  forms  provided  by  the 
Commissioner,  the  Commissioner  shall  annually  issue 
to  the  applicant  a  publication  distribution  dispenser 
permit.  Only  one  (1)  permit  shall  be  required  per 
publication,  notwithstanding  the  number  of  publica- 
tion distribution  dispensers  dispensing  such  publica- 
tion. 

The  Commissioner  shall  approve  or  deny  each  per- 
mit application  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  receipt 
thereof.

The  applicant  shall  have  an  op- 
portunity to  amend  the  permit  application  within  ten 
(10)  days  after  the  Commissioner  issues  the  decision. 
The  Commissioner  shall  have  ten  (10)  days  from  the 
date  of  the  filing  of  the  amended  application  in  which 
to  approve  or  deny  the  amended  application. 

Any  person  aggrieved  by  the  denial  of  a  permit 
pursuant  to  this  section  may  appeal  to  the  Public  Im- 
provement Commission  as  provided  in  section  9  of 
this  chapter,  provided  that  said  appeal  is  filed  in  writ- 
ing with  the  Commission  within  ten  (10)  days  after 
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the  Commissioner  issues  the  decision  denying  a  per- 
mit. 

Section  2. a.,  paragraph  3,  concerning  contents  of 
permit  applications  is  amended  by  renumbering  sub- 
paragraph (4)  as  (5)  and  renumbering  subparagraph 
(5)  as  (6)  and  adding  a  new  subparagraph  (4)  to  read 
as  follows: 

(4)  the  proposed  number  of  publication  distri- 
bution dispensers  which  are  to  be  placed  upon 
the  public  ways  of  the  City  of  Boston; 
Section    2.b.,    concerning    the    permit    fee,    is 
amended  by  deleting  subparagraph  (1)  and  inserting 
in  its  place  the  following: 

(1)  be  based  on  the  number  of  publication  dis-

c.  A  publisher  shall  at  all  times  maintain  the 
publication  distribution  dispenser  in  a  state  of 
good  repair  and  in  a  neat  and  clean  condition. 
Publishers  shall  make  conscientious  efforts  to 
maintain  dispensers  free  of  trash,  refuse,  rub- 
bish, or  debris  and  in  an  upright,  sufficiently 
weighted,  and  secured  position.  Each  dispenser 
shall  be  serviced  and  maintained  so  that: 

(1)  it  is  reasonably  free  of  graffiti;  and 

(2)  it  is  reasonably  free  of  chipped,  faded, 
peeling  and  cracked  paint  in  the  visible  painted 
areas  thereof;  and 

(3)  it  is  reasonably  free  of  rust  and  corrosion 
in  the  visible  unpainted  metal  areas  thereof;  and 

(4)  the  clear  glass  or  plastic  parts  thereof,  if 
any,  through  which  the  publications  therein  are 
viewed  are  unbroken  and  reasonably  free  of 
tears,  peeling  or  fading;  and 

(5)  the  structural  parts  thereof  are  not  broken 
or  unduly  misshapen. 

Section  7. a.,  concerning  enforcement,  is  amended 
by  adding  "and  the  person  responsible  for  maintain- 
ing the  dispenser"  after  the  world  "publisher"  in  line 
3. 

Section  7. a.  is  further  amended  by  adding  "and  the 
i  person  responsible  for  maintaining  the  dispenser"  af- 
ter the  word  "publisher"  in  line  4. 

Section  7.b.  is  amended  by  adding  "and  the  person

To  the  City  Council. 

I  am  today  filing  a  home  rule  petition  to  permit  the 
creation  of  a  new  and  viable  health  care  system  for 
the  City  of  Boston.  This  important  legislation  will,  if 
passed,  enable  the  mission  of  Boston  City  Hospital  to 
survive,  help  protect  the  employment  of  thousands  of 
health  care  workers,  and  position  the  City  of  Boston 
to  take  advantage  of  changes  in  the  health  care  indus- 
try. 

Over  the  years,  other  American  cities  have  aban- 
doned their  hospitals  and  walked  away  from  their 
commitment  to  the  health  of  their  citizens.  We  are 
choosing  the  more  difficult  alternative,  which  is  to 
consolidate  our  resources  with  our  affiliated  hospital 
partner  and  to  also  create  a  new  public  health  care 
commission.  These  two  new  entities  will  combine  the 
advantages  of  the  public  and  private  sectors  into  a 
new,  creative  and  accountable  health  care  system  for 
Boston,  one  that  is  able  to  cope  with  rapid  changes 
in  health  care  funding  and  maintain  the  quality  of  pa- 
tient care  in  a  much  more  competitive  business  envi- 
ronment. Boston  has  had  a  long  tradition  of  insuring 
that  there  is  an  open  door  for  those  of  us  in  need  of 
health  care.  However,  if  we  do  not  change  with  the 
times,  if  we  try  to  do  nothing  but  preserve  the  status 
quo,  that  proud  tradition  will  come  to  an  end.  I  will 
not  permit  that  to  happen. 

The  legislation  I  have  filed  establishes  a  framework 
for  the  new  health  care  system.  It  answers  many,  if 
not  most,  of  the  questions  frequently  asked  of  me 
with  respect  to  the  proposed  new  health  care  system. 
Importantly,  the  legislation  clearly  establishes  a  re- 
sponsibility on  the  part  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  its 
i  hospital  partner  to  return  to  City  Council  for  a  final 
review  and  approval  of  the  entire  consolidation  plan, 
when  complete. 

No  one  will  claim  that  the  future  for  our  proposed 
health  care  system  will  be  easy.  To  the  contrary,  the 
entire  health  care  industry  in  this  country  and  state  is 
undergoing  a  fundamental  change  and  our  hospitals 
—  together  or  apart  —  are  subject  to  the  same  forces 
and  trends  as  every  other  hospital.  When  advances  in 
science  shorten  hospital  stays,  when  health  insurers 
force  doctors  and  hospitals  to  cut  costs,  and  when 


Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  ac- 
companied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the 
City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of 
this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause 
(1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as  amended,  of  the 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end  that  legislation 
be  adopted  providing  substantially  as  follows: 

Section  1.  (a)  It  is  hereby  declared  for  the  benefit 
of  the  people  of  the  city  of  Boston,  in  order  that 
there  be  an  increase  in  their  welfare  and  an  improve- 
ment in  their  living  conditions,  it  is  essential  that  a 
new  public  health  care  system  be  established  for  the 
city  of  Boston  that  can  meet  the  challenges  of  a  rap- 
idly changing  health  care  environment  and  ensure  the 
continuous  delivery  of  quality  health  care  to  the  resi- 
dents of  the  city;  that  the  new  public  health  care  sys- 
tem must  be  able  to  coordinate  outreach,  health  edu- 
cation, prevention,  outpatient,  home  care,  emergency, 
inpatient,  specialty,  aftercare,  rehabilitation,  and  long 
term  care  services  in  order  to  create  a  comprehensive 
and  integrated  continuum  of  care  with  the  goal  of 
promoting  health  and  well-being,  meeting  the  medical 
and  public  health  needs  of  all  served  and  of  educat- 
ing future  physicians  and  caregivers;  that  a  new  pub- 
lic health  commission  be  created  in  the  city  of 
Boston  as  the  successor  to  the  city's  department  of 
health  and  hospitals  in  order  to  better  administer,  en- 
hance and  expand  the  public  health  services  provided 
by  the  city;  and  that  the  city's  new  public  health  care 
system  should  consist  of  a  network  of  health  care 
providers  joining  the  city's  traditional  public  health 
services  and  facilities  with  private  hospitals,  commu- 
nity health  centers  and  other  associated  community 
based  organizations  and  providers. 

(b)  It  is  hereby  further  declared  for  the  benefit  of 
the  people  of  the  city  of  Boston  that  the  city  should 
be  empowered  to  provide  for  the  establishment  of  a 
new  medical  center  as  the  centerpiece  of  the  city's 
health  network  to  be  composed  of  Boston  city  hospi- 
tal, Boston  specialty  and  rehabilitation  hospital  and  a 
private,  non-profit  hospital;  that  the  mission  of  the 
new  medical  center,  in  partnership  with  the  city's 
public  health  commission,  community  health  centers 
and  other  community  based  providers,  should  be  to 
consistently  provide  excellent  and  accessible  health 
care  services  to  all  in  need  of  care,  regardless  of  sta- 
tus or  ability  to  pay;  that  recognizing  the  historic 
mission  and  commitment  of  Boston  city  hospital  to 
the  public  health  needs  of  all  residents  of  Boston,  the 
new  medical  center  should  ensure  that  there  is  a  con- 
tinued commitment  to  the  urban  population  and  other 
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communities  served;  that  the  new  medical  center 
should  play  an  important  role  as  a  referral,  tertiary 
level  hospital  serving  the  region  in  a  financially  re- 
sponsible manner  and  continue  to  serve  the  most 
acutely  ill  patient  populations;  and  that  in  the  conduct 
of  this  mission,  the  new  medical  center  should  com- 
mit itself  to  six  equally  important  guiding  principles: 
(1)  ensuring  the  availability  of  a  full  range  of  pri- 
mary through  tertiary  medical  programs,  in  addition 
to  a  commitment  to  public  health,  preventive,  emer- 
gency and  long  term  rehabilitative  care  programs;  (2) 
serving  both  urban  and  suburban  communities  in  a 
culturally  and  linguistically  competent  manner  that 
strives  to  meet  the  current  and  changing  health  care 
needs  of  people  of  all  races,  languages,  cultures  and 
economic  classes;  (3)  providing  a  high  degree  of 
medical,  nursing,  management  and  technical  compe- 
tency and  accountability;  (4)  enhancing  its  role  as  a 
major  academic  medical  center,  including  support  for 
bio-medical,  public  health,  medical  education  and  ba- 
sic science  research;  (5)  providing  managed  care 
services  to  the  communities  served  by  the  new  medi- 
cal center  and  participating  effectively  and  competi- 
tively in  managed  care  plans  serving  the  patient  pop- 
ulation; and  (6)  treating  its  patients,  staff  and  the 
communities  served  with  respect  and  dignity. 

This  Act  may  be  referred  to  and  cited  as  the 
"Boston  Public  Health  Act  of  1995". 

Section  2.  The  following  words  as  used  in  this  Act 
shall,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  have  the 
following  meanings: 

"Board  of  health  and  hospitals",  the  board  of 
health  and  hospitals  of  the  city  established  pursuant 
to  chapter  656  of  the  acts  of  1965,  as  amended. 

"Boston  city  hospital,"  the  hospital  located  in  the 
city  provided  for  by  chapter  113  of  the  acts  of  1858, 
as  amended,  under  the  care  and  control  of  the  depart- 
ment of  health  and  hospitals,  and  all  branches  thereof 
heretofore  or  hereafter  established,  and  all  other  hos- 
pital and  health  care  facilities  comprising  the  same  or 
appurtenant  thereto  or  necessary  or  convenient  for 
the  operation  thereof,  including,  except  as  otherwise 
provided  in  this  act,  all  interests  in  real  and  personal 
property,  equipment,  appurtenances,  structures,  facili- 
ties and  other  property,  tangible  or  intangible,  held 
by  the  city,  the  department  of  health  and  hospitals  or 
the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals  in  connection  with 
the  ownership,  maintenance  and  operation  thereof. 

"Boston  specialty  and  rehabilitation  hospital,"  the 
hospital  located  in  the  city  provided  for  by  chapter 
518  of  the  acts  of  1901  under  the  care  and  control  of 
the  department  of  health  and  hospitals,  and  all  other 
hospital  and  health  care  facilities  comprising  the 
same  or  appurtenant  thereto  or  necessary  or  conven- 
ient for  the  operation  thereof,  including,  except  as 
otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  all  interests  in  real 
and  personal  property,  equipment,  appurtenances, 
structures,  facilities  and  other  property,  tangible  or 
intangible,  held  by  the  city,  the  department  of  health 
and  hospitals  or  the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals  in 
connection  with  the  ownership,  maintenance  and  op- 
eration thereof. 

"City,"  the  city  of  Boston. 

"Commission",  the  Boston  public  health  commis- 
sion established  by  section  3  of  this  act  or  if  such 
commission  shall  be  abolished,  the  board,  body  or 
commission  succeeding  to  the  principal  functions 
thereof  or  to  whom  the  powers  given  by  this  act  to 
the  commission  shall  be  given  by  law. 

"Commissioner  of  health  and  hospitals",  the  offi- 
cer of  the  department  of  health  and  hospitals  so  des- 
ignated by  chapter  656  of  the  acts  of  1965,  as 
amended. 

"Department  of  health  and  hospitals",  the  depart- 
ment of  the  city  created  by  chapter  656  of  the  acts  of 
1965,  as  amended. 


"Trustees  of  health  and  hospitals",  the  body  corpo- 
rate created  by  chapter  174  of  the  acts  of  1880,  as 
amended  by  chapter  656  of  the  acts  of  1965,  as 
amended. 

Section  3.  (a)  There  is  hereby  created  a  body  poli- 
tic and  corporate  and  political  subdivision  of  the 
commonwealth  to  be  known  as  the  Boston  Public 
Health  Commission.  The  commission  is  hereby  con- 
stituted a  public  instrumentality  and  the  exercise  by 
the  commission  of  the  powers  conferred  by  this  act 
shall  be  deemed  and  held  to  be  the  performance  of 
an  essential  public  function.  The  commission  shall 
not  be  subject  to  the  supervision  of  any  other  depart- 
ment, commission,  board,  bureau,  agency  or  officer 
of  the  city  except  to  the  extent  and  in  the  manner 
provided  in  this  act. 

(b)  Subject  to  sections  5  and  6  of  this  act,  the 
powers  of  the  commission  shall  be  exercised  by  or 
under  the  supervision  of  a  board  of  seven  members, 
hereinafter  called  the  board.  Six  members  of  the 
commission  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor,  two  of 
whom  shall  be  trustees,  officers  or  medical  directors 
of  neighborhood  health  centers  which  are  affiliated 
with  Boston  city  hospital  or  the  hospital  in  which  its 
operations  are  merged  or  consolidated  in  accordance 
with  section  5  of  this  act.  One  member  of  the  com- 
mission shall  be  the  collector-treasurer  of  the  city,  ex 
officio,  or,  if  the  operations  of  Boston  city  hospital 
shall  be  merged  or  consolidated  with  the  operations 
of  a  corporation  described  in  section  5  of  this  act, 
the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  corporation  resulting 
from  such  merger  or  consolidation,  ex  officio.  The 
members  first  appointed  by  the  mayor  shall  serve  in 
office  for  terms  expiring,  in  the  case  of  two  such,  on 
the  first  Monday  in  January,  1997.  in  the  case  of  two 
others,  one  year  thereafter,  and  in  the  case  of  two 
others,  two  years  thereafter,  the  term  of  each  member 
to  be  designated  by  the  mayor  at  appointment.  There- 
after, members  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  three 
years,  or  in  the  case  of  an  appointment  made  to  fill  a 
vacancy,  for  the  unexpired  term,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessor is  appointed  and  qualified;  provided,  however, 
should  a  vacancy  among  the  appointed  members  of 
the  board  exist  for  a  period  of  more  than  sixty  days, 
or  should  the  mayor  fail  to  appoint  a  successor 
within  sixty  days  after  the  term  of  an  appointed 
member  expires,  the  city  council  shall  proceed  forth- 
with to  elect  a  member.  Such  an  election  shall  be 
deemed  a  vote  electing  an  official.  Any  member  of 
the  commission  shall  be  eligible  for  reappointment. 
Any  appointed  member  of  the  commission  may  be 
removed  at  any  time  by  the  mayor  for  cause  but  only 
after  reasonable  notice  and  a  public  hearing  unless 
the  sam^  are  in  writing  expressly  waived.  The  mem- 
bers cr  the  commission  shall  not  be  entitled  to  com- 
pensa  jn  for  their  services  as  such,  but  they  shall  be 
reimbursed  for  actual  expenses  necessarily  incurred 
in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

(c)  No  vacancy  in  the  membership  of  the  commis- 
sion shall  impair  the  right  of  a  quorum  to  exercise 
the  powers  of  the  commission.  Four  members  of  the 
commission  shall  constitute  a  quorum  and  the  affirm- 
ative vote  of  four  members  shall  be  necessary  and 
shall  suffice  for  any  action  taken  by  vote  of  the  com- 
mission. Any  such  vote  shall  take  effect  immediately 
unless  otherwise  provided  therein  and  need  not  be 
published  or  posted.  The  provisions  of  section  23A  to 
23C,  inclusive,  of  chapter  39  of  the  General  Laws 
shall  apply  to  all  meetings  of  the  commission  and 
section  10  of  chapter  66  relating  to  the  availability  of 
public  records  as  defined  in  clause  26  of  section  7  of 
chapter  4  of  the  General  Laws  shall  apply  to  the 
commission.  The  commission  shall  not  be  deemed  to 
be  an  agency  for  purposes  of  chapter  31 A  of  the 
General  Laws  or  a  governmental  body  for  purposes 
of  chapter  268B  of  the  General  Laws. 
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(d)  The  mayor  shall  designate  one  of  the  members 
as  chairman  of  the  commission  who  shall  serve  as 
chairman  during  his  or  her  term  of  office  as  a  mem- 
ber. Upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  any 
such  chairman,  the  mayor  shall  designate  one  of  the 
members  as  chairman,  who  shall  serve  as  such  chair- 
man during  the  remainder  of  his  or  her  term  as  a 
member.  The  commission  shall  annually  elect  such 
other  officers  as  it  deems  necessary. 

(e)  For  purposes  of  chapter  268A  of  the  General 
Laws,  the  members  of  the  commission  appointed  by 
the  mayor  shall  be  deemed  to  be  special  municipal 
employees;  any  member  of  the  commission  serving 
ex  officio  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  an  employee  of 
the  commission  for  such  purposes.  Subject  to  the 
foregoing,  the  provisions  of  chapter  268A  shall  apply 
to  all  members,  officers  and  employees  of  the  com- 
mission and  the  commission  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a 
municipal  agency  for  purposes  of  said  chapter  268A. 
provided  that  the  commission  may  purchase  from, 
sell  to,  contract  with  or  otherwise  deal  with  any  hos- 
pital, community  health  center  or  other  health  care 
provider  in  which  any  member  of  the  commission  or 
its  executive  director  is  in  any  way  interested  or  in- 
volved provided  that  such  interest  or  involvement  is 
disclosed  in  advance  to  the  members  of  the  board 
and  recorded  in  the  minutes  of  the  board,  and  pro- 
vided further  that  no  member  having  such  an  interest 
or  involvement  may  participate  in  any  decision  of  the 
board  awarding  or  otherwise  approving  any  contract 
with  such  hospital,  community  health  center  or  other 
health  care  provider. 

Section  4.  (a)  The  commission  shall  appoint,  em- 
ploy and  determine  the  compensation,  duties  and 
conditions  of  employment  of  an  executive  director, 
who  shall  not  be  a  member  of  the  commission,  to 
serve  as  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  commission 
for  a  term  not  to  exceed  five  years  and  until  his  or 
her  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified.  Any  execu- 
tive director  shall  be  eligible  for  reappointment  for 
like  five-year  terms.  An  executive  director  may  be 
removed  at  any  time  by  the  commission  for  cause  but 
only  after  reasonable  notice  and  a  public  hearing  un- 
less the  same  are  in  writing  expressly  waived.  The 
executive  director  shall  administer  the  affairs  of  the 
commission,  including  without  limiting  the  generality 
of  the  foregoing,  matters  relating  to  contracting,  pro- 
curement, personnel  and  administration,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  board,  in  accordance  with  such  au- 
thorizations as  the  commission  may  from  time  to 
time  reasonably  adopt  and  continue  in  force. 

(b)  The  commission  shall  also  appoint  persons  to 
hold  the  offices  of  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the 
commission.  The  secretary  shall  be  custodian  of  all 
books,  documents  and  papers  filed  with  the  commis- 
sion, the  minute  book  or  journal  of  the  commission 
and  its  official  seal.  The  secretary  or  any  assistant 
secretary  appointed  by  the  commission  may  cause 
copies  to  be  made  of  all  minutes  and  other  records 
and  documents  of  the  commission  and  may  give  cer- 
tificates under  its  official  seal  to  the  effect  that  such 
copies  are  true  copies,  and  all  persons  dealing  with 
the  commission  may  rely  upon  such  certificates.  The 
duties  of  the  treasurer  shall  be  those  appertaining  to 
such  office,  under  the  supervision  of  the  executive  di- 
rector, and  in  addition  such  as  may  from  time  to  time 
be  prescribed  by  the  commission.  The  executive  di- 
rector, with  the  approval  or  authorization  of  the 
board,  shall  also  appoint  and  establish  reasonable 
compensation,  benefits  and  other  terms  of  employ- 
ment for  other  officers  and  other  employees  of  the 
commission  as  it  deems  necessary,  including  manage- 
ment and  professional  personnel.  Except  as  otherwise 
herein  provided,  officers  and  employees  of  the  com- 
mission shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  commis- 
sion, or  under  collective  bargaining  agreements  or 


contracts  of  employment;  provided,  however,  that  no 
contract  of  employment,  except  for  that  of  the  execu- 
tive director,  shall  exceed  a  term  of  three  years, 
which  may  be  renewed  upon  the  expiration  thereof. 

(c)  The  commission  may  indemnify  any  present  or 
past  member,  officer,  employee  or  agent  of  the  com- 
mission against  liabilities,  claims,  costs  and  ex- 
penses, including  legal  expenses,  in  connection  with 
any  actual  or  threatened  proceeding,  including  any 
settlement  thereof  approved  by  the  commission,  aris- 
ing by  reason  of  any  act  or  omission  within  the 
scope  of  his  duties  for  the  commission;  provided, 
however,  that  no  indemnification  shall  be  provided  to 
a  person  concerning  a  matter  as  to  which  such  per- 
son is  finally  adjudicated  to  have  acted  either  without 
the  belief  held  in  good  faith  that  his  or  her  conduct 
was  in  the  best  interests  of  the  commission  or  with 
reason  to  understand  that  his  or  her  conduct  was  un- 
lawful. Costs  and  expenses  may  be  paid  prior  to  a  fi- 
nal disposition  upon  receipt  of  an  undertaking,  which 
the  commission  may  accept  without  regard  to  the  fi- 
nancial resources  of  the  person  indemnified,  that  the 
person  receiving  the  benefit  of  payments  shall  repay 
such  payments  if  he  or  she  shall  be  finally  adjudi- 
cated not  to  be  entitled  to  indemnification  hereunder. 
The  commission  may  purchase  insurance  on  behalf  of 
itself  and  any  of  its  members,  officers,  employees  or 
agents  against  any  liability  arising  out  of  such  per- 
son's status  as  such,  whether  or  not  the  commission 
would  have  the  power  to  indemnify  such  person 
against  such  liability. 

(d)  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  section  6  with 
respect  to  certain  employees  of  the  department  of 
health  and  hospitals  and  the  trustees  of  health  and 
hospitals  transferred  to  the  commission,  to  the  extent 
of  the  rights  provided  for  those  employees  in  said 
section  6,  chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws  shall  not 
apply  to  the  officers,  employees  and  other  personnel 
of  the  commission.  Chapter  150E  of  the  General 
Laws  shall  apply  to  the  commission,  to  the  extent  the 
provisions  of  the  same  are  apt,  and  for  purposes  of 
said  chapter,  the  commission  shall  be  considered  an 
"employer"  or  "public  employer"  as  defined  therein. 
The  commission  may  designate  a  representative  to  act 
in  the  interest  of  the  commission  in  labor  relations 
matters  with  its  employees.  The  commission  shall 
have  the  authority  to  bargain  collectively  with  labor 
organizations  representing  employees  of  the  commis- 
sion and  to  enter  into  agreements  with  such  organiza- 
tions relative  to  wage,  salaries,  hours,  working  condi- 
tions, health  benefits,  pension  and  retirement 
allowances,  and  the  submission  of  grievances  and  dis- 
putes to  arbitration.  No  collective  bargaining  agree- 
ment entered  into  by  the  commission,  however,  shall 
limit  inherent  management  rights  which  shall  include, 
without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  the 
following:  (i)  employment,  assignment,  reassignment, 
and  promotion  of  employees,  including  the  temporary 
promotion  of  employees,  and  the  determination  of 
standards  therefor,  (ii)  termination  and  discharge  of 
employees,  provided  that  any  collective  bargaining 
agreement  may  protect  employees  against  such 
actions  on  arbitrary,  capricious  or  unreasonable 
grounds,  (iii)  determination  of  the  commission's  lev- 
els of  service,  levels  of  staffing,  establishment  of 
work  rules,  and  the  methods,  means  and  personnel 
for  performing  operations,  including  without  limita- 
tion the  introduction  and  use  of  technological  im- 
provements in  the  workplace,  (iv)  supervision,  con- 
trol, and  evaluation  and  establishment  of  productivity 
standards  for  employees,  and  (v)  use  of  part-time 
regular  employees  and  of  independent  contractors  or 
vendors. 

Section  5.  (a)  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  spe- 
cial law  to  the  contrary,  on  and  after  the  effective 
date  of  this  act,  the  city,  acting  by  its  commissioner 
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of  health  and  hospitals  with  the  approval  of  the  city 
council  and  the  mayor,  is  hereby  authorized  to  exe- 
cute and  deliver  one  or  more  agreements  with  Uni- 
versity Hospital,  Inc.,  a  non-profit  charitable  corpora- 
tion organized  and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the 
commonwealth  which  is  the  owner  and  operator  of 
Boston  university  medical  center  hospital,  or  any  suc- 
cessor to  such  corporation,  or  any  other  private,  non- 
profit charitable  corporation  organized  under  the  laws 
of  the  commonwealth  licensed  by  the  department  of 
public  health  under  section  5 1  of  chapter  1 1 1  of  the 
general  laws  to  operate  an  acute-care  hospital  as  de- 
fined in  section  25B  of  said  chapter  111,  providing 
for  the  merger  or  consolidation  of  the  operations,  as- 
sets and  liabilities  of  such  corporation,  and  the  acute- 
care  hospital  and  other  health  care  facilities  under  its 
ownership,  custody  and  control,  with  all  or  a  portion 
of  the  operations,  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  depart- 
ment of  health  and  hospitals  and  the  trustees  of 
health  and  hospitals  comprising  or  otherwise  alloca- 
ble to  Boston  city  hospital  and  Boston  specialty  and 
rehabilitation  hospital,  provided  that  the  corporation 
resulting  from  such  merger  or  consolidation  accepts 
as  its  mission  the  statement  of  policy  set  forth  in  sec- 
tion 1  (b)  of  this  act.  Any  such  resulting  corporation 
shall  be  a  private,  non-profit  corporation  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth.  Each  employee 
of  the  department  of  health  and  hospitals  and  the 
trustees  of  health  and  hospitals  at  the  effective  date  of 
such  merger  or  consolidation  whose  work  is  deter- 
mined by  the  commissioner  of  health  and  hospitals  to 
be  primarily  related  to  the  operation  of  Boston  city 
hospital  or  Boston  specialty  and  rehabilitation  hospi- 
tal, or  otherwise  to  the  powers,  duties  and  obligations 
of  the  department  of  health  and  hospitals  and  the 
trustees  of  health  and  hospitals  consolidated  with  or 
transferred  to  the  corporation  resulting  from  such 
merger  or  consolidation,  shall  be  offered  employment 
by  such  corporation.  Any  merger  or  consolidation  as 
provided  in  this  section  shall  be  effective  on  June  30, 
1996  and  prior  to  the  transfer  to  the  commission  on 
July  1,  1996  of  all  other  rights,  powers,  obligations 
and  immunities  of  the  department  of  health  and  hos- 
pitals and  the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals  as  pro- 
vided in  section  6  of  this  act.  The  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 2  of  chapter  358  of  the  acts  of  1890  shall  not 
apply  to  the  corporation  resulting  from  the  merger  or 
consolidation  of  the  operations  of  Boston  city  hospi- 
tal, Boston  specialty  and  rehabilitation  hospital  and  a 
corporation  described  in  this  section. 

(b)  All  agreements  between  the  city  and  a  corpora- 
tion described  in  this  section  necessary  or  desirable 
to  effect  the  merger  or  consolidation  of  the  opera- 
tions of  Boston  city  hospital  and  Boston  specialty  and 
rehabilitation  hospital  with  the  operations  of  such 
corporation  shall  be  in  such  form  and  shall  have  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  the  commissioner  of  health 
and  hospitals,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  may 
determine  to  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  city.  With- 
out limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  any  such 
merger  or  consolidation  may  be  effected  by  one  or 
more  leases  or  operating  agreements  from  the  city  to 
the  corporation  resulting  from  such  merger  or  consol- 
idation of  all  or  any  part  of  the  real  and  personal 
property  comprising  Boston  city  hospital  and  Boston 
specialty  and  rehabilitation  hospital  under  the  care 
and  custody  of  the  department  of  health  and  hospitals 
and  the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals,  and  all  or 
any  part  of  any  other  property,  real  and  personal, 
tangible  and  intangible,  appurtenant  thereto  or  neces- 
sary or  desirable  for  the  operation  thereof,  for  such 
initial  term,  not  exceeding  fifty  years,  and  such  re- 
newal terms,  as  may  be  set  forth  in  such  leases  or 
operating  agreements,  and  for  such  rental,  annual  or 
otherwise,  as  the  commissioner  of  health  and  hospi- 
tals, with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  shall  determine 


after  appraisal  or  other  independent  valuation  of  the 
fair  market  rental  value  of  such  property.  Any  such 
merger  or  consolidation  may  also  be  effected  by  the 
sale  by  the  city  to  such  corporation  of  all  or  any  part 
of  such  property  or  other  assets  on  such  terms  and 
conditions  and  at  such  purchase  price  as  the  commis- 
sioner, with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  shall  deter- 
mine after  appraisal  or  other  independent  valuation  of 
the  fair  market  value  of  such  property  or  other  as- 
sets, provided  that  any  such  sale  shall  first  be  ap- 
proved by  vote  of  the  city  council  in  accordance  with 
section  2  of  chapter  486  of  the  acts  of  1909,  as 
amended.  All  agreements  executed  and  delivered  by 
the  city  to  effect  such  merger  or  consolidation  as 
provided  in  this  section,  and  all  other  agreements  be- 
tween the  city  or  the  department  of  health  and  hospi- 
tals or  the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals  and  the 
corporation  resulting  from  such  merger  or  consolida- 
tion, or  pertaining  to  the  provision  by  such  corpora- 
tion of  medical  or  other  public  health  services  to  or 
on  behalf  of  the  city,  shall  be  assumed  by  and  im- 
posed upon  the  commission  on  July  1,  1996,  in  ac- 
cordance with  section  6  of  this  act. 

(c)  In  addition  to  the  powers  and  rights  granted  the 
city  by  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section,  at 
any  time  after  the  effective  date  of  this  act,  the  city, 
acting  by  the  commissioner  of  health  and  hospitals, 
with  the  approval  of  the  city  council  and  the  mayor, 
may  enter  into  one  or  more  contracts  with  a  corpora- 
tion described  in  this  section  for  the  management  by 
such  corporation  or  by  the  personnel  thereof,  under 
the  control,  direction  and  supervision  of  the  board  of 
health  and  hospitals  and  the  trustees  of  health  and 
hospitals,  of  all  or  substantially  all  of  the  operations 
of  Boston  city  hospital  or  Boston  specialty  and  reha- 
bilitation hospital,  and  any  other  health  care  facilities 
under  the  care  and  custody  of  the  department  of 
health  and  hospitals  and  the  trustees  of  health  and 
hospitals,  on  such  terms  and  conditions,  and  for  such 
period,  ending  not  later  than  June  30.  1996.  as  the 
commissioner  shall  determine  to  be  in  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  city. 

(d)  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to 
the  contrary,  passage  of  this  act  shall  constitute  a  de- 
termination under  section  5 1  of  chapter  111  of  the 
General  Laws  that  there  is  a  need  for  the  corpora- 
tion, together  with  its  hospitals,  clinics,  health  cen- 
ters and  operations,  that  results  from  any  mergers, 
consolidations  or  acquisitions  of  University  Hospital, 
Inc.  and  the  operations  of  Boston  city  hospital  and 
Boston  specialty  and  rehabilitation  hospital  in  the 
manner  contemplated  by  this  section  into  a  new.  non- 
profit corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the 
commonwealth,  and  upon  application  by  such  result- 
ing jiporation,  the  department  of  public  health  shall 
issi  to  such  corporation  as  soon  as  possible  an  orig- 
inal license  to  establish  and  maintain  such  hospitals, 
clinics,  health  centers  and  other  facilities  as  had  beer, 
maintained  and  operated  by  University  Hospital.  Inc.. 
Boston  city  hospital  and  Boston  specialty  and  rehabil- 
itation hospital  prior  to  such  mergers,  consolidations 
or  acquisitions. 

(e)  In  the  event  that  the  operations  of  Boston  city 
hospital  are  merged  or  consolidated  with  the  opera- 
tions of  University  Hospital.  Inc.  in  the  manner  con- 
templated in  this  section,  the  hospital  resulting  from 
such  merger  or  consolidation  shall  be  deemed  to  re- 
tain the  status  and  characteristics  which  Boston  city 
hospital  had  prior  to  such  merger  or  consolidation  as 
a  public  service  hospital  as  defined  by  114.1  CMR 
36.13(2)(i)(3)  and  as  a  public  hospital  for  purposes 
of  determining  eligibility  for  and  determination  of  all 
payments  from  all  governmental  units  for  the  provi- 
sion of  general  health  supplies,  care  or  rehabilitative 
services  and  accommodations,  as  those  terms  are  de- 
fined in  section  1  of  chapter  495  of  the  acts  of  1991. 
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including  without  limitation  for  purposes  of  determin- 
ing eligibility  for  payments  to  high  public  payer  hos- 
pitals pursuant  to  114.1  CMR  36. 13(10)(a)(2);  dis- 
proportionate share  adjustments  for  safety  net 
providers  pursuant  to  114.1  CMR  36. 13(10)(c);  pay- 
ments owed  to  or  from  the  uncompensated  care  pool 
in  accordance  with  regulations  established  pursuant  to 
chapter  118F  of  the  General  Laws;  and  entitlement  to 
payment  from  and  participation  in  medical  assistance 
programs  established  under  chapter  118E  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  on  a  basis  which  recognizes  such  resulting 
hospital  as  the  successor  to  Boston  city  hospital. 

(f)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  chapter  32  of 
the  General  Laws  or  any  other  general  or  special  law 
to  the  contrary,  on  and  after  the  effective  date  of  this 
act  the  city,  acting  by  its  collector-treasurer,  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor,  may  provide  for  an  early  re- 
tirement incentive  program  as  provided  in  this  section 
for  any  employee  of  the  department  of  health  and 
hospitals  or  the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals  who 
(i)  shall  be  an  employee  of  the  department  of  health 
and  hospitals  or  the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals 
and  an  active  member-in-service  on  the  effective  date 
of  this  act  of  the  state-Boston  retirement  system  es- 
tablished under  chapter  32  or  any  predecessor  sys- 
tem, (ii)  shall  be  eligible  to  receive  a  superannuation 
retirement  allowance  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  subdivision  (1)  of  section  5  or  subdivision 
(1)  of  section  10  of  said  chapter  32  upon  the  effec- 
tive retirement  date  specified  in  his  written  applica- 
tion therefor  to  the  Boston  retirement  board  and  (iii) 
shall  have  filed  a  written  application  after  September 
1,  1995,  but  no  later  than  February  1,  1996  to  retire 
for  superannuation  as  of  the  date  which  shall  be 
specified  in  such  application;  provided,  however,  that 
said  date  for  retirement  shall  be  no  earlier  than  Janu- 
ary 1,  1996  and  no  later  than  June  30,  1996;  and 
provided  further  that  no  employee  who  retires  and  re- 
ceives an  additional  benefit  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  entitled  under  sec- 
tion 5  of  this  act  to  be  offered  employment  by  a  cor- 
poration resulting  from  a  merger  or  consolidation  de- 
scribed in  section  5  or  to  be  transferred  to  the 
commission  as  provided  in  section  6  of  this  act.  Said 
program  shall  be  administered  by  the  Boston  retire- 
ment board,  which  shall  also  promulgate  regulations 
to  implement  the  provisions  of  said  program.  Not- 
withstanding any  provisions  of  said  chapter  32  to  the 
contrary,  the  normal  yearly  amount  of  the  retirement 
allowance  for  an  eligible  employee  who  is  employed 
by  the  city  and  who  has  paid  the  full  amount  of  reg- 
ular deductions  on  the  total  amount  of  regular  com- 
pensation as  determined  under  paragraph  (a)  of  sub- 
division (2)  of  section  5  of  said  chapter  32,  shall  be 
based  on  the  average  annual  rate  of  regular  compen- 
sation as  determined  under  said  paragraph  (a)  and 
shall  be  computed  according  to  the  table  contained  in 
said  paragraph  (a)  based  on  the  age  of  such  member 
and  his  number  of  years  and  full  months  of  creditable 
service  at  the  time  of  his  retirement  increased  by  up 
to  five  years  of  age  or  by  up  to  five  years  of  credit- 
able service  or  by  a  combination  of  additional  years 
of  age  and  service  the  sum  of  which  shall  not  be 
greater  then  five,  provided,  however  that  the 
collector-treasurer  of  the  city,  with  the  approval  of 
the  mayor,  may  limit  the  amount  of  additional  credit 
for  service  or  age  or  a  combination  of  service  or  age 
offered  and  the  number  of  employees  for  whom  a  re- 
tirement calculated  under  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  approved;  provided,  further  that  if  par- 
ticipation is  limited,  the  retirement  of  employees  with 
greater  creditable  service  shall  be  approved  before 
approval  is  given  to  employees  with  lesser  creditable 
service.  For  the  purpose  of  this  section  words  shall 
have  the  same  meanings  as  in  chapter  32  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws,  unless  otherwise  expressly  provided  or 


unless  the  context  clearly  requires  otherwise.  An  em- 
ployee who  retires  and  receives  an  additional  benefit 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  retired  for  superannuation  under  the 
provision  of  said  chapter  32  and  shall  be  so  subject 
to  any  ;nd  all  provisions  of  said  chapter  32.  The  to- 
tal normal  yearly  amount  of  the  retirement  allowance, 
as  determined  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
section  5  of  said  chapter  32,  of  any  employee  who 
retires  and  receives  an  additional  benefit  under  the 
retirement  incentive  program  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  exceed  such  per- 
centage of  the  average  annual  rate  of  his  regular 
compensation  received  during  any  period  of  three 
consecutive  years  of  creditable  service  for  which  the 
rate  of  compensation  was  the  highest  as  may  be  es- 
tablished by  the  collector-treasurer  of  the  city,  with 
the  approval  of  the  mayor,  or  of  the  average  annual 
rate  of  his  regular  compensation  received  during  the 
periods,  whether  or  not  consecutive,  constituting  his 
last  three  years  of  creditable  service  preceding  retire- 
ment, whichever  is  greater.  The  Boston  retirement 
board  shall  prepare  a  funding  schedule  which  shall 
reflect  the  costs  and  the  actuarial  liabilities  attribut- 
able to  the  additional  benefits  payable  under  the  re- 
tirement incentive  program  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  section  and  said  schedule  shall  be 
designed  to  reduce  the  additional  pension  liability  at- 
tributable to  such  costs  and  liabilities  to  zero  on  or 
before  June  30,  2016;  provided,  however,  that  said 
board  shall  triennially  update  such  schedule  until  said 
June  30,  2016.  In  each  of  the  fiscal  years  until  the 
actuarial  liability  determined  under  this  section  shall 
be  reduced  to  zero,  it  shall  be  deemed  an  obligation 
of  the  city  to  fund  such  liability  and  there  shall  be 
appropriated  in  each  such  fiscal  year  the  amount  re- 
quired by  the  funding  schedule  and  the  updates 
thereto. 

Section  6.  (a)  Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  this 
act  to  the  contrary,  except  as  otherwise  expressly  pro- 
vided in  this  paragraph,  from  the  effective  date  of 
this  act  until  June  30,  1996,  the  rights  and  powers 
granted  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  the  commis- 
sion shall  be  exercised  by  the  board  of  health  and 
hospitals,  acting  by  the  commissioner  thereof,  with 
the  approval  of  the  mayor.  On  and  after  January  1, 
1996,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  a  quorum  of  the  com- 
mission may  be  appointed,  the  commission  shall  un- 
dertake the  following:  (i)  provide  for  the  appointment 
of  an  executive  director  and  such  additional  staff  as 
shall  be  necessary  for  the  management  and  operation 
of  the  commission  after  consideration  of  the  employ- 
ees of  the  department  of  health  and  hospitals  and  the 
trustees  of  health  and  hospitals  to  be  transferred  to 
the  commission  as  provided  in  this  section  6  (ii) 
make  and  deliver  to  the  mayor  no  later  than  the  sec- 
ond Wednesday  in  March,  1996,  in  accordance  with 
section  8,  the  commission's  initial  assessment  of  the 
public  health  needs  of  the  city;  (iii)  submit  to  the 
mayor  no  later  than  the  second  Wednesday  in  March, 
1996,  the  commission's  proposed  public  health  serv- 
ices budget  for  the  fiscal  year  commencing  July  1, 
1996,  and  an  estimate  of  the  commission's  net  cost  of 
public  health  services,  if  any,  for  such  fiscal  year,  all 
in  accordance  with  section  8;  (iv)  adopt  no  later  than 
the  second  Wednesday  in  June,  1996,  its  public 
health  services  budget  for  the  fiscal  year  commencing 
July  1,  1996,  in  accordance  with  section  8;  and  (v) 
provide  for  the  transfer  of  the  functions  and  employ- 
ees of  the  department  of  health  and  hospitals  and  the 
trustees  of  health  and  hospitals  to  be  effective  on  July 
1,  1996,  in  accordance  with  this  section  6,  including 
without  limitation  negotiation  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  chapter  150E  of  the  General  Laws  of 
collective  bargaining  agreements  with  such  employees 
to  be  effective  on  and  after  July  1,   1996.  Notwith- 
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standing  any  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary, 
the  rights  and  powers  of  the  commission  authorized 
by  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph  to  be  exercised  by 
the  commission  on  and  after  January  1,  1996  and 
prior  to  July  1,  1996,  upon  request  of  the  commis- 
sion to,  and  with  the  approval  of,  the  mayor,  may  be 
exercised  by  personnel  of  the  department  of  health 
and  hospitals  and  the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals. 
All  expenses  of  the  commission  incurred  in  the  per- 
formance of  the  rights  and  powers  provided  in  the 
paragraph  shall  be  borne  by  the  city  provided  that 
such  expenses,  or  a  budget  therefor,  shall  have  been 
first  approved  by  the  mayor.  The  mayor  shall  submit 
to  the  city  council  such  supplementary  appropriation 
orders  for  such  expenses  as  he  shall  deem  appropri- 
ate. 

(b)  Effective  July  1,  1996,  the  department  of  health 
and  hospitals  and  the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals 
are  hereby  abolished  and,  subject  to  section  5,  all 
rights,  powers,  appropriations,  obligations  and  immu- 
nities of  the  department  of  health  and  hospitals  and 
the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals  under  law  or  con- 
tract shall  be  transferred  to  and  assumed  by  the  com- 
mission. Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  fore- 
going, subject  to  section  5,  on  July  1,  1996  the 
commission  shall  assume  the  general  care  and  control 
of  Boston  city  hospital,  Boston  specialty  and  rehabili- 
tation hospital  and  of  all  other  public  health  facilities 
of  the  city,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act. 
In  addition  to  the  other  rights  or  powers  granted  to 
the  commission  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  from 
and  after  July  1,  1996,  the  commission  shall  have  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  from  time  to  time 
conferred  or  imposed  on  boards  of  health  of  cities  in 
the  commonwealth  by  general  laws  applicable  to  the 
city,  except  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  or  im- 
posed by  section  12  of  chapter  83  of  the  General 
Laws,  by  section  127  of  chapter  111  of  the  General 
Laws,  and  by  sections  122,  123,  and  124  and  125  of 
said  chapter  111  in  so  far  as  applicable  to  places  of 
human  habitation;  the  commission  shall  also  have  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  conferred  or  imposed 
by  general  or  special  law  upon  the  board  of  health  of 
the  city,  or  the  health  commissioner  of  the  city,  in- 
cluding chapter  89  of  the  acts  of  1889,  as  amended, 
except  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  or  imposed 
by  sections  13,  14,  19,  20,  21  and  22  of  chapter  382 
of  the  acts  of  1885,  as  amended,  by  chapter  185  of 
the  acts  of  1897,  by  chapter  219  of  the  acts  of  1897, 
as  amended,  by  section  128  of  chapter  550  of  the 
acts  of  1907,  as  amended,  and  by  section  116  or  any 
other  provision  of  the  Boston  Building  Code. 

(c)  Subject  to  section  5,  on  July  1,  1996,  owner- 
ship, possession  and  control  of  Boston  city  hospital. 
Boston  specialty  and  rehabilitation  hospital  and  all 
other  real  and  personal  property  under  the  care  and 
custody  on  such  date  of  the  department  of  health  and 
hospitals  and  the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals,  and 
all  contracts,  books,  papers,  records,  and  documents 
of  whatever  description  pertaining  to  Boston  city  hos- 
pital and  Boston  specialty  and  rehabilitation  hospital 
or  otherwise  to  the  affairs  of  the  department  of  health 
and  hospitals  and  the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals, 
shall  pass  to  and  be  vested  in  the  commission  without 
consideration  or  further  evidence  of  transfer  and  shall 
thereafter  be  in  the  ownership,  possession  and  control 
of  the  commission;  and  all  debts,  liabilities  and  other 
obligations  of  the  city  pertaining  to  or  on  account  of 
the  department  of  health  and  hospitals  and  the  trust- 
ees of  health  and  hospitals,  including  the  obligation 
of  the  city  to  pay  the  interest  and  principal  require- 
ments on  all  bonds,  notes  and  other  evidences  of  in- 
debtedness outstanding  on  June  30,  1996  issued  by 
the  city  for  purposes  pertaining  to  Boston  city  hospi- 
tal and  Boston  specialty  and  rehabilitation  hospital 
and  any  other  property  transferred  to  the  commission 


under  this  act,  shall  be  assumed  by  and  imposed 
upon  the  commission;  provided  that  all  liabilities  of 
the  city  in  tort,  whether  actual  or  contingent,  pertain- 
ing to  the  department  of  health  and  hospitals  or  the 
trustees  of  health  and  hospitals  and  arising  out  of 
actions  or  events  which  occur  prior  to  the  transfer  of 
control  to  the  commission  as  provided  in  this  section, 
shall  not  be  assumed  by  or  imposed  upon  the  com- 
mission but  shall  continue  to  be  the  liabilities  of  the 
city.  Except  as  above  provided,  all  actions  and  pro- 
ceedings duly  pending  before,  all  actions  and  pro- 
ceedings duly  pending  against,  and  all  actions  and 
proceedings  duly  begun  by  the  department  of  health 
and  hospitals  or  the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals 
shall  continue  unabated  and  remain  in  full  force  and 
effect  notwithstanding  the  passage  of  this  act  and  the 
transfer  of  control  comtemplated  hereby  and  may,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  court,  commission,  board  or 
other  body  having  jurisdiction,  be  completed  before, 
against  or  by  the  commission. 

(d)  All  orders,  rules,  regulations  and  ordinances 
duly  promulgated  by  the  city  or  the  department  of 
health  and  hospitals  pertaining  to  the  department  or 
otherwise  in  the  exercise  of  its  powers  under  law  in 
effect  on  July  1,  1996  shall  remain  in  full  force  and 
effect  to  the  extent  consistent  with  this  act  until  su- 
perseded, revised  or  rescinded  by  the  commission. 
All  contracts,  including  collective  bargaining  agree- 
ments, leases,  mortgages,  obligations,  benefits,  rights 
and  liabilities  of  the  city,  the  department  of  health 
and  hospitals  and  the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals 
which  are  transferred  to  the  commission  under  any 
provision  of  this  act  shall  continue  in  full  force  and 
effect  in  accordance  with  law  and  shall  be  transferred 
to,  assumed  by  and  imposed  upon  the  commission  by 
operation  of  law. 

(e)  Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  this  act  to  the 
contrary,  ownership,  possession  and  control  of  any 
real  property  located  on  Long  Island  in  the  city 
which  is  under  the  care  and  custody  of  the  depart- 
ment of  health  and  hospitals  on  June  30,  1996.  and, 
subject  to  section  5,  so  much  of  the  real  property 
comprising  the  site  of  the  Boston  specialty  and  reha- 
bilitation hospital,  or  appurtenant  thereto,  that  is  de- 
termined by  the  commissioner  of  health  and  hospitals 
to  be  not  required  for  the  purposes  of  the  commis- 
sion, as  evidenced  by  a  certificate  of  the  commis- 
sioner, approved  by  the  mayor,  filed  with  the  city 
clerk  on  or  before  June  30.  1996.  shall  not  pass  to 
and  be  vested  in  the  commission  but  shall  be  trans- 
ferred on  July  1.  1996  to  the  care  and  custody  of  the 
public  facilities  department  of  the  city  existing  under 
chapter  642  of  the  acts  of  1966,  as  amended. 

(f)  Subject  to  section  5,  on  July  1,  1996  all  unex- 
pended balances  of  moneys  in  accounts  of,  for  or  on 
behalf  of  the  department  of  health  and  hospitals  and 
the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals,  including  without 
limitation  accounts  receivable,  grants,  public  trusts, 
bequests,  gifts  and  other  funds  pertaining  to  Boston 
city  hospital  and  Boston  specialty  and  rehabilitation 
hospital  or  any  other  property,  right  or  operation  of 
the  department  of  health  and  hospitals  or  the  trustees 
of  health  and  hospitals,  each  as  determined  by  the 
collector-treasurer  of  the  city,  with  the  approval  of 
the  mayor,  including  moneys  and  investments,  if  any, 
held  for  the  payment  or  security  of  interest  and  prin- 
cipal of  then  outstanding  bonds,  notes  and  other  evi- 
dences of  indebtedness  of  the  city  as  provided  in  this 
section,  but  excluding  money  and  investments  held 
by  or  for  the  account  of  the  Boston  retirement  board 
on  account  of  accrued  retirement  benefits  under  chap- 
ter 32  of  the  General  Laws  for  employees  of  the  de- 
partment of  health  and  hospitals  or  the  trustees  of 
health  and  hospitals,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  held  in 
trust  for  and  shall  be  transferred  to  the  commission. 
Subsequent  to  such  date,  all  moneys  collected  or  re- 
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ceived  by  the  city  from  any  source  on  account  of 
Boston  city  hospital  and  Boston  specialty  and  rehabil- 
itation hospital,  subject  to  section  5,  and  any  other 
property,  right  or  operation  of  the  department  of 
health  and  hospitals  or  the  trustees  of  health  and  hos- 
pitals transferred  to  the  commission  by  operation  of 
this  act,  as  determined  by  the  collector-treasurer  of 
the  city,  other  than  any  such  moneys  properly  alloca- 
ble to  a  right,  liability  or  obligation  retained  by  the 
city  under  any  provision  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  held  in  trust  for  and  shall  be  forthwith  transfer- 
red and  paid  over  to  the  commission. 

(g)  Subject  to  section  5,  on  July  1,  1996,  each  em- 
ployee of  the  department  of  health  and  hospitals  and 
the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals  whose  work  is  de- 
termined by  the  commissioner  of  health  and  hospitals 
to  be  primarily  related  to  the  powers,  duties  and  obli- 
gations of  the  department  of  health  and  hospitals  and 
the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals  transferred  to  the 
commission  on  such  date  by  operation  of  this  act 
shall  become  an  employee  of,  and  shall  be  transfer- 
red to,  the  commission  without  any  loss  of  accrued 
rights  to  holidays,  sick  leave,  vacations  or  other  ben- 
efits of  employment,  and  by  such  transfer,  except  as 
otherwise  provided  in  this  section,  such  employee's 
seniority,  wages,  salaries,  hours,  working  conditions, 
health  benefits,  pensions  and  retirements  allowances 
under  law  or  contract  shall  not  be  impaired,  provided 
that  thereafter  such  employee  shall  perform  his  or 
her  duties  under  the  direction,  control  and  supervi- 
sion of  the  commission.  All  such  employees  who  im- 
mediately prior  to  such  date  hold  permanent  appoint- 
ments classified  under  chapter  31  of  the  General 
Laws  shall  be  entitled  to  the  rights  and  benefits  of 
and  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  relating  to,  ten- 
ured employees  under  chapter  31  with  respect  to  that 
position  and  their  term  of  office  shall  not  be  deemed 
to  be  interrupted  within  the  meaning  of  said  chapter 
31,  notwithstanding  any  change  in  title  or  duties. 
Rights  and  obligations  under  collective  bargaining 
agreements  with  respect  to  employees  transferred  to 
the  commission  from  the  department  of  health  and 
hospitals  or  the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals,  ex- 
cept to  the  extent  expressly  inconsistent  with  this  act, 
shall  be  assumed  by  and  imposed  upon  the  commis- 
sion, and  employees  transferred  to  the  commission 
who  are  subject  to  such  agreements  shall  continue  to 
be  represented  by  the  employee  organizations  that  are 
parties  to  such  agreements  until  such  time  as  they 
elect  to  be  otherwise  represented  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  chapter  150E  of  the  General  Laws. 
Existing  bargaining  units  as  determined  by  the  state 
labor  relations  commission  for  department  of  health 
and  hospitals  and  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals  em- 
ployees shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  for  those 
employees  transferred  to  the  commission  until  the  ex- 
piration date  of  collective  bargaining  agreements  cov- 
ering such  employees.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing, 
no  employee  of  the  city  who  is  hired  by  the  commis- 
sion subsequent  to  July  1,  1996  shall  be  entitled  to 
transfer  to  the  commission  any  accrued  or  credited 
vacation,  sick  or  personal  time. 

(h)  Every  employee  of  the  department  of  health  and 
hospitals  or  the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals  who 
immediately  prior  to  being  transferred  to  the  commis- 
sion by  this  section  is  a  member  of  the  state-Boston 
retirement  system  established  under  chapter  32  of  the 
General  Laws  and  chapter  520  of  the  acts  of  1947,  as 
amended,  or  predecessor  retirement  systems  thereto, 
1  shall  continue  to  be  a  member  thereof  and  subject  to 
the  laws  applicable  thereto.  Any  employee  of  the  de- 
partment of  health  and  hospitals  or  the  trustees  of 
health  and  hospitals  who  immediately  prior  to  being 
transferred  to  the  commission  by  this  section  is  not  a 
member  of  the  state-Boston  retirement  system,  and 
any  person  first  employed  by  the  commission  subse- 


quent to  July  1,  1996  whose  compensation  is  princi- 
pally derived  from  federal  and  state  grants,  shall  not 
be  required  to  become  a  member  of  the  state-Boston 
retirement  system  but  may  elect  to  become  a  member 
of  such  system  upon  notice  to  the  commission  deliv- 
ered within  thirty  days  of  commencement  of  employ- 
ment; provided  that  no  such  employee  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  make  make-up  payments  as  described  in 
section  3  of  chapter  32  of  the  General  Laws  for  any 
period  while  such  employee  was  not  an  active 
member-in-service  of  a  retirement  system  described 
in  chapter  32.  All  other  employees  of  the  commission 
shall  be  required  to  become  members  of  the  state- 
Boston  retirement  system  in  the  same  manner  and 
subject  to  the  same  laws,  rules  and  regulations  as 
persons  entering  the  employ  of  the  city.  The  commis- 
sion shall  deduct  from  the  wages  of  its  employees 
who  are  members  of  the  state-Boston  retirement  sys- 
tem and  pay  over  to  the  Boston  retirement  board  such 
sums  as  the  city  would  deduct  and  pay  over  if  such 
person  were  an  employee  of  the  city.  The  commis- 
sion shall  annually  reimburse  the  city  for  its  share  of 
any  amounts  appropriated  by  the  city  under  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  32  of  the  General  Laws  for  or  on 
account  of  retirement  allowances  for  employees  of  the 
commission,  and  for  its  share  of  any  amounts  appro- 
priated by  the  city  for  administrative  costs  of  the 
Boston  retirement  board,  based  on  an  allocation,  de- 
termined by  such  retirement  board,  of  the  years  of 
creditable  service  of  such  employees  with  the  com- 
mission and  with  the  city  or  one  or  more  other  gov- 
ernmental bodies  which  are  members  of  the  state- 
Boston  retirement  system.  The  commission  shall  not 
be  liable  for  accrued  retirement  allowances  to  or  on 
account  of  employees  of  the  department  of  health  and 
hospitals  or  the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals  who 
are  not  transferred  to  and  employed  by  the  commis- 
sion pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  including 
without  limitation  any  such  employees  employed  by  a 
corporation  described  in  section  5. 

(i)  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to 
the  contrary,  the  commission  may  contract  with  any 
employee  of  the  commission  who  is  not  a  member  of 
the  state-Boston  retirement  system  with  respect  to  the 
establishment,  continuation,  maintenance  and  funding 
of  any  deferred  compensation  or  other  pension  or  re- 
tirement plan  or  program  under  state  or  federal  law 
which  has  been  maintained  for  such  employee  prior 
to  his  or  her  employment  by  the  commission  or 
which  the  commission  thereafter  agrees  to  maintain, 
and  for  such  purpose  the  commission  may  become  a 
trustee  or  sponsor  of,  and  may  make  contributions 
to,  any  such  plan  or  program.  For  purposes  of  this 
paragraph,  the  word  "employee"  shall  have  the  same 
meaning  as  "employee"  in  section  1  of  chapter  32  of 
the  General  Laws  and  shall  also  include  consultants 
and  independent  contractors  who  are  natural  persons 
paid  by  the  commission  and  whose  duties  require  that 
their  time  be  devoted  to  the  service  of  the  commis- 
sion during  regular  business  hours. 

(j)  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to 
the  contrary,  any  employee  of  the  department  of 
health  and  hospitals  or  the  trustees  of  health  and  hos- 
pitals at  June  30,  1996  who  is  transferred  to  the 
commission  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  or 
who  is  employed  by  a  corporation  resulting  from  a 
merger  or  consolidation  described  in  section  5  of  this 
act  and  who  prior  to  such  transfer  or  employment 
was  a  member  of  the  city  of  Boston  credit  union 
shall  be  entitled  to  remain  a  member  of  the  city  of 
Boston  credit  union  retaining  all  rights,  benefits  and 
responsibilities  of  membership. 

Section  7.  (a)  In  addition  to  its  other  powers  enu- 
merated in  this  act,  the  commission  shall  have  the 
following  rights  and  powers: 

(1)  to  adopt  bylaws  for  the  regulation  of  the  affairs

and  the  conduct  of  its  business,  and  to  prescribe 
rules,  regulations  and  policies  in  connection  with  the 
performance  of  its  functions  and  duties; 

(2)  to  adopt  an  official  seal  and  alter  the  same  at 
pleasure; 

(3)  to  maintain  an  office  at  such  place  or  places  as 
it  may  determine; 

(4)  to  establish  its  fiscal  year,  which  shall  other- 
wise be  July  1  through  June  30; 

(5)  to  receive,  administer,  expend  and  comply  with 
the  conditions  and  requirements  respecting  any  gift, 
grant,  donation  or  appropriation  of  any  property  or 
money; 

(6)  to  receive  and  apply  its  revenues  to  the  purpose 
of  this  act  without  appropriation  or  allotment  by  the 
city  except  as  otherwise  expressly  provided  in  this 
act,  and  to  invest  any  moneys  of  the  commission  or 
under  its  control  in  such  investments  as  are  legal  in- 
vestments for  moneys  of  the  commonwealth; 

(7)  subject  to  section  5,  to  maintain,  repair,  operate 
and  improve  Boston  city  hospital,  Boston  specialty 
and  rehabilitation  hospital  and  all  other  public  health 
facilities  under  its  custody  and  control  and  to  provide 
for  the  cost  of  the  foregoing  and  its  other  activities, 
programs  and  project  from  its  revenues,  appropria- 
tions, grants,  the  proceeds  of  loans,  or  from  any 
other  moneys  legally  available  to  the  commission; 

(8)  to  provide  directly  or  by  contract  with  a  corpo- 
ration resulting  from  a  merger  or  consolidation  de- 
scribed in  section  5  of  this  act,  or  by  contract  with 
any  other  health  care  provider,  health  care  services  to 
all  persons  in  need  of  care  regardless  of  ability  to 

pay; 

(9)  to  mortgage,  pledge  or  assign  any  property  of 
the  commission,  real  or  personal,  and  any  money, 
fees,  charges,  or  other  revenue  of  the  commission 
and  any  proceeds  derived  by  the  commission  from 
the  sale  of  property,  insurance  or  condemnation 
awards; 

(10)  to  make  application  for,  receive,  accept  and 
expend  any  federal,  commonwealth  or  city  loans  or 
grants  for  or  in  aid  of  any  program  or  operations  of 
the  commission  or  of  any  facilities  or  other  property 
of  the  commission,  and  to  receive  and  accept  contri- 
butions from  any  source  of  either  money,  property, 
labor  or  other  things  of  value; 

(11)  to  sue  and  be  sued,  prosecute  and  defend 
actions  relating  to  its  properties  and  affairs,  and  to  be 
liable  in  tort  in  the  same  manner  as  the  department 
of  health  and  hospitals  immediately  prior  to  the  effec- 
tive date  of  this  act;  provided,  however,  that  the  com- 
mission is  not  authorized  to  become  a  debtor  under 
the  United  States  Bankruptcy  Code; 

(12)  to  appoint  or  employ  personnel  as  herein  pro- 
vided and  to  engage  legal,  accounting,  management, 
financial,  medical,  consulting  and  other  professional 
services  and  agents; 

(13)  to  acquire  by  purchase,  lease,  gift  or  devise, 
or  to  obtain  options  for  the  acquisition  of,  any  prop- 
erty or  any  interest  therein,  real  or  personal,  im- 
proved or  unimproved,  tangible  or  intangible;  to 
make  contracts  and  agreements  of  all  kinds,  including 
but  not  limited  to  contracts  for  the  management  of  its 
hospital  and  public  health  facilities  and  for  the  provi- 
sion to  the  commission  of  public  health  services,  and 
contracts  for  the  sale,  lease,  as  lessor  or  leesee,  or 
purchase  of  real  or  personal  property  of  any  kind  or 
description,  and  to  execute  and  deliver  instruments 
necessary  or  convenient  for  carrying  out  any  of  its 
purposes;  and  to  acquire,  create,  be  a  voting  member 
of,  choose  directors  to  serve  on  the  boards  of,  share 
common  officers  and  directors  with,  be  a  partner  in, 
or  participate  in  or  control,  any  venture,  corporation, 
partnership,  or  other  organization,  public  or  private, 
which  the  commission  finds  operates  for  purposes 
consistent  with,  and  in  furtherance  of,  the  purposes 


of  the  commission;  provided,  however,  that  no  con- 
tract or  agreement  for  the  management  of  all  or  sub- 
stantially all  of  the  operations  of  Boston  city  hospital 
or  Boston  specialty  hospital  shall  be  effective  without 
the  prior  approval  of  the  city  council  and  the  mayor; 
and  provided  further  that  the  commission  shall  not 
sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of,  or  lease  as  lessor  other 
than  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business,  any  real 
property  transferred  to  the  commission  by  operation 
of  this  act  except  upon  the  vote  of  the  city  council 
approved  by  the  mayor  in  accordance  with  section  2 
of  chapter  486  of  the  acts  of  1909,  as  amended;  for 
all  purposes  of  this  act  the  commission  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  a  municipal  department  of  health  as  de- 
fined in  clause  27  of  paragraph  (b)  of  section  1  of 
chapter  30  B  of  the  General  Laws; 

(14)  to  manage  or  to  contract  with  the  city,  acting 
by  the  collector-treasurer  of  the  city  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  mayor,  for  the  management  of  public 
trusts,  bequests  and  other  endowment  funds  held  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  commission  for  application  to  the 
operations  of  Boston  city  hospital  or  Boston  specialty 
and  rehabilitation  hospital  or  any  other  corporate  pur- 
pose of  the  commission;  for  all  purposes  of  the  fore- 
going, the  hospitals  operated  by  a  corporation  result- 
ing from  a  merger  or  consolidation  described  in 
section  5  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  suc- 
cessors to  Boston  city  hospital  or  Boston  specialty 
and  rehabilitation  hospital,  as  applicable; 

(15)  to  adopt,  amend  and  repeal  reasonable  health 
regulations  not  inconsistent  with  any  public  health 
regulation  of  the  state  department  of  public  health  or 
with  any  other  provision  of  law,  and  prescribe  for 
any  violation  of  a  health  regulation  made  under  this 
clause  a  fine  according  to  the  nature  of  the  offense; 
and 

(16)  consistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of 
the  commonwealth,  to  exercise  such  other  powers, 
including  all  powers  pertaining  to  the  department  of 
health  and  hospitals  and  the  trustees  of  health  and 
hospitals  and  to  the  properties  under  their  custody 
and  control  held  by  the  city  on  the  effective  date  of 
this  act  not  inconsistent  herewith,  as  may  be  neces- 
sary or  convenient  for  or  incident  to  carrying  out  the 
foregoing  powers  and  the  accomplishment  of  the  pur- 
poses of  this  act. 

(b)  With  the  approval  of  the  city  council  and  the 
mayor,  the  commission  may  borrow  money  for  any 
of  its  corporate  purposes  from  the  Health  and  Educa- 
tional Facilities  Authority  established  by  chapter  614 
of  the  acts  of  1968.  at  amended,  and  may  issue  its 
bonds,  notes  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness 
therefor  and  may  secure  such  indebtedness  in  such 
manner  as  it  and  such  authority  may  deem  appropri- 
ate, provided  that  any  such  indebtedness  shall  be 
solely  the  debt  of  the  commission  and  the  city  shall 
have  no  obligation  for  the  payment  thereof.  The  com- 
mission shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  hospital  within  the 
meaning  of  section  3  of  said  chapter  614.  The  com- 
mission also  may  borrow  money  for  any  of  its  corpo- 
rate purposes  from,  and  may  issue  its  bonds,  notes 
and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  to,  the  city,  and 
the  city  may  appropriate  such  sums  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  fund  such  loans.  To  meet  any  such  appropria- 
tion, the  city,  acting  by  its  collector-treasurer,  with 
the  approval  of  the  mayor,  may  borrow  money  and 
incur  indebtedness  to  the  extent  authorized  by  any 
bond  act,  as  defined  in  chapter  643  of  the  acts  of 
1983,  as  amended,  heretofore  or  hereafter  enacted, 
and  upon  vote  of  the  city  council  as  provided  in  such 
bond  act.  Any  such  indebtedness  of  the  city  shall  be 
incurred,  and  any  bonds,  notes  or  other  evidences  of 
the  city  issued  therefor  shall  be  issued  and  secured  in 
accordance  with,  and  subject  to  the  limitations  of, 
chapter  643  of  the  acts  of  1983,  as  amended. 

(c)  The  mayor  of  the  city,  by  order  filed  with  the

city  clerk,  may  establish  a  public  health  advisory 
committee  to  encourage  ongoing  coordination  among 
the  commission  and  public  health  providers  and  fund- 
ing sources  in  addressing  the  city's  public  health 
needs;  to  assist  the  mayor  in  his  review  of  the  com- 
mission's annual  public  health  assessment  and  public 
health  services  budget  as  provided  in  section  8;  to 
provide  advice  to  the  mayor  regarding  the  perform- 
ance by  the  commission  of  its  responsibilities  under 
this  act  and  by  public  health  providers  under  contract 
with  the  commission  of  their  responsibilities  under 
those  contracts;  and  to  otherwise  provide  advice,  and 
prepare  such  reports  as  may  be  requested  by,  the 
mayor  on  public  health  issues  in  the  city.  The  mem- 
bers of  such  committee  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be 
employees  of  the  city  for  purposes  of  chapter  268A 
of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  8.  (a)  Subject  to  any  limitations  thereon  or 
any  approval  required  therefor  under  any  other  spe- 
cial law,  the  commission  is  hereby  authorized  to  fix, 
revise,  determine  and  collect  fees,  rates,  rents  and 
other  charges  for  the  services,  programs  and  other 
activities  provided  by  it  or  as  a  result  of  the  opera- 
tion of  the  properties  under  its  custody  and  control, 
including  without  limitation,  subject  to  section  5, 
Boston  city  hospital  and  Boston  specialty  and  rehabil- 
itation hospital.  The  fees,  rates,  rents  and  other 
charges  established  by  the  commission  shall  be  so 
fixed  and  adjusted  in  respect  of  the  aggregate  thereof 
so  as  to  provide  revenues  to  the  commission  at  least 
sufficient,  together  with  all  other  moneys  available  to 
the  commission,  including  all  amounts  appropriated 
to  the  commission  as  provided  in  this  section,  to  pay 
or  provide  for  all  operating  expenses  of  the  commis- 
sion and  all  debts  and  other  obligations  of  the  com- 
mission as  the  same  become  due;  to  create  and  main- 
tain such  reserves  as  may  be  reasonably  required  for 
its  operations  or  to  secure  its  debts  and  other  obliga- 
tions; and  to  pay  or  provide  for  all  necessary  repairs, 
replacements  and  renewals  to  the  properties  under  its 
custody  and  control  and  any  other  amounts  which  the 
commission  may  be  obligated  to  pay  or  provide  for 
by  law  or  contract. 

(b)  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  section  6  of 
this  act,  not  later  than  the  second  Wednesday  in 
March  in  each  fiscal  year  the  commission  shall  pre- 
pare and  file  with  the  mayor  and  the  president  of  the 
city  council  an  annual  assessment  of  the  public  health 
needs  of  the  city.  The  annual  public  health  assess- 
ment shall  include  an  evaluation  of  existing  local, 
state  and  federal  programs  and  services  to  address  the 
public  health  needs  of  the  city  and  the  adequacy  of 
funding  sources  available  for  such  programs  and 
services,  an  assessment  of  programs,  services  and 
other  activities  provided  by  private  public  health  pro- 
viders to  address  the  public  health  needs  of  the  city, 
including  the  performance  of  providers  under  contract 
with  the  commission  in  accordance  with  this  act,  and 
proposals  by  the  commission  to  enlarge  or  enhance 
its  response  to  the  public  health  needs  of  the  city  in- 
cluding new,  expanded  or  revised  programs  or  serv- 
ices to  be  provided  by  the  commission  or  by  public 
health  providers  under  contract  with  it  for  the  ensu- 
ing fiscal  year. 

(c)  Not  later  than  the  second  Wednesday  in  March 
in  each  fiscal  year  the  commission  shall  prepare  and 
submit  to  the  mayor  its  proposed  public  health  serv- 
ices budget  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year.  The  public 
health  services  budget  shall  include  all  expenditures 
which  in  the  judgment  of  the  commission  are  re- 
quired to  fund  the  programs,  services  and  activities 
to  be  provided  by  the  commission  in  the  ensuing  fis- 
cal year,  and  to  pay  or  provide  for  all  of  its  ex- 
penses, debts  and  other  obligations  during  such  fiscal 
year,  and  shall  set  forth  the  revenues  and  other 
moneys  expected  to  be  available  to  the  commission  to 


fund  the  same,  including  without  limitation  the  pro- 
ceeds of  grants,  gifts,  loans  and  other  assistance.  The 
public  health  services  budget  shall  also  set  forth  the 
amount,  if  any,  by  which  the  expenses  of  the  com- 
mission for  such  fiscal  year  are  expected  to  exceed 
the  revenues  and  other  moneys  of  the  commission 
available  therefor,  hereinafter  called  the  net  cost  of 
public  health  services.  If  the  commission's  public 
health  services  budget  for  any  fiscal  year  indicates  a 
net  cost  of  public  health  services  for  such  fiscal  year, 
the  budget  shall  be  subject  to  review  and  approval  by 
the  mayor  as  provided  in  this  section.  The  mayor 
may  approve  the  commission's  public  health  services 
budget  or  he  may  reject  it  and  return  it  to  the  com- 
mission together  with  his  objections.  If  the  mayor  ac- 
cepts the  commission's  public  health  services  budget 
he  shall  include  an  amount  equal  to  the  commission's 
net  cost  of  public  health  services  for  the  next  ensuing 
fiscal  year  in  the  annual  budget  of  the  current  ex- 
penses of  the  city  for  such  fiscal  year,  and  may  sub- 
mit thereafter  to  the  city  council  such  supplementary 
appropriation  orders  as  he  may  deem  necessary.  Not 
later  than  the  second  Wednesday  in  June,  the  com- 
mission shall  adopt  its  public  health  services  budget 
for  the  next  ensuing  fiscal  year.  Except  to  the  extent 
inconsistent  with  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion, the  appropriation  by  the  city  of  the  commis- 
sion's net  cost  of  public  health  services  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  section  3  of  chapter  486  of 
the  acts  of  1909,  as  amended,  and,  except  as  the 
mayor  shall  otherwise  approve,  to  the  allotment  sys- 
tem provided  in  section  18  of  chapter  190  of  the  acts 
of  1982,  as  amended. 

Section  9.  The  commission  and  all  its  revenues,  in- 
come and  real  and  personal  property  used  solely  by 
the  commission  in  furtherance  of  the  mission  de- 
clared in  section  1  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  and 
from  betterments  and  special  assessments  and  the 
commission  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  any  tax,  ex- 
cise or  assessment  to  or  for  the  commonwealth  or 
any  of  it  political  subdivisions. 

Section  10.  The  commission  shall  at  all  times  keep 
full  and  accurate  accounts  of  its  receipts,  expendi- 
tures, disbursements,  assets  and  liabilities,  which 
shall  be  open  to  inspection  by  any  officer  or  duly  ap- 
pointed agent  of  the  commonwealth  or  the  city.  The 
commission  shall  submit  an  annual  report  in  writing 
concerning  its  operations  to  the  mayor  and  collector- 
treasurer  of  the  city  and  the  president  of  the  city 
council  within  120  days  following  the  close  of  its  fis- 
cal year.  Such  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1997,  and  for  each  fiscal  year  thereafter,  shall  in- 
clude financial  statements  relating  to  the  operations 
and  properties  of  the  commission  maintained  in  ac- 
cordance with  generally  accepted  accounting  princi- 
ples to  the  extent  applicable  and  audited  by  an  inde- 
pendent certified  public  accountant  or  firm  of 
certified  public  accountants. 

Section  11.  Upon  termination  or  dissolution  of  the 
commission,  the  title  to  all  funds  and  other  properties 
owned  by  it  which  remain  after  payment  or  the  mak- 
ing of  provision  for  payment  of  all  obligations  of  the 
commission  shall  vest  in  the  city. 

Section  12.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
deemed  to  provide  an  exclusive,  additional,  alterna- 
tive and  complete  method  for  the  doing  of  the  things 
authorized  hereby  and  shall  be  deemed  and  construed 
to  be  supplemental  and  additional  to,  and  not  in  der- 
ogation of,  powers  conferred  upon  the  commission  by 
law,  provided,  however,  that  insofar  as  the  provisions 
of  this  act  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  any 
general  or  special  law,  administrative  order  or  regu- 
lation or  any  limitation  imposed  by  a  corporate  or 
municipal  charter,  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
controlling. 

Section  13.  This  act,  being  necessary  for  the  wel- 
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fare  of  the  city  and  its  inhabitants,  shall  be  liberally 
construed  to  effect  the  purposes  hereof. 

Section  14.  The  provisions  of  this  act  are  sever- 
able, and  if  any  provision  hereof  shall  be  held  invalid 
in  any  circumstances,  such  invalidity  shall  not  affect 
any  other  provision  or  circumstances.  This  act  shall 
be  construed  in  all  respects  so  as  to  meet  all  consti- 
tutional requirements.  In  carrying  out  the  purposes 
and  provisions  of  this  act,  all  steps  shall  be  taken 
which  are  necessary  to  meet  constitutional  require- 
ments whether  or  not  such  steps  are  required  by  stat- 
ute. 

Section  15.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  pas- 
sage.

Despite  the  foregoing,  I  am  aware  that  random 
placement  and  lack  of  subsequent  maintenance  of 
newsracks  have  become  both  an  eyesore  and  a  con- 
siderable safety  concern  in  the  more  congested  areas 
of  the  City. 

I  share  your  Honorable  Body's  concerns  about 
newsracks.  They  can  be  obstructions  on  the  public 
way,  pay  no  rent  for  use  of  public  property,  and  are 
seemingly  placed  at  will  by  anyone  with  no  regard  to 
the  public  interest.

APPROPRIATION  AND  TAX  ORDERS 
FOR  FY1996  (DOCKET  NO.  0965)

To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

I  retransmit  herewith  my  proposed  Fiscal  Year 
1996  Operating  Budget  for  the  City  of  Boston  and 
the  County  of  Suffolk.  With  the  benefit  of  more  in- 
formation on  the  status  of  the  state  budget,  this  Pro- 
posed Budget  addresses  issues  that  have  arisen  in  the 
last  few  months  of  City  Council  deliberation,  as  well 
as  some  funding  for  important  initiatives  for  which  I 
request  your  favorable  consideration. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years,  the  state  budget 
has  been  approved  by  the  legislature  before  the  start 
of  the  fiscal  year.  While  it  still  requires  the  approval 
of  the  Governor,  it  appears  that  several  items  of  im- 
portance to  Boston  and  other  municipalities  have 
been  resolved.  The  level  of  state  aid,  funding  for 
county  correction,  and  the  impact  of  charter  schools 
are  now  reflected  in  my  Proposed  Budget  for  FY96. 
We  must  continue  to  advocate  for  a  sound  revenue- 
sharing  policy  between  the  Commonwealth  and  its 
municipalities  to  lessen  the  uncertainty  of  this  discre- 
tionary approach  to  an  item  that  accounts  for  about 
one-quarter  of  our  revenue  base. 

The  good  news  is,  the  level  of  uncertainty  has 
waned.  The  bad  news  is,  our  conservative  estimates 
were  not  far  off,  and  the  favorable  items  are  counter- 
balanced by  unfavorable  ones.  Fortunately,  the  initia- 
tives outlined  in  the  original  budget  proposal  budget 
proposal  are  secure  —  we  will  add  more  police  offi- 
cers and  youth  workers,  open  more  kindergartens  and 
community  centers,  and  continue  to  equip  and  main- 
tain a  strong  Fire  Department  with  the  best  of  safety 
and  technological  advances,  while  upholding  im- 
proved levels  of  services  in  parks,  libraries,  street 
cleaning  and  lighting,  and  other  services  of  impor- 


tance to  our  residents. 

Our  residents  projections  for  state  aid  and  other 
state  reimbursements  must  now  be  adjusted  downward 
by  $4.3  million  based  on  the  legislature's  budget  sub- 
mitted to  the  Governor.  Although  certain  state  aid 
items  have  increased,  the  charter  schools  initiative 
will  be  funded  through  a  decrease  to  overall  state  aid. 
The  School  Department  appropriation  will  not  be  af- 
fected by  this  funding  decision  in  FY96. 

On  the  positive  side,  the  state  legislature  once 
again  supported  our  request  to  adjust  Boston's  fund- 
ing burden  for  Suffolk  County  corrections  costs  to 
approach  the  state-wide  average  of  a  5  percent  local 
budget  burden.  The  City's  level  of  funding  has  been 
lowered  from  20  percent  to  12.5  percent  of  the  total 
budget  for  county  corrections.  The  result  is  a  reduc- 
tion of  $5.3  million  in  the  Sheriffs  Department 
budget  request  before  you. 

These  changes  leave  little  room  for  adjustment,  so 
I  am  proposing  only  a  few  revisions  to  the  budget 
originally  transmitted  to  you  in  April. 

I  must  take  this  opportunity  to  address  the  void  be- 
ing created  by  federal  cutbacks  to  the  City's  alterna- 
tive education  initiative  (AEI)  and  summer  jobs  pro- 
grams. The  precariousness  of  federal  funding  for 
these  crucial  programs  necessitates  an  increase  in  the 
Youth  Fund  appropriation  by  $750,000.  While  more 
needs  to  be  done,  we  are  hopeful  that  future  block 
grants  will  continue  to  support  these  successful  pro- 
grams that  make  a  real  difference  in  people's  lives. 

In  addition,  favorable  state  action  on  my  request  to 
establish  a  Regionalization  Commission  requires  a 
supporting  appropriation  of  $100,000.  The  Manage- 
ment Office  in  the  Management  and  Information 
Services  Division  will  coordinate  our  participation  in 
this  important  new  partnership  endeavor. 

The  detailed  scrutiny  of  the  Operating  Budget  over 
the  last  few  months  has  also  uncovered  two  items  that 
require  correction.  Your  recognition  of  the  under- 
funding  of  contractual  costs  in  the  Special  Events  and 
Tourism  Office  has  been  addressed  with  a  $20,000 
increase  in  appropriation.  We  have  also  corrected  a 
salary  savings  calculation  in  the  Transportation  De- 
partment by  adding  $80,000  to  its  personal  services 
budget. 

It  is  because  of  your  diligent  review  of  the  budget 
that  I  am  able  to  claim  that  Boston's  budget  remains 
sound  and  that  the  initiatives  we've  proposed  are  the 
right  decisions  for  the  people  of  this  city.  We  are 
changing  city  government  every  day,  through  steady 
progress,  through  creative  initiatives,  and  through 
new  partnerships.  Thank  you  for  your  partnership 
during  this  budget  process. 

I  respectfully  recommend  adoption  of  this  order  by 
your  Honorable  Body.

REPORT  ON  ORDER  FOR  PETITION  FOR  SPE- 
CIAL LAW:  THE  BOSTON  PUBLIC  HEALTH 
ACT  OF  1995  (DOCKET  NO.  0880) 

Coun.  FEENEY,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Government  Operations,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0880,  message  of  the  Mayor 
and  order  for  a  petition  for  a  special  law:  The 
Boston  Public  Health  Act  of  1995  (referred  June  8) 
—  recommending  passage  of  the  order  in  the  follow- 
ing new  draft: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  ac- 
companied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the 
City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of 
this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause 
(1)  of  section  eight  of  Article  Two,  as  amended,  of 
the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  The  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end  that  legisla- 
tion be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  follows,  except 
for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form  only: 


Section  1.  (a)  It  is  hereby  declared  for  the  benefit 
of  the  people  of  the  city  of  Boston,  in  order  that 
there  be  an  increase  in  their  welfare  and  an  improve- 
ment in  their  living  conditions,  it  is  essential  that  a 
new  public  health  care  system  be  established  for  the 
city  of  Boston  that  can  meet  the  challenges  of  a  rap- 
idly changing  health  care  environment  and  ensure  the 
continuous  delivery  of  quality  health  care  to  the  resi- 
dents of  the  city;  and  the  new  public  health  care  sys- 
tem must  be  able  to  coordinate  outreach,  health  edu- 
cation, prevention,  outpatient,  home  care,  emergency, 
inpatient,  specialty,  aftercare,  rehabilitation,  and  long 
term  care  services  in  order  to  create  a  comprehensive 
and  integrated  continuum  of  care  with  the  goal  of 
promoting  health  and  well-being,  meeting  the  medical 
and  public  health  needs  of  all  served  and  of  educat- 
ing future  physicians  and  caregivers;  that  a  new  pub- 
lic health  commission  be  created  in  the  city  of 
Boston  as  the  successor  to  the  city's  department  of 
health  and  hospitals  in  order  to  better  administer,  en- 
hance and  expand  the  public  health  services  provided 
by  the  city;  and  that  the  city's  new  public  health  care 
system  should  consist  of  a  network  of  health  care 
providers  joining  the  city's  traditional  public  health 
services  and  facilities  with  private  hospitals,  commu- 
nity health  centers  and  other  associated  community 
based  organizations  and  providers. 

(b)  It  is  hereby  further  declared  for  the  benefit  of 
the  people  of  the  city  of  Boston  that  the  city  should 
be  empowered  to  provide  for  the  establishment  of  a 
new  medical  center  as  the  centerpiece  of  the  city's 
public  health  network  to  be  composed  of  Boston  city 
hospital,  Boston  specialty  and  rehabilitation  hospital 
and  a  private,  non-profit  hospital;  that  the  mission  of 
the  new  medical  center,  in  partnership  with  the  city's 
public  health  commission,  community  health  centers 
and  other  community  based  providers,  shall  be  to 
consistently  provide  excellent  and  accessible  health 
care  services  to  all  in  need  of  care,  regardless  of  sta- 
tus or  ability  to  pay;  that  recognizing  the  historic 
mission  and  commitment  of  Boston  city  hospital  to 
the  public  health  needs  of  all  residents  of  Boston,  the 
new  medical  center  shall  have  a  continued  commit- 
ment to  the  urban  population,  to  vulnerable  popula- 
tions within  the  city,  including  those  residents  of  the 
city  who  are  underserved  by  existing  health  care 
services,  and  to  other  communities  served;  that  the 
new  medical  center  shall  play  an  important  role  as  a 
referral,  tertiary  level  hospital  serving  the  region  in  a 
financially  responsible  manner  and  continue  to  serve 
the  most  acutely  ill  patient  populations;  and  that  in 
the  conduct  of  this  mission,  the  new  medical  center 
shall  commit  itself  to  six  equally  important  guiding 
principles:  (1)  ensuring  the  availability  of  a  full  range 
of  primary  through  tertiary  medical  programs,  in  ad- 
dition to  a  commitment  to  public  health,  preventive, 
emergency  and  long  term  rehabilitative  care  pro- 
grams; (2)  serving  both  urban  and  suburban  com- 
munities in  a  culturally  and  linguistically  competent 
manner  that  strives  to  meet  the  current  and  changing 
health  care  needs  of  people  of  all  races,  languages, 
cultures  and  economic  classes;  (3)  providing  a  high 
degree  of  medical,  nursing,  management  and  techni- 
cal competency  and  accountability;  (4)  enhancing  its 
role  as  a  major  academic  medical  center,  including 
support  for  bio-medical,  public  health,  medical  edu- 
cation and  basic  science  research;  (5)  providing  man- 
aged care  services  to  the  communities  served  by  the 
new  medical  center  and  participating  effectively  and 
competitively  in  managed  care  plans  serving  the  pa- 
tient population;  and  (6)  treating  its  patients,  staff 
and  communities  served  with  respect  and  dignity. 

This  Act  may  be  referred  to  and  cited  as  the 
"Boston  Public  Health  Act  of  1995". 

Section  2.  The  following  words  as  used  in  this  Act 
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shall,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  have  the 
following  meanings: 

"Board  of  health  and  hospitals,"  the  board  of 
health  and  hospitals  of  the  city  established  pursuant 
to  chapter  656  of  the  acts  of  1965,  as  amended. 

"Boston  city  hospital,"  the  hospital  located  in  the 
city  provided  for  by  chapter  113  of  the  acts  of  1858, 
as  amended,  under  the  care  and  control  of  the  depart- 
ment of  health  and  hospitals,  and  all  branches  thereof 
heretofore  or  hereafter  established,  and  all  other  hos- 
pital and  health  care  facilities  comprising  the  same  or 
appurtenant  thereto  or  necessary  or  convenient  for 
the  operation  thereof,  including,  except  as  otherwise 
provided  in  this  act,  all  interests  in  real  and  personal 
property,  equipment,  appurtenances,  structures,  facili- 
ties and  other  property,  tangible  or  intangible,  held 
by  the  city,  the  department  of  health  and  hospitals  or 
the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals  in  connection  with 
the  ownership,  maintenance  and  operation  thereof. 

"Boston  specialty  and  rehabilitation  hospital,"  the 
hospital  located  in  the  city  provided  for  by  chapter 
518  of  the  acts  of  1901  under  the  care  and  control  of 
the  department  of  health  and  hospitals,  and  all  other 
hospital  and  health  care  facilities  comprising  the 
same  or  appurtenant  thereto  or  necessary  or  conven- 
ient for  the  operation  thereof,  including,  except  as 
otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  all  interests  in  real 
and  personal  property,  equipment,  appurtenances, 
structures,  facilities  and  other  property,  tangible  or 
intangible,  held  by  the  city,  the  department  of  health 
and  hospitals  or  the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals  in 
connection  with  the  ownership,  maintenance  and  op- 
eration thereof. 

"City,"  city  of  Boston. 

"Commission,"  the  Boston  public  health  commis- 
sion established  by  section  3  of  this  act  or  if  such 
commission  shall  be  abolished,  the  board,  body  or 
commission  succeeding  to  the  principal  function 
thereof  or  to  whom  the  powers  given  by  this  act  to 
the  commission  shall  be  given  by  law. 

"Commissioner  of  health  and  hospitals,"  the  officer 
of  the  department  of  health  and  hospitals  so  desig- 
nated by  chapter  656  of  the  acts  of  1965,  as 
amended. 

"Department  of  health  and  hospitals,"  the  depart- 
ment of  the  city  created  by  chapter  656  of  the  acts  of 
1965,  as  amended. 

"Trustees  of  health  and  hospitals,"  the  body  corpo- 
rate created  by  chapter  174  of  the  acts  of  1880,  as 
amended  by  chapter  656  of  the  acts  of  1965,  as 
amended. 

Section  3.  (a)  There  is  hereby  created  a  body  poli- 
tic and  corporate  and  political  subdivision  of  the 
commonwealth  to  be  known  as  the  Boston  Public 
Health  Commission.  The  commission  is  hereby  con- 
stituted a  public  instrumentality  and  the  exercise  by 
the  commission  of  the  powers  conferred  by  this  act 
shall  be  deemed  and  held  to  be  the  performance  of 
an  essential  public  function.  The  commission  shall 
not  be  subject  to  the  supervision  of  any  other  depart- 
ment, commission,  board,  bureau,  agency  or  officer 
of  the  city  except  to  the  extent  and  in  the  manner 
provided  in  this  act. 

(b)  Subject  to  sections  5  and  6  of  this  act,  the 
powers  of  the  commission  shall  be  exercised  by  or 
under  the  supervision  of  a  board  of  seven  members, 
hereinafter  called  the  board.  Six  members  of  the 
commission  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  city  council,  two  of  whom 
shall  be  trustees,  officers  or  medical  directors  of 
neighborhood  health  centers  which  are  affiliated  with 
Boston  city  hospital  or  the  hospital  in  which  its  oper- 
ations are  merged  or  consolidated  in  accordance  with 
section  5  of  this  act,  and  one  of  whom  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  mayor  from  a  list  of  not  less  than 


three  nominees  recommended  by  a  nominating  com- 
mittee of  representatives  of  organized  labor  appointed 
by  the  mayor.  One  member  of  the  commission  shall 
be  the  collector-treasurer  of  the  city,  ex  officio,  or,  if 
the  operations  of  Boston  city  hospital  shall  be' merged 
or  consolidated  with  the  operations  of  a  corporation 
described  in  section  5  of  this  act,  the  chief  executive 
officer  of  the  corporation  resulting  from  such  merger 
or  consolidation,  ex  officio.  The  members  first  ap- 
pointed by  the  mayor  shall  serve  in  office  for  terms 
expiring,  in  the  case  of  two  such,  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  January,  1997,  in  the  case  of  two  others,  one 
year  thereafter,  and  in  the  case  of  two  others,  two 
years  thereafter,  the  term  of  each  member  to  be  des- 
ignated by  the  mayor  at  appointment.  Thereafter, 
members  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  three 
years,  or  in  the  case  of  an  appointment  made  to  fill  a 
vacancy,  for  the  unexpired  term,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessor is  appointed  and  qualified;  provided,  however, 
should  a  vacancy  among  the  appointed  members  of 
the  board  exist  for  a  period  of  more  than  sixty  days, 
or  should  the  mayor  fail  to  appoint  a  successor 
within  sixty  days  after  the  term  of  an  appointed 
member  expires,  the  city  council  shall  proceed  forth- 
with to  elect  a  member.  Such  an  election  shall  be 
deemed  a  vote  electing  an  official.  Any  member  of 
the  commission  shall  be  eligible  for  reappointment. 
Any  appointed  member  of  the  commission  may  be 
removed  at  any  time  by  the  mayor  for  cause  but  only 
after  reasonable  notice  and  a  public  hearing  unless 
the  same  are  in  writing  expressly  waived.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  commission  shall  not  be  entitled  to  com- 
pensation for  their  services  as  such,  but  they  shall  be 
reimbursed  for  actual  expenses  necessarily  incurred 
in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

(c)  No  vacancy  in  the  membership  of  the  commis- 
sion shall  impair  the  right  of  a  quorum  to  exercise 
the  powers  of  the  commission.  Four  members  of  the 
commission  shall  constitute  a  quorum  and  the  affirm- 
ative vote  of  four  members  shall  be  necessary  and 
shall  suffice  for  any  action  taken  by  vote  of  the  com- 
mission. Any  such  vote  shall  take  effect  immediately 
unless  otherwise  provided  therein  and  need  not  be 
published  or  posted.  The  provisions  of  sections  23 A 
to  23C,  inclusive,  of  chapter  39  of  the  General  Laws 
shall  apply  to  all  meetings  of  the  commission  and 
section  10  of  chapter  66  relating  to  the  availability  of 
public  records  as  defined  in  clause  26  of  section  7  of 
chapter  4  of  the  General  Laws  shall  apply  to  the 
commission.  The  commission  shall  not  be  deemed  to 
be  an  agency  for  purposes  of  chapter  30A  of  the 
General  Laws  or  a  government  body  for  purposes  of 
chapter  268B  of  the  General  Laws. 

(d)  The  mayor  shall  designate  one  of  the  members 
as  chairman  of  the  commission  who  shall  serve  as 
chairman  during  his  term  of  office  as  a  member. 
Upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  any  such  chair- 
man, the  mayor  shall  designate  one  of  the  members 
as  chairman,  who  shall  serve  as  such  chairman  dur- 
ing the  remainder  of  his  or  her  term  as  a  member. 
The  commission  shall  annually  elect  such  other  offi- 
cers as  it  deems  necessary. 

(e)  For  purposes  of  chapter  268A  of  the  General 
Laws,  the  members  of  the  commission  appointed  by 
the  mayor  shall  be  deemed  to  be  special  municipal 
employees;  any  member  of  the  commission  serving 
ex  officio  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  an  employee  of 
the  commission  for  such  purposes.  Subject  to  the 
foregoing,  the  provisions  of  chapter  268A  shall  apply 
to  all  members,  officers  and  employees  of  the  com- 
mission and  the  commission  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a 
municipal  agency  for  purposes  of  said  chapter  268A. 
provided  that  the  commission  may  purchase  from, 
sell  to,  contract  with  or  otherwise  deal  with  any  hos- 
pital, community  health  center  or  other  health  care 
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provider  in  which  any  member  of  the  commission  or 
its  executive  director  is  in  any  way  interested  or  in- 
volved provided  that  such  interest  or  involvement  is 
disclosed  in  advance  to  the  members  of  the  board 
and  recorded  in  the  minutes  of  the  board,  and  pro- 
vided further  that  no  member  having  such  an  interest 
or  involvement  may  participate  in  any  decision  of  the 
board  awarding  or  otherwise  approving  any  contract 
with  such  hospital,  community  health  center  or  other 
health  care  provider. 

Section  4.  (a)  The  commission  shall  appoint,  em- 
ploy and  determine  the  compensation,  duties  and 
conditions  of  employment  of  an  executive  director, 
who  shall  not  be  a  member  of  the  commission,  to 
serve  as  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  commission 
for  a  term  not  to  exceed  five  years  and  until  his  or 
her  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified.  Any  execu- 
tive director  shall  be  eligible  for  reappointment  for 
like  five-year  terms.  An  executive  director  may  be 
removed  at  any  time  by  the  commission  for  cause  but 
only  after  reasonable  notice  and  a  public  hearing  un- 
less the  same  are  in  writing  expressly  waived.  The 
executive  director  shall  administer  the  affairs  of  the 
commission,  including  without  limiting  the  generality 
of  the  foregoing,  matters  relating  to  contracting,  pro- 
curement, personnel  and  administration,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  board,  in  accordance  with  such  au- 
thorizations as  the  commission  may  from  time  to 
time  reasonably  adopt  and  continue  in  force. 

(b)  The  commission  shall  also  appoint  persons  to 
hold  the  offices  of  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the 
commission.  The  secretary  shall  be  custodian  of  all 
books,  documents  and  papers  filed  with  the  commis- 
sion, the  minute  book  or  journal  of  the  commission 
and  its  official  seal.  The  secretary  or  any  assistant 
secretary  appointed  by  the  commission  may  cause 
copies  to  be  made  of  all  minutes  and  other  records 
and  documents  of  the  commission  and  may  give  cer- 
tificates under  its  official  seal  to  the  effect  that  such 
copies  are  true  copies,  and  all  persons  dealing  with 
the  commission  may  rely  upon  such  certificates.  The 
duties  of  the  treasurer  shall  be  those  appertaining  to 
such  office,  under  the  supervision  of  the  executive  di- 
rector, and  in  addition  such  as  may  from  time  to  time 
be  prescribed  by  the  commission.  The  executive  di- 
rector, with  the  approval  or  authorization  of  the 
board,  shall  also  appoint  and  establish  reasonable 
compensation,  benefits  and  other  terms  of  employ- 
ment for  other  officers  and  other  employees  of  the 
commission  as  it  deems  necessary,  including  manage- 
ment and  professional  personnel.  Except  as  otherwise 
herein  provided,  officers  and  employees  of  the  com- 
mission shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  commis- 
sion, or  under  collective  bargaining  agreements  or 
contracts  of  employment;  provided,  however,  that  no 
contract  of  employment,  except  for  that  of  the  execu- 
tive director,  shall  exceed  a  term  of  three  years, 
which  may  be  renewed  upon  the  expiration  thereof. 

(c)  The  commission  may  indemnify  any  present  or 
past  member,  officer,  employee  or  agent  of  the  com- 
mission against  liabilities,  claims  and  expenses,  in- 
cluding legal  expenses,  in  connection  with  any  actual 
or  threatened  proceeding,  including  any  settlement 
thereof  approved  by  the  commission,  arising  by  rea- 
son of  any  act  or  omission  within  the  scope  of  his 
duties  for  the  commission;  provided,  however,  that  no 
indemnification  shall  be  provided  to  a  person  con- 
cerning a  matter  as  to  which  such  person  is  finally 
adjudicated  to  have  acted  either  without  the  belief 
held  in  good  faith  that  his  or  her  conduct  was  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  commission  or  with  reason  to 
understand  that  his  or  her  conduct  was  unlawful. 
Costs  and  expense  may  be  paid  prior  to  a  final  dis- 
position upon  receipt  of  an  undertaking,  which  the 
commission  may  accept  without  regard  to  the  finan- 


cial resources  of  the  person  indemnified,  that  the  per- 
son receiving  the  benefit  of  payments  shall  repay 
such  payments  if  he  or  she  shall  be  finally  adjudi- 
cated not  to  be  entitled  to  indemnification  hereunder. 
The  commission  may  purchase  insurance  on  behalf  of 
itself  and  any  of  its  members,  officers,  employees  or 
agents  against  any  liability  arising  out  of  such  per- 
son's status  as  such,  whether  or  not  the  commission 
would  have  the  power  to  indemnify  such  person 
against  such  liability. 

(d)  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  section  6  with 
respect  to  certain  employees  of  the  department  of 
health  and  hospitals  and  the  trustees  of  health  and 
hospitals  transferred  to  the  commission,  to  the  extent 
of  the  rights  provided  for  those  employees  in  said 
section  6,  chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws  shall  not 
apply  to  the  officers,  employees  and  other  personnel 
of  the  commission.  Chapter  150E  of  the  General 
Laws  shall  apply  to  the  commission,  to  the  extent  the 
provisions  of  the  same  are  apt,  and  for  purposes  of 
said  chapter,  the  commission  shall  be  considered  an 
"employer"  or  "public  employer"  as  defined  therein. 
The  commission  may  designate  a  representative  to  act 
in  the  best  interest  of  the  commission  in  labor  rela- 
tions matters  with  its  employees.  The  commission 
shall  recognize  as  the  bargaining  representative  of 
any  particular  bargaining  unit,  or  portion  of  a  city- 
wide  bargaining  unit,  or  any  other  unit  or  portion 
thereof  for  which  recognition  has  been  extended  by 
the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals  immediately  prior 
to  the  transfer  of  employees  to  the  commission  on 
July  1,  1996,  any  labor  organization  which  repre- 
sents a  majority  of  the  employees  of  the  department 
of  health  and  hospitals  or  the  trustees  of  health  and 
hospitals,  as  applicable,  in  such  bargaining  unit  or 
portion  thereof  immediately  prior  to  such  transfer. 
The  commission  shall  have  the  authority  to  bargain 
collectively  with  labor  organizations  representing  em- 
ployees of  the  commission  and  to  enter  into  agree- 
ments with  such  organizations  relative  to  wages,  sala- 
ries, hours,  working  conditions,  health  benefits, 
pension  and  retirement  allowances,  and  the  submis- 
sion of  grievances  and  disputes  to  arbitration.  No 
collective  bargaining  agreement  entered  into  by  the 
commission,  however,  shall  limit  inherent  manage- 
ment rights  which  shall  include,  without  limiting  the 
generality  of  the  foregoing,  the  following:  (i)  em- 
ployment, assignment  and  reassignment  of  employ- 
ees, and  the  determination  of  standards  therefor,  (ii) 
termination  and  discharge  of  employees,  provided 
that  any  collective  bargaining  agreement  may  protect 
employees  against  such  actions  on  arbitrary,  capri- 
cious or  unreasonable  grounds,  (iii)  determination  of 
the  commission's  levels  of  service  and  levels  of  staff- 
ing and  the  methods,  means  and  personnel  for  per- 
forming operations,  and  (iv)  supervision  and  control 
of  employees.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  the 
promotion  of  employees,  and  standards  therefor,  the 
establishment  of  work  rules,  the  introduction  and  use 
of  technological  improvements  in  the  workplace  and 
the  evaluation  of  and  establishment  of  productivity 
standards  for  employees  may  be  the  subjects  of  per- 
missive bargaining  between  the  commission  and  its 
employees. 

Section  5.  (a)  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  spe- 
cial law  to  the  contrary,  on  and  after  the  effective 
date  of  this  act,  the  city,  acting  by  its  commissioner 
of  health  and  hospitals  with  the  approval  of  the  city 
council  and  the  mayor,  is  hereby  authorized  to  exe- 
cute and  deliver  one  or  more  agreements  with  Uni- 
versity Hospital,  Inc.,  a  non-profit  charitable  corpora- 
tion organized  and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the 
commonwealth  which  is  the  owner  and  operator  of 
Boston  university  medical  center  hospital,  or  any  suc- 
cessor to  such  corporation,  or  any  other  private,  non- 
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profit  charitable  corporation  organized  under  the  laws 
of  the  commonwealth  licensed  by  the  department  of 
public  health  under  section  51  of  chapter  111  of  the 
general  laws  to  operate  an  acute-care  hospital  as  de- 
fined in  section  25B  of  said  chapter  111,  providing 
for  the  merger  or  consolidation  of  the  operations,  as- 
sets and  liabilities  of  such  corporation,  and  the  acute- 
care  hospital  and  other  health  care  facilities  under  its 
ownership,  custody  and  control,  with  all  or  a  portion 
of  the  operations,  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  depart- 
ment of  health  and  hospitals  and  the  trustees  of 
health  and  hospitals  comprising  or  otherwise  alloca- 
ble to  Boston  city  hospital  and  Boston  specialty  and 
rehabilitation  hospital,  provided  that  the  corporation 
resulting  from  such  merger  or  consolidation  accepts 
as  its  mission  the  statement  of  policy  set  forth  in  sec- 
tion 1(b)  of  this  act  and  agrees  with  the  city  to  utilize 
the  acute-care  hospitals  and  other  health  care  facili- 
ties under  its  custody  and  control,  including  without 
limitation  Boston  university  medical  center  hospital, 
Boston  city  hospital  and  Boston  specialty  and  rehabil- 
itation hospital,  to  provide  a  single  standard  of  health 
care  to  all  in  need  of  care,  with  equal  access  regard- 
less of  status  or  ability  to  pay.  Any  such  resulting 
corporation  shall  be  a  private,  non-profit  corporation 
organized  under  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth.  Each 
employee  of  the  department  of  health  and  hospitals 
and  the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals  at  the  effec- 
tive date  of  such  merger  or  consolidation  whose  work 
is  determined  by  the  commissioner  of  health  and  hos- 
pitals to  be  primarily  related  to  the  operation  of 
Boston  city  hospital  or  Boston  specialty  and  rehabili- 
tation hospital,  or  otherwise  to  the  powers,  duties  and 
obligations  of  the  department  of  health  and  hospitals 
and  the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals  consolidated 
with  or  transferred  to  the  corporation  resulting  from 
such  merger  or  consolidation,  shall  be  offered  em- 
ployment by  such  corporation.  Any  merger  or  con- 
solidation as  provided  for  in  this  section  shall  be  ef- 
fective on  July  1,  1996,  and  prior  to  the  transfer  to 
the  commission  on  that  date  of  all  other  rights, 
powers,  obligations  and  immunities  of  the  department 
of  health  and  hospitals  and  the  trustees  of  health  and 
hospitals  as  provided  in  section  6  of  this  act.  The 
provisions  of  section  2  of  chapter  358  of  the  acts  of 
1890  shall  not  apply  to  the  corporation  resulting  from 
the  merger  or  consolidation  of  the  operations  of 
Boston  city  hospital,  Boston  specialty  and  rehabilita- 
tion hospital  and  a  corporation  described  in  this  sec- 
tion. 

(b)  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  city  council  as 
provided  in  paragraph  (a)  of  this  section,  all  agree- 
ments between  the  city  and  a  corporation  described 
in  this  section  necessary  or  desirable  to  effect  the 
merger  or  consolidation  of  the  operations  of  Boston 
city  hospital  and  Boston  specialty  and  rehabilitation 
hospital  with  the  operations  of  such  corporation,  in- 
cluding without  limitation  any  lease  or  sale  agree- 
ment described  in  this  section,  shall  be  in  such  form 
and  shall  have  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  com- 
missioner of  health  and  hospitals,  with  the  approval 
of  the  mayor,  may  determine  to  be  in  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  city.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the 
foregoing,  any  such  merger  or  consolidation  may  be 
effected  by  one  or  more  leases  or  operating  agree- 
ments from  the  city  to  the  corporation  resulting  from 
such  merger  or  consolidation  of  all  or  any  part  of  the 
real  and  personal  property  comprising  Boston  city 
hospital  and  Boston  specialty  and  rehabilitation  hospi- 
tal under  the  care  and  custody  of  the  department  of 
health  and  hospitals  and  the  trustees  of  health  and 
hospitals,  and  all  or  any  part  of  any  other  property, 
real  and  personal,  tangible  and  intangible,  appurte- 
nant thereto  or  necessary  or  desirable  for  the  opera- 
tion thereof,  for  such  initial  term,  not  exceeding  fifty 


years,  and  such  renewal  terms,  as  may  be  set  forth  in 
such  leases  or  operating  agreements,  and  for  such 
rental,  annual  or  otherwise,  as  the  commissioner  of 
health  and  hospitals,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor, 
shall  determine  after  appraisal  or  other  independent 
valuation  of  the  fair  market  rental  value  of  such 
property.  Any  such  merger  or  consolidation  may  also 
be  effected  by  the  sale  by  the  city  to  such  corpora- 
tion of  all  or  any  part  of  such  property  or  other  as- 
sets on  such  terms  and  conditions  and  at  such  pur- 
chase price  as  the  commissioner,  with  the  approval  of 
the  mayor,  shall  determine  after  appraisal  or  other  in- 
dependent valuation  of  the  fair  market  value  of  such 
property  or  other  assets,  provided  that  any  such  sale 
shall  first  be  approved  by  vote  of  the  city  council  in 
accordance  with  section  2  of  chapter  486  of  the  acts 
of  1909,  as  amended.  All  agreements  executed  and 
delivered  by  the  city  to  effect  such  merger  or  consol- 
idation as  provided  in  this  section,  and  all  other 
agreements  between  the  city  or  the  department  of 
health  and  hospitals  or  the  trustees  of  health  and  hos- 
pitals and  the  corporation  resulting  from  such  merger 
or  consolidation,  or  pertaining  to  the  provision  by 
such  corporation  of  medical  or  other  public  health 
services  to  or  on  behalf  of  the  city,  shall  be  assumed 
by  and  imposed  upon  the  commission  on  July  1, 
1996,  in  accordance  with  section  6  of  this  act. 

(c)  Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  general  or 
special  law  to  the  contrary,  the  agreements  between 
the  city  and  a  corporation  described  in  this  section 
providing  for  the  merger  or  consolidation  of  the  op- 
erations of  the  department  of  health  and  hospitals  and 
the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals  pertaining  to 
Boston  city  hospital  and  Boston  specialty  and  rehabil- 
itation hospital  shall  provide  as  a  condition  thereof 
that  the  corporation  resulting  from  such  merger  or 
consolidation  shall  annually  prepare  and  file  with  the 
mayor  and  the  president  of  the  city  council  a  report 
on  its  commitment  to  and  provision  of  health  care 
services  in  the  prior  year  accompanied  by  a  copy  of 
the  annual  report  filed  by  the  corporation  for  such 
year  with  the  division  of  public  charities  as  provided 
in  section  8F  of  chapter  12  of  the  General  Laws  and 
including  financial  statements  relating  to  the  opera- 
tions and  properties  of  such  corporation  maintained 
in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles  to  the  extent  applicable  and  audited  by  an 
independent  certified  public  accountant  or  firm  of 
certified  public  accountants.  Such  agreements  will 
further  provide  that  such  corporation  will  hold  annu- 
ally not  less  than  one  meeting  of  the  corporation  that 
will  be  open  to  the  general  public  after  notice  filed 
with  the  city  clerk  not  less  than  fourteen  days  prior 
to  the  meeting,  and  that  such  corporation  will  estab- 
lish an  office  for  patient  advocacy  to  investigate,  di- 
rectly or  by  contract  with  an  independent,  non-profit 
organization  formed  for  the  purpose,  patient  com- 
plaints with  respect  to  the  delivery  of  hospital  serv- 
ices. 

(d)  In  addition  to  the  powers  and  rights  granted  the 
city  by  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section,  at 
any  time  after  the  effective  date  of  this  act.  the  city, 
acting  by  the  commissioner  of  heaJth  and  hospitals, 
with  the  approval  of  the  city  council  and  the  mayor, 
may  enter  into  one  or  more  contracts  with  a  corpora- 
tion described  in  this  section  for  the  management  by 
such  corporation  or  by  the  personnel  thereof,  under 
the  control,  direction  and  supervision  of  the  board  of 
health  and  hospitals  and  the  trustees  of  health  and 
hospitals,  of  all  or  substantially  all  of  the  operations 
of  Boston  city  hospital  or  Boston  specialty  and  reha- 
bilitation hospital,  and  any  other  health  care  facilities 
under  the  care  and  custody  of  the  department  of 
health  and  hospitals  and  the  trustees  of  health  and 
hospitals,  on  such  terms  and  conditions,  and  for  such 
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period,  ending  not  later  than  June  30,  1996,  as  the 
commissioner  shall  determine  to  be  in  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  city. 

(e)  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to 
the  contrary,  passage  of  this  act  shall  constitute  a  de- 
termination under  section  5 1  of  chapter  111  of  the 
General  Laws  that  there  is  a  need  for  the  corpora- 
tion, together  with  its  hospital,  clinics,  health  centers 
and  operations,  that  results  from  any  mergers,  con- 
solidations or  acquisitions  of  University  Hospital, 
Inc.  and  the  operations  of  Boston  city  hospital  and 
Boston  specialty  and  rehabilitation  hospital  in  the 
manner  contemplated  by  this  section  into  a  new,  non- 
profit corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the 
commonwealth,  and  upon  application  by  such  result- 
ing corporation,  the  department  of  public  health  shall 
issue  to  such  corporation  as  soon  as  possible  an  orig- 
inal license  to  establish  and  maintain  such  hospitals, 
clinics,  health  centers  and  other  facilities  as  had  been 
maintained  and  operated  by  University  Hospital,  Inc., 
Boston  city  hospital  and  Boston  specialty  and  rehabil- 
itation hospital  prior  to  such  mergers,  consolidations 
or  acquisitions. 

(f)  In  the  event  that  the  operations  of  Boston  city 
hospital  are  merged  or  consolidated  with  the  opera- 
tions of  University  Hospital,  Inc.  in  the  manner  con- 
templated in  this  section,  the  hospital  resulting  from 
such  merger  or  consolidation  shall  be  deemed  to  re- 
tain the  status  and  characteristics  which  Boston  city 
hospital  had  prior  to  such  merger  or  consolidation  as 
a  public  service  hospital  as  defined  by  114.1  CMR 
36.13(2)(i)(3)  and  as  a  public  hospital  for  purposes 
of  determining  eligibility  for  and  determination  of  all 
payments  from  all  governmental  units  for  the  provi- 
sion of  general  health  supplies,  care  or  rehabilitative 
services  and  accommodations,  as  those  terms  are  de- 
fined in  section  1  of  chapter  495  of  the  acts  of  1991, 
including  without  limitation  for  purposes  of  determin- 
ing eligibility  for  payments  to  high  public  payer  hos- 
pitals pursuant  to  114.1  CMR  36.13(10)(a)(2);  dis- 
proportionate share  adjustments  for  safety  net 
providers  pursuant  to  114.1  CMR  36.13(10)(c);  pay- 
ments owed  to  or  from  the  uncompensated  care  pool 
in  accordance  with  regulations  established  pursuant  to 
chapter  118F  of  the  General  Laws;  and  entitlement  to 
payment  from  and  participation  in  medical  assistance 
programs  established  under  chapter  1 1 8E  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  on  a  basis  which  recognizes  such  resulting 
hospital  as  the  successor  to  Boston  city  hospital. 

(g)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  chapter  32  of 
the  General  Laws  or  any  other  general  or  special  law 
to  the  contrary,  on  and  after  the  effective  date  of  this 
act  the  city,  acting  by  its  collector-treasurer,  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor,  shall  provide  for  an  early  re- 
tirement incentive  program  as  provided  in  this  section 
for  any  employee  of  the  department  of  health  and 
hospitals  or  the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals  who 
(i)  shall  be  an  employee  of  the  department  of  health 
and  hospitals  or  the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals 
and  an  active  member-in-service  on  the  effective  date 
of  this  act  of  the  state-Boston  retirement  system  es- 
tablished under  chapter  32  or  any  predecessor  sys- 

i  tern,  (ii)  shall  be  eligible  to  receive  a  superannuation 
i  retirement  allowance  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
i  sions  of  subdivision  (1)  of  section  5  or  subdivision 
[  (1)  of  section  10  of  said  chapter  32  upon  the  effec- 
II  tive  retirement  date  specified  in  his  written  applica- 
tion therefor  to  the  Boston  retirement  board  and  (iii) 
shall  have  filed  a  written  application  after  September 
1,  1995,  but  no  later  than  February  1,  1996,  to  retire 
for  superannuation  as  of  the  date  which  shall  be 
specified  in  such  application;  provided,  however,  that 
said  date  for  retirement  shall  be  no  earlier  than  Janu- 
ary 1,  1996,  and  no  later  than  June  30,  1996;  and 
provided  further  that  no  employee  who  retires  and  re- 


ceives an  additional  benefit  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  entitled  under  sec- 
tion 5  of  this  act  to  be  offered  employment  by  a  cor- 
poration resulting  from  a  merger  or  consolidation  de- 
scribed in  section  5  or  to  be  transferred  to  the 
commission  as  provided  in  section  6  of  this  act.  Said 
program  shall  be  administered  by  the  Boston  retire- 
ment board,  which  shall  also  promulgate  regulations 
to  implement  the  provisions  of  said  program.  Not- 
withstanding any  provisions  of  said  chapter  32  to  the 
contrary,  the  normal  yearly  amount  of  the  retirement 
allowance  for  an  eligible  employee  who  is  employed 
by  the  city  and  who  has  paid  the  full  amount  of  reg- 
ular deductions  on  the  total  amount  of  regular  com- 
pensation as  determined  under  paragraph  (a)  of  sub- 
division (2)  of  section  5  of  said  chapter  32,  shall  be 
based  on  the  average  annual  rate  of  regular  compen- 
sation as  determined  under  said  paragraph  (a)  and 
shall  be  computed  according  to  the  table  contained  in 
said  paragraph  (a)  based  on  the  age  of  such  member 
and  his  number  of  years  and  full  months  of  creditable 
service  at  the  time  of  his  retirement  increased  up  to 
five  years  of  age  or  up  to  five  years  of  creditable 
service  or  by  a  combination  of  additional  years  of 
age  and  service  the  sum  of  which  shall  not  be  greater 
than  five,  provided,  however  that  the  collector- 
treasurer  of  the  city,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor, 
may  limit  the  amount  of  additional  credit  for  service 
or  age  or  a  combination  of  service  or  age  offered  and 
the  number  of  employees  for  whom  a  retirement  cal- 
culated under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
approved;  provided,  further  that  if  participation  is 
limited,  the  retirement  of  employees  with  greater 
creditable  service  shall  be  approved  before  approval 
is  given  to  employees  with  lesser  creditable  service. 
For  the  purpose  of  this  section  words  shall  have  the 
same  meanings  as  in  chapter  32  of  the  General  Laws, 
unless  otherwise  expressly  provided  or  unless  the 
context  clearly  requires  otherwise.  An  employee  who 
retires  and  receives  an  additional  benefit  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  retired  for  superannuation  under  the 
provision  of  said  chapter  32  and  shall  be  so  subject 
to  any  and  all  provisions  of  said  chapter  32.  The  to- 
tal normal  yearly  amount  of  the  retirement  allowance, 
as  determined  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
section  5  of  said  chapter  32,  of  any  employee  who 
retires  and  receives  an  additional  benefit  under  the 
retirement  incentive  program  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  exceed  such  per- 
centage of  the  average  annual  rate  of  his  regular 
compensation  received  during  any  period  of  three 
consecutive  years  of  creditable  service  for  which  the 
rate  of  compensation  was  the  highest  as  may  be  es- 
tablished by  the  collector-treasurer  of  the  city,  with 
the  approval  of  the  mayor,  or  of  the  average  annual 
rate  of  his  regular  compensation  received  during  the 
periods,  whether  or  not  consecutive,  constituting  his 
last  three  years  of  creditable  service  preceding  retire- 
ment, whichever  is  greater.  The  Boston  retirement 
board  shall  prepare  a  funding  schedule  which  shall 
reflect  the  costs  and  the  actuarial  liabilities  attribut- 
able to  the  additional  benefits  payable  under  the  re- 
tirement incentive  program  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  section  and  said  schedule  shall  be 
designed  to  reduce  the  additional  pension  liability  at- 
tributable to  such  costs  and  liabilities  to  zero  on  or 
before  June  30,  2016;  provided,  however,  that  said 
board  shall  triennially  update  such  schedule  until 
June  30,  2016.  In  each  of  the  fiscal  years  until  the 
actuarial  liability  determined  under  this  section  shall 
be  reduced  to  zero,  it  shall  be  deemed  an  obligation 
of  the  city  to  fund  such  liability  and  there  shall  be 
appropriated  in  each  such  fiscal  year  the  amount  re- 
quired by   the   funding   schedule   and   the  updates 
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thereto. 

(h)  Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  this  act  to  the 
contrary,  if  the  city  proposes  to  enter  into  negotia- 
tions with  any  corporation  other  than  University  Hos- 
pital, Inc.  or  a  successor  corporation  thereto  with  re- 
spect to  the  merger  or  consolidation  of  the  operations 
of  such  corporation  and  the  operations  of  the  depart- 
ment of  health  and  hospitals  allocable  to  Boston  city 
hospital  and  Boston  specialty  and  rehabilitation  hospi- 
tal as  provided  in  this  section,  the  city  shall  provide 
notice  of  such  negotiations  to  each  labor  organization 
representing  employees  of  the  city  that  would  be  af- 
fected by  such  merger  or  consolidation  and,  to  the 
extent  permitted  by  law,  shall  offer  such  organiza- 
tions an  opportunity  to  participate  in  discussions  be- 
tween the  city  and  such  corporation  regarding  bar- 
gainable  issues. 

Section  6.  (a)  Notwithstanding  any  provision  of 
this  act  to  the  contrary,  except  as  otherwise  expressly 
provided  in  this  paragraph,  from  the  effective  date  of 
this  act  until  June  30,  1996,  the  rights  and  powers 
granted  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  the  commis- 
sion shall  be  exercised  by  the  board  of  health  and 
hospitals,  acting  by  the  commissioner  thereof,  with 
the  approval  of  the  mayor.  On  and  after  January  1 , 
1996,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  a  quorum  of  the  com- 
mission may  be  appointed,  the  commission  shall  un- 
dertake the  following:  (i)  provide  for  the  appointment 
of  an  executive  director  and  such  additional  staff  as 
shall  be  necessary  for  the  management  and  operation 
of  the  commission  after  consideration  of  the  employ- 
ees of  the  department  of  health  and  hospitals  and  the 
trustees  of  health  and  hospitals  to  be  transferred  to 
the  commission  as  provided  in  this  section  6;  (ii) 
make  and  deliver  to  the  mayor  no  later  than  the  sec- 
ond Wednesday  in  March,  1996,  in  accordance  with 
section  8,  the  commission's  initial  assessment  of  the 
public  health  needs  of  the  city;  (iii)  submit  to  the 
mayor  no  later  than  the  second  Wednesday  in  March, 
1996,  the  commission's  proposed  public  health  serv- 
ices budget  for  the  fiscal  year  commencing  July  1, 
1996,  and  an  estimate  of  the  commission's  net  cost  of 
public  health  services,  if  any,  for  such  fiscal  year,  all 
in  accordance  with  section  8;  (iv)  adopt  no  later  than 
the  second  Wednesday  in  June,  1996,  its  public 
health  services  budget  for  the  fiscal  year  commencing 
July  1,  1996,  in  accordance  with  section  8;  (v)  pro- 
vide for  the  transfer  of  the  functions  and  employees 
of  the  department  of  health  and  hospitals  and  the 
trustees  of  health  and  hospitals  to  be  effective  on  July 
1,  1996,  in  accordance  with  this  section  6,  including 
without  limitation  negotiation  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  chapter  150E  of  the  General  Laws  of 
collective  bargaining  agreements  with  such  employees 
to  be  effective  on  and  after  July  1,  1996;  and  (vi)  in 
conjunction  with  a  corporation  described  in  section  5 
of  this  act,  establish  an  employee  retraining  and  de- 
velopment fund,  to  which  the  city  may  appropriate 
such  sums  as  the  city  council  and  the  mayor  may  ap- 
prove, to  pay  costs  of  retraining  employees  of  the  de- 
partment of  health  and  hospitals,  the  trustees  of 
health  and  hospitals  and  such  corporation  who  may 
be  adversely  affected  by  changes  in  the  city's  health 
care  workforce  as  a  result  of  a  consolidation  de- 
scribed in  section  5  of  this  act.  Notwithstanding  any 
general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  the  rights  and 
powers  of  the  commission  authorized  by  the  provi- 
sions of  this  paragraph  to  be  exercised  by  the  com- 
mission on  and  after  January  1,  1996,  and  prior  to 
July  1,  1996,  upon  request  of  the  commission  to,  and 
with  the  approval  of,  the  mayor,  may  be  exercised  by 
personnel  of  the  department  of  health  and  hospitals 
and  the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals.  All  expenses 
of  the  commission  incurred  in  the  performance  of  the 
rights  and  powers  provided  in  the  paragraph  shall  be 


borne  by  the  city,  provided  that  such  expenses,  or  a 
budget  therefor,  shall  have  been  first  approved  by  the 
mayor.  The  mayor  shall  submit  to  the  city  council 
such  supplementary  appropriation  orders  for  such  ex- 
penses as  he  shall  deem  appropriate. 

(b)  Effective  July  1,  1996,  the  department  of 
health  and  hospitals  and  the  trustees  of  health  and 
hospitals  are  hereby  abolished  and,  subject  to  section 
5,  all  rights,  powers,  appropriations,  obligations  and 
immunities  of  the  department  of  health  and  hospitals 
and  the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals  under  law  or 
contract  shall  be  transferred  to  and  assumed  by  the 
commission.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the 
foregoing,  subject  to  section  5,  on  July  1,  1996,  the 
commission  shall  assume  the  general  care  and  control 
of  Boston  city  hospital.  Boston  specialty  and  rehabili- 
tation hospital  and  of  all  other  public  health  facilities 
of  the  city,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act. 
In  addition  to  the  other  rights  or  powers  granted  to 
the  commission  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  from 
and  after  July  1,  1996,  the  commission  shall  have  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  from  time  to  time 
conferred  or  imposed  on  boards  of  health  of  cities  in 
the  commonwealth  by  general  laws  applicable  to  the 
city,  except  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  or  im- 
posed by  section  12  of  chapter  83  of  the  General 
Laws,  by  section  127  of  chapter  111  of  the  General 
Laws,  and  by  sections  122,  123,  124  and  125  of  said 
chapter  111  in  so  far  as  applicable  to  places  of  hu- 
man habitation;  the  commission  shall  also  have  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  conferred  or  imposed 
by  general  or  special  law  upon  the  board  of  health  of 
the  city,  or  the  health  commissioner  of  the  city,  in- 
cluding chapter  89  of  the  acts  of  1889,  as  amended, 
except  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  or  imposed 
by  sections  13,  14,  19,  20,  21  and  22  of  chapter  382 
of  the  acts  of  1885,  as  amended,  by  chapter  185  of 
the  acts  of  1897,  by  chapter  219  of  the  acts  of  1897, 
as  amended,  by  section  128  of  chapter  550  of  the 
acts  of  1907,  as  amended,  and  by  section  116  or  any 
other  provision  of  the  Boston  Building  Code. 

(c)  Subject  to  section  5,  on  July  1,  1996,  owner- 
ship, possession  and  control  of  Boston  city  hospital, 
Boston  specialty  and  rehabilitation  hospital  and  all 
other  real  and  personal  property  under  the  care  and 
custody  on  such  date  of  the  department  of  health  and 
hospitals  and  the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals,  and 
all  contracts,  books,  papers,  records,  and  documents 
of  whatever  description  pertaining  to  Boston  city  hos- 
pital and  Boston  specialty  and  rehabilitation  hospital 
or  otherwise  to  the  affairs  of  the  department  of  health 
and  hospitals  and  the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals, 
shall  pass  to  and  be  vested  in  the  commission  without 
consideration  or  further  evidence  of  transfer  and  shall 
thereafter  be  in  the  ownership,  possession  and  control 
of  the  commission;  and  all  debts,  liabilities  and  other 
obligations  of  the  city  pertaining  to  or  on  account  of 
the  department  of  health  and  hospitals  and  the  trust- 
ees of  health  and  hospitals,  including  the  obligation 
of  the  city  to  pay  the  interest  and  principal  require- 
ments on  all  bonds,  notes  and  other  evidences  of  in- 
debtedness outstanding  on  June  30.  1996.  issued  by 
the  city  for  purposes  pertaining  to  Boston  city  hospi- 
tal and  Boston  specialty  and  rehabilitation  hospital 
and  any  other  property  transferred  to  the  commission 
under  this  act,  shall  be  assumed  by  and  imposed 
upon  the  commission;  provided  that  all  liabilities  of 
the  city  in  tort,  whether  actual  or  contingent,  pertain- 
ing to  the  department  of  health  and  hospitals  or  the 
trustees  of  health  and  hospitals  and  arising  out  of 
actions  or  events  which  occur  prior  to  the  transfer  of 
control  to  the  commission  as  provided  in  this  section, 
shall  not  be  assumed  by  or  imposed  upon  the  com- 
mission but  shall  continue  to  be  the  liabilities  of  the 
city.  Except  as  above  provided,  all  actions  and  pro- 
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ceedings  duly  pending  before,  all  actions  and  pro- 
ceedings duly  pending  against,  and  all  actions  and 
proceedings  duly  begun  by  the  department  of  health 
and  hospitals  or  the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals 
shall  continue  unabated  and  remain  in  full  force  and 
effect  notwithstanding  the  passage  of  this  act  and  the 
transfer  of  control  contemplated  hereby  and  may,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  court,  commission,  board  or 
other  body  having  jurisdiction,  be  completed  before, 
against  or  by  the  commission. 

(d)  All  orders,  rules,  regulations  and  ordinances 
duly  promulgated  by  the  city  or  the  department  of 
health  and  hospitals  pertaining  to  the  department  or 
otherwise  in  the  exercise  of  its  powers  under  law  in 
effect  on  July  1,  1996,  shall  remain  in  full  force  and 
effect  to  the  extent  consistent  with  this  act  until  su- 
perseded, revised  or  rescinded  by  the  commission. 
All  contracts,  including  collective  bargaining  agree- 
ments, leases,  mortgages,  obligations,  benefits,  rights 
and  liabilities  of  the  city,  the  department  of  health 
and  hospitals  and  the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals 
which  are  transferred  to  the  commission  under  any 
provision  of  this  act  shall  continue  in  full  force  and 
effect  in  accordance  with  law  and  shall  be  transferred 
to,  assumed  by  and  imposed  upon  the  commission  by 
operation  of  law. 

(e)  Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  this  act  to  the 
contrary,  ownership,  possession  and  control  of  any 
real  property  located  on  Long  Island  in  the  city 
which  is  under  the  care  and  custody  of  the  depart- 
ment of  health  and  hospitals  on  June  30,  1996,  and, 
subject  to  section  5,  so  much  of  the  real  property 
comprising  the  site  of  the  Boston  specialty  and  reha- 
bilitation hospital,  or  appurtenant  thereto,  that  is  de- 
termined by  the  commissioner  of  health  and  hospitals 
to  be  not  required  for  the  purposes  of  the  commis- 
sion, as  evidenced  by  a  certificate  of  the  commis- 
sioner, approved  by  the  mayor,  filed  with  the  city 
clerk  on  or  before  June  30,  1996,  shall  not  pass  to 
and  be  vested  in  the  commission  but  shall  be  trans- 
ferred on  July  1,  1996,  to  the  care  and  custody  of 
the  public  facilities  department  of  the  city  existing 
under  chapter  642  of  the  acts  of  1966,  as  amended. 

(0  Subject  to  section  5,  on  July  1,  1996,  all  unex- 
pended balances  of  moneys  in  accounts  of,  for  or  on 
behalf  of  the  department  of  health  and  hospitals  and 
the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals,  including  without 
limitation  accounts  receivable,  grants,  public  trusts, 
bequests,  gifts  and  other  funds  pertaining  to  Boston 
city  hospital  and  Boston  specialty  and  rehabilitation 
hospital  or  any  other  property,  right  or  operation  of 
the  department  of  health  and  hospitals  or  the  trustees 
of  health  and  hospitals,  each  as  determined  by  the 
collector-treasurer  of  the  city,  with  the  approval  of 
the  mayor,  including  moneys  and  investments,  if  any, 
held  for  the  payment  of  security  of  interest  and  prin- 
cipal of  then  outstanding  bonds,  notes  and  other  evi- 
dences of  indebtedness  of  the  city  as  provided  in  this 
section,  but  excluding  money  and  investments  held 
by  or  for  the  account  of  the  Boston  retirement  board 
on  account  of  accrued  retirement  benefits  under  chap- 
ter 32  of  the  General  Laws  for  employees  of  the  de- 
partment of  health  and  hospitals  or  the  trustees  of 
health  and  hospitals,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  held  in 
trust  for  and  shall  be  transferred  to  the  commission. 
Subsequent  to  such  date,  all  moneys  collected  or  re- 
ceived by  the  city  from  any  source  on  account  of 
Boston  city  hospital  and  Boston  specialty  and  rehabil- 
itation hospital,  subject  to  section  5,  and  any  other 
property,  right  or  operation  of  the  department  of 
health  and  hospitals  or  the  trustees  of  health  and  hos- 
pitals transferred  to  the  commission  by  operation  of 
this  act,  as  determined  by  the  collector-treasurer  of 
the  city,  other  than  any  such  moneys  properly  alloca- 
ble to  a  right,  liability  or  obligation  retained  by  the 


city  under  any  provision  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  held  in  trust  for  and  shall  be  forthwith  transfer- 
red and  paid  over  to  the  commission. 

(g)  Subject  to  section  5,  on  July  1,  1996,  each 
employee  of  the  department  of  health  and  hospitals 
and  the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals  whose  work 
is  determined  by  the  commissioner  of  health  and  hos- 
pitals to  be  primarily  related  to  the  powers,  duties 
and  obligations  of  the  department  of  health  and  hos- 
pitals and  the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals  transfer- 
red to  the  commission  on  such  date  by  operation  of 
this  act  shall  become  an  employee  of,  and  shall  be 
transferred  to,  the  commission  without  any  loss  of 
accrued  rights  to  holidays,  sick  leave,  vacations  or 
other  benefits  of  employment,  and  by  such  transfer, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  section,  such 
employee's  seniority,  wages,  salaries,  hours,  working 
conditions,  health  benefits,  pensions  and  retirement 
allowances  under  the  law  or  contract  shall  not  be  im- 
paired, provided  that  thereafter  such  employee  shall 
perform  his  or  her  duties  under  the  direction,  control 
and  supervision  of  the  commission.  All  such  employ- 
ees who  immediately  prior  to  such  date  hold  perma- 
nent appointments  classified  under  chapter  31  of  the 
General  Laws  shall  be  entitled  to  the  rights  and  bene- 
fits of,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  relating 
to,  tenured  employees  under  chapter  31  with  respect 
to  that  position  and  their  term  of  office  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  be  interrupted  within  the  meaning  of  said 
chapter  31,  notwithstanding  any  change  in  title  or  du- 
ties. Rights  and  obligations  under  collective  bargain- 
ing agreements  with  respect  to  employees  transferred 
to  the  commission  from  the  department  of  health  and 
hospitals  or  the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals,  ex- 
cept to  the  extent  expressly  inconsistent  with  this  act, 
shall  be  assumed  by  and  imposed  upon  the  commis- 
sion, and  employees  transferred  to  the  commission 
who  are  subject  to  such  agreements  shall  continue  to 
be  represented  by  the  employee  organizations  that  are 
parties  to  such  agreements  until  such  time  as  they 
elect  to  be  otherwise  represented  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  chapter  150E  of  the  General  Laws. 
Existing  bargaining  units  as  determined  by  the  state 
labor  relations  commission  for  department  of  health 
and  hospitals  and  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals  em- 
ployees shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  for  those 
employees  transferred  to  the  commission  until  the  ex- 
piration date  of  collective  bargaining  agreements  cov- 
ering such  employees.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing, 
no  employee  of  the  city  who  is  hired  by  the  commis- 
sion subsequent  to  July  1,  1996,  shall  be  entitled  to 
transfer  to  the  commission  any  accrued  or  credited 
vacation,  sick  or  personal  time. 

(h)  Every  employee  of  the  department  of  health 
and  hospitals  or  the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals 
who  immediately  prior  to  being  transferred  to  the 
commission  by  this  action  is  a  member  of  the  state- 
Boston  retirement  system  established  under  chapter 
32  of  the  General  Laws  and  chapter  520  of  the  acts 
of  1947,  as  amended,  or  predecessor  retirement  sys- 
tems thereto,  shall  continue  to  be  a  member  thereof 
and  subject  to  the  laws  applicable  thereto.  Any  em- 
ployee of  the  department  of  health  and  hospitals  or 
the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals  who  immediately 
prior  to  being  transferred  to  the  commission  by  this 
section  is  not  a  member  of  the  state-Boston  retire- 
ment system,  and  any  person  first  employed  by  the 
commission  subsequent  to  July  1,  1996,  whose  com- 
pensation is  principally  derived  from  federal  and  state 
grants,  shall  not  be  required  to  become  a  member  of 
the  state-Boston  retirement  system  but  may  elect  to 
become  a  member  of  such  system  upon  notice  to  the 
commission  delivered  within  thirty  days  of  com- 
mencement of  employment;  provided  that  no  such 
employee  shall  be  entitled  to  make  make-up  pay- 
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ments  as  described  in  section  3  of  chapter  32  of  the 
General  Laws  for  any  period  while  such  employee 
was  not  an  active  member-in-service  of  a  retirement 
system  described  in  chapter  32.  All  other  employees 
of  the  commission  shall  be  required  to  become  mem- 
bers of  the  state-Boston  retirement  system  in  the 
same  manner  and  subject  to  the  same  laws,  rules  and 
regulations  as  persons  entering  the  employ  of  the 
city.  The  commission  shall  deduct  from  the  wages  of 
its  employees  who  are  members  of  the  state-Boston 
retirement  system  and  pay  over  to  the  Boston  retire- 
ment board  such  sums  as  the  city  would  deduct  and 
pay  over  if  such  person  were  an  employee  of  the  city. 
The  commission  shall  annually  reimburse  the  city  for 
its  share  of  any  amounts  appropriated  by  the  city  un- 
der the  provisions  of  chapter  32  of  the  General  Laws 
for  or  on  account  of  retirement  allowances  for  em- 
ployees of  the  commission,  and  for  its  share  of  any 
amounts  appropriated  by  the  city  for  administrative 
costs  of  the  Boston  retirement  board,  based  on  an  al- 
location, determined  by  such  retirement  board,  of  the 
years  of  creditable  service  of  such  employee  with  the 
commission  and  with  the  city  or  one  or  more  other 
governmental  bodies  which  are  members  of  the  state- 
Boston  retirement  system.  The  commission  shall  not 
be  liable  for  accrued  retirement  allowances  to  or  on 
account  of  employees  of  the  department  of  health  and 
hospitals  or  the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals  who 
are  not  transferred  to  and  employed  by  the  commis- 
sion pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  including 
without  limitation  any  such  employees  employed  by  a 
corporation  described  in  section  5. 

(i)  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to 
the  contrary,  the  commission  may  contract  with  any 
employee  of  the  commission  who  is  not  a  member  of 
the  state-Boston  retirement  system  with  respect  to  the 
establishment,  continuation,  maintenance  and  funding 
of  any  deferred  compensation  or  other  pension  or  re- 
tirement plan  or  program  under  state  or  federal  law 
which  has  been  maintained  for  such  employee  prior 
to  his  or  her  employment  by  the  commission  or 
which  the  commission  thereafter  agrees  to  maintain, 
and  for  such  purpose  the  commission  may  become  a 
trustee  or  sponsor  of,  and  may  make  contributions 
to,  any  such  plan  or  program.  For  purposes  of  this 
paragraph,  the  word  "employee"  shall  have  the  same 
meaning  as  "employee"  in  section  1  of  chapter  32  of 
the  General  Laws  and  shall  also  include  consultants 
and  independent  contractors  who  are  natural  persons 
paid  by  the  commission  and  whose  duties  require  that 
their  time  be  devoted  to  the  service  of  the  commis- 
sion during  regular  business  hours. 

(j)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  act 
to  the  contrary,  all  facilities,  vehicles,  equipment  and 
other  property  under  the  care  and  custody  of  the  de- 
partment of  health  and  hospitals  on  July  1,  1996,  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  emergency  medical  services 
within  the  city  of  Boston  shall  be  transferred  to  the 
care  and  custody  of  the  commission  as  provided  in 
this  section  6,  and  each  employee  of  the  department 
of  health  and  hospitals  at  July  1,  1996,  whose  work 
is  determined  by  the  commissioner  of  health  and  hos- 
pitals to  be  primarily  related  to  the  provision  of  such 
emergency  medical  services  shall  become  an  em- 
ployee of,  and  shall  be  transferred  to,  the  commis- 
sion on  such  date  by  operation  of  this  act. 

(k)  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to 
the  contrary,  any  employee  of  the  department  of 
health  and  hospitals  or  the  trustees  of  health  and  hos- 
pitals at  June  30,  1996,  who  is  transferred  to  the 
commission  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  or 
who  is  employed  by  a  corporation  resulting  from  a 
merger  or  consolidation  described  in  section  5  of  this 
act  and  who  prior  to  such  transfer  or  employment 
was  a  member  of  the  city  of  Boston  credit  union 


shall  be  entitled  to  remain  a  member  of  the  city  of 
Boston  credit  union  retaining  all  rights,  benefits  and 
responsibilities  of  membership. 

(I)  Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  this  act  to  the 
contrary,  if  the  merger  or  consolidation  of  the  opera- 
tions of  Boston  city  hospital  and  Boston  specialty  and 
rehabilitation  hospital  and  the  operations  of  a  corpo- 
ration described  in  section  5  of  this  act  is  not  ap- 
proved by  the  city  council  and  the  mayor  on  or  be- 
fore June  30,  1996,  as  provided  in  section  5,  the 
provisions  of  this  section  6,  other  than  the  provisions 
of  paragraph  (a)  hereof,  including  without  limitation 
the  transfer  of  assets,  liabilities  and  employees  from 
the  department  of  health  and  hospitals  or  the  trustees 
of  health  and  hospitals  to  the  commission  provided 
for  in  this  section,  shall  become  effective  solely  upon 
vote  of  the  city  council  approved  by  the  mayor,  and 
until  so  voted,  the  board  of  health  and  hospitals  and 
the  trustees  of  health  and  hospitals,  and  the  powers 
and  immunities  thereof,  shall  remain  in  full  force  and 
effect. 

Section  7.  (a)  In  addition  to  its  other  powers  enu- 
merated in  this  act,  the  commission  shall  have  the 
following  rights  and  powers: 

(1)  to  adopt  bylaws  for  the  regulation  of  the  af- 
fairs and  the  conduct  of  its  business,  and  to  prescribe 
rules,  regulations  and  policies  in  connection  with  the 
performance  of  its  functions  and  duties; 

(2)  to  adopt  an  official  seal  and  alter  the  same  at 
pleasure; 

(3)  to  maintain  an  office  at  such  place  or  places 
as  it  may  determine; 

(4)  to  establish  its  fiscal  year,  which  shall  other- 
wise by  July  1  through  June  30; 

(5)  to  receive,  administer,  expend  and  comply 
with  the  conditions  and  requirements  respecting  any 
gift,  grant,  donation  or  appropriation  of  any  property 
or  money; 

(6)  to  receive  and  apply  its  revenues  to  the  pur- 
pose of  this  act  without  appropriation  or  allotment  by 
the  city  except  as  otherwise  expressly  provided  in 
this  act.  and  to  invest  any  moneys  of  the  commission 
or  under  its  control  in  such  investments  as  are  legal 
investments  for  moneys  of  the  commonwealth; 

(7)  subject  to  section  5,  to  maintain,  repair,  oper- 
ate and  improve  Boston  city  hospital,  Boston  spe- 
cialty and  rehabilitation  hospital  and  all  other  public 
health  facilities  under  its  custody  and  control  and  to 
provide  for  the  cost  of  the  foregoing  and  its  other  ac- 
tivities, programs  and  project  from  its  revenues,  ap- 
propriations, grants,  the  proceeds  of  loans,  or  from 
any  other  moneys  legally  available  to  the  commis- 
sion. 

(8)  to  provide  directly  or  by  contract  with  a  cor- 
poration resulting  from  a  merger  or  consolidation  de- 
scribed in  section  5  of  this  act,  or  by  contract  with 
any  other  health  care  provider,  health  care  services  to 
all  persons  in  need  of  care  regardless  of  ability  to 
pay; 

(9)  to  mortgage,  pledge  or  assign  any  property  of 
the  commission,  real  or  personal,  and  any  money, 
fees,  charges,  or  other  revenue  of  the  commission 
and  any  proceeds  derived  by  the  commission  from 
the  sale  of  property,  insurance  or  condemnation 
awards; 

(10)  to  make  application  for,  receive,  accept  and 
expend  any  federal,  commonwealth  or  city  loans  or 
grants  for  or  in  aid  of  any  program  or  operations  of 
the  commission  or  of  any  facilities  or  other  property 
of  the  commission,  and  to  receive  and  accept  contri- 
butions from  any  source  of  either  money,  property, 
labor  or  other  things  of  value; 

(II)  to  sue  and  be  sued,  prosecute  and  defend 
actions  relating  to  its  properties  and  affairs,  and  to  be 
liable  in  tort  in  the  same  manner  as  the  department 
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of  health  and  hospitals  immediately  prior  to  the  effec- 
tive date  of  this  act,  provided,  however,  that  the  com- 
mission is  not  authorized  to  become  a  debtor  under 
the  United  States  Bankruptcy  Code; 

(12)  to  appoint  or  employ  personnel  as  herein  pro- 
vided and  to  engage  legal,  accounting,  management, 
financial,  medical,  consulting  and  other  professional 
services  and  agents; 

(13)  to  acquire  by  purchase,  lease,  gift  or  devise, 
or  to  obtain  options  for  the  acquisition  of,  any  prop- 
erty or  any  interest  therein,  real  or  personal,  im- 
proved or  unimproved,  tangible  or  intangible;  to 
make  contracts  and  agreements  of  all  kinds,  including 
but  not  limited  to  contracts  for  the  management  of  its 
hospital  and  public  health  facilities  and  for  the  provi- 
sion to  the  commission  of  public  health  services,  and 
contracts  for  the  sale,  lease,  as  lessor  or  lessee,  or 
purchase  of  real  or  personal  property  of  any  kind  or 
description,  and  to  execute  and  deliver  instruments 
necessary  or  convenient  for  carrying  out  any  of  its 
purposes;  and  to  acquire,  create,  be  a  voting  member 
of,  choose  directors  to  serve  on  the  boards  of,  share 
common  officers  and  directors  with,  be  a  partner  in, 
or  participate  in  or  control,  any  venture,  corporation, 
partnership,  or  other  organization,  public  or  private, 
which  the  commission  finds  operates  for  purposes 
consistent  with,  and  in  furtherance  of,  the  purposes 
of  the  commission:  provided,  however,  that  no  con- 
tract or  agreement  for  the  management  of  all  or  sub- 
stantially all  of  the  operations  of  Boston  city  hospital 
or  Boston  specialty  hospital  shall  be  effective  without 
the  prior  approval  of  the  city  council  and  the  mayor; 
and  provided  further  that  the  commission  shall  not 
sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of,  or  lease  as  lessor  other 
than  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business,  any  real 
property  transferred  to  the  commission  by  operation 
of  this  act  except  upon  the  vote  of  the  city  council 
approved  by  the  mayor  in  accordance  with  section  2 
of  chapter  486  of  the  acts  of  1909,  as  amended;  for 
all  purposes  of  this  act  the  commission  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  a  municipal  department  of  health  as  de- 
fined in  clause  27  of  paragraph  (b)  of  section  1  of 
chapter  30B  of  the  General  Laws; 

(14)  to  manage  or  to  contract  with  the  city,  acting 
by  the  collector-treasurer  of  the  city  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  mayor,  for  the  management  of  public 
trusts,  bequests  and  other  endowment  funds  held  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  commission  for  application  to  the 
operations  of  Boston  city  hospital  or  Boston  specialty 
and  rehabilitation  hospital  or  any  other  corporate  pur- 
pose of  the  commission;  for  all  purposes  of  the  fore- 
going, the  hospitals  operated  by  a  corporation  result- 
ing from  a  merger  or  consolidation  described  in 
section  5  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  suc- 
cessors to  Boston  city  hospital  or  Boston  specialty 
and  rehabilitation  hospital,  as  applicable; 

(15)  to  adopt,  amend  and  repeal  reasonable  health 
regulations  not  inconsistent  with  any  public  health 
regulation  of  the  state  department  of  public  health  or 
with  any  other  provision  of  law,  and  prescribe  for 

I  any  violation  of  a  health  regulation  made  under  this 
I  clause  a  fine  according  to  the  nature  of  the  offense; 
i    and 

(16)  consistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of 
i    the  commonwealth,  to  exercise  such  other  powers, 

i    including  all  powers  pertaining  to  the  department  of 
I   health  and  hospitals  and  the  trustees  of  health  and 
i    hospitals  and  to  the  properties  under  their  custody 
i    and  control  held  by  the  city  on  the  effective  date  of 
'   this  act  not  inconsistent  herewith,  as  may  be  neces- 
sary or  convenient  for  or  incident  to  carrying  out  the 
foregoing  powers  and  the  accomplishment  of  the  pur- 
poses of  this  act. 

(b)  With  the  approval  of  the  city  council  and  the 
mayor,  the  commission  may  borrow  money  for  any 


of  its  corporate  purposes  from  the  Health  and  Educa- 
tional Facilities  Authority  established  by  chapter  614 
of  the  acts  of  1968,  as  amended,  and  may  issue  its 
bonds,  notes  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness 
therefor  and  may  secure  such  indebtedness  in  such 
manner  as  it  and  such  authority  may  deem  appropri- 
ate, provided  that  any  such  indebtedness  shall  be 
solely  the  debt  of  the  commission  and  the  city  shall 
have  no  obligation  for  the  payment  thereof.  The  com- 
mission shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  hospital  within  the 
meaning  of  section  3  of  said  chapter  614.  The  com- 
mission also  may  borrow  money  for  any  of  its  corpo- 
rate purposes  from,  and  may  issue  its  bonds,  notes 
and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  to,  the  city,  and 
the  city  may  appropriate  such  sums  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  fund  such  loans.  To  meet  any  such  appropria- 
tion, the  city,  acting  by  its  collector-treasurer,  with 
the  approval  of  the  mayor,  may  borrow  money  and 
incur  indebtedness  to  the  extent  authorized  by  any 
bond  act,  as  defined  in  chapter  643  of  the  acts  of 
1983,  as  amended,  heretofore  or  hereafter  enacted, 
and  upon  vote  of  the  city  council  as  provided  in  such 
bond  act.  Any  such  indebtedness  of  the  city  shall  be 
incurred,  and  any  bonds,  notes  or  other  evidences  of 
the  city  issued  therefor  shall  be  issued  and  secured  in 
accordance  with,  and  subject  to  the  limitations  of, 
chapter  643  of  the  acts  of  1983,  as  amended. 

(c)  Not  later  than  January  1,  1996,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  a  quorum  of  the  members  of  the  com- 
mission shall  be  appointed  as  provided  in  section  6  of 
this  act,  the  mayor  of  the  city,  by  order  filed  with  the 
city  clerk,  shall  establish  a  public  health  advisory 
committee  to  encourage  ongoing  coordination  among 
the  commission,  public  health  providers,  consumers 
of  public  health  services  and  funding  sources  in  ad- 
dressing the  city's  public  health  needs;  to  assist  the 
mayor  in  his  review  of  the  commission's  annual  pub- 
lic health  assessment  and  public  health  services 
budget  as  provided  in  section  8;  to  provide  advice  to 
the  mayor  regarding  the  performance  by  the  commis- 
sion of  its  responsibilities  under  this  act  and  by  pub- 
lic health  providers  under  contract  with  the  commis- 
sion of  their  responsibilities  under  those  contracts; 
and  to  otherwise  provide  advice  to,  and  prepare  such 
reports  as  may  be  requested  by,  the  mayor  on  public 
health  issues  in  the  city.  Such  committee  shall  consist 
of  not  less  than  nine  members  appointed  by  the 
mayor  and  shall  include  representation  by  at  least  two 
consumers  of  public  health  services  provided  by  the 
commission.  The  members  of  the  committee  shall  not 
be  deemed  to  be  employees  of  the  city  for  purposes 
of  chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  8.  (a)  Subject  to  any  limitations  thereon  or 
any  approval  required  therefor  under  any  other  gen- 
eral or  special  law,  the  commission  is  hereby  autho- 
rized to  fix,  revise,  determine  and  collect  fees,  rates, 
rents  and  other  charges  for  the  services,  programs 
and  other  activities  provided  by  it  or  as  a  result  of 
the  operation  of  the  properties  under  its  custody  and 
control,  including  without  limitation,  subject  to  sec- 
tion 5,  Boston  city  hospital  and  Boston  specialty  and 
rehabilitation  hospital.  The  fees,  rates,  rents  and 
other  charges  established  by  the  commission  shall  be 
so  fixed  and  adjusted  in  respect  of  the  aggregate 
thereof  so  as  to  provide  revenues  to  the  commission 
at  least  sufficient,  together  with  all  other  moneys 
available  to  the  commission,  including  all  amounts 
appropriated  to  the  commission  as  provided  in  this 
section,  to  pay  or  provide  for  all  operating  expenses 
of  the  commission  and  all  debts  and  other  obligations 
of  the  commission  as  the  same  become  due;  to  create 
and  maintain  such  reserves  as  may  be  reasonably  re- 
quired for  its  operations  or  to  secure  its  debts  and 
other  obligations;  and  to  pay  or  provide  for  all  neces- 
sary repairs,  replacements  and  renewals  to  the  prop- 
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erties  under  its  custody  and  control  and  any  other 
amounts  which  the  commission  may  be  obligated  to 
pay  or  provide  for  by  law  or  contract. 

(b)  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  section  6  of 
this  act,  not  later  than  the  second  Wednesday  in 
March  in  each  fiscal  year  the  commission  shall  pre- 
pare and  file  with  the  mayor  and  the  president  of  the 
city  council  an  annual  assessment  of  the  public  health 
needs  of  the  city.  The  annual  public  health  assess- 
ment shall  include  an  evaluation  of  existing  local, 
state  and  federal  programs  and  services  to  address  the 
public  health  needs  of  the  city  and  the  adequacy  of 
funding  sources  available  for  such  programs  and 
services,  an  assessment  of  programs,  services  and 
other  activities  provided  by  private  public  health  pro- 
viders to  address  the  public  health  needs  of  the  city, 
including  the  performance  of  providers  under  contract 
with  the  commission  in  accordance  with  this  act,  and 
proposals  by  the  commission  to  enlarge  or  enhance 
its  response  to  the  public  health  needs  of  the  city  in- 
cluding new,  expanded  or  revised  programs  or  serv- 
ices to  be  provided  by  the  commission  or  by  public 
health  providers  under  contract  with  it  for  the  ensu- 
ing fiscal  year. 

(c)  Not  later  than  the  second  Wednesday  in  March 
in  each  fiscal  year  the  commission  shall  prepare  and 
submit  to  the  mayor  its  proposed  public  health  serv- 
ices budget  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year.  The  public 
health  services  budget  shall  include  all  expenditures 
which  in  the  judgment  of  the  commission  are  re- 
quired to  fund  the  programs,  services  and  activities 
to  be  provided  by  the  commission  in  the  ensuing  fis- 
cal year,  and  to  pay  or  provide  for  all  of  its  ex- 
penses, debts  and  other  obligations  during  such  fiscal 
year,  and  shall  set  forth  the  revenues  and  other 
moneys  expected  to  be  available  to  the  commission  to 
fund  the  same,  including  without  limitation  the  pro- 
ceeds of  grants,  gifts,  loans  and  other  assistance.  The 
public  health  services  budget  shall  also  set  forth  the 
amount,  if  any,  by  which  the  expenses  of  the  com- 
mission for  such  fiscal  year  are  expected  to  exceed 
the  revenues  and  other  moneys  of  the  commission 
available  therefor,  hereinafter  called  the  net  cost  of 
public  health  services.  If  the  commission's  public 
health  services  budget  for  any  fiscal  year  indicates  a 
net  cost  of  public  health  services  for  such  fiscal  year, 
the  budget  shall  be  subject  to  review  and  approval  by 
the  mayor  as  provided  in  this  section.  The  mayor 
may  approve  the  commission's  public  health  services 
budget  or  he  may  reject  it  and  return  it  to  the  com- 
mission with  his  objections.  If  the  mayor  accepts  the 
commission's  public  health  services  budget  he  shall 
include  an  amount  equal  to  the  commission's  net  cost 
of  public  health  services  for  the  next  ensuing  fiscal 
year  in  the  annual  budget  of  the  current  expenses  of 
the  city  for  such  fiscal  year,  and  may  submit  thereaf- 
ter to  the  city  council  such  supplementary  appropria- 
tion orders  as  he  may  deem  necessary.  Not  later  than 
the  second  Wednesday  in  June,  the  commission  shall 
adopt  its  public  health  services  budget  for  the  next 
ensuing  fiscal  year.  Except  to  the  extent  inconsistent 
with  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section,  the  ap- 
propriation by  the  city  of  the  commission's  net  cost 
of  public  health  services  shall  be  subject  to  the  provi- 
sions of  section  3  of  chapter  486  of  the  acts  of  1909, 
as  amended,  and,  except  as  the  mayor  shall  otherwise 
approve,  to  the  allotment  system  provided  in  section 
18  of  chapter  190  of  the  acts  of  1982,  as  amended. 

Section  9.  The  commission  and  all  its  revenues,  in- 
come and  real  and  personal  property  used  solely  by 
the  commission  in  furtherance  of  the  mission  de- 
clared in  section  1  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  and 
from  betterments  and  special  assessments  and  the 
commission  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  any  tax,  ex- 
cise or  assessment  to  or  for  the  commonwealth  or 


any  of  its  political  subdivisions. 

Section  10.  The  commission  shall  at  all  times  keep 
full  and  accurate  accounts  of  its  receipts,  expendi- 
tures, disbursements,  assets  and  liabilities,  which 
shall  be  open  to  inspection  by  any  officer  or  duly  ap- 
pointed agent  of  the  commonwealth  or  the  city.  The 
commission  shall  submit  an  annual  report  in  writing 
concerning  its  operations  to  the  mayor  and  collector- 
treasurer  of  the  city  and  the  president  of  the  city 
council  and  shall  file  a  copy  of  such  report  with  the 
city  clerk  within  120  days  following  the  close  of  its 
fiscal  year.  Such  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1997,  and  for  each  fiscal  year  thereafter, 
shall  include  financial  statements  relating  to  the  oper- 
ations and  properties  of  the  commission  maintained 
in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles  to  the  extent  applicable  and  audited  by  an 
independent  certified  public  accountant  or  firm  of 
certified  public  accountants. 

Section  1 1 .  Upon  termination  or  dissolution  of  the 
commission,  the  title  to  all  funds  and  other  properties 
owned  by  it  which  remain  after  payment  or  the  mak- 
ing of  provision  for  payment  of  all  obligations  of  the 
commission  shall  vest  in  the  city. 

Section  12.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
deemed  to  provide  an  exclusive,  additional,  alterna- 
tive and  complete  method  for  the  doing  of  the  things 
authorized  hereby  and  shall  be  deemed  and  construed 
to  be  supplemental  and  additional  to,  and  not  in  der- 
ogation of,  powers  conferred  upon  the  commission  by 
law,  provided,  however,  that  insofar  as  the  provisions 
of  this  act  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  any 
general  or  special  law,  administrative  order  or  regu- 
lation or  any  limitation  imposed  by  a  corporate  or 
municipal  charter,  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
controlling. 

Section  13.  This  act,  being  necessary  for  the  wel- 
fare of  the  city  and  its  inhabitants,  shall  be  liberally 
construed  to  effect  the  purposes  hereof. 

Section  14.  The  provisions  of  this  act  are  sever- 
able, and  if  any  provision  hereof  shall  be  held  invalid 
in  any  circumstances,  such  invalidity  shall  not  affect 
any  other  provisions  or  circumstances.  This  act  shall 
be  construed  in  all  respects  so  as  to  meet  all  consti- 
tutional requirements.  In  carrying  out  the  purposes 
and  provisions  of  this  act,  all  steps  shall  be  taken 
which  are  necessary  to  meet  constitutional  require- 
ments whether  or  not  such  steps  are  required  by  stat- 
ute. 

Section  15.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  pas- 
sage.

This  is  to  acknowledge  a  recent  action  by  your 
Honorable  Body  which  purports,  among  other  things, 
to  direct  the  taking  of  certain  steps  in  connection 
with  Home  Rule  Petitions  that  have  not  been  ap- 
proved by  me. 

Although  the  purported  Order  was  not  presented  to 
me  under  the  provisions  of  St.  1948,  c.  452,  §  17D, 
and  therefore  has  no  legal  effect,  I  nevertheless  wish 
to  address  the  issued  raised  by  the  purported  Order. 

Mayoral  approval  of  Home  Rule  Petitions  is  gov- 
erned by  St.  1982,  c.  190,  §  22.  As  §  22  contains 
an  absolute  requirement  of  affirmative  Mayoral  ap- 
proval, the  language  regarding  the  filing  of  a  state- 
ment may  be  read  as  directory  rather  than  mandatory. 

Nonetheless,  I  wish  to  advise  you  that  I  declined  to 
affix  my  signature  to  each  of  the  listed  positions  for 
good  and  sufficient  reasons  after  due  deliberation  and 
consultation  with  senior  City  officials  and,  in  some 
instances,  law  enforcement  authorities  and  state  legis- 
lators. 


The  petition  regarding  the  City  Auctioneer  was  du- 
plicative and  legally  unnecessary  in  light  of  a  City 
Ordinance  previously  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body 
and  approved  by  me,  which  abolished  the  auction- 
eer's position  in  accordance  with  St.  1953,  c.  473. 

Similarly,  the  measure  regarding  a  legislative  pri- 
mary and  election  in  West  Roxbury  duplicated  a  bill 
previously  filed  in  the  Massachusetts  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives; the  measure  for  a  school  dress  code 
posed  serious  civil  liberties  issues,  and  two  measures 
regarding  the  residency  of  School  Department  em- 
ployees duplicated  legislation  that  I  had  already  filed 
to  require  all  City  employees  to  be  residents. 

Three  measures  that  would  impact  the  Boston  Po- 
lice Department,  one  by  providing  hiring  preference 
to  an  individual,  another  regarding  communications 
equipment  operators  and  the  third  regarding  firearm 
identification  cards  and  licenses,  were  deemed  inad- 
visable by  law  enforcement  authorities. 

Finally,  I  determined  that  there  is  no  need  to  ex- 
pand the  number  of  members  on  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  the  Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Commission  at 
this  time,  and  that  a  youth  employment  registration 
measure  posed  an  inappropriate  level  of  liability  ex- 
posure to  the  City. 

Accordingly,  I  disapproved  of  both  the  form  and 
content  of  each  of  the  measures  specified  in  the  pur- 
ported Order  for  the  reasons  set  forth.

Whereas,  Researchers  believe  that  the  increased  in- 
cidence of  asthma  is  due  to  a  number  of  factors  in- 
cluding poor  air  circulation,  rat  and  cockroach  infes- 
tations, and  an  increased  amount  of  time  spent

Whereas,  Children  are  more  susceptible  to  the  ad- 
verse effects  of  poor  indoor  air  quality  and  it  is  es- 
sential that  the  school  buildings  in  which  they  spend 
nearly  a  third  of  their  time  be  safe  and  free  of  harm- 
ful pollutants;  and 

Whereas,  A  recent  problem  with  poor  indoor  air 
quality  at  the  Agassiz  School  in  Jamaica  Plain 
brought  to  light  the  need  to  monitor  indoor  air  qual- 
ity and  make  necessary  capital  improvements  to  en- 


sure a  safe  environment;  now  therefore  be  it 
Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 
Section  1.  Establishment  of  Indoor  Air  Quality  Pro- 
gram 

Within  the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals, 
Office  of  Environmental  Health,  Environmental  Haz- 
ards Program  there  is  established  an  Indoor  Air 
Quality  Unit.  The  Office  of  Environmental  Health's 
Indoor  Air  Quality  Program  shall  be  modeled  on  the 
U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  publi- 
cation, Improve  Your  School's  Indoor  Air  Quality  and 
the  U.S.  Occupational  Safety  and  Health  Administra- 
tion (OSHA)  Proposed  Indoor  Air  Quality  Rule 
(59FR 15968)  and  shall  be  reviewed  at  least  annually 
and  amended  as  necessary  to  remain  consistent  with 
EPA  and  OSHA  standards  and  technical  guidance. 
Section  2.  Responsibilities  of  Indoor  Air  Quality 
Program 

The  Indoor  Air  Quality  Unit  shall  establish  a 
school  indoor  air  quality  monitoring  program  and 
thereafter  evaluate  indoor  air  quality  and  potential 
health  risks  in  each  public  school  building  in  the  city 
at  least  twice  per  year  using  environmental  monitor- 
ing instruments,  visual  inspection,  health  complaint 
surveys,  heating,  ventilation  and  air  conditioning 
evaluations,  building  inspection  records,  or  other  ap- 
propriate sources. 

The  Indoor  Air  Quality  unit  shall  investigate  indoor 
air  quality  complaints  related  to  public  school  build- 
ings in  the  city. 

The  Office  of  Environmental  Health  shall  file  an 
annual  report  on  the  air  quality  within  the  city's  pub- 
lic schools  with  the  Mayor,  the  City  Council,  the 
Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals,  and  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Schools.  Such  annual  report  shall  include  the 
results  of  all  indoor  air  quality  surveys  conducted 
during  the  preceding  year.

Not  less  than  twice  each  year  the  Indoor  Air  Qual- 
ity Unit  shall  inspect  each  school  building,  and,  us- 
ing as  guidelines  the  then  current  recommendations 
and  standards  of  OSHA  and  the  Environmental  Pro- 
tection Agency  shall  ensure  that  the  air  quality  in 
each  such  build  is  appropriate  to  the  maintenance  of 
good  health,  with  especial  regard  to  airborne  pollu- 
tants in  concentrations  harmful  to  children.  Each  in- 
spection shall  include  a)  electronic  environmental  air 
quality  monitoring,  b)  visual  inspection,  c)  review  of 
health  complaint  surveys,  heating,  ventilation  and  air 
conditioning  evaluations,  building  inspection  records, 
and  d)  such  other  procedures  as  building  history  and 
inspection  of  similar  structures  suggest.

Whereas,  Asthma  incidence  has  increased  signifi- 
cantly in  recent  years,  especially  among  children,  af- 
fecting nearly  11.5  percent  of  Bostonians  under  sev- 
enteen years  of  age;  and 

Whereas,  Researcners  believe  the  increased  inci- 
dence of  asthma  is  due  to  a  number  of  factors  includ- 
ing poor  air  circulation,  rat  and  cockroach  infesta- 
tions, and  an  increased  amount  of  time  spent  indoors; 
and, 

Whereas,  Recent  problems  in  the  Registry  of  Mo- 
tor Vehicles  headquarters  and  in  the  Agassiz  School 
in  Jamaica  Plain  are  indicators  of  the  costly  effects  of 
failing  to  take  pro-active  steps  to  avoid  health- 
threatening  indoor  air  conditions,  therefore 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 

The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  therein  the  following  new  sec- 
tions and  captions: 

(  )    INDOOR  AIR  QUALITY 

There  is  hereby  established  within  the  Environmen- 
tal Health  Office  of  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals  an  Indoor  Air  Quality  Unit  which  is 
charged  with  monitoring  the  quality  of  air  a)in  all 
public  school  buildings  within  the  city,  b)in  all  other 
buildings  owned  or  leased  by  the  city  or  any  agency 
or  insturmentality  thereof  (except  foreclosed  real  es- 
tate), and,  c)  in  any  other  structure  in  Boston  where 
there  is  an  apparent  risk  to  health  likely  to  be  caused 
or  aggravated  by  poor  air  quality. 

(  )    AIR  QUALITY  IN  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS 

Not  less  than  twice  each  year  the  Indoor  Air  Qual- 
ity Unit  shall  inspect  each  school  building,  and,  us- 
ing as  guidelines  the  then-current  recommendations 
and  standards  of  OSHA  and  the  Environmental  Pro- 
tection Agency  shall  ensure  that  the  air  quality  in 
each  such  building  is  approporate  to  the  maintenance 
of  good  health,  with  especial  regard  to  airborne  pol- 
lutants in  concentrations  harmful  to  children.  Each 
inspection  shall  include  a)environmental  air  quality 
monitoring,  b)visual  inspection,  c)  health  complaint 
surveys,  d)review  of  heating,  ventilation  and  air  con- 
ditioning evaluations  and  building  and  plan  manage- 
ment inspection  records,  and,  e)such  other  proce- 
dures as  building  history  and  inspection  of  similar 
structures  suggest.  In  the  event  an  inspection  shall 
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detect  a  situation  likely  to  cause  ill  health,  the  unit 
shall  forthwith  make  written  record  thereof  and  re- 
port the  same  to  Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals  pur- 
suant to  sec.  30  of  chapter  111  of  the  General  Laws, 
to  the  person  in  charge  of  the  building,  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools,  and  the  School  Committee.  The 
unit  shall  cooperate  with  city  and  school  officials  and 
employees  to  take  appropriate  action  to  cure  the  situ- 
ation and  minimize  adverse  effect  on  the  public 
health.  In  the  event  subsequent  inspection,  or  other 
facts  known  to  the  unit,  indicates  a  failure  to  act  with 
expedience  toward  correction  of  the  situation,  the  unit 
shall  give  immediate  report  to  the  Board  of  Health 
and  Hospitals  and  to  the  Mayor. 

(  )    AIR    QUALITY    IN    OTHER    PUBLIC 

BUILDINGS 

The  unit  shall  from  time  to  time  and  when  re- 
quested by  the  officer  having  charge  of  a  public 
building,  inspect  buildings  owned  or  leased  by  the 
city,  and,  using  as  guidelines  the  then  current  recom- 
mendations and  standards  of  OSHA  and  the  Environ- 
mental Protection  Agency  shall  ensure  that  the  air 
quality  in  each  such  building  is  appropriate  to  the 
maintenance  of  good  health.  Each  inspection  shall  in- 
clude a)environmental  air  quality  monitoring,  b) visual 
inspection,  c)health  complaint  surveys,  d)review  of 
heating,  ventilation  and  air  conditioning  evaluations 
and  building  and  plan  management  inspection  re- 
cords, and,  e)such  other  procedures  as  building  his- 
tory and  inspection  of  similar  structures  suggest.

The  unit  shall  make  annual  report  of  its  doings,  in- 
cluding a  listing  of  inspections  made  and  any  recom- 
mendations it  may  have  for  legislative  action,  to  the 
Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals,  which  shall  maintain 
the  same  as  a  public  record,  and  to  the  Mayor,  who 
shall  convey  a  copy  to  the  City  Council.

Whereas,  Excessive  commercial  insurance  rates 
puts  Massachusetts  companies  at  a  competitive  disad- 
vantage; and 

Whereas,  An  overhaul  of  the  auto  insurance  indus-

Whereas,  Quite  often  these  properties  are  owned  by 
absentee  investors,  banks  or  mortgage  companies 
who,  for  various  reasons,  allow  these  properties  to

Whereas.  Because  of  the  economic  and  social  inter- 
dependence of  all  neighborhoods  to  the  vitality  of  the 
city,  the  existence  of  blighted,  dilapidated  and  aban- 
doned buildings  in  our  neighborhoods  is  a  matter  of 
legitimate  public  concern;  be  it  therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Housing  conduct 
a  public  hearing  to  discuss  the  adoption  of  a  policy 
to  rid  the  city's  neighborhoods  of  such  structures  in  a

I  write  in  response  to  a  Resolution  passed  by  the 
City  Council  on  August  16,  1995,  Docket  No.  1206, 
which  purports  to  request  and  direct  me  to  prepare 
and  submit  to  the  City  Council  a  legal  opinion  re- 
garding the  West  End  Urban  Renewal  Project,  gener- 
ally, and  specifically  addressing  the  following  ques- 
tions: 

1.  Under  what  theory  or  argument  does  the  consent 
decree  above-referenced  bind  the  developer  of  the 
West  End/Lowell  Square  parcel. 

2.  In  the  event  the  developer  is  thought  to  be  bound 
by  that  decree,  how  is  the  absolute  preference  for 
displaced  persons  to  be  resolved? 

3.  Does  the  City  have  the  ability  to  modify  the  hous- 
ing strategy  to  account  for  the  obviously  over- 
looked preference  for  displaced  West  Enders? 

4.  In  the  event  resolution  of  these  competing  require- 
ments is  impossible  and  the  City  cannot  amend  the 
housing  strategy  itself,  what  parties  have  standing 
to  modify  the  strategy  by  mutual  agreement  or  to 
modify  the  decree  by  mutual  agreement? 

5.  In  the  event  resolution  of  these  competing  require- 
ments is  impossible  and  the  City  cannot  amend  the 
housing  strategy  by  itself  or  by  agreement  of  the 
parties,  and,  the  parties  are  unable  or  unwilling  to 
modify  the  decree  by  mutual  agreement,  what  par- 
ties have  standing  to  seek  to  modify  the  decree  by 
application  to  the  court? 

6.  By  what  procedure  can  the  Old  West  End  Housing 
Corporation  become  a  party  to  the  legal  action  in 
order  to  seek  modification  of  the  decree,  if  need 
be? 

With  regard  to  the  Council's  specific  requests  rela- 
tive to  the  terms  of  a  development  designation  by  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  (BRA)  of  a  third 
party  as  developer  of  an  urban  renewal  parcel,  it 
would  not  be  appropriate  for  me  to  render  a  formal 
legal  opinion  as  the  BRA  is  a  separate  body  corpo- 
rate and  politic  as  a  matter  of  state  law.  G.L.  C.121B 
s.l  et  seq.,  St.  1960,  c.652.  The  same  considerations 
would  apply  with  respect  to  the  Boston  Housing  Au- 
thority (BHA).  Id. 

Further,  it  would  be  inappropriate  for  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  to  render  a  formal  opinion  regarding  the 
legal  rights  and  remedies  of  a  private  entity  such  as 
the  Old  West  End  Housing  Corporation.  Such  an  en- 
tity must  rely  upon  the  advice  provided  by  its  own 
legal  counsel. 

Although  I  must  respectfully  decline,  based  upon 
the  foregoing,  to  discuss  the  specific  issues  posed  by 
the  Council  in  a  formal  opinion,  I  note  that  prefer- 
ences to  be  given  in  the  selection  of  tenants  for  low- 
rent  housing  are  defined  entirely  by  statute.  Specifi- 
cally, G.L.  C.121B.  s.44  provides  for  preferences  in 
the  following  order: 

(F)irst  to  families  with  four  or  more  minor  de- 
pendents, then  to  families  displaced  by  public 
action,  then  to  elderly  persons  of  low  income  or 
families  of  low  income  of  which  one  or  more 
persons  is  handicapped:  provided,  however,  that 
in  the  case  of  any  project  financially  assisted  by 
the  federal  government,  preference  shall  be  given 
in  the  selection  of  tenants  in  whatever  manner  is 
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required  by  federal  legislation  or  regulation... 
(Emphasis  supplied.) 

Parsing  the  foregoing  provision  indicates  that  there 
is  no  absolute  preference  under  state  law  to  be  given 
to  those  displaced  by  urban  renewal.  The  Council's 
request,  however,  suggests  that  displaced  former  ten- 
ants are  given  absolute  preference  under  federal  law. 
The  Resolution  further  suggests  that  a  subsequent 
consent  decree  entered  in  federal  court  may  be  in 
conflict  with  a  preference  given  to  those  displaced  by 
urban  renewal. 

I  note  that  a  consent  decree  entered  in  a  federal 
court  is  a  judgment  of  the  court.  F.R.C.P. ,  Rule  54. 
As  such,  a  consent  decree  is  a  binding  statement  of 
the  law.  It  is  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  enduring  ax- 
ioms of  law  in  America  that  "(i)t  is,  emphatically, 
the  province  and  duty  of  the  judicial  department,  to 
say  what  the  law  is.  Those  who  apply  the  rule  to 
particular  cases,  must  of  necessity  expound  and  inter- 
pret that  rule.  If  two  laws  conflict  with  each  other, 
the  courts  must  decide  on  the  operation  of  each." 
Marbury  v.  Madison,  U.S.  Supreme  Court,  February 
Term,  1803. 

Finally,  consent  decrees  applicable  to  the  BRA,  the 
BHA  and/or  the  City  of  Boston  are  statements  of  the 
law  that  must  be  followed  by  those  agencies  in  all  ar- 
eas that  are  covered  by  the  terms  of  the  decrees,  in- 
cluding the  agencies'  dealings  with  third  parties.

Because  the  City  Council  is  a  separate  branch  of 
City  government  many  of  the  rules  and  regulations 
that  apply  to  other  departments  do  not  apply  to  the 
City  Council.

This  manual  is  conceived  to  be  an 
evolving  document,  able  to  accommodate  changes 
and  amendments  as  the  Council  directs. 
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City  Council  Personnel 

City  Councillors 

City  Councillors  are  elected  during  November  of 
each  odd  numbered  year  and  serve  two-year  terms 
beginning  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  of  the  year 
following  election.  The  terms  of  the  city  charter,  spe- 
cifically section  49  of  Chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of 
1909,  provides  that  the  salary  of  City  Councillors  be 
set  by  ordinance  and  that  "...no  other  sum  shall  be 
paid  from  the  city  treasury  for  or  on  account  of  any 
personal  expenses  directly  or  indirectly  carried  by  or 
in  behalf  of  any  city  councillor."  A  similar  provision 
of  the  General  Laws  (section  6A  of  Chapter  39)  au- 
thorizes salaries  of  the  Council  to  be  set  by  ordi- 
nance and  further  provides  that  notwithstanding  any 
contrary  city  charter  provision,  councillors  "...shall 
receive  no  other  compensation  from  the  city...." 
Chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances  of  1994  set  the  salary 
for  City  Councillors  at  $54,500  effective  January  1, 
1995. 

Personal  Staff  Aides 

Each  Councillor  is  empowered  to  appoint  and  em- 
ploy a  number  of  personal  office  assistants.  Standards 
for  selection,  salary  and  benefits  for  personal  office 
aides  are  determined  by  the  individual  Councillor. 
Each  Councillor  has  a  staff  salary  account  of 
$100,000  with  the  Council  President's  staff  salary  ac- 
count set  at  $130,000  (CBC  2-8.3)  The  administra- 
tive aspects  of  payroll  and  accounting  for  each  Coun- 
cillor's office  are  performed  by  the  Staff  Director  and 
Business  Manager.  Personal  staff  aides  are  paid  and 
appointed  by  ninety-day  order.  The  Business  Man- 
ager tracks  Council  office  personnel  expenditures  to 
ensure  that  the  $100,000,  or  in  the  case  of  the  Presi- 
dent $130,000,  is  not  exceeded.  In  those  fiscal  years 
during  which  an  election  for  City  Council  takes 
place,  Council  office  personnel  allocations  are  halved 
to  ensure  that  in  the  event  that  a  Councillor  does  not 
seek  re-election  or  loses  an  election  the  new  Council- 
lor has  one-half  of  the  allocation.  All  personal  staff 
aides  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  appointing  Council- 
lors with  all  terms  and  conditions  (including  vaca- 
tion, sick  and  compensation  time)  set  by  that  Coun- 
cillor. 

Interns  and  Work  Study  Students 

The  City  Council,  as  funds  permit,  may  hire  and 
place  in  personal  offices  or  the  central  staff  office 
part-time  interns  and/or  work-study  students.  The 
City  Council  maintains  contractual  agreement  with 
most  local  universities  to  provide  meaningful,  school- 
related  employment  to  qualified  students.  The  spon- 
soring institution  pays  70  percent  of  the  student's  sal- 
ary and  the  City  Council  pays  30  percent.  Hourly 
wages,  amount  of  grant-in-aid,  and  number  of  hours 
are  set  by  the  terms  and  conditions  promulgated  by 
the  college  or  university.  Application  for  aide  posi- 
tions can  be  made  through  the  Staff  Director.  Coun- 
cillors interested  in  student  employees  shall  make 
their  desires  known  to  the  Staff  Director.  Councillors 
interested  in  student  employees  shall  make  their  de- 
sires known  to  the  Staff  Director,  who,  in  turn,  will 
attempt  to  place  qualified  students.  The  Staff  Director 
shall  be  responsible  for  all  administrative  matters  re- 
lating to  such  employment,  i.e.  application,  inter- 
view, payroll,  time  charts  and  payment.  The  Coun- 
cillor charged  with  such  a  student  employee  shall  be 
responsible  for  work  assignment  and  schedule  of 
hours  to  fit  the  student's  and  Councillor's  needs.  All 
student  employees  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  indi- 
vidual Councillor  and  the  body  as  a  whole. 

Personnel  Transactions 
All  personnel  transactions,  including  hiring,  termi- 


nations, salary  changes  and  vacation  advances,  must 
be  initiated  through  filing  a  Personnel  Transaction 
Form  with  the  Staff  Director  or  the  Business  Man- 
ager. No  personnel  transactions  will  be  processed 
without  the  signature  of  the  employing  Councillor  on 
the  Personnel  Transaction  Form.  All  hirings  and 
changes  in  salary  must  be  approved  by  the  entire 
City  Council  at  a  regular  Council  session.  Therefore, 
all  Personnel  Transaction  Forms  requiring  full  Coun- 
cil action  should  be  submitted  no  later  than  5  p.m. 
on  the  Monday  before  the  Wednesday  Council  ses- 
sion. 

Vacation  Advances 

Pursuant  to  Chapter  635  of  the  Acts  of  1945, 
Council  employees  may  receive  a  vacation  advance. 
Requests  for  vacation  advances  must  be  made  on  a 
Personnel  Transaction  Form  no  later  than  the  Monday 
before  the  Friday  when  the  employee  would  like  to 
receive  the  advance. 

Health  Insurance 

All  Council  employees  working  more  than  twenty 
hours  per  week  are  entitled  to  health  insurance.  The 
Council's  Central  Staff  does  not  process  any  health 
insurance  paperwork  and  all  inquiries  should  be  di- 
rected to  the  Health  Insurance  and  Benefits  Division 
in  Room  807  (5-4570). 

Central  Staff 

The  City  Council's  Central  Staff  is  made  up  of 
eight  full-time  positions  and  one  part-time  position. 
They  are: 

Budget  Director 

Business  Manager 

Chief  of  Research 

City  Messenger 

Legislative  Assistant  (2) 

Receptionist 

Staff  Assistant  (part-time) 

Staff  Director 

Central  Staff  positions  are  provided  for  and  salary 
ranges  are  set  by  Ordinance  (CBC  2-8.3).  The  posi- 
tion of  Staff  Director  is  an  elected  position.  All  other 
Central  Staff  positions  are  appointed  by  ninety-day 
order.  Work  rules  for  Council  Central  Staff  personnel 
are  outlined  in  City  Council  Central  Staff  Work  Rules 
and  Regulations  issued  in  March  of  1995. 

Central  Staff  Job  Descriptions 

Staff  Director  —  Subject  to  the  direction  of  the 
Council,  the  Staff  Director  shall  have  charge  of  all 
central  staff  activities  and  shall  direct  the  work  of  all 
related  employees.  The  Staff  Director  shall  weekly 
sign  the  departmental  payroll  and  cause  that  no  em- 
ployee of  the  Council  is  compensated  by  the  City  un- 
less such  employee  has  performed  duties  designated 
by  the  Council.  With  approval  of  the  President,  the 
Staff  Director  shall  act  as  department  head  of  the 
Council  and  as  such  shall  assign  and  allocate  re- 
sources, funds,  and  space  for  central  staff  of  the 
Council.  The  Staff  Director  shall  designate  staff 
members  to  serve  as  committee  liaisons  to  each 
standing  and  special  committee  of  the  Council.  Annu- 
ally, the  Staff  Director  shall  conduct  evaluation  of 
central  staff  employees  and  make  a  report  to  the 
Committee  on  Rules  and  Administration. 

The  Staff  Director  shall  report  to  the  Council 
through  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Administration. 
In  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  Staff  Director,  the 
President,  after  consultation  with  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole,  shall  designate  a  member  of  Central  Staff 
as  Acting  Staff  Director. 
City  Messenger  —  Responsibilities  shall  be  to: 

serve  as  liaison  to  committees  as  assigned  by  the 

Staff  Director;

maintain  stationery  supplies  by  working  with  the 
Printing  Division; 

maintain  the  physical  cleanliness  and  upkeep  of  the 
Council  area  by  serving  as  liaison  to  the  Property 
Management  Department; 
publish  City  Council  documents; 
maintain  the  Council's  municipal  reference  library; 
receive  and  maintain  city  documents  of  other  city 
departments; 

serve  as  sergeant-at-arms  of  the  Council; 
escort  members  of  the  Council  at  all  official  func- 
tions; and 

perform  other  such  duties  as  may  be  assigned  by 
the  rules  of  the  Council  or  the  Staff  Director. 

Business  Manager  —  Responsibilities  shall  be  to: 
prepare  and  draft  contract  documents,  solicit  and 
advertise  for  vendors  for  the  department  to  ensure 
timely  delivery  of  goods  and  services; 
keep  the  accounts  and  prepare  documents  regarding 
bills  for  the  staff  director; 

initiate,  review  and  make  recommendations  for  re- 
visions in  standard  office  procedures; 
attend  city  department  meetings  regarding  new  of- 
fice procedures  and  city  initiatives  and  provide 
written  reports  to  the  Council  and  staff; 
prepare  the  departmental  payroll; 
order  and  maintain  correspondence  with  city  de- 
partments and  vendors  for  the  Staff  Director; 
perform  general  secretarial  duties  and  functions; 
and 

perform  other  such  duties  as  may  be  assigned  by 
the  rules  of  the  Council  or  the  Staff  Director. 

Receptionist  —  The  receptionist  shall  greet  all  visi- 
tors to  the  Council,  serve  as  telephone  operator  and 
maintain  outer  reception  area.  Other  responsibilities 
of  the  receptionist  shall  be  to: 
process  mail  and  copy  room  vouchers; 
maintain  room  reservation  forms  and  room  sched- 
ule; 

sell  public  documents  and  maintain  a  record  of 
sales;  and 

perform  other  such  duties  as  may  be  assigned  by 
the  rules  of  the  Council  or  the  Staff  Director. 

Budget  Director  —  The  budget  director  shall  provide 
research,  analysis  and  legislative  aid  to  the  entire 
Council  with  respect  to  any  and  all  financial  matters 
before  the  Council  including  the  city's  operating  and 
capital  budgets.  Other  responsibilities  shall  be  to: 
serve  as  committee  liaison  to  the  Ways  and  Means, 
Post  Audit  and  Oversight,  Community  Investment 
and  Banking  Committees  and  any  other  such  com- 
mittees of  the  Council  that  deal  with  financial  mat- 
ters; 

prepare  and  monitor  the  annual  operating  budget  of 
the  City  Council;  and 

perform  other  such  duties  as  may  be  assigned  by 
the  rules  of  the  Council  or  the  Staff  Director. 

Chief  of  Research  —  Shall  provide  research  services 
to  the  entire  Council.  Additional  duties  include: 
monitor  and  track  municipal,  state  and  federal  leg- 
islation of  interest  to  the  Council; 
supervise  the  research  projects  assigned  to  student 
interns 

serve  as  committee  liaison  to  committees  assigned 
by  the  staff  director;  and 

perform  other  such  duties  as  may  be  assigned  by 
the  rules  of  the  Council  or  the  Staff  Director. 

Senior  Legislative  Assistant  —  Responsibilities  of  the 

Senior  Legislative  Assistant  shall  be  to: 
assist  Councillors  in  drafting,  writing  and  research- 
ing reports,  legislations,  or  amendments; 
serve  as  liaison  to  committees  as  assigned  by  Staff 
Director; 
provide  legislative  analysis  of  items  submitted  by 


the  Mayor  and/or  Councillors; 

serve  as  the  Council's  liaison  to  the  Management 

Information  Systems  Department;  and 

perform  other  such  duties  as  may  be  assigned  by 

the  rules  of  the  Council  or  the  Staff  Director. 

Legislative  Assistant  —  Responsibilities  shall  be  to: 
assist  Councillors  in  drafting,   writing,   and  re- 
searching reports,  legislation,  or  amendments; 
serve  as  clerk  to  committees  as  assigned  by  staff 
director 

provide  legislative  analysis  of  items  submitted  by 
the  Mayor  and/or  Councillors;  and 
perform  other  such  duties  as  may  be  assigned  by 
the  rules  of  the  Council  or  the  staff  director. 

Staff  Assistant  (Part  time)  —  Responsibilities  shall  be 

to: 
prepare  weekly  calendar  and  committee  assign- 
ments for  Council  sessions; 
maintain  and  update  Council  mailing  lists; 
process  and  mail  all  committee  notices,  hearing  an- 
nouncements, etc.; 

provide  secretarial  services  to  the  legislative  branch 
for  the  typing  and  filing  of  reports,  legislation,  or- 
ders and  resolutions; 

track,  monitor  and  report  on  office  supply  inven- 
tory; 

substitute  for  business  manager  as  necessary;  and 
perform  other  such  duties  as  may  be  assigned  by 
the  rules  of  the  Council  or  the  Staff  Director. 

Administrative 

The  City  Council  is  a  separate  branch  of  municipal 
government.  As  such,  the  Council  maintains  its  own 
administrative  operation.  Under  current  law.  the  City 
Council's  budget  may  not  be  lowered  from  the  pre- 
vious year's  appropriation  (Chapter  190  of  the  Acts 
of  1982  —  Tregor)  without  the  consent  of  the  Coun- 
cil. Sums  appropriated  to  the  City  Council  shall  be 
expended  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Council  Pres- 
ident (CBC  2-8.2).  Although  the  Council,  for  book- 
keeping purposes,  uses  the  same  system  of  disbursing 
as  the  executive  branch,  it  is  not  a  line  department 
subject  to  the  directives  of  the  Mayor. 

The  Staff  Director  is  the  chief  administrative  offi- 
cer of  the  City  Council.  With  the  written  approval  of 
the  Council  President  (in  accordance  with  CBC  5- 
5.31),  the  Staff  Director  may  sign  all  payrolls,  con- 
tracts, non-orders  and  service  orders  on  behalf  of  the 
Council  for  goods  and  services. 

City  Council  Budget 

The  budget  of  the  City  Council  is  prepared  annu- 
ally by  the  Council's  Budget  Director  and  Staff  Di- 
rector. The  budget  may  be  separated  into  two  general 
categories,  personnel  and  non-personnel. 

Personnel  Budget  —  The  City  Council  maintains  a 
personnel  budget  account  for  all  employees,  includ- 
ing Councillors.  Salaries  for  Councillors,  elected  of- 
ficers of  the  Council  and  individual  office  limits  are 
set  by  ordinance  (CBC  2-8.3).  Salaries  for  all  other 
employees,  i.e.,  non-elected  members  of  Central 
Staff  and  individual  Councillor  aides  are  paid  through 
a  ninety-day  temporary  employment  order.  These  or- 
ders are  submitted  to  the  full  Council  and  are  subject 
to  a  majority  vote.  As  of  January  1995.  a  Council- 
lor's salary  is  $54,500.  The  personnel  spending  limit 
for  each  Council  office  is  $100,000  per  fiscal  year 
and  $130,000  per  fiscal  year  for  the  office  of  the 
president.  All  personnel  funds  are  carried  in  line 
0100  of  the  Council's  budget. 

Non-Personnel  Budget  —  The  City  Council  pro- 
vides funds  for  all  aspects  of  its  operation.  The  Staff 
Director  is  charged  to  maintain  all  receipts,  charges 
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and  orders  of  equipment,  supplies,  contracts,  and/or 
any  expenditure  of  money.  Each  Councillor's  office 
receives  equipment,  supplies,  telephone  service,  post- 
age, computers  and  other  essentials  from  the  funds 
appropriated  for  those  purposes. 
Below  is  an  outline  of  the  budget  line  item  numbers 
and  their  application. 

Line  210  Communications  —  used  for  telephone 
and  fax  service  as  well  as  other  expenditures  of  a 
communication  nature. 

Line  270  Repair  and  Service  of  Equipment  —  used 
for  the  repair  of  office  machinery,  the  Council's 
sound  system  and  the  Xerox  machine. 

Line  290  Miscellaneous  Contractual  Services  — 
used  for  various  recurring  or  contractual  expendi- 
tures, i.e.,  work  study  students,  stenographic  serv- 
ices, advertising,  water  cooler  service. 

Line  360  Office  Supplies  —  used  for  the  purchase 
of  all  disposable  office  supplies  and  postage  stamps. 

Line  410  Unemployment  compensation  and  insur- 
ance. 

Line  560  Office  Furniture  and  Equipment  —  used 
for  the  purchase  of  office  furniture  and  machinery. 

Management  of  Council  Rooms 

In  accordance  with  CBC  1-5,  Council  rooms  shall 
be  under  the  control  of  the  Council  President.  Use  of 
the  Iannella  Council  Chamber,  the  Curley  and 
Piemonte  Rooms  and  various  public  hallways  shall  be 
restricted  to  legislative  functions  or  invited  guests  of 
the  Council  President.  Arrangement  to  use  any  room 
of  the  City  Council  must  be  made  in  writing  on  a 
form  provided  by  the  Council  receptionist.  The  Staff 
Director  shall  be  responsible  for  the  maintenance, 
scheduling,  and  over-all  care  of  all  rooms  assigned  to 
the  City  Council.  Use  of  Council  rooms  outside  of 
normal  business  hours  (Monday  —  Friday,  9  a.m.  - 
5  p.m.)  shall  be  restricted  to  events  at  which  a  Coun- 
cillor or  Council  staff  member  will  be  present  for  the 
entire  time.  No  rooms  may  be  used  by  any  person  or 
group  attempting  to  lobby  or  influence  through  public 
exposure  an  issue  which  is  or  may  come  before  the 
Council. 

Mail 

The  City  Council  is  charged  for  all  mail  which  is 
sent  through  the  City  Hall  mail  room.  In  order  to  en- 
sure that  the  Council  is  being  properly  charged,  all 
mail  sent  through  the  City  Hall  mail  room  must  be 
counted  and  entered  into  the  mail  voucher  log  book 
by  the  Council  Receptionist.  Outgoing  and  interde- 
partmental mail  may  be  left  in  the  baskets  behind  the 
Receptionist's  desk  and  will  be  brought  to  the  main 
room  at  2:30  p.m.  each  day.  Incoming  mail  is 
brought  from  the  mail  room  daily  at  12:30  p.m. 

Postage  stamps  may  be  ordered  by  filling  out  a 
supply  requisition  form  and  submitting  it  to  the  Staff 
Assistant  on  Central  Staff. 

City  Documents 

The  City  Council  sells  certain  official  city  docu- 
ments, they  are: 

Boston  Streets,  $10.00 

Municipal  Register,  $10.00 

Public  Document  #10  (election  reports),  $2.00 

Documents  are  sold  at  the  reception  desk.  Docu- 
ments are  available  to  Councillors  at  no  charge. 
However,  when  obtaining  a  city  document,  Council- 
lors must  submit  a  letter  to  the  City  Messenger  indi- 
cating the  publication  and  number  of  copies  taken  is 
required  in  order  to  ensure  adequate  inventory  con- 
trol. 

Stationery 


All  City  Council  letterhead,  business  cards,  enve- 
lopes and  forms  are  printed  by  the  city's  Printing  Di- 
vision and  must  be  ordered  through  the  City  Messen- 
ger. Because  the  Council  is  charged  by  the  Printing 
Division  for  all  departmental  printing  it  is  essential 
that  all  orders  be  placed  through  the  City  Messenger 
in  order  to  ensure  that  the  Council  is  being  properly 
billed. 

Office  Supplies 

Council  offices  may  request  supplies  by  completing 
an  Office  Supply  Requisition  Form  and  submitting  it 
to  the  Staff  Assistant.  Because  the  City  Council  has  a 
limited  office  supply  appropriation  and  must  purchase 
supplies  from  a  particular  vendor,  special  orders  will 
be  filled  subject  to  availability  of  funds  and  product. 

Legislative 

Council  Sessions 

The  City  Council  meets  in  regular  session  each 
Wednesday  at  4  p.m.  in  the  Christopher  Iannella 
Chamber.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  in  accord- 
ance with  Rule  1  of  the  Rules  of  the  City  Council 
(see  legislative  glossary).  The  Rules  of  the  City 
Council,  contained  in  the  Organization  of  City  Gov- 
ernment, detail  the  rules  which  govern  action  during 
Council  sessions  and  provide  a  description  of  each  of 
the  Council's  committees  and  their  responsibilities. 

Council  Agenda 

The  City  Clerk's  Office  prepares  the  City  Council's 
agenda  for  its  weekly  Council  session.  In  order  for 
matters  to  be  considered  at  a  Council  session  an 
original  and  two  copies  of  the  legislation  (home  rule, 
order,  ordinance,  resolution  or  committee  report) 
must  be  submitted  to  the  Clerk's  Office  (Room  601) 
before  1  p.m.  on  the  day  before  the  meeting.  In  ad- 
dition, eighteen  copies  of  the  matter  to  be  considered 
are  to  be  delivered  to  the  City  Messenger  in  order 
for  them  to  be  distributed  to  each  Councillor.  A 
folder  containing  all  items  on  the  agenda  is  distrib- 
uted to  each  Councillor  at  4  p.m.  on  the  day  before 
a  Council  session.  If  a  matter  is  of  a  congratulatory 
nature  only  two  copies  are  to  be  submitted  to  the 
City  Messanger  (the  original  and  two  must  still  be 
submitted  to  the  Clerk  by  the  1  p.m.  deadline). 

Items  which  are  not  submitted  to  the  Clerk's  Office 
before  the  Tuesday  1  p.m.  deadline  must  be  treated 
as  late  filed  matters  and  require  unanimous  consent 
(suspension  of  Rule  11)  to  be  added  to  the  agenda 
for  consideration. 

Legislative  Calendar 

The  Staff  Director,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Of- 
fice of  the  City  Clerk,  prepares  a  weekly  legislative 
calendar.  The  order  of  the  calendar  (sometimes  re- 
ferred to  as  "the  green  sheets")  is  as  follows:

Legislative  Research 

The  Staff  Director  is  responsible  for  coordinating 
the  research/legislative  arm  of  the  Council's  central 
staff.  The  chief  of  research,  legislative  assistants, 
budget  director  and  city  messenger  are  available  to 
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work  on  projects  assigned  by  individual  councillors 
or  the  staff  director.  Unless  otherwise  instructed,  all 
work  done  by  central  staff  for  a  particular  Councillor 
is  to  be  kept  strictly  confidential.  Central  staff  em- 
ployees should  make  available  to  councillors  research 
done  from  out-of-town  newspapers,  periodicals,  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  and  the  City  of  Boston 
Code.  Additionally,  at  the  direction  of  the  requesting 
councillor  or  the  staff  director,  central  staff  members 
can  be  authorized  to  attend  meetings,  seminars,  li- 
braries, and/or  conventions  for  further  investigation 
of  an  assigned  project.  Any  employee  attending  such 
an  outside  event,  does  not  represent  the  City  Council, 
nor  any  individual  or  group  of  City  Councillors,  and 
should  conduct  himself/herself  accordingly.  Public 
statements  and  relations  with  the  media  on  behalf  of 
Council  employees  shall  be  handled  exclusively  by 
the  staff  director,  subject  to  approval  of  the  Council 
president  or  an  individual  Councillor. 

The  Staff  Director  is  charged  with  appointing  staff 
members  to  serve  as  committee  liaisons.  The  respon- 
sibility of  central  staff  members  at  committee  hear- 
ings is  to  aid  in  set-up,  maintain  order,  provide  infor- 
mation upon  request  and  prepare  notes  of  the  hearing 
and  a  committee  report  as  well  as  research  and  draft 
legislation.  The  central  staff  person  assigned  shall 
prepare  a  hearing  report  detailing  specifics  of  com- 
mittee testimony.  The  hearing  report  shall  be  kept  on 
file  by  the  central  staff,  available  for  Councillors  or 
staff,  or  for  distribution  by  order  of  the  chair. 

Committee  Hearings 

A  committee  chair  may  call  a  committee  hearing 
on  any  matter  properly  before  the  committee  as  listed 
on  the  legislative  calendar. 

The  chair  should  arrange  for  a  committee  hearing 
with  the  committee  liaison  assigned  to  the  committee. 
All  hearings  are  subject  to  the  Massachusetts  Open 
Meeting  Law,  which  requires  forty-eight  hours  ad- 
vance notice  and  availability  to  the  public.  The  chair 
should  select  a  date,  time  and  location  for  the  hear- 
ing. Together  with  the  committee  liaison,  the  chair 
should  develop  a  list  of  persons  who  will  be  invited 
to  attend  and  give  testimony  on  the  particular  matter 
before  the  committee.  In  addition  to  those  notified  of 
the  hearing,  the  chair  shall  select  those  people  who 
will  be  requested  to  attend  and  offer  testimony.  In  ac- 
cordance with  MGL  c  233,  s.  8,  the  Council  has  the 
authority  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  and 
letters  citing  that  authority  will  be  sent  to  persons 
designated  by  the  chair.  A  list  of  Administration  offi- 
cials who  will  be  required  to  testify  is  forwarded  to 
the  Mayor's  liaison  to  the  City  Council. 

The  list  of  invitees,  time,  place  and  subject  of  the 
committee  hearing  should  be  delivered  to  the  com- 
mittee liaison  for  processing.  Committee  announce- 
ments are  prepared  for  the  chair's  signature  and  an- 
nouncements are  sent  to  all  councillors,  certain  city 
officials,  members  of  the  press  and  persons  who  have 
asked  to  be  notified  of  Council  hearings.  Upon  re- 
quest, committee  liaisons  shall  make  follow-up  tele- 
phone calls  to  key  witnesses  to  confirm  attendance. 

The  committee  liaison  shall  ensure  that  any  com- 
mittee hearing  held  outside  of  the  Council  rooms  has 
all  necessary  items  i.e.  seating,  sound  system,  etc. 
Regardless  of  where  committee  hearings  are  held,  the 
rules  of  the  City  Council  are  applicable  and  shall  be 
enforced  by  the  central  staff  at  the  direction  of  the 
chair. 

Tape  recording  of  committee  hearings  is  possible 
whether  the  hearing  is  held  in  the  Iannella  Chamber, 
or  the  Curley  or  Piemonte  Rooms.  The  committee 
chair  should  notify  the  committee  liaison  that  the 
hearing  should  be  taped  and  shall  announce  to  the 
witnesses  at  the  beginning  of  the  hearing  that  their 
testimony  is  being  taped.  The  completed  tape  is  kept 


with  other  committee  records  on  file,  available  by  or- 
der of  the  committee  chair. 

In  the  absence  of  the  chair,  the  vice-chair  and/or 
any  other  committee  member  may  be  empowered  to 
conduct  or  direct  committee  proceedings  with  the 
consent  of  the  chair. 

Pursuant  to  Rule  27  Committees  are  forbidden 
from  spending  funds  for  committee  hearings  (such  as 
advertising,  sound  equipment,  printing,  etc.),  unless 
an  order  allowing  such  expenditure  is  passed  by  the 
full  Council  prior  to  the  committee  hearing  or  en- 
cumbrance of  the  funds. 

Committee  Reports 

Final  reports  of  committees  are  issued  by  the  chair 
of  the  committee.  A  final  report  consists  of  a  signed 
report  of  recommendation  by  the  chair  and  an  origi- 
nal docket  signed  by  the  chair.  All  original  dockets 
are  kept  on  file  with  Central  Staff  until  a  committee 
report  is  filed.  These  documents  are  delivered  to  the 
City  Clerk's  office  for  consideration  at  the  next 
Council  session.  Committee  reports  may  be  drawn  up 
by  the  chair  or  a  member  of  the  central  staff  and 
may  recommend  that  a  matter  ought  to  pass,  ought 
not  to  pass,  ought  to  be  rejected  without  prejudice, 
ought  to  pass  in  the  new  draft  or  be  placed  on  file. 

Two  other  committee  reports  are  possible: 

Interim  Committee  Report  —  issued  by  the  chair  as 
an  informational  update  to  the  Council,  normally 
does  not  contain  a  final  recommendation. 

Minority  Committee  Report  —  issued  by  a  member 
or  members  of  a  committee  when  they  disagree  with 
the  final  recommendation  made  by  the  chair.  Typi- 
cally, this  report  details  areas  of  disagreement  and 
suggests  an  alternate  course  of  action. 

Legislative  Glossary 

Agenda  —  a  listing  of  all  matters  submitted  by  ei- 
ther the  Mayor  or  Councillors  for  council  action  for 
a  regularly  scheduled  session  of  the  Council.  Each 
item  is  assigned  a  docket  number.  All  agenda  items 
must  be  presented  to  the  City  Clerk  (Room  601)  by 
1  p.m.  the  day  prior  to  the  scheduled  session. 

Appeal  of  the  Chair  —  any  ruling  of  the  chair  may 
be  challenged  by  a  member  making  a  motion  to  ap- 
peal the  decision  of  the  chair.  To  prevail  a  majority 
of  votes  is  necessary. 

Assignment  —  that  portion  of  the  regular  weekly 
calendar  that  contains  legislative  items  awaiting  fur- 
ther action  by  the  Council,  i.e.  second  reading,  over- 
ride vote,  etc. 

Calendar  —  document  prepared  for  regular  weekly 
Council  session  that  consists  of  six  parts:  legislation 
submitted  by  the  Mayor  which  has  a  time  deadline; 
matters  previously  laid  on  the  table;  matters  previ- 
ously assigned  for  further  action;  previously  passed, 
but  unanswered  17F  orders;  home  rule  petitions;  and 
pieces  of  legislation  assigned  to  each  committee  of 
the  Council. 

Committee  —  there  are  twenty  four  standing  com- 
mittees of  the  Council.  Committee  structure  and  ju- 
risdiction are  part  of  the  Council  rules.  The  president 
appoints  members  of  a  committee  and  designates  a 
chair. 

Consent  Agenda  —  that  portion  of  the  regular 
Council  session  agenda  that  contains  resolutions  of  a 
congratulatory  nature  and  are  subject  to  a  single 
voice  vote. 

Divide  the  Question  —  a  motion  to  separate  and 
distinctly  vote  on  a  two-part  motion.  Example:  move 
to  suspend  and  pass;  motion  to  divide  the  question 
allows  that  the  first  vote  be  taken  to  suspend  the  rule. 
If  the  first  motion  passes,  a  vote  on  the  second  mo- 
tion (in  this  case  passage)  is  taken. 

Executive   Session   —   a  closed-door  session  of 
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Council  members  to  discuss  affairs  of  the  Council  in 
compliance  with  the  State's  Open  Meeting  Law.  All 
votes  in  executive  session  must  be  recorded. 

First  and  Second  Reading  —  all  sales  of  land  other 
than  school  lands,  all  appropriations  for  the  purchase 
of  land  and  all  loans  voted  by  the  Council  shall  re- 
quire a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  Councillors  and 
shall  be  passed  only  after  two  separate  readings  and 
two  separate  votes.  The  second  vote  must  be  taken 
not  less  than  fourteen  days  after  the  first. 

General  Laws  —  MGL  or  Massachusetts  General 
Laws. 

Home  Rule  Petition  —  a  legislative  petition  by  the 
Council  and  Mayor  requesting  certain  authority  from 
the  State  (c.43B  MGL).  The  Council  cannot  override 
the  veto  of  a  home  rule  petition.  Home  rule  petitions 
must  be  approved  by  the  Council,  Mayor,  Massachu- 
setts House  and  Senate  and  signed  by  the  Governor. 

Interim  Report  of  Committee  —  official  report  or 
status  update  given  by  the  committee  to  the  full 
Council.  This  type  of  report  carries  no  final  recom- 
mendation and  is  made  part  of  the  permanent  record. 

Lay  on  the  Table  —  a  motion  to  place  a  matter 
aside  for  a  later  time.  Majority  vote  is  necessary  to 
lay  on  the  table. 

Local  Option  Adopt  —  State  statutes  that  are 
passed  with  an  option  for  municipalities  to  adopt  pro- 
visions of  the  law.  The  Council  and  Mayor  must  ap- 
prove an  order  to  accept  a  local  option  law. 

Minority  Report  —  any  member  of  a  committee 
may  disagree  with  the  recommendation  of  the  full 
committee  and  file  an  official  report  stating  reasons 
of  disagreement. 

Motion  —  a  formal  proposal  by  a  member  in  a 
meeting  that  the  Council  take  a  certain  action. 

No  Further  Action  Necessary  —  a  committee  re- 
port that  recommends  the  Council  take  no  further 
action  on  a  matter,  often  given  as  a  recommendation 
for  informational  dockets. 

Open  Meeting  Law  —  State  law  (GL  c.  39,  S. 
23A,  23B,  23C)  that  requires  all  Council  meetings 
and  sessions  to  be  open  to  the  public.  Whenever  a 
quorum  of  Councillors  is  present  and  discussing  mat- 
ters before  the  body,  the  meeting  must  be  open.  Ex- 
ceptions to  this  law  include  the  discussion  of  a  per- 
son's character  or  personality,  or  Council's  discussion 
with  its  attorney. 

Order  —  a  Council  mandate  to  do  something.  Or- 
ders compel  to  act,  and  do  not  become  part  of  the 
city's  body  of  law.  If  the  Mayor  doesn't  approve,  a 
two-thirds  vote  is  needed  to  override  the  disapproval 
and  give  the  order  effect. 

Ordinance  —  city  laws  passed  by  the  Council  and 
approved  by  the  Mayor,  or  passed  over  the  Mayor's 
objection  by  two-thirds  of  the  Council.  Ordinances 
passed  by  the  Council  and  Mayor  become  part  of  city 
law  and  are  codified  in  the  City  of  Boston  Code. 

Ought  to  Pass  —  a  committee  report  that  recom- 
mends that  the  full  Council  vote  to  approve  a  legisla- 
tive matter. 

Ought  to  Pass  in  a  New  Draft  —  a  committee  re- 
port that  recommends  that  the  full  Council  vote  to 
approve  the  matter  as  changed.  Often  the  changed 
document  is  the  result  of  committee  work. 

Place  on  File  —  a  report  of  a  committee  that  indi- 
cates the  matter  is  being  disposed.  The  matter  leaves 
the  active  calendar,  and  remains  on  file  with  the  City 
Clerk. 

Previous  Question  —  a  motion  to  cut  off  all  debate 
and  force  a  vote  on  the  matter  under  consideration; 
two-thirds  vote  required  for  passage. 

Quorum  —  seven  (7)  members  of  the  Council. 

Recess  to  the  Call  of  the  Chair  —  adjournment  of 
either  a  committee  hearing  or  session  of  the  Council 
subject  to  recall  by  the  chair  or  president. 


Reconsideration  —  a  motion  to  bring  a  matter  back 
before  the  body  after  it  has  received  its  final  vote.  A 
motion  for  reconsideration  may  take  place  only  at  the 
meeting  during  which  the  action  to  be  reconsidered 
took  place. 

Reject  Without  Prejudice  —  a  committee  report 
that  recommends  that  the  measure  should  be  defeated 
by  a  vote  of  the  entire  Council.  Without  prejudice 
means  that  the  matter  may  be  resubmitted  later  in 
that  session  or  at  a  subsequent  session. 

Resolution  —  an  expression  of  opinion,  congratula- 
tion, condolence,  or  remonstrance  voted  by  the 
Council.  Resolutions  have  no  legal  binding  authority. 

Roll  Call  Vote  —  the  live  voice  vote  of  Council- 
lors, answering  yea  or  nay,  responding  when  his/her 
name  is  called  by  the  Clerk. 

17F  Order  —  under  the  provisions  of  Section  17F 
of  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  the  Council  may 
request  specific  information  on  any  municipal  matter 
from  the  Mayor  or  any  of  his  department  heads.  This 
information  must  be  submitted  to  the  Council, 
through  the  City  Clerk,  within  seven  days. 

Sixty-Day  Time  Limit  —  all  ordinances,  appropria- 
tion and  loan  orders  submitted  to  the  Council  by  the 
Mayor  become  effective  sixty  days  after  introduced  if 
not  acted  upon  by  the  Council  (Section  17E  of  Chap- 
ter 458  of  the  Acts  of  1948) 

Special  Session  of  the  City  Council  —  may  be 
called  (1)  by  the  President  of  the  Council  if  more 
than  forty-eight-hours  notice  is  given,  (2)  by  the 
President  of  the  Council  with  the  consent  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  Council  if  less  than  forty-eight-hours 
notice  is  given,  or  (3)  by  the  Mayor,  for  a  specific 
purpose,  with  forty -eight-hours  notice  (Section  17  A 
of  Chapter  458  of  the  Acts  of  1948). 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Admin- 
istration. 


ORDER  THAT  CITY  COUNCIL  SUPPORT  "BILL 
OF  RIGHTS  AND  RESPONSIBILITIES  FOR 
LEARNING"  (DOCKET  NO.  1262) 

Coun.  KEANE  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  The  schoolchildren  of  Boston  are  entitled 
to  safe  and  orderly  schools  with  high  academic  stand- 
ards that  pay  attention  to  core  academic  subjects; 

Whereas,  A  Phi  Delta  Kappa/Gallup  Poll  released 
in  August,  1995  found  that  the  lack  of  discipline  was 
seen  as  the  biggest  issue  facing  education  today. 
Likewise,  a  1994  survey  by  Public  Agenda  found  that 
76  percent  of  respondents  (and  83  percent  of  African 
Americans)  supported  the  idea  of  permanently  remov- 
ing school  students  caught  with  weapons  or  drugs; 

Whereas,  Teachers  and  paraprofessionals  should  not 
have  to  sacrifice  their  instruction  time  by  spending 
the  majority  of  their  time  dealing  with  the  discipline 
problems  of  a  small  number  of  students; 

Whereas,  The  American  Federation  of  Teachers 
and  the  Boston  Teachers  Union  have  launched  a  cam- 
paign called  "Responsibility,  Respect,  Results:  Les- 
sons for  Life"  with  the  following  standards  of  con- 
duct: 
All  students  and  school  staff  have  a  right  to  schools 

that  are  safe,  orderly,  and  drug  free. 
All  students  and  school  staff  have  a  right  to  learn 
and  work  in  school  districts  and  schools  that  have 
clear  discipline  codes  with  fair  and  consistently  en- 
forced consequences  for  misbehavior. 
All  students  and  school  staff  have  a  right  to  learn 
and  work  in  school  districts  that  have  alternative 
education  placements  for  violent  or  chronically  dis- 
ruptive students. 
All  students  and  school  staff  have  a  right  to  be 

treated  with  courtesy  and  respect. 
All  students  and  school  staff  have  a  right  to  learn 
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and  work  in  school  districts  and  schools  that  have 
clearly  stated  and  rigorous  academic  standards. 
All  students  and  school  staff  have  a  right  to  learn 
and  work  in  well-equipped  schools  that  have  the  in- 
structional materials  needed  to  carry  out  a  rigorous 
academic  program. 
All  students  and  school  staff  have  a  right  to  learn 
and  work  in  schools  where  teachers  know  their 
subject  matter  and  how  to  teach  it. 
All  students  and  school  staff  have  a  right  to  learn 
and  work  in  school  districts,  schools,  and  class- 
rooms where  high  grades  stand  for  high  achieve- 
ment and  promotion  is  earned. 
All  students  and  school  staff  have  a  right  to  learn 
and  work  in  school  districts  and  schools  where  get- 
ting  a  high   school   diploma   means   having   the 
knowledge  and  skills  essential  for  college  or  a 
good  job. 
All  students  and  school  staff  have  a  right  to  be  sup- 
ported by  parents,  the  community,  public  officials, 
and  business  in  their  efforts  to  uphold  high  stand- 
ards of  conduct  and  achievement. 
Whereas,  This  campaign  asks  the  community  to  fo- 
cus on  standards  of  conduct  and  standards  for  aca- 
demic achievement  as  the  real  solutions  to  problems 
in  education;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  supports 
the  Bill  of  Rights  and  Responsibilities  for  Learning 
and  encourages  anyone  with  an  interest  in  the  city's 
future  to  embrace  this  plan  to  restore  discipline,  or- 
der, and  high  academic  standards  in  order  to  force 
dramatic  improvements  as  well  as  change  the  current 
perception  of  our  public  schools. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rules. 


ORDER  THAT  COMMITTEE  ON  POST  AUDIT 
AND  OVERSIGHT  HOLD  HEARING  TO  RE- 
VIEW EXISTING  ORDINANCES  AND  REGU-

Whereas,  The  utility  companies  are  not  sufficiently 
backfilling  their  repair  jobs  and  the  Public  Works 
Department  is  not  following  up  with  inspections; 

Whereas,  Shoddy  patching  has  a  negative  impact 
on  the  quality  of  life  by  causing  potholes,  the  decay 
of  streets  and  alleys,  and  permanent  damage  to  vehi- 
cles; therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Post  Audit  and 
Oversight  conduct  a  public  hearing  to  review  the  ex- 
isting ordinance  and  regulations  on  backfilling  and 
street  patching  after  work  done  by  utility  companies.

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  has  approved 
twenty-two  million  dollars  in  Economic  Development 
Initiative  grant  money  and  twenty-two  million  dollars 
in  Section  108  Loan  Guarantee  assistance  from  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
to  be  expended  for  businesses  in  the  enhanced  enter- 
prise zone  communities;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Post  Audit  and 
Oversight  conduct  a  public  hearing  to  evaluate  the 
awarding  of  grants  by  the  Enterprise  Zone  Advisory 
Committee,  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  and 
the  Public  Facilities  Department  for  Boston's  en- 
hanced enterprise  zone.  The  director  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Public  Facilities  Department,  and  the  executive  direc- 
tor of  Boston's  Empowerment  Zone  shall  be  required 
to  provide  information  about  the  program.  The  first 
hearing  shall  be  held  in  December,  1995  with  a  sub- 
sequent review  hearing  every  six  months.

Ordered,  That  the  city  council's  Committee  on  La- 
bor conduct  a  public  hearing  to  discuss  the  School 
Department's  plans  for  "privatization"  and  to  deter- 
mine if  there  is  a  violation  of  city  ordinances  in  this 
regard;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  members  of  the  Mayor's  Office  and 
the  Boston  School  Committee  be  invited  to  attend. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Labor.

Wheres,  the  U.S.  Secretary  of  Education  has  desig- 
nated Massachusetts  as  an  Educational  Flexibility 
Demonstration  Site  which  will  allow  local  school  dis- 
tricts in  the  Commonwealth  to  modify  some  federally 
mandated  school  programs;  and 

Whereas,  The  Secretary  of  Education's  designation 
is  in  recognition  of  the  flexibility,  accountability,  and 
innovation  fostered  by  the  state's  Education  Reform 
Act  of  1993;  and 

Whereas,  The  granting  of  such  administrative  lati- 
tude will  enable  local  school  officials  to  make  modi- 
fications in  a  number  of  programs  which  will  result 
in  reduced  paperwork,  allowing  increased  resources, 
both  human  and  financial,  to  be  spent  at  the  class- 
room level;  and

Whereas,  Massachusetts  Port  Authority's  proposal 
for  this  new  runway  is  based  upon  an  internal  agency 
study  which  was  conducted  for  over  one  year  without 
the  participation  of  impacted  communities,  despite 
their  repeated  requests  for  input  and  information, 
and; 

Whereas  By  engaging  in  such  a  closed  process, 
other  viable  options  for  handling  the  alleged  conges- 
tion and  delay  were  not  considered.  These  options 
would  include  the  development  of  a  second  major  air- 
port, greater  diversion  of  commuter  aircraft  to  exist- 
ing regional  airports,  especially  Hanscom  Airfield  in 
Bedford  which  Massport  owns  and  Fort  Devens  in 
Ayer,  a  decommissioned  air  base,  a  portion  of  which 
is  presently  landbanked,  and  the  development  of  a 
North-South  rail  link,  and  high-speed  rail  along  the 
North  East  corridor  which  could  provide  a  safe  and 
fast  alternative  were  not  incorporated  into  the  study 
process  thereby  limiting  the  study's  scope,  and; 

Whereas,  A  public  hearing  of  the  Council's  Com- 
mittee on  Commerce  and  Transportation  was  held  on 
September  14,  1995,  at  the  East  Boston  Harborside 
Community  School  and  was  attended  by  approxi- 
mately 200  residents  and  elected  officials,  all  of 
whom  expressed  numerous  environmental  concerns 
related  to  the  proposed  runway  14/32  including  air 
quality,  noise  and  traffic  impacts  and  who  were  unan- 
imously opposed  to  the  construction  of  runway  14/32 
and; 

Whereas,  Public  health  risks  associated  with  Logan 
Airport  operations  on  impacted  neighborhoods  raise 
serious  public  policy  issues  and  a  1994  report  on  the 
health  of  East  Boston  produced  by  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Hospitals,  Public  Health  Division,  ranked 
heart  disease  as  the  leading  cause  of  death  in  East 
Boston,  followed  by  lung  cancer,  chronic  obstructive 
pulmonary  disease  and  chronic  liver  disease,  all  of 
which  raises  serious  questions  about  the  correlation 
between  the  prevalence  of  these  diseases  and  noise 
and  air  quality  impacts,  especially  the  effects  of  vola- 
tile organic  compounds  associated  with  jet  fuel  oper- 
ations and; 

Whereas,  Massport  is  currently  undergoing  a  $1.2 
Billion  landside  moderization  project  called  Logan 
2000  which  it  claims  is  necessary  to  handle  not  only 
its  current  25  million  passengers  annually,  but  its  an- 
ticipated 45  million  passengers  projected  for  2010 
and; 

Whereas,  The  United  States  Environmental  Protec- 
tion Agency  has  already  expressed  concerns  that  this 
anticipated  passenger  growth  at  Logan  Airport  has 
the  potential  to  significantly  increase  air  pollution 
emissions  associated  with  increased  traffic  and  the  re- 
gion is  in  serious  "non-attainment"  of  the  air  quality 
standard  for  ozone  and  any  increased  traffic  gener- 
ated by  the  airport  will  make  the  commonwealth's 
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job  of  attaining  the  ozone  standard  more  difficult 
and; 

Whereas,  Executive  Order  12898  on  Environmental 
Justice  issued  by  President  Clinton  in  1994  directs 
federal  agencies  to  closely  monitor  projects  such  as 
the  proposed  Massport  Airside  Improvements  Project 
for  its  disproportionately  high  and  adverse  human 
health  or  environmental  effects  on  minority  and  low 
income  populations  and; 

Whereas,  Testimony  was  received  at  the  September 
14,  1995,  hearing  regarding  existing  breathing  prob- 
lems due  to  aircraft  emissions,  of  soot  and  dirt  im- 
pacts on  homes  and  in  backyards  from  passing  air- 
craft, of  jet  fuel  emissions  deposited  on  roof  tops 
from  low  flying  aircraft  and  of  impaired  hearing  due 
to  aircraft  noise  and; 

Whereas,  Recently,  Councillors  have  received  con- 
stituent complaints  regarding  aircraft  noise  in  other 
parts  of  Boston  including  Dorchester,  Roxbury,  South 
Boston,  Charlestown,  the  South  End,  Beacon  Hill, 
Back  Bay,  the  North  End  and  Jamaica  Plain  and; 

Whereas,  As  a  major  transportation  agency  in  the 
Commonwealth  and  New  England,  Massport  should 
be  engaging  in  comprehensive,  responsible  and  envi- 
ronmentally sound  transportation  planning  and  throw- 
ing its  considerable  weight  behind  other  viable  trans- 
portation alternatives  and;

That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  ac- 
companied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the 
city  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of 
this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved  under  Clause 
(1)  of  Section  eight  of  Article  two.  as  amended,  of 
the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end  that  legislation 
be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  follows,  except  for 
clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form  only: 

Section  1.  Whereas,  a  serious  public  emergency 
exists  with  respect  to  the  housing  of  citizens  in  the 
city  of  Boston  who  reside  in  govemmentally-involved 
subsidized  housing,  inasmuch  as  there  is  a  threat  that 
many  low-income  individuals  and  families  residing  in 
such  housing,  and  particularly  those  who  are  elderly 
and  disabled,  may  be  threatened  with  displacement  as 
a  result  of  prepayment  of  mortgage  financing,  loss  of 
use  restrictions,  expiring  subsidy  contracts,  and  ex- 
pected increases  in  rent,  and  there  is  a  threat  that  af- 
fordable housing  stock  will  be  lost  due  to  expiration 
of  use  restrictions  and  such  pre-payment.  further  ex- 
acerbating an  extreme  housing  shortage  within  the 
city  for  low-income  families  and  individuals,  and  that 
it  is  the  goal  of  the  city  of  Boston  to  encourage  own- 
ers of  governmentally-involved  housing  to  accept  in- 
centives to  keep  such  housing  affordable  and  avert 
displacement,  that  such  emergency  should  be  met  by 
the  commonwealth  immediately  and  with  due  regard 
for  the  rights  and  responsibilities  of  the  city  of 
Boston,  and,  therefore,  this  act  is  declared  to  be  in 
the  public  interest. 

Section  2. 

(A)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  general 
or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  including,  without  lim- 
itation, the  provisions  of  General  Law  chapter  40  O 
and  chapter  282  of  the  acts  of  1994.  the  city  of 
Boston  may  by  ordinance  control  the  rent  for  the  use 
or  occupancy  of  govemmentally-involved  or  formerly 
governmentally-involved  housing  to  the  extent  that 
such  regulation  is  not  otherwise  pre-empted  by  fed- 
eral law  or  by  section  6  of  chapter  708  of  the  acts  of 
1966.  as  amended,  once  the  basis  for  federal  or 
Massachusetts  Housing  Finance  Agency  rent  pre- 
emption no  longer  exists.  For  the  purpose  of  this  act, 
"governmentally-involved  housing"  is  defined  as 
housing  accommodations  which  the  United  States  or 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  or  any  authority 
created  under  the  laws  thereof  either  owns,  operates, 
finances,  subsidizes,  or  insures  the  mortgage  thereon, 
or  regulates  the  individual  rents  thereof,   including 
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without  limitation  housing  accommodations  which 
were  constructed  or  rehabilitated  pursuant  to  Sections 
202,  221(d)  or  236  of  the  National  Housing  Act,  or 
pursuant  to  project-based  programs  under  Section  8 
of  the  United  States  Housing  Act  of  1937;  provided, 
however,  housing  accommodations  which  the  United 
States  or  any  authority  created  under  the  laws  thereof 
insures  or  insured  the  mortgage  thereon  pursuant  to 
sections  207,  220  or  608  of  the  National  Housing 
Act  shall  not  be  included  within  this  definition,  nor 
shall  housing  accommodations  the  mortgage  of  which 
is  insured  under  Section  221(d)  of  the  National  Hous- 
ing Act  and  which  never  received  a  federal  rental 
subsidy  or  below  market  interest  rate  mortgage  sub- 
sidy, nor  shall  housing  accommodations  owned  or  ac- 
quired by  the  City  of  Boston  through  tax  foreclosure. 
"Formerly  governmentally-involved  housing"  is  de- 
fined as  housing  which  was  governmentally-involved 
housing  as  of  July  1,  1994,  or  which  newly  becomes 
governmentally-involved  housing  after  July  1,  1994, 
but  which  may  no  longer  be  owned,  operated,  fi- 
nanced, subsidized,  mortgage-insured,  or  rent- 
regulated  by  the  United  States,  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  or  any  authority  created  under  the 
laws  thereof.  Said  city  may  create  a  board  and 
empower  it  to  establish  as  the  maximum  rent 
for  governmentally-involved  and  formerly 
governmentally-involved  housing  accommodations  the 
rent  in  effect  therefor  on  July  1,  1994,  or  six  months 
before  the  basis  for  federal  or  MHFA  rent  pre- 
emption lapsed,  whichever  is  later,  adjusted  to  insure 
that  such  rent  provides  a  fair  net  operating  income  as 
of  the  date  of  the  loss  of  rent  pre-emption,  provided, 
however,  that  said  ordinance  shall  authorize  the 
board,  by  order  to  make  such  individual  adjustments 
in  such  maximum  rents  as  may  be  necessary  to  re- 
move hardships  or  to  correct  other  inequities,  and 
provided  further,  however,  in  the  event  of  any  reduc- 
tion in  or  forgiveness  of  mortgage  debt  for 
governmentally-involved  housing  or  formerly 
governmentally-involved  housing,  the  rent  shall  be  re- 
duced to  reflect  the  corresponding  reduction  in  oper- 
ating expenses  and/or  debt  service.  In  making  indi- 
vidual adjustments  to  remove  hardships  or  to  correct 
other  inequities,  said  board  shall  observe  the  princi- 
ple of  maintaining  maximum  rents  for  such  housing 
accommodations  at  levels  which  will  yield  to  owners 
a  fair  net  operating  income  from  such  housing  ac- 
commodations. In  determining  whether  the  maximum 
rent  for  such  housing  accommodations  yields  a  fair 
net  operating  income  from  such  housing  accommoda- 
tions due  consideration  shall  be  given  to  the  follow- 
ing, among  other  relevant  factors:  (1)  increases  in 
property  taxes;  (2)  unavoidable  increases  in  operating 
and  maintenance  expenses;  (3)  major  capital  improve- 
ments of  such  housing  accommodations  as  distin- 
guished from  ordinary  repair,  replacement,  and  main- 
tenance; (4)  increases  or  decreases  in  living  space, 
services,  furniture,  furnishings  or  equipment;  (5) 
substantial  deterioration  of  such  housing  accommoda- 
tions, other  than  ordinary  wear  and  tear,  or  failure  to 
perform  ordinary  repair,  replacement,  or  mainte- 
nance; and  (6)  any  reduction  in,  or  forgiveness  of, 
mortgage  debt.  Upon  a  decision  by  the  board  regard- 
ing the  rent  for  a  housing  accommodation,  either 
party  concerned  may  appeal  to  the  district  court  for 
the  judicial  district  within  which  the  housing  accom- 
modation is  located  or  to  the  housing  court  of  the 
city  of  Boston  within  thirty  days  of  such  decision. 

(B)  Such  ordinance  may  also  provide  that  no  per- 
son shall  bring  any  action  to  recover  possession  of  a 
governmentally-involved  housing  accommodation,  or 
any  housing  accommodation  receiving  tenant-based 
rental  assistance  from  a  federal,  state,  or  local  hous- 
ing program,  to  the  extent  that  such  regulation  is  not 


otherwise  pre-empted  by  federal  law  or  by  section  6 
of  chapter  708  of  the  acts  of  1996,  unless: 

(1)  the  tenant  has  failed  to  pay  the  rent  to  which 
the  owner  is  entitled; 

(2)  the  tenant  has  violated  an  obligation  or  cove- 
nant of  his  tenancy  other  than  the  obligation  to  sur- 
render possession  upon  proper  notice  and  has  failed 
to  cure  such  violation  after  having  received  written 
notice  thereof  from  the  owner; 

(3)  the  tenant  is  committing  or  permitting  to  ex- 
ist a  nuisance  in,  or  is  causing  substantial  damage 
to,  the  housing  accommodation,  or  is  creating  a 
substantial  interference  with  the  comfort,  safety,  or 
enjoyment  of  the  owner  or  other  occupants  of  the 
same  or  any  adjacent  accommodation; 

(4)  the  tenant  has  been  using  or  permitting  a 
housing  accommodation  to  be  used  for  any  illegal 
purpose; 

(5)  the  tenant,  who  has  a  written  lease  or  rental 
agreement  which  terminated  on  or  after  the  passage 
of  this  act  has  refused,  after  written  requests  or  de- 
mand by  the  owner,  to  execute  a  written  extension 
or  renewal  thereof  for  a  further  term  of  like  dura- 
tion and  in  such  terms  as  are  not  inconsistent  with 
or  violative  of  any  provision  of  this  act; 

(6)  the  tenant  has  refused  the  owner  reasonable 
access  to  the  housing  accommodation  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  necessary  repairs  or  improvements 
required  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  the  com- 
monwealth, or  any  subdivision  thereof,  or  for  the 
purpose  of  inspection  as  permitted  or  required  by 
the  lease  or  by  the  law,  or  for  the  purpose  of 
showing  the  housing  accommodations  to  any  pro- 
spective purchaser  or  mortgagee; 

(7)  the  tenant  holding  at  the  end  of  a  lease  term 
is  a  subtenant  not  approved  by  the  owner; 

(8)  for  the  tenant-based  rental  assistance  pro- 
grams only,  the  owner  seeks  to  recover  possession 
in  good  faith  of  a  unit  for  his  or  her  own  use  and 
occupancy  or  for  the  use  and  occupancy  by  his  or 
her  spouse,  children,  grandchildren,  great  grand- 
children, parents,  grandparents,  brother,  sister, 
father-in-law,  mother-in-law,  son-in-law,  or 
daughter-in-law;  or 

(9)  the  owner  seeks  to  recover  possession  for 
any  other  just  cause,  provided  that  his  purpose  is 
not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  and  purposes  of 
this  act. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  construed  as 
additional  restrictions  on  the  right  to  recover  posses- 
sion of  such  housing  accommodations. 

(C)  Such  ordinance  may  also  provide  that  no  per- 
son shall  remove  any  governmentally-involved  or  for- 
merly governmentally-involved  housing  accommoda- 
tion from  low-income  rental  housing  use,  or  convert 
such  housing  to  a  condominium  or  cooperative,  with- 
out first  obtaining  a  permit  for  that  purpose  from  the 
board,  to  the  extent  that  such  regulation  is  not  other- 
wise pre-empted  by  federal  law  or  by  section  6  of 
chapter  708  of  the  acts  of  1966.  Such  permit  may  be 
subject  to  such  terms  and  conditions  not  inconsistent 
with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  this  act,  includ- 
ing, without  limitation,  (a)  incentives  to  continue  in 
effect  the  low-income  use  restrictions  previously  in 
place  for  the  property,  (b)  where  sale,  lease,  or  dis- 
position of  the  property  may  result  in  the  loss  of  all 
or  a  portion  of  the  property  for  low-income  rental 
housing  use,  the  right  of  an  incorporated  tenants  as- 
sociation in  such  housing,  the  city  of  Boston,  or  non- 
profit community  development  corporations  to  negoti- 
ate for,  acquire  and  operate  such  property  on 
substantially  equivalent  terms  and  conditions  to  a 
bona  fide  third  party  purchaser. 

(D)  Such  ordinance  may  also  provide  that  an 
owner  of  governmentally-involved  housing,  or  for- 
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merly  governmentally-involved  housing,  must  affirm- 
atively seek  out  and  accept  any  prospective  govern- 
mental housing  resources,  whether  tenant-based  or 
project-based,  which  maximizes  affordability  of  the 
housing  accommodations  for  low-income  tenants  and 
applicants,  consistent  with  the  owner's  right  to  obtain 
a  fair  net  operating  income  for  the  housing  accom- 
modations. 

(E)  Such  ordinance  may  also  provide  that,  so  long 
as  such  regulation  is  consistent  with  the  owner's  right 
to  obtain  a  fair  net  operating  income,  the  city  of 
Boston  may  regulate  the  occupancy  of 
governmentally-involved  housing  or  formerly 
governmentally-involved  housing  to:  (a)  insure  that, 
as  units  turn  over,  they  are  rented  out  to  low-income 
households  and  not  to  households  whose  income  ex- 
ceeds 80  percent  of  the  area  median  income;  and  (b) 
that  any  priorities  established  by  the  owner  for  ad- 
mission to  such  housing  are  based  on  objective  crite- 
ria and  are  consistent  with  local  preferences  as  estab- 
lished by  the  city  of  Boston.  Such  regulation  shall 
not  affect  the  right  of  the  owner  to  screen  out  tenants 
with  histories  of  failure  to  pay  rent,  failure  to  care 
for  the  premises,  failure  to  respect  the  rights  of  oth- 
ers to  peaceful  enjoyment  of  their  housing,  drug- 
related  criminal  history  or  other  criminal  activity  that 
is  a  threat  to  the  life,  safety,  or  property  of  others,  or 
failure  to  comply  with  other  essential  conditions  of 
tenancy. 

(F)  The  city  of  Boston,  in  any  ordinance  adopted 
pursuant  to  this  act,  shall  be  empowered  to  promul- 
gate any  rules,  regulations  or  orders,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  this  act,  for  the 
enforcement  of  this  act,  for  the  setting  of  rents,  for 
the  regulation  of  evictions,  or  for  the  granting  or  de- 
nying of  removal  permits  in  governmentally-involved 
or  formerly  governmentally-involved  rental  housing. 

(G)  Any  hearings  regarding  matters  related  to  reg- 
ulation of  rents  or  removal  permits  for 
governmentally-involved  housing  or  formerly 
governmentally-involved  housing  or  regarding  compli- 
ance with  other  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
conducted  by  the  board  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  section  1 1  of  chapter  30A  of  the  General 
Laws  except  that  requirements  (7)  and  (8)  of  such 
section  11  shall  not  apply  to  such  hearings. 

(H)  All  decisions  of  the  board  may  be  appealed  to 
the  district  court  department  of  the  trial  court  for  the 
judicial  district  within  which  the  housing  accommo- 
dation is  located  or  the  housing  court  department  of 
the  trial  court,  city  of  Boston  division,  within  thirty 
calendar  days  after  the  notice  of  such  decision. 

(I)  The  superior  court  department  of  the  trial  court 
and  housing  court  department  of  the  trial  court,  city 
of  Boston  division,  shall  severally  have  jurisdiction  to 
enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act,  any  ordinance 
adopted  thereunder  and  any  rules  or  regulations 
promulgated  pursuant  to  such  ordinance,  and  may  re- 
strain or  enjoin  violations  of  such  ordinance. 

Section  3.  The  provisions  of  this  act  are  severable, 
and  if  any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  unconstitu- 
tional or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not  af- 
fect or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions.

as  a  high  rise  structure,  or  (3)  any  exterior  wall 
of  an  abandoned  building,  excluding  residential 
buildings  that  are  classified  as  three  family,  two 
family,  or  single  family. 

b.  Inspection  Reports 

No  person  or  entity  shall  occupy  a  building 
without  submitting  to  the  Inspectional  Services 
Department  an  inspection  report  from  a  regis- 
tered architect  or  engineer  on  the  condition  of 
the  exterior  walls  and  appurtenances. 

The  Commissioner  shall  issue  a  certificate  only 
after  he  has  received  satisfactory  proof  of  inspec- 
tion and  the  inspection  report  of  the  architect  or 
engineer  reports  a  safe  condition.  The  inspection 
shall  be  conducted  at  least  once  every  five  years. 
An  examination  shall  include  a  complete  review 
of  the  most  recently  prepared  report. 

The  inspection  report  shall  be  a  written  report 
by  the  architect  or  engineer  certifying  the  results 
of  the  examination  clearly  documenting  the  con- 
dition of  the  exterior  walls  and  appurtenances 
thereto.  The  report  shall  include  a  record  of  all 
significant  deterioration,  unsafe  conditions  and 
movement  observed  as  well  as  a  statement  re- 
garding the  water  tightness  of  the  exterior  sur- 
faces. Such  report  must  be  signed  by,  or  bear  the 
professional  seal  of,  the  registered  architect  or 
engineer. 
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Upon  the  filing  of  an  inspection  report  indica- 
ting the  existence  of  an  unsafe  condition,  the 
Commissioner  shall  affix  the  appropriate  viola- 
tion on  the  structure  and  the  owners,  or  agent, 
shall  immediately  commence  repairs  to  remedy 
the  violation.

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved the  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body 
on  October  25,  1995,  Docket  No.  1232,  which  pur- 
ports to  require  the  taking  of  certain  steps  by  the 
Transportation  Commission  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

At  the  outset,  the  measure  would  impermissibly  in- 
volve the  City  Council  in  the  conduct  of  the  execu- 
tive and  administrative  business  of  the  city  because 
the  Boston  Transportation  Commission  exercises  ex- 
clusive authority  over  vehicular  street  traffic  in 
Boston.  St.  1948,  c.  452,  s.  17G.  Stat.  1929,  c.  263, 
s.  2,  as  amended. 

Further,  this  veto  is  required  by  state  laws  regulat- 
ing speed  limits.  G.L.  c.  85,  s.  2  and  c.  90,  s.  17. 
These  laws  require  that  specific  state  and  national 
guidelines  be  met  before  a  speed  limit  can  be  posted. 
For  example,  under  current  law,  the  City  cannot  post 
a  20  MPH  speed  limit  at  a  playground  and  can  only 
post  a  20  MPH  speed  limit  at  school  zones  that  meet 
the  guidelines. 

Finally,  at  my  direction,  the  Transportation  Depart- 
ment has  already  undertaken  a  number  of  measures 
to  address  pedestrian  safety  throughout  the  City,  in- 
cluding an  aggressive  program  of  installing  new  pe- 
destrian crosswalks  and  the  City's  first  official  school

VERSION OF  RENTAL  STOCK  PURSUANT 
TO  CITY'S  AUTHORITY  UNDER  ST.  1983,  c. 
527  (DOCKET  NO.  1551) 

MCLAUGHLIN,  KEANE,  O'NEIL  and 
YANCEY  offered  the  following: 

ORDINANCE  REITERATING  PROTECTIONS 

FOR  TENANTS  FACING  DISPLACEMENT 

BY  CONDOMINIUM  OR  COOPERATIVE 

CONVERSION  AND  REGULATION 

OF  THE  CONVERSION  OF  RENTAL  STOCK 

PURSUANT  TO  CITY'S  AUTHORITY 

UNDER  ST.  1983,  c.  527 

Whereas,  In  1983,  the  State  Legislature  adopted 
Chapter  527  of  the  Acts  of  1983,  in  which  it  is 
stated:  "The  general  court  finds  and  declares  that  a 
serious  public  emergency  exists  within  the  common- 
wealth with  respect  to  the  housing  of  a  substantial 
number  of  the  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth.  This 
rental  housing  emergency  has  been  created  by  the 
lack  of  sufficient  new  rental  housing  production,  by 
prolonged  increases  in  housing  costs  at  a  rate  sub- 
stantially exceeding  increases  in  personal  income,  by 
housing  abandonment,  by  increased  costs  of  new 
housing  construction  and  finance,  and  by  increased 
residential  mortgage  rates.  It  has  also  been  created 
by  the  effect  of  conversion  of  rental  housing  into 
condominiums  or  cooperatives.  These  forms  of  home 
ownership  constitute  an  important  and  positive  dimen- 
sion in  addressing  the  housing  needs  of  the  Common- 
wealth. However,  absent  sufficient  new  rental  housing 
production,  such  conversion  necessarily  reduces  the 
stock  of  rental  housing  otherwise  available.  A  sub- 
stantial and  increasing  shortage  of  rental  housing  ac- 


commodations, especially  for  the  elderly,  the  handi- 
capped, and  persons  and  families  of  low  and 
moderate  income,  has  been  and  will  continue  to  be 
the  result  of  this  emergency.  Unless  the  available 
stock  of  rental  housing,  and  the  tenants  who  reside 
therein,  receive  further  protection  from  the  conse- 
quence of  conversion  of  said  accommodations  to  con- 
dominiums and  cooperatives  than  the  law  now  af- 
fords, this  rental  housing  shortage  will  generate 
serious  threats  to  the  public  health,  safety,  and  gen- 
eral welfare  of  the  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth, 
particularly  the  elderly,  the  handicapped,  and  persons 
and  families  of  low  and  moderate  income.  It  is  there- 
fore necessary  that  such  emergency  be  dealt  with  im- 
mediately." Chapter  527  of  the  Acts  of  1983  goes  on 
to  establish  certain  basic  protections  for  tenants  in 
buildings  faced  with  condominium  or  cooperative 
conversion;  and 

Whereas,  Section  2  of  Chapter  527  of  the  Acts  of 
1983  provides  that  any  city  or  town  may,  by  ordi- 
nance or  by-law,  impose  provisions  or  requirements 
to  regulate  for  the  protection  of  tenants  with  respect 
to  the  conversion  of  housing  accommodations,  de- 
fined therein,  to  the  condominium  or  cooperative 
forms  of  ownership  and  evictions  related  thereto 
which  differ  from  those  set  forth  in  Chapter  527, 
upon  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  City  Council  with  the 
approval  of  the  Mayor,  provided,  however,  that  no 
such  ordinance  or  by-law  may  establish  additional 
protections  for  certain  types  of  housing  accommoda- 
tions; and 

Whereas.  Section  2  of  Chapter  527  of  the  Acts  of 
1983  also  provides  that  if  a  city  or  town  has  already 
adopted  an  ordinance  for  the  regulation  of  the  con- 
version of  housing  accommodations  to  the  condomin- 
ium or  cooperative  form  of  ownership  and  evictions 
related  therefore  pursuant  to  the  authority  given  to 
the  city  by  a  special  act  of  the  State  Legislature,  such 
city  or  town  is  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  Chap- 
ter 527,  and  Chapter  527  shall  not  be  construed  to 
limit  the  city's  authority  to  amend  or  repeal  any  ordi- 
nance in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  such  spe- 
cial act;  and 

Whereas,  Section  2  of  Chapter  527  of  the  Acts  of 
1983  also  provides  that  local  legislative  action  to  im- 
pose provisions  or  requirements  to  regulate  for  the 
protection  of  tenants  with  respect  to  the  conversion  of 
housing  accommodations  to  the  condominium  or  co- 
operative forms  of  ownership  and  evictions  related 
thereto  which  differ  from  those  set  forth  in  Chapter 
527  must  be  accompanied  by  a  declaration,  in  the 
form  of  findings,  that  local  conditions  constitute  an 
acute  rental  housing  emergency  requiring  local 
action,  on  account  of  the  aggravating  impact  of  the 
factors  set  forth  in  Section  1  of  Chapter  527;  and 

Whereas,  Prior  and  subsequent  to  Chapter  527  of 
the  Acts  of  1983,  the  City  of  Boston  had  adopted  or- 
dinances for  the  protection  of  tenants  with  respect  to 
the  conversion  of  housing  accommodations  to  the 
condominium  or  cooperative  forms  of  ownership  and 
evictions  related  thereto  pursuant  to  the  authority 
granted  to  it  under  its  rent  and  eviction  control  ena- 
bling laws,  i.e..  Chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969  and 
Chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970,  extending  such  pro- 
tections to  rent-controlled  and  vacancy  decontrolled 
housing  accommodations;  and 

Whereas,  In  1987.  the  State  Legislature  granted  the 
City  of  Boston  additional  enabling  authority  to  regu- 
late condominium  or  cooperative  conversion  and  re- 
moval of  housing  accommodations  pursuant  to  Chap- 
ter 45  of  the  Acts  of  1987,  amending  Chapter  797  of 
the  Acts  of  1969  and  Chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of 
1970,  and  the  City  of  Boston  subsequently  adopted 
ordinances  drawing  on  that  authority  to  regulate  con- 
dominium or  cooperative  conversion  and  the  with- 
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drawal  of  rooming  house  units  and  mobile  home  park 
units  from  the  rental  market  for  both  rent-controlled 
and  vacancy  decontrolled  housing  accommodations; 
and 

Whereas,  During  the  1970s  and  1980s,  thousands 
of  units  of  rental  housing  in  the  City  of  Boston  were 
converted  to  the  condominium  or  cooperative  form  of 
ownership;  and 

Whereas,  Between  1983  and  1988,  pursuant  to  the 
City  of  Boston's  rent  control  laws,  dozens  of  elderly, 
handicapped,  and  low-income  persons  living  in  rent- 
controlled  or  vacancy  decontrolled  units  which  were 
converted  to  the  condominium  or  cooperative  form  of 
ownership  and  who  were  faced  with  displacement  as 
a  result  of  such  conversion  sought  and  obtained  de- 
terminations that  they  were  not  subject  to  eviction  for 
the  purposes  of  condominium  or  cooperative  conver- 
sion, and  many  of  these  persons  are  still  residing  in 
those  units;  and 

Whereas,  The  effect  of  the  City's  condominium 
and  cooperative  conversion  eviction  protections  for 
units  converted  between  1983  and  1988  was  that  a 
number  of  owners  simply  decided  to  continue  exist- 
ing tenancies  and  not  threaten  tenants  with  displace- 
ment; and 

Whereas,  In  1988,  the  City  of  Boston  amended  its 
rent  control  ordinance  to  require  a  removal  permit 
before  a  unit  could  be  converted  to  the  condominium 
or  cooperative  form  of  ownership,  and  to  bar  eviction 
for  the  purpose  of  condominium  or  cooperative  con- 
version eviction;  and 

Whereas,  As  a  result  of  the  City's  regulation  of 
condominium  or  cooperative  conversion,  from  mid- 
1988  until  the  end  of  1994,  condominium  or  cooper- 
ative conversion  decreased  sharply  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  and  tenant  displacement  by  condominium  or 
cooperative  conversion  eviction  virtually  ceased;  and 

Whereas,  In  1993,  the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor 
voted  to  extend  its  regulation  of  condominium  and 
cooperative  conversions  and  the  evictions  related 
thereto,  which  were  due  to  expire  at  the  end  of  1994, 
for  an  additional  ten  years;  and 

Whereas,  In  1994,  the  voters  of  the  Common- 
wealth adopted  Chapter  40  O  of  the  General  Laws, 
eliminating  special  laws  granting  the  City  of  Boston 
and  other  municipalities  rent  and  eviction  control  au- 
thority; and 

Whereas,  In  early  1995,  the  State  Legislature 
adopted  Chapter  282  of  the  Acts  of  1994,  providing, 
notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Chapter  40  O  of  the 
General  Laws,  that  rent  and  eviction  protections 
could  continue  in  effect  for  low-income  tenants  in 
rent-controlled  units  for  a  limited  period  of  time;  and 

Whereas,  Section  3  of  Chapter  282  of  the  Acts  of 
1994  provides  that  cities  or  towns  that  lose  rent  con- 
trol authority  retain  their  rights  under  Chapter  527  of 
the  Acts  of  1983,  including  the  right  to  take  local 
legislative  action  to  provide  tenant  protections  regard- 
ing condominium  or  cooperative  conversions  and 
evictions  resulting  therefrom  which  may  differ  from 
the  protections  found  in  the  statewide  law;  and 

Whereas,  With  the  adoption  of  St.  1994,  c.  282, 
many  of  the  City's  tenants  have  lost  rent  and  eviction 
protections,  with  protections  for  rent-controlled  ten- 
ants with  incomes  above  60%  of  area  median  (or 
above  80%  for  the  elderly  and  handicapped)  and  for 
vacancy  decontrolled  units  phasing  out  as  of  January 
1,  1995;  and 

Whereas,  On  January  1,  1996,  low-  and  moderate- 
income  rent-controlled  tenants  who  reside  in  condo- 
minium units,  three-unit  buildings  (whether  owner- 
occupied  or  not),  and  four-to-twelve  unit 
owner-occupied  buildings,  including  those  who  are 
elderly  and  handicapped,  will  lose  protections  under 
the  City's  rent  and  eviction  control  laws,  and  all  pro- 


tections for  units  and  tenants  remaining  subject  to 
rent  control  will  be  phased  out  as  of  January  1, 
1997;  and 

Whereas,  Many  of  the  federal  housing  programs 
that  low-  and  moderate-income  tenants,  and  particu- 
larly elderly  and  handicapped  tenants,  have  counted 
on  are  being  cut  back,  leaving  many  households  with 
fewer  relocation  alternatives  if  they  are  displaced;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  City's  position  that  in  adopting 
its  prior  condominium  or  cooperative  conversion  and 
related  eviction  regulations,  it  has  been  acting  pursu- 
ant to  its  authority  under  both  St.  1983,  c.  527  and 
rent  control  enabling  laws;  and 

Whereas,  Notwithstanding  this  prior  action,  the 
City  now  wishes  to  make  explicit  and  clear  that  it 
has  chosen  to  exercise  its  authority  under  St.  1983, 
c.  527,  as  well  as  whatever  authority  may  exist  under 
rent  control  enabling  laws  or  other  authority,  to  miti- 
gate the  adverse  effects  of  condominium  or  coopera- 
tive conversion  and  related  evictions  upon  tenants 
who  may  face  displacement  or  who  may  not  be  able 
to  secure  housing  as  a  result  of  a  decrease  in  the 
rental  housing  stock  due  to  conversion;  and 

Whereas,  Current  conditions  in  the  City  of  Boston 
constitute  an  acute  rental  housing  emergency  requir- 
ing action  by  the  City,  on  account  of  the  aggravating 
impact  of  the  lack  of  sufficient  new  rental  housing 
production,  prolonged  increases  in  housing  costs  at  a 
rate  substantially  exceeding  increases  in  personal  in- 
come, by  housing  abandonment,  by  increased  costs 
of  new  housing  construction  and  finance. 'and  by  the 
effect  of  conversion  of  rental  housing  into  condomin- 
iums or  cooperatives,  thus  reducing  the  remaining 
stock  of  rental  housing  and  resulting  in  threats  of  dis- 
placement to  existing  tenants,  particularly  those  of 
low-  and  moderate-income  and  those  who  are  elderly 
or  handicapped,  and  an  inability  of  those  tenants  to 
secure  comparable  rental  housing: 

Now.  therefore,  the  City  Council  declares  that,  in 
addition  to  the  tenant  and  unit  protections  found  in 
Section  10-2  of  the  City  of  Boston  Code,  as  modified 
by  St.  1994,  c.  282.  and  pursuant  to  its  powers  un- 
der St.  1983,  c.  527,  the  City  of  Boston  hereby  es- 
tablishes certain  additional  tenant  and  unit  protections 
for  housing  accommodations  which  have  been,  or 
which  may  in  the  future  be.  converted  to  the  condo- 
minium or  cooperative  form  of  ownership,  so  as  to 
preserve  a  reasonable  balance  in  the  city's  housing 
stock  and  a  reasonable  supply  of  rental  housing,  par- 
ticularly for  those  who  are  elderly,  handicapped,  or 
of  low  or  moderate  income,  and  so  as  to  minimize 
involuntary  displacement  as  a  result  of  condominium 
or  cooperative  conversion  and  evictions  related 
thereto,  that  the  following  ordinance  shall  be 
adopted. 

Section  1.  Definitions.  When  used  in  this  ordi- 
nance, unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  the  fol- 
lowing terms  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

a.  Board:  The  Rent  Equity  Board  established  by 
City  of  Boston  Code,  subsection  10-2.2. 

b.  Condominium  or  Cooperative  Conversion:  The 
initial  sale  or  transfer  of  legal  title  to  a  housing  ac- 
commodation and  the  recording  of  the  master  deed  or 
articles  of  organization  pursuant  to  Chapter  156B, 
157,  157B.  or  183A  of  the  General  Laws.  As  used 
herein,  such  term  shall  also  mean  any  activity  by  a 
landlord,  developer,  investor  or  other  persons  which 
would  result,  is  intended  to  result,  or  does  result  in  a 
change  in  the  form  of  ownership  of  any  housing  ac- 
commodation to  a  condominium  or  cooperative  unit 
or  in  the  sale  or  transfer  of  legal  title  of  any  housing 
accommodation  as  a  condominium  or  cooperative 
unit,  and  shall  include  the  transfer,  sale,  marketing  or 
advertisement  of  any  housing  accommodation  as  a 
condominium  or  cooperative  unit. 
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c.  Condominium  or  Cooperative  Conversion  Evic- 
tion: An  eviction  of  a  tenant  by  a  landlord  for  the 
purpose  of  removing  such  tenant  from  a  housing  ac- 
commodation in  order  to  facilitate  the  initial  sale  and 
transfer  of  legal  title  to  that  housing  accommodation 
as  a  condominium  or  cooperative  unit  to  a  prospec- 
tive purchaser  or  an  eviction  of  a  tenant  by  any  other 
person  who  has  purchased  a  housing  accommodation 
as  a  condominium  or  cooperative  unit;  provided, 
however,  it  shall  not  include  good  faith  owner- 
occupancy  by  the  owner  or  a  family  member  of  a 
condominium  or  cooperative  unit  if  the  owner  shows 
that  he  or  she  legally  occupied  the  housing  accom- 
modation continuously  for  at  least  one  year  as  his  or 
her  principal  residence  after  condominium  or  cooper- 
ative conversion,  the  owner  subsequently  rented  the 
housing  accommodation  to  a  tenant,  and  all  the  legal 
owners  demonstrated  that  they,  in  good  faith,  intend 
to  reside  in  the  housing  unit  as  their  principal  resi- 
dence. 

d.  Condominium  Unit:  A  unit  in  a  condominium 
as  that  term  is  defined  in  Chapter  183 A  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

e.  Conversion  Permit:  A  document  issued  by  the 
Board,  which  is  subject  to  such  conditions  as  the 
Board  may  impose  to  allow  condominium  or  cooper- 
ative conversion. 

f.  Cooperative  Unit:  A  unit  in  a  cooperative  as  that 
term  is  defined  in  Chapters  156B,  157,  or  157B  of 
the  General  Laws. 

g.  Elderly  Tenant:  A  tenant  or  tenant  household  in 
which  at  least  one  member  is  at  least  sixty-two  (62) 
years  of  age. 

h.  Handicapped  Tenant:  A  tenant  or  tenant  house- 
hold in  which  at  least  one  member  is  physically 
handicapped  as  defined  by  Section  13A  of  Chapter 
22  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  or  mentally  handicapped  as  defined  by 
29  U.S.C.  Section  706(7)(b). 

i.  Housing  Accommodations:  Any  building,  struc- 
ture or  part  thereof  or  land  appurtenant  thereto,  or 
any  other  real  or  personal  property  rented  or  offered 
for  rent  for  living  or  dwelling  purposes,  within  the 
City,  including  without  limitation,  houses,  apart- 
ments, condominium  units,  cooperative  units,  room- 
ing or  boarding  house  units,  and  other  properties 
used  for  living  or  dwelling  purposes,  together  with 
all  services  connected  with  the  use  or  occupancy  of 
such  property,  provided,  however,  mobile  homes, 
trailers,  or  trailer  or  mobile  home  lots  in  mobile 
home  parks  shall  not  be  subject  to  this  ordinance,  but 
shall  continue  to  be  subject  to  the  protections  con- 
tained in  City  of  Boston  Code,  Section  10-2,  and 
provided,  further,  the  following  shall  not  be  con- 
tained within  this  definition: 

1.  housing  accommodations  which  the  United 
States  or  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
or  any  authority  created  under  the  laws  thereof 
either  owns  or  operates; 

2.  housing  accommodations  in  any  hospital,  con- 
vent, monastery,  asylum,  public  institution,  or 
college  or  school  dormitory  operated  exclusively 
for  charitable  or  educational  purposes,  or  in  any 
nursing  or  rest  home  for  the  aged; 

3.  buildings  containing  fewer  than  four  residential 
units,  except  for  buildings  which  are  part  of  a 
housing  development,  i.e.,  two  or  more  adja- 
cent, adjoining,  or  contiguous  buildings  under 
common  legal  or  beneficial  ownership  which 
are  used  in  whole  or  in  part  for  residential  pur- 
poses, and  which  contain  four  or  more  units; 

4.  housing  accommodations  in  hotels,  motels,  inns, 
tourist  homes,  and  rooming  and  boarding 
houses  which  are  occupied  by  transient  guests 
staying  for  a  period  of  fewer  than  fourteen  con- 


secutive calendar  days. 
In  addition,  the  following  housing  accommodations, 
while  within  the  definition  contained  in  this  act,  shall 
only  be  subject  to  the  provisions  or  requirements 
contained  in  St.  1983,  c.  527,  and  not  to  the  addi- 
tional provisions  or  requirements  contained  in  this 
Ordinance:  (i)  housing  accommodations  constructed 
or  converted  from  a  non-housing  to  a  housing  use  af- 
ter November  30,  1983;  (ii)  housing  accommodations 
which  were  constructed  or  substantially  rehabilitated 
pursuant  to  any  federal  mortgage  insurance  program, 
without  any  interest  subsidy  or  tenant  subsidy  at- 
tached thereto;  and  (iii)  housing  accommodations  fi- 
nanced through  the  Massachusetts  Housing  Finance 
Agency,  with  an  interest  subsidy  attached  thereto. 

j.  Housing  Services:  Services  of  facilities  provided 
by  a  landlord  or  required  by  law  or  by  the  terms  of  a 
rental  housing  agreement  to  be  provided  by  a  land- 
lord to  a  tenant  in  connection  with  the  use  and  occu- 
pancy of  any  housing  accommodation,  including 
without  limitation,  services,  furniture,  furnishings, 
and  equipment;  repairs,  decorating,  and  maintenance; 
provision  of  light,  heat,  hot  water,  cold  water,  tele- 
phone and  elevator  service;  kitchen,  bath,  and  laun- 
dry facilities  and  privileges;  use  of  halls,  corridors, 
stairs,  common  rooms,  yards  and  other  common  ar- 
eas; maid  service,  linen  service,  janitorial  service, 
removal  of  refuse,  parking  facilities,  and  any  other 
benefit,  privilege,  or  facility  connected  with  the  use 
or  occupancy  of  any  housing  accommodation.  Hous- 
ing services  to  a  housing  accommodation  shall  in- 
clude a  proportionate  share  of  the  services  provided 
to  common  facilities  of  the  building  in  which  the 
housing  accommodation  is  located. 

k.  Just  Cause:  As  used  with  regard  to  evictions, 
that  the  basis  for  eviction  is  limited  to  one  or  more 
of  the  permissible  grounds  for  eviction  set  forth  in 
Section  6(a)  of  Chapter  282  of  the  Acts  of  1994,  and 
is  not  a  condominium  or  cooperative  conversion  evic- 
tion. 

1.  Landlord:  The  individual  who  holds  title  to  any 
housing  accommodation  in  any  manner,  including 
without  limitation,  a  partnership,  corporation,  or 
trust.  For  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  the  rights  and 
duties  of  the  landlord  hereunder  shall  be  the  obliga- 
tion of  anyone  who  manages,  controls,  or  customar- 
ily accepts  rent  on  behalf  of  the  landlord. 

m.  Low  or  Moderate  Income  Tenant:  A  tenant  or 
group  of  tenants,  all  of  whom  occupy  the  same 
dwelling  unit,  whose  total  income  for  the  twelve  (12) 
months  immediately  preceding  the  date  of  any  notice 
or  the  exercising  of  any  right,  whichever  may  occur 
later,  is  not  more  than  one  hundred  (100)  percent  of 
the  median  income  for  the  area  as  set  forth  in  or  de- 
termined based  upon  regulations  promulgated  from 
time  to  time  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  pursuant  to  Section 
8  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1937,  as  amended,  and  cal- 
culated pursuant  to  said  regulations. 

n.  Low-Income  Tenant:  A  tenant  or  group  of  ten- 
ants, all  of  whom  occupy  the  same  dwelling  unit, 
whose  total  income  for  the  twelve  (12)  months  imme- 
diately preceding  the  date  of  any  notice  or  the  exer- 
cising of  any  right,  whichever  may  occur  later,  is  not 
more  than  fifty  (50%)  of  the  median  income  for  the 
area  as  set  forth  in  or  determined  based  upon  regula- 
tion promulgated  from  time  to  time  by  the  United 
States  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment pursuant  to  Section  8  of  the  Housing  Act  of 
1937,  as  amended,  and  calculated  pursuant  to  said 
regulations. 

o.  Operating  and  Maintenance  Expenses:  The  rea- 
sonable and  necessary  expenses  to  a  landlord  of  pro- 
viding housing  services  to  a  tenant,  including  without 
limitation,  maintenance,  repair,  management  fee,  real 
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estate  broker's  commission,  insurance,  utilities  in- 
cluding within  the  rent,  but  not  including  mortgage 
interest  and  amortization  nor  an  allowance  for  obso- 
lescence or  depreciation. 

p.  Rent:  The  consideration,  including  without  limi- 
tation, all  bonuses,  benefits,  gratuities,  or  charges 
contingent  or  otherwise,  demanded  or  received  for, 
or  in  connection  with,  the  use  or  occupancy  of  a 
housing  accommodation,  for  housing  services,  or  for 
the  transfer  of  a  lease  of  a  housing  accommodation. 

q.  Rental  Housing  Agreement.  An  agreement, 
oral,  written,  or  implied,  between  a  landlord  and  a 
tenant  for  the  use  and  occupancy  of  a  housing  ac- 
commodation and  for  housing  services. 

r.  Tenant:  A  tenant,  subtenant,  lessee,  sublessee, 
or  other  person,  entitled  under  the  terms  of  a  rental 
housing  agreement  to  the  use  and  occupancy  of  any 
housing  accommodation. 

Section  2.  Condominium  and  Cooperative  Conver- 
sion Evictions. 

a.  Limitation  on  Recovery  of  Possession  for  Con- 
dominium and  Cooperative  Conversion  Eviction:  No 
person  shall  bring  any  action  to  recover  possession  of 
a  housing  accommodation  for  the  purpose  of  a  con- 
dominium or  cooperative  conversion  eviction  until  the 
later  of  the  expiration  of  the  rental  housing  agreement 
or  one  year  has  elapsed  after  the  date  the  tenant  of 
such  housing  accommodation  received  a  written  no- 
tice of  termination  of  his  tenancy;  provided,  however, 
that,  in  the  case  of  a  dwelling  unit  occupied,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  by  an  elderly,  handicapped,  or  low- 
or  moderate-income  tenant  upon  the  date  of  the  no- 
tice, until  three  (3)  years  after  such  date  has  elapsed. 
The  burden  of  providing  qualification  with  respect  to 
age,  handicap,  and  income  shall  rest  with  the  tenant. 
All  notices  given  pursuant  to  this  subsection  shall  be 
personally  served  upon  the  tenant  or  mailed  to  the 
tenant  by  certified  mail,  return  receipt  requested,  as 
well  as  by  first  class  mail,  and  shall  advise  the  tenant 
of  the  rights  and  procedure  available  under  this  sec- 
tion. No  action  to  recover  possession  of  a  housing 
accommodation  for  the  purpose  of  a  condominium  or 
cooperative  conversion  eviction  shall  be  effective  un- 
less a  master  deed  or  articles  of  organization  for  the 
building  or  structure  in  which  the  housing  accommo- 
dation is  located  has  been  duly  recorded  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  183A,  156B,  157,  or  157B 
of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts, prior  to  or  within  the  one-  (1)  or  three-  (3) 
year  time  period  specified  in  this  section  for  notice  to 
the  tenant  of  such  housing  accommodations.  Upon 
expiration  of  the  notice  period  as  provided  herein,  the 
landlord  must  prove  proof  satisfactory  to  the  Board 
that  he  has  complied  with  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion with  respect  to  recovery  of  a  housing  accommo- 
dation in  order  to  proceed  with  a  condominium  or 
cooperative  conversion  eviction.  If  the  Board  finds 
that  the  proof  is  valid  and  in  compliance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  it  shall  issue  a  decision  to 
this  effect. 

b.  Presumption  of  Condominium  or  Cooperative 
Conversion  Eviction;  Rebuttal;  Procedure:  Any 
action  to  recover  possession  of  a  housing  accommo- 
dation shall  be  presumed  to  be  a  condominium  or  co- 
operative conversion  eviction  where  any  one  or  more 
of  the  following  has  occured: 

1.  Any  dwelling  unit  in  any  building  or  structure 
in  which  the  housing  accommodation  is  located  has 
been  sold  as  a  condominium  or  cooperative  unit;  or 

2.  A  master  deed  or  articles  of  organization  for 
the  building  or  structure  in  which  the  housing  ac- 
commodation is  located  has  been  duly  recorded 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapters  156B,  157, 
157B,  or  183A  of  the  General  Laws; 

3.  A  master  deed  or  articles  of  organization  for 


the  building  or  structure  in  which  the  housing  ac- 
commodation is  located  is  duly  recorded  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  Chapters  156B,  157,  157B,  or 
183 A  of  the  General  Laws  within  one  hundred  and 
eighty  (180)  days  after  an  action  is  brought  to  re- 
cover such  possession; 

4.  Any  tenant  of  any  unit  of  housing  accommo- 
dation in  the  building  or  structure  wherein  the  unit 
or  housing  accommodation  is  located  has  received 
any  notice  required  by  paragraph  (a)  of  this  sec- 
tion. 
A  landlord  may  seek  to  recover  possession  of  a  hous- 
ing accommodation  when  any  of  1,  2.  3.  or  4  occurs 
for  purposes  other  than  a  condominium  or  coopera- 
tive conversion  eviction  when  the  landlord  has  filed 
with  the  Board  an  affidavit,  under  the  penalty  of  per- 
jury, stating  that  such  eviction  is  not  for  the  purpose 
of  a  condominium  or  cooperative  conversion  eviction, 
that  such  eviction  is  for  just  cause  and  summarizing 
such  cause,  and  that  if  the  eviction  is  for  nonpayment 
of  rent  or  failure  to  pay  a  rent  increase,  that  any  in- 
crease in  the  rent  is  consistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  section.  The  Board  may  require  landlords  of 
such  units  to  give  it  notice  of  the  pendency  of  such 
actions  to  recover  possession  and  may  seek  to  inter- 
vene in  such  actions  where  it  appears  necessary  to 
effectuate  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance. 

c.  Extension  of  Rental  Housing  Agreement;  Limi- 
tations on  Rent  Increases  During  Notice  Period:  For 
any  tenant  who  receives  or  is  entitled  to  receive  a 
notice  as  provided  in  this  section,  the  landlord  shall 
extend  the  tenant's  rental  housing  agreement  upon  the 
expiration  thereof.  Such  extension  or  extensions  shall 
be  for  a  period  or  periods  of  one  year  or  fraction 
thereof  as  shall  equal  the  period  of  notice  to  which 
such  tenant  is  entitled  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
this  subsection.  The  provisions  of  such  rental  housing 
agreement  may  not  be  modified  by  the  landlord  ex- 
cept to  the  extent  such  modification  is  required  by 
law  and  except  with  respect  to  the  amount  of  annual 
rent,  any  increase  in  which  shall  not  exceed  in  any 
one  year:  (i)  for  an  elderly,  handicapped,  or  low-  to 
moderate-income  tenant.  5%,  or  by  the  percentage 
increase  in  the  consumer  price  index  during  the  cal- 
endar year  immediately  preceding  the  date  upon 
which  such  rental  housing  agreement  is  extended, 
whichever  is  greater:  or  (ii)  for  all  other  tenants. 
10%,  or  by  twice  the  percentage  increase  in  the  con- 
sumer price  index  during  the  calendar  year  immedi- 
ately preceding  the  date  upon  which  such  rental  hous- 
ing agreement  is  extended,  whichever  is  greater, 
provided,  however,  the  landlord  may  petition  the 
Board  to  authorize  a  greater  increase  in  the  rent 
where  necessary  to  provide  a  fair  net  operating  in- 
come in  light  of  increases  in  operating  and  mainte- 
nance expenses. 

d.  Right  to  Purchase  Unit.  Any  tenant  who  re- 
ceives or  is  entitled  to  receive  notice  pursuant  to  this 
section  shall  be  given  the  right  to  purchase  the  dwell- 
ing unit  he  occupied  at  the  time  such  notice  is  deliv- 
ered, for  substantially  the  same  or  more  favorable 
terms  and  conditions  as  are  being  offered  to  prospec- 
tive purchasers.  Such  tenant  may  exercise  a  right  of 
first  refusal  to  purchase  such  unit  by  executing  a  pur- 
chase and  sale  agreement  prior  to  the  expiration  of 
ninety  days  after  the  date  of  receiving  a  copy  of  the 
purchase  and  sale  agreement  properly  executed  by 
the  person  offering  the  unit  for  sale. 

e.  Relocation  Benefit:  Any  tenant  who  receives  or 
is  entitled  to  receive  a  notice  pursuant  to  this  section, 
who  chooses  not  to  exercise  the  right  to  purchase  the 
unit  he  or  she  occupies  pursuant  to  paragraph  d. 
hereof  or  who  does  not  purchase  another  unit  or 
units  in  the  same  building  or  buildings,  shall,  upon 
vacating  said  unit  within  the  appropriate  notice  per- 
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iod  as  established  by  paragraphs  a.  and  f.,  be  paid 
by  the  landlord  a  relocation  expense  allowance  of 
seven  hundred  fifty  dollars  ($750.00)  per  housing  ac- 
commodation, provided,  however,  that  if  such  tenant 
is  elderly,  handicapped,  or  of  low-  or  moderate- 
income,  said  relocation  expense  allowance  shall  be 
one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00)  per  housing  accom- 
modation. 

f.  Relocation  Service  to  Elderly,  Handicapped,  or 
Low-  or  Moderate-Income  Tenants.  Whenever  a 
housing  accommodation  is  converted  to  the  condo- 
minium or  cooperative  form  of  ownership  and  such 
conversion  results  in  the  displacement  of  an  elderly, 
handicapped,  or  a  low-  or  moderate-income  tenant 
who  qualified  as  such  on  the  date  of  the  notice  re- 
quired by  paragraph  a.  of  this  section,  the  landlord 
shall,  in  addition  to  paying  the  relocation  expense  al- 
lowance required  by  paragraph  e.  of  this  section,  as- 
sist said  tenant  in  locating  a  comparable  housing  ac- 
commodation within  the  City  which  rents  for  a  sum 
which  is  suitable  and  appropriate  in  relation  to  said 
tenant's  financial  condition  and  annual  income.  If 
said  tenant  has  resided  in  the  housing  accommodation 
from  which  he  is  being  displaced  for  at  least  three 
(3)  years,  the  landlord  shall  make  every  reasonable 
effort  to  locate  such  substitute  housing  accommoda- 
tion for  said  tenant  within  the  same  neighborhood  of 
the  City.  If  the  landlord  is  unable  to  locate  such  sub- 
stitute housing  accommodation  for  such  tenant  within 
the  period  of  notice  required  by  paragraph  a.  of  this 
subsection,  the  tenant  may  petition  the  Board  for  an 
extension  of  the  period  of  notice  required  by  para- 
graph a.  The  Board  may  extend  such  period  of  notice 
for  low-  or  moderate-income  tenants  for  up  to  an  ad- 
ditional period  of  two  years,  but  shall  extend  such 
period  of"  notice  for  an  additional  period  of  two  (2) 
years  for  elderly  or  handicapped  tenants. 

g.  Ban  on  Eviction  for  Condominium/Cooperative 
Conversion  for  Certain  Tenants.  Where,  prior  to  the 
enactment  of  this  ordinance,  a  low-  or  moderate- 
income  tenant,  an  elderly  tenant,  or  a  handicapped 
tenant  residing  in  a  housing  accommodation  as  de- 
fined herein  obtained  a  ruling  from  the  Board  that  he 
or  she  could  not  be  evicted  for  the  purpose  of  condo- 
minium or  cooperative  conversion  under  Section  10- 
2. 1  Oh.  or  k.  of  the  City  of  Boston  Code,  such  ruling 
shall  remain  in  effect  for  that  tenant  for  the  duration 
of  this  ordinance  so  long  as  the  tenant  continues  to 
qualify  with  respect  to  age,  handicap,  and  income. 
This  protection  shall  not  be  affected  by  any  exemp- 
tion or  decontrol  of  the  housing  accommodation  un- 
der Chapter  282  of  the  Acts  of  1994,  so  long  as  the 
unit  remains  a  housing  accommodation  within  the 
meaning  of  this  ordinance. 

h.  Regulations  and  Enforcement.  The  Board  shall 
promulgate  such  policies,  rules,  rulings  and  regula- 
tions, and  shall  issue  such  orders,  as  will  further  the 
provisions  of  this  section.  The  Board  shall  bring  such 
proceedings  as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  or  to  enforce  any  policy,  rule, 
ruling,  regulation,  or  order  promulgated  or  issued  by 
the  Board  pursuant  to  this  section. 

Section  3.  Conversion  Permits. 

a.  Conversion  of  Housing  Accommodations  Regu- 
lated: Except  as  provided  in  this  subsection,  it  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  owner  or  other  person  to  convert 
any  housing  accommodation  to  the  condominium  or 
cooperative  form  of  ownership  unless  to  the  Board, 
after  hearing,  grants  a  conversion  permit.  The  Board 
may  issue  such  orders  and  promulgate  such  regula- 
tions as  are  necessary  to  effectuate  the  purposes  of 
this  section,  and  prescribe,  consistent  with  this  sec- 
tion, the  procedure  for  applications,  notice,  hearings, 
and  the  grant  and  review  of  removal  permits.  Issu- 
ance of  a  conversion  permit  does  not  relieve  any  per- 


son of  compliance  with  the  condominium  or  coopera- 
tive conversion  eviction  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
or  of  any  other  requirements  that  may  be  imposed  by 
law  with  regard  to  evictions. 

b.  Exceptions.  No  conversion  permit  shall  be  re- 
quired for  the  conversion  of  any  housing  accommo- 
dation to  the  condominium  or  cooperative  form  of 
ownership  for  which,  on  or  before  September  1, 
1995,  a  master  condominium  deed  or  articles  of  or- 
ganization for  the  building  in  which  the  housing  ac- 
commodation is  located  has  been  duly  recorded  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  Chapters  156B,  157,  157B, 
or  183A  of  the  General  Laws.  Such  recording  shall 
be  prima  facie  evidence  of  this  exception  notwith- 
standing any  error  or  omission  in  regard  thereto. 
Once  a  conversion  permit  has  been  issued,  no  addi- 
tional conversion  permit  is  required  for  subsequent 
transfers  of  ownership,  provided,  however,  that  all 
subsequent  owners  shall  be  subject  to  the  terms  of 
this  section  and  to  the  effective  terms  and  conditions 
of  any  previously  issued  conversion  permit. 

c.  Conversion  Permit  Procedure. 

1.  Generally.  A  separate  conversion  permit  shall 
be  issued  for  each  qualified  housing  accommoda- 
tion. Copies  thereof  shall  be  kept  on  file  at  the 
Board  and  certified  copies  shall  be  available  upon 
payment  of  a  reasonable  fee. 

2.  Criteria.  In  reviewing  an  application  for  a 
conversion  permit  the  Board  shall  consider  relevant 
factors  including,  without  limitation,  the  aggrava- 
tion of  the  shortage  of  safe,  decent  and  affordable 
housing  accommodations  in  the  City  and  its  neigh- 
borhoods which  may  result  from  the  removal,  es- 
pecially for  tenants  of  low-  and  moderate-income 
and  handicapped  or  elderly  tenants.  In  making  such 
determination  the  Board  shall  review  and  make 
findings  as  to  all  relevant  factors  including,  without 
limitation,  the  following: 

(a)  The  benefits  and  detriments  to  the  person 
whom  this  section  and  this  subsection  seek  to 
protect. 

(b)  The  hardships  imposed  on  the  tenant(s)  re- 
siding in  the  housing  accommodation  proposed  to 
be  converted. 

(c)  Circumstances  demonstrating  hardship  and 
inequity  to  the  applicant  seeking  a  conversion 
permit. 

(d)  The  rate  of  vacancy  in  the  City  of  Boston 
and  in  the  particular  neighborhood  at  the  time 
the  applicant  applies  for  a  conversion  permit. 

(e)  Substantial  evidence  demonstrating  the  oc- 
currence at  the  site  of  the  housing  accommoda- 
tion of  arson  or  a  suspicious  fire  or. 

3.  Mandatory  Granting  of  a  Conversion  Permit, 
(a)  The  Board  shall   grant  a  removal  permit 

where  the  applicant  demonstrates  to  the  Board  by 
sufficient  evidence  (i)  that  the  applicant  is  in 
compliance  with  all  the  requirements  of  this  sec- 
tion; and  (ii)  that  tenants  who  occupy  a  majority 
of  all  of  the  units  in  a  building  or  project  and 
who  have  resided  in  the  building  or  project  for 
one  (1)  year  or  longer  prior  to  the  filing  of  the 
removal  permit  application: 

(1)  Have  unequivocally  agreed  to  purchase 
such  building  and  convert  it  to  a  limited  equity 
cooperative  pursuant  to  Chapters  156B,  157, 
and/or  157B  of  the  General  Laws;  or 

(2)  Have  unequivocally  agreed  to  purchase 
their  rental  units  when  they  are  converted  to  a 
condominium  or  cooperative  unit  and  have  rep- 
resented that  they  are  intending  in  good  faith  to 
occupy  such  units  as  their  principal  and  per- 
manent residences. 

For  purposes  of  determining  a  majority,  all 
occupied  units  in  a  building  or  project  shall  be 
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included  and  voting  shall  be  done  by  rental 
unit  with  all  of  the  tenants  residing  in  a  rental 
unit  treated  as  a  single  tenant.  All  units  in  a 
building  or  project  shall  be  offered  for  sale  to 
the  residing  tenants  at  the  same  time,  at  the 
same  or  comparable  price, 
(b)  The  Board  shall  grant  a  removal  permit, 
under  criteria  to  be  developed  by  the  Board  and 
subject   to   appropriate  terms   and   conditions, 
where  the  applicant  demonstrates  to  the  Board  by 
sufficient  evidence  (i)  that  the  applicant  is  in 
compliance  with  all  the  requirements  of  this  sec- 
tion; (ii)  issuance  of  a  conversion  permit  is  nec- 
essary to  effectuate  a  homeownership  project  for 
low-  to  moderate-income  first-time  homebuyers 
who  will  become  occupants  of  such  housing  ac- 
commodations; and  (iii)  existing  housing  accom- 
modations are  vacant,  or  conversion  shall  not 
lead  to  the  involuntary  displacement  of  low-  or 
moderate-income  tenants  or  elderly  or  handi- 
capped tenants. 

4.  Conditions  to  be  Imposed  on  Conversion  Per- 
mits: The  Board  shall  impose  the  following  condi- 
tions, if  applicable,  when  it  grants  a  conversion 
permit.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  restrict  an 
owner  from  conveying  his/her  interest  in  any  build- 
ing or  property  or  any  portion  thereof  provided  that 
the  property  shall  remain  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  section  and  to  the  conditions  and  terms  of 
the  last  issued  conversion  permit.  Once  issued,  a 
conversion  permit  shall  not  be  revoked;  however, 
the  Board  may  subsequently  modify  the  terms  of  a 
conversion  permit  in  accordance  with  the  proce- 
dures set  forth  in  paragraph  c.5  of  this  section,  and 
may  take  such  action  as  is  necessary  to  enforce  the 
terms  of  the  conversion  permit,  as  provided  in  par- 
agraph d.  of  this  section. 

(a)  Right  of  First  Refusal  to  Purchase.  Any 
tenant  who  lives  in  a  housing  accommodation  for 
which  a  removal  permit  has  been  granted  and 
who  lived  there  at  the  time  the  permit  was 
granted  shall,  within  sixty  (60)  days  of  the  date 
of  the  grant  of  the  permit  or  such  other  time  per- 
iod as  shall  be  established  by  the  Board,  be 
given  the  right  of  first  refusal  to  purchase  the 
housing  accommodation  he/she  occupies  for  sub- 
stantially the  same  or  more  favorable  terms  and 
conditions  as  are  being  or  would  be  offered  to 
prospective  arms  length  purchasers.  Such  tenant 
may  exercise  a  right  of  first  refusal  to  purchase 
such  housing  accommodation  by  executing  a  pur- 
chase and  sales  agreement  prior  to  the  expiration 
of  ninety  (90)  days  after  the  date  of  receiving  a 
copy  of  the  purchase  and  sales  agreement  prop- 
erly executed  by  the  person  offering  the  housing 
accommodation  for  sale.  Each  time  the  housing 
is  subsequently  offered  for  sale,  the  tenant  then 
occupying  the  housing  accommodation  shall  be 
offered  the  right  of  first  refusal  to  purchase  as 
described  above  in  this  section. 

(b)  Code  Compliance.  At  the  time  that  a  con- 
version permit  is  granted  the  building  must  be 
in,  and  thereafter  remain  in,  full  compliance  with 
Article  II  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code,  the  State 
Building  Code,  the  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code 
and  any  other  applicable  municipal  code,  ordi- 
nance, or  state  law,  regulatory  the  conditions  or 
occupancy  of  housing  accommodations.  Notwith- 
standing the  preceding  sentence  if,  for  good 
cause,  the  building  is  not  currently  in  compliance 
with  any  of  the  above  codes,  ordinances  or  laws, 
the  conversion  permit  must  be  conditioned  upon 
the  applicant's  agreement  to  bring  the  building 
and/or  unit  into  such  compliance  within  a  spe- 
cific time  period  determined  reasonable  by   the 


applicable  enforcement  agency. 

(c)  Maintenance  and  Repairs.  Whenever  a 
housing  accommodation  is  used  for  rental  hous- 
ing purposes,  the  owner  must  designate  a  person 
or  persons  within  twenty-five  (25)  miles  of  the 
building  to  be  responsible  for  maintenance  and 
repairs.  The  tenant  in  each  unit  shall  be  in- 
formed by  the  owner  or  his/her  agent  in  writing 
as  to  who  is  responsible  for  maintenance  and  re- 
pairs, both  as  to  common  and  individual  unit  ar- 
eas, and  such  notice  shall  be  updated  whenever 
there  is  a  change  in  tenants  or  a  change  in  who 
is  responsible  for  such  maintenance. 

(d)  Eviction  Protections.  Any  low-  or 
moderate-income  tenant  or  elderly  or  handi- 
capped tenant  who  lives  in  a  housing  accommo- 
dation for  which  a  conversion  permit  has  been 
granted  and  who  lived  there  at  the  time  the  per- 
mit was  granted  shall  not  be  evicted  for  the  pur- 
pose of  a  condominium  or  cooperative  conver- 
sion eviction. 

5.  Procedures. 

(a)  The  Board  shall  consider  an  application  for 
a  conversion  permit  for  a  housing  accommoda- 
tion, or  any  application  to  modify  the  terms  of  a 
conversion  permit  previously  issued,  upon  receipt 
of  an  application  filed  by  the  landlord,  owner  or 
other  authorized  person.  Such  application  shall 
be  made  on  a  form  approved  by  the  Board.  The 
Board  shall  notify  the  applicant  and  any  affected 
tenant  of  the  receipt  of  an  application  and  of  the 
right  of  either  party  to  request  a  hearing  in  writ- 
ing within  fifteen  (15)  calendar  days  of  the  date 
of  such  notice.  At  any  time,  the  Board  may,  on 
its  own  initiative,  order  a  hearing  on  any  appli- 
cation. If  a  hearing  is  timely  requested  by  either 
party,  or  if  the  action  is  undertaken  on  the  initia- 
tive of  the  Board,  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
the  hearing  shall  be  furnished  to  the  applicant 
and  any  affected  tenant  and  the  hearing  shall  be 
conducted  before  a  designee  of  the  Board.  Hear- 
ings, final  decision  and  notification  of  the  final 
decision  to  the  applicant  relative  to  permits  shall 
occur  within  sixty  (60)  days  of  the  filing  of  the 
request  unless  the  parties  otherwise  agree.  The 
Board  may  consolidate  applications  relating  to 
housing  accommodations  in  the  same  building  or 
development  and  conduct  a  single  hearing  on  the 
same. 

(b)  Conversion  permit  hearings  shall  be  con- 
ducted in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tion 11  of  Chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws  ex- 
cept that  requirements  (7)  and  (8)  of  such 
Section  1 1  shall  not  apply  to  such  hearings. 

(c)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this 
section,  if  a  decision  regarding  a  conversion  per- 
mit has  been  made  with  regard  to  such  housing 
accommodations  within  the  preceding  twelve  (12) 
months,  the  Board  may,  without  holding  a  hear- 
ing, refuse  to  grant  a  conversion  permit  for  that 
housing  accommodation  or  may  dismiss  any  such 
application.  In  addition,  if  the  application  is  not 
in  conformance  with  the  filing  requirement  of 
this  section  or  applicable  regulations,  the  Board 
may  administratively  dismiss  such  application 
without  holding  a  hearing. 

d.  Regulations  and  Enforcement.  The  Board  shall 
promulgate  such  policies,  rules,  rulings  and  regula- 
tions, and  shall  issue  such  orders,  as  will  further  the 
provisions  of  this  section.  The  Board  shall  bring  such 
proceedings  as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  or  to  enforce  any  policy,  rule, 
ruling,  regulation,  or  order  promulgated  or  issued  by 
the  Board  pursuant  to  this  section. 

Section  4.  Interaction  of  this  Ordinance  with  other 
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Law:  Transitional  Provisions. 

a.  This  ordinance  is  only  intended  to  delineate  the 
City's  regulation  of  condominium  or  cooperative  con- 
versions and  condominium  or  cooperative  conversion 
evictions  under  St.  1983,  c.  527,  and  not  to  limit  the 
rights  of  tenants  or  any  city  agency  or  authority  un- 
der any  other  source  of  law,  contract,  or  agreement 
which  may  regulate  such  conversions  or  evictions  in 
any  type  of  housing  in  the  City  of  Boston.  Should  a 
housing  accommodation  which  is  subject  to  the  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance  also  be  subject  to  protections 
under  St.  1994,  c.  282  or  other  law,  the  tenant  shall 
be  entitled  to  rely  on  all  protections  that  may  apply 
under  applicable  law.  Should  the  regulatory  schemes 
be  inconsistent,  such  that  they  cannot  both  apply,  the 
scheme  that  provides  the  greatest  level  of  protection 
with  regard  to  the  specific  level  of  regulation  in- 
volved shall  apply. 

b.  Any  notices  of  condominium  or  cooperative 
conversion  eviction  provided  pursuant  to  City  of 
Boston  Code,  Section  10-2.  lO.c,  and  any  Board  rul- 
ings, orders,  or  decisions  relating  to  tenants  who  re- 
ceived such  notices  shall  be  treated  as  remaining  in 
full  force  and  effect  for  housing  accommodations  as 
defined  in  this  Ordinance  where  such  notices  com- 
plied with  the  Board  regulations  in  effect  as  of  No- 
vember 8,  1994. 

c.  Any  Board  rulings,  orders,  or  decisions  relating 
to  removal  permits  pursuant  to  City  of  Boston  Code, 
Section  10-2.11,  shall  be  treated  as  remaining  in  full 
force  and  effect  for  housing  accommodations  as  de- 
fined in  this  Ordinance. 

d.  In  any  case  where  the  landlord,  on  or  after  Jan- 
uary 1 ,  1 995 ,  but  before  the  effective  date  of  this  Or- 
dinance, engaged  in  a  condominium  or  cooperative 
conversion  or  a  condominium  or  cooperative  conver- 
sion eviction  for  housing  accommodations  as  defined 
in  this  Ordinance  but  did  not  give  notice  pursuant  to 
City  of  Boston  Code,  Section  10-2. 10. c,  or  seek  and 
obtain  a  removal  permit  pursuant  to  City  of  Boston 
Code,  Section  10-2.11,  the  landlord  shall  be  required 
to  comply  with  the  terms  of  this  Ordinance. 

Section  5.  Effective  Date  and  Duration:  This  Ordi- 
nance shall  be  effective  as  of  the  date  signed  by  the 
Mayor  and  shall  remain  in  effect  until  December  31, 
2004,  or  until  a  prior  determination  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  that  the  present  rental  housing 
emergency  no  longer  exists. 

Section  6.  Severability.  The  provisions  of  this  Ordi- 
nance shall  be  severable  and  if  any  one  or  more  pro- 
visions, or  parts  or  subparts  thereof,  shall  be  held 
unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction  the  decision  of  such  court  shall 
not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions 
or  parts  thereof.

This  letter  is  in  support  of  City  Council  Docket 
No.  1363.  a  measure  that  I  filed  to  eliminate  a  re- 
quirement of  the  Boston  Residency  Ordinance  that 
City  employees'  names  and  home  addresses  be 
posted  in  the  public  library. 

Recent  published  comments  that  suggest  that  this 
measure  is  an  effort  to  cover  up  for  employees  who 
do  not  live  in  the  City  are  preposterous. 

My  Administration  is  the  first  to  systematicaly  en- 
force the  Residency  Ordinance  since  its  passage  in 
1976.  One  of  my  first  Mayoral  initiatives  was  legisla- 
tion to  enforce  compliance  through  the  formation  of  a 
Residency  Commission. 

Since  then,  the  City  has  investigated  and  even  dis- 
charged a  number  of  non-resident  employees.  These 
have  been  gut-wrenching  decisions  for  me.  but  my 
commitment  to  a  resident  City  work  force  has  not 
wavered. 

With  respect  to  the  measure  now  before  you.  my 
office  has  received  numerous  complaints  from  em- 
ployees, particularly  women  and  public  safety  work- 
ers, who  have  expressed  legitimate  safety  concerns 
about  the  posting  provision. 

In  fact,  my  office  has  received  expressions  of  con- 
cern from  members  of  the  Boston  Police  Department, 
from  the  Massachusetts  Coalition  of  Battered  Women 
Service  Groups  and  from  women's  shelters  across  the 
City. 

I  believe  that  eliminating  the  posting  at  the  Boston 
Public  Library  will  in  no  way  diminish  enforcement 
of  the  Residency  Ordinance  but  will  significantly  im- 
prove the  physicial  safety  and  security  of  a  substantial 
number  of  City  workers. 

In  the  meantime,  I  urge  any  member  of  the  Coun- 
cil or  any  other  group  or  individual  with  information 
that  any  City  employee  is  in  violation  of  the  Resi- 
dency Ordinance  to  come  forward  and  share  that  in- 
formation with  the  appropriate  City  officials.

or  prices  equal  to  rents  or  prices  charged  other 
families  for  similar  or  comparable  dwelling  units 
as  part  of  the  same  redevelopment  .  .  .;  and 
Whereas,  This  committment  was  further  recognized 
and  affirmed  in  a  letter  from  former  BRA  Executive 
Director  Robert  Walsh,  who,  on  June  16,  1978,  stip- 
ulated that  any  land  disposition  agreement  would  take 
into  consideration  "an  explicit  provision  of  the  West 
End  Land  Assembly   Redevelopment  Plan,  approved 
by  the  City,  State  and  federal  Government  .  .  .";  and 
Whereas.

Whereas,  Neither  the  city  nor  the  BRA  have  de- 
fended in  court  their  previously  arrived  at  agreements 
in  support  of  the  displaced  residents'  position,  and 
this  abrogation  of  duties  casts  doubt  on  the  city's  in-

the  purposes  of  traffic  control. 

While  the  City  Charter  permits  your  Honorable 
Body  to  originate  debt  in  the  form  of  such  loan  or- 
ders, it  does  not  relieve  the  Mayor  of  Boston  of  over- 
all responsibility  for  the  City's  sound  fiscal  manage- 
ment, St.  1909,  c.  486,  ss.  2,  3,  as  amended. 

This  veto  is  required  because  the  debt  would  be  in- 
consistent with  the  City's  Capital  Plan,  which  was  an 
integral  factor  in  the  coveted  "A+"  bond  rating  that 
was  recently  conferred  upon  the  City  by  Standard  and 
Poors,  and  the  "A"  rating  awarded  by  Moody's. 

Further,  my  administration  has  aggressively  pur- 
sued and  received  federal  and  state  funds  to  imple- 
ment a  variety  of  programs  that  will  enhance  pedes- 
trian safety  including  roadway  reconstruction,  new 
traffic  signal  installation,  and  upgrades  to  existing 
signals. 

Finally,  programs  to  reduce  the  incidence  of  red 
light  violations  and  to  install  more  visible  pavement 
markings  at  crosswalks  and  centerlines  throughout  the 
City  are  also  proposed.

tial buildings  that  are  classified  as  three  family,  two 
family,  or  single  family  except  as  required  by  the 
Commissioner. 

b.  Inspection  Reports 

Every  exterior  wall  defined  above  shall  be  in- 
spected in  the  case  of  an  occupied  structure  at  least 
once  every  five  years  and  in  the  case  of  an  unoccu- 
pied structure  at  least  once  a  year.  The  inspection 
shall  be  made  and  a  report  thereon  prepared  by  a 
registered  architect  or  engineer  and  shall  be  filed 
with  the  Commissioner  together  with  a  fee  in  the 
amount  of  one  hundred  dollars  within  thirty  days  of 
the  inspection. 

The  Commissioner  shall  issue  an  Exterior  Wall 
Certificate  only  after  having  received  satisfactory 
proof  of  inspection  and  the  inspection  report  of  the 
architect  or  engineer  reports  a  safe  condition.  And  no 
structure  referenced  in  said  section  a  shall  be  occu- 
pied without  such  certificate.  Prior  to  issuing  a  cer- 
tificate the  Commissioner  may  in  the  Commissioner's 
discretion  require  inspection  by  the  department  at  a 
charge  of  one  hundred  dollars  which  must  be  paid 
prior  to  issuance  of  the  certificate. 

The  inspection  report  shall  be  a  written  report  by 
the  architect  or  engineer  certifying  the  results  of  the 
examination  clearly  documenting  the  condition  of  the 
exterior  walls  and  appurtenances  thereto.  The  report 
shall  include  a  record  of  all  significant  deterioration, 
unsafe  conditions  and  movement  observed  as  well  as 
a  statement  regarding  the  water  tightness  of  the  exte- 
rior surfaces.  Such  report  must  be  signed  by.  or  bear 
the  professional  seal  of.  the  registered  architect  or  en- 
gineer. 

Upon  the  filing  of  an  inspection  report  indicating 
the  existence  of  an  unsafe  condition,  the  Commis- 
sioner shall  affix  the  appropriate  violation  on  the 
structure  and  the  owners,  or  agent,  shall  immediately 
commence  repairs  to  remedy  the  violation. 

The  exterior  wall  certificate  required  under  this 
section  is  in  addition  to.  and  not  in  lieu  of,  any  other 
permits  or  licenses  which  may  be  required  by  the  In- 
spectional Services  Department  or  other  public  au- 
thority concerning  occupation  or  operation  of  the 
building  or  structure. 

Any  person  or  entity  being  the  assessed  owner 
(which  shall  include  any  trustee  of  a  trust)  or  being 
the  person  in  control  of  a  structure  requiring  an  exte- 
rior wall  certificate  who  shall  fail  to  have  the  struc- 
ture inspected  or  fail  to  file  the  inspection  report 
with  the  required  fee  or  who  shall  suffer  occupancy 
of  such  a  structure  without  a  valid  certificate  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each 
day  that  such  violation  shall  continue.  This  fine  may 
be  disposed  of  under  the  terms  of  G.L.  c.  40.  sec. 
21D  or  in  a  criminal  action.

time,  as  one,  two  or  three  family  dwelling  units  in 
Use  Group  R.  the  fee  shall  be  ten  ($10)  dollars."

23. Multi-family  Residential  Inspection  Fees.  The 
fee  to  be  charged  by  the  Inspectional  Services  De- 
partment for  inspections  of  multi-family  residential 
structures  under  Article  108.5.1  of  780  CMR  in  the 
R-2  use  group,  shall  be  the  fee  set  forth  in  780  Code 
of  Massachusetts  Regulations  Table  108,  as  the  same 
may  be  amended  from  time  to  time.

REPORT  ON  ORDINANCE  REITERATING  PRO- 
TECTIONS FOR  TENANTS  FACING  DIS- 
PLACEMENT BY  CONDOMINIUM  OR  CO- 
OPERATIVE CONVERSION   (DOCKET  NO. 

1551) 

Coun.    HENNIGAN.   on  behalf  of  the  Committee 
on  Housing,  submitted  the  following: 


Report  on  Docket  No.  1551,  ordinance  reiterating 
protections  for  tenants  facing  displacement  by  condo- 
minium or  cooperative  conversion  and  regulation  of 
the  conversion  of  rental  stock  pursuant  to  City's  au- 
thority under  Statutes  of  1983,  Chapter  527  (referred 
November  29)  —  recommending  passage  of  the  ordi- 
nance in  the  following  new  draft: 

Whereas,  In  1983,  the  State  Legislature  adopted 
Chapter  527  of  the  Acts  of  1983,  in  which  it  is 
stated:  "The  general  court  finds  and  declares  that  a 
serious  public  emergency  exists  within  the  Common- 
wealth with  respect  to  the  housing  of  a  substantial 
number  of  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth.  This  rental 
housing  emergency  has  been  created  by  the  lack  of 
sufficient  new  rental  housing  production,  by  pro- 
longed increases  in  housing  costs  at  a  rate  substan- 
tially exceeding  increases  in  personal  income,  by 
housing  abandonment,  by  increased  costs  of  new 
housing  construction  and  finance,  and  by  increased 
residential  mortgage  rates.  It  has  also  been  created 
by  the  effect  of  conversion  of  rental  housing  into 
condominiums  or  cooperatives.  .  .  .  However,  absent 
sufficient  new  rental  housing  production,  such  con- 
version necessarily  reduces  the  stock  of  rental  hous- 
ing otherwise  available.  A  substantial  and  increasing 
shortage  of  rental  housing  accommodations,  espe- 
cially for  the  elderly,  handicapped,  and  persons  and 
families  of  low  and  moderate  income,  has  been  and 
will  continue  to  be  the  result  of  this  emergency.  Un- 
less the  available  stock  of  rental  housing,  and  the 
tenants  who  reside  therein,  receive  further  protection 
from  the  consequence  of  conversion  of  said  accom- 
modations to  condominiums  and  cooperatives  than 
the  law  now  affords,  this  rental  housing  shortage  will 
generate  serious  threats  to  the  public  health,  safety, 
and  general  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  the  Common- 
wealth, particularly  the  elderly,  the  handicapped,  and 
persons  and  families  of  low  and  moderate  income.  It 
is  therefore  necessary  that  such  emergency  be  dealt 
with  immediately."  Chapter  527  of  the  Acts  of  1983 
goes  on  to  establish  certain  basic  protections  for  ten- 
ants in  buildings  faced  with  condominium  or  cooper- 
ative conversion;  and 

Whereas.  Section  2  of  Chapter  527  of  the  Acts  of 
1983  provides  that  any  city  or  town  may,  by  ordi- 
nance or  by-law,  impose  provisions  or  requirements 
to  regulate  for  the  protection  of  tenants  with  respect 
to  the  conversion  of  housing  accommodations,  as  de- 
fined therein,  to  the  condominium  or  cooperative 
forms  of  ownership  and  evictions  related  thereto 
which  differ  from  those  set  forth  in  Chapter  527, 
upon  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  City  Council  with  the 
approval  of  the  Mayor,  provided,  however,  that  no 
such  ordinance  or  by-law  may  establish  additional 
protections  for  certain  types  of  housing  accommoda- 
tions; and 

Whereas,  Section  2  of  Chapter  527  of  the  Acts  of 
1983  also  provides  that  if  a  city  or  town  has  already 
adopted  an  ordinance  for  the  regulation  of  the  con- 
version of  housing  accommodations  to  the  condomin- 
ium or  cooperative  form  of  ownership  and  evictions 
related  therefore  pursuant  to  the  authority  given  to 
the  city  by  a  special  act  of  the  State  Legislature,  such 
city  or  town  is  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  Chap- 
ter 527.  and  Chapter  527  shall  not  be  construed  to 
limit  the  city's  authority  to  amend  or  repeal  any  ordi- 
nance in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  such  spe- 
cial act;  and 

Whereas,  Section  2  of  Chapter  527  of  the  Acts  of 
1983  also  provides  that  local  legislative  action  to  im- 
pose provisions  or  requirements  to  regulate  for  the 
protection  of  tenants  with  respect  to  the  conversion  of 
housing  accommodations  to  the  condominium  or  co- 
operative forms  of  ownership  and  evictions  related 
thereto  which  differ  from  those  set  forth  in  Chapter 
527  must  be  accompanied  by  a  declaration,  in  the 
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form  of  findings,  that  local  conditions  constitute  an 
acute  rental  housing  emergency  requiring  local 
action,  on  account  of  the  aggravating  impact  of  the 
factors  set  forth  in  Section  1  of  Chapter  527;  and 

Whereas,  prior  and  subsequent  to  Chapter  527  of 
the  Acts  of  1983,  following  declarations  of  emer- 
gency by  the  City  Council  and  the  State  Legislature 
the  City  of  Boston  had  adopted  ordinances  for  the 
protection  of  tenants  with  respect  to  the  conversion  of 
housing  accommodations  to  the  condominium  or  co- 
operative forms  of  ownership  and  evictions  related 
thereto  pursuant  to  the  authority  granted  to  it  under 
its  rent  and  eviction  control  enabling  laws,  i.e.. 
Chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969  and  Chapter  863  of 
the  Acts  of  1970,  extending  such  protections  to  rent- 
controlled  and  vacancy  decontrolled  housing  accom- 
modations; and 

Whereas,  in  1987,  the  State  Legislature  granted  the 
City  of  Boston  additional  enabling  authority  to  regu- 
late condominium  or  cooperative  conversion  and  re- 
moval of  housing  accommodations  pursuant  to  Chap- 
ter 45  of  the  Acts  of  1987,  amending  Chapter  797  of 
the  Acts  of  1969  and  Chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of 
1970,  and  the  City  of  Boston  subsequently  adopted 
ordinances  drawing  on  that  authority  to  regulate  con- 
dominium or  cooperative  conversion  and  the  with- 
drawal of  rooming  house  units  and  mobile  home  park 
units  from  the  rental  market  for  both  rent-controlled 
and  vacancy  decontrolled  housing  accommodations; 
and 

Whereas,  during  the  1970s  and  1980s,  thousands 
of  units  of  rental  housing  in  the  City  of  Boston  were 
converted  to  the  condominium  or  cooperative  form  of 
ownership;  and 

Whereas,  between  1983  and  1988,  pursuant  to  the 
City  of  Boston's  rent  control  laws,  dozens  of  elderly, 
handicapped,  and  low-income  persons  living  in  rent- 
controlled  or  vacancy  decontrolled  units  which  were 
converted  to  the  condominium  or  cooperative  form  of 
ownership  and  who  were  faced  with  displacement  as 
a  result  of  such  conversion  sought  and  obtained  de- 
terminations that  they  were  not  subject  to  eviction  for 
the  purposes  of  condominium  or  cooperative  conver- 
sion, and  many  of  these  persons  are  still  residing  in 
those  units;  and 

Whereas,  the  effect  of  the  City's  condominium  and 
cooperative  conversion  eviction  protections  for  units 
converted  between  1983  and  1988  was  that  a  number 
of  owners  simply  decided  to  continue  existing  tenan- 
cies and  not  threaten  tenants  with  displacement;  and 

Whereas,  in  1988,  the  City  of  Boston,  pursuant  to 
St.  1987,  c.  45,  having  declared  that  the  rate  of  con- 
version of  rental  housing  accommodations  into  con- 
dominiums, cooperatives  or  other  forms  of 
ownershop  and  the  rent  increases  and  evictions  asso- 
ciated therewith  had  resulted  in  fewer  affordable 
rental  housing  accommodations  and  that  the  unregu- 
lated spread  of  condominium  and  cooperative  conver- 
sions throughout  the  City  was  threatening  the  stability 
of  Boston's  neighborhoods,  thereby  amended  its  rent 
control  ordinance  to  require  a  removal  permit  before 
a  unit  could  be  converted  to  the  condominium  or  co- 
operative form  of  ownership,  and  to  bar  eviction  of 
all  tenants  for  the  purpose  of  condominium  or  coop- 
erate conversion  eviction;  and 

Whereas,  as  a  result  of  the  City's  regulation  of 
condominium  or  cooperative  conversion  since  mid- 
1988,  condominium  or  cooperative  conversion  de- 
creased sharply  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  tenant  dis- 
placement by  condominium  or  cooperative  conversion 
eviction  virtually  ceased;  and 

Whereas,  in  1993,  the  City  Council  voted  and  the 
Mayor  signed  to  extend  its  regulation  of  condomin- 
ium and  cooperative  conversions  and  the  evictions  re- 
lated thereto,  which  were  due  to  expire  at  the  end  of 
1994,  for  an  additional  ten  years;  and 


Whereas,  in  early  1995,  the  State  Legislature  in  re- 
sponse to  a  popular  initiative  passed  by  the  voters  of 
the  Commonwealth  (C.  40  O  of  the  General  Laws) 
adopted  Chapter  282  of  the  Acts  of  1994,  providing, 
notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Chapter  40  O.  that 
rent  and  eviction  protections  could  continue  in  effect 
for  low-income  tenants  in  rent-controlled  units  for  a 
limited  period  of  time;  and 

Whereas,  Section  3  of  Chapter  282  of  the  Acts  of 
1994  provides  that  cities  or  towns  that  lose  rent  con- 
trol authority  retain  their  rights  under  Chapter  527  of 
the  Acts  of  1983,  including  the  right  to  take  local 
legislative  action  to  provide  tenant  protections  regard- 
ing condominium  or  cooperative  conversions  and 
evictions  resulting  therefrom  which  may  differ  from 
the  protections  found  in  the  statewide  law;  and 

Whereas,  with  the  adoption  of  St.  1994,  c.  282, 
many  of  the  City's  tenants  lost  their  rent  and  eviction 
protections,  when  the  rent  and  eviction  protections 
were  eliminated  for  rent-controlled  tenants  with  in- 
comes above  60  percent  of  the  area  median  (or  above 
80  percent  for  the  elderly  and  handicapped)  and  for 
all  vacancy  decontrolled  units  on  January  1.  1995; 
and 

Whereas,  with  the  adoption  of  St.  1994,  c.  282  on 
January  1.  1996,  all  low-and  moderate-income  rent 
controlled  tenants  who  reside  in  condominium  units, 
three-unit  buildings  (whether  owner-occupied  or  not), 
and  four-to-twelve-unit,  owner-occupied  buildings,  in- 
cluding those  who  are  elderly  and  handicapped,  will 
lose  protections  under  the  City's  rent  and  eviction 
control  lows,  and  protections  for  the  rent  controlled 
tenants  in  the  remaining  units  subject  to  rent  and 
eviction  control  will  cease  on  or  before  January  1. 
1997;  and 

Whereas,  it  is  the  City's  position  that  in  adopting 
its  condominium  or  cooperative  conversion  and  re- 
lated eviction  regulations,  it  has  been  acting  pursuant 
to  its  authority  under  both  St.  1983,  c.  527  and  rent 
control  enabling  laws;  and 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 

Section  1.  Section  10-2  of  the  City  of  Boston 
Code.  Chapter  X.  is  hereby  reaffirmed  and  reenacted 
by  the  City  of  Boston  pursuant  to  Chapter  527  of  the 
Acts  of  1983.  as  well  as  all  other  sources  of  author- 
ity, to  the  extent  applicable  and  authorized  by  law. 

Section  2.  Pursuant  to  Section  10-2  of  the  City  of 
Boston  Code,  Chapter  X,  and  the  authority  of  Chap- 
ter 527  of  the  Acts  of  1983.  where  a  tenant  has  con- 
dominium conversion  eviction  ban  status  pursuant  to 
Section  10-2  of  the  City  of  Boston.  Code.  Chapter 
X.  Mich  tenant  shall  have  the  same  rent  increase  pro- 
tections that  exist  for  a  tenant  under  notice  pursuant 
to  Section  10-2.10  for  the  duration  of  such  ban  and 
pursuant  to  such  hardship  provisions  for  rent  in- 
creases to  insure  a  fair  net  operating  income  as  the 
Board  may  establish  by  regulation. 

Section  3.  The  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall 
be  severable  and  if  an>  one  or  more  provisions,  or 
parts  or  subparts  thereof,  shall  be  held  unconstitu- 
tional or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not  affect 
or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions  or  parts 
thereof.

PRESENTATION  OF  PLAQUES  TO 
COUNCILLORS  McLAUGHLIN  AND  NUCCI 

Councillors  HENNIGAN  and  O'NEIL.  for  all  the 
Councillors,  presented  a  plaque  to  Councillor 
McLAUGHLIN  and  expressed  to  him  warm  words  of 
appreciation  and  friendship  and  gratitude  for  all  his 
accomplishments  while  a  member  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  and  wished  him  well  for  all  his  future  en- 
deavors. 

Coun.  McLAUGHLIN:  This  has  been  a  long  good- 
bye. I  announced  in  late  March  that  I  was  leaving.  I 
didn't  realize,  although  I  had  been  on  the  Council  for 
twelve  years,  that  people  actually  appreciated  the 
work  that  I  have  done,  and  I  felt  for  the  first  time  in 
a  long  time  that  I  was  very  popular,  not  just  margin- 
ally popular,  and  I  thought  that  if  I  knew  it  was  this 
much  fun,  I'd  have  done  it  a  long  time  ago. 

I  greatly  appreciate  your  taking  time  to  do  this  to- 
day. The  reward  to  me  of  succeeding  this  last  term 
was  very  important.  The  majority  of  the  new  Coun- 
cillors —  that  was  a  choice  all  of  us  had  to  look  at 
all  of  us  who  came  in  as  freshmen  in  1984.  Our  ten 
years  had  come  and  gone;  there  was  a  new  Mayor 
and  certainly  changes  in  the  wind. 

But  I  think  one  of  the  great  things  was  that  I  got  to 
know  the  new  class,  and  you  are  as  good  as  any 
Councillors  who  have  served  in  this  body,  I  am  sure, 
in  the  history  of  this  organization. 

I  appreciate  especially  what  Councillor  Hennigan 
read  on  the  details  of  the  work  that  I  have  done.  It  is 
far  from  complete,  but,  as  I  said  a  few  years  ago.  it's 
the  best  I  could  do  in  six  terms. 

I  am  proud  of  my  neighborhood.  I  had  a  chance  to 
reflect  in  the  last  few  weeks,  and  the  local  paper 
gave  me  as  much  space  as  I  needed  to  say  what  I 
wanted  to  say,  which  was  nice,  and  I  have  come 
away  with  the  feeling  that  my  neighborhood  is  stable, 
that  it's  a  great  part  of  the  City  to  live  in,  and  that  it 
will  be  ten,  twenty,  thirty,  a  hundred  years  down  the 
road. 

It  started  out  as  a  part  of  Cambridge.  We  separated 
as  an  independent  town,  and  in  1874  joined  the  City 
of  Boston  with  some  other  neighborhoods,  and  only 
in  the  last  48  hours  did  I  realize  that  my  part  of  the 
neighborhood  has  been  adjoining  the  corporate  City 
for  120  years,  1874  to  1995,  and  for  twelve  years  I 
have  been  the  point  person,  and  that  really  hits 
home  with  me. 

It  is,  as  Councillor  O'Neil  stated,  at  times  difficult. 
In  a  lot  of  ways  Allston/Brighton  is  a  microcosm  of 
the  City.  It  really  has  great  representative  individuals 
and  interests,  and  I  have  seen  them  all. 

Lastly,  a  few  months  ago  I  had  a  chance  to  talk  to 
the  kids  from  the  Thomas  Gardner  School.  Thomas 
Gardner  was  the  founding  father  of  Allston  and 
Brighton.  He  died  on  Bunker  Hill.  He  is  the  gentle- 
man leaning  towards  the  ground.  He  was  mortally 
wounded  on  Bunker  Hill.  It  means  something  to  me 
because  the  McLaughlins  came  from  Ireland  and  set- 
tled in  Charlestown,  and  my  parents  moved  to  All- 
ston/Brighton when  they  were  married,  and  we  have 
been  there  ever  since. 

Colonel  Thomas  Gardner,  as  I  told  these  kids  at 
the  Gardner  School,  gave  his  life  for  something  he 
believed  in,  and  if  they  succeed  in  doing  something 


they  believe  in  today,  at  the  end  of  their  lives  they 
will  have  accomplished  a  great  deal. 

I  don't  know  if  the  City  of  Boston  is  rising  or  fall- 
ing, but  somehow  I  don't  think  that  matters.  I  think 
those  of  us  who  make  the  commitment  to  serve  in 
the  public  sector  give  a  lot;  we  get  a  lot;  we  take  an 
awful  lot  of  abuse;  but  I  can't  think  of  a  more  noble 
thing  than  to  serve  the  people  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

I  wish  you  the  best  of  luck.  I  hope  to  see  you  back 
in  January  1998  as  well  as  1996,  and  it's  been  my 
deep  pleasure  to  work  with  you,  and  I  thank  you 
from  the  bottom  of  my  heart. 

The  members  of  the  Council  rose  and  applauded. 

Councillor  KEANE,  for  all  the  Councillors,  made 
a  similar  presentation  to  Councillor  NUCCI,  and 
both  he  and  Councillor  O'NEIL  expressed  the  wishes 
of  all  that  Councillor  NUCCI  be  successful  in  all  he 
chooses  to  do  in  the  future. 

Coun.  NUCCI:  Thank  you.  Let  me,  first  of  all, 
thank  Council  President  Kelly  for  writing  this  won- 
derful resume. 

I  think  Councillor  McLaughlin  said  it  very  well: 
There  is  no  greater  honor  than  to  be  in  public  serv- 
ice, and  while  many  times  we  disagree  in  these 
chambers  and  outside  these  chambers,  the  one  thing 
that  unites  all  of  us  is  that  we  have  a  fundamental  in- 
terest in  making  this  a  better  City. 

This  is  my  City;  this  is  where  my  children  go  to 
school;  the  streets  of  the  City  are  where  my  Council- 
lors work. 

Remember:  You  are  my  Councillors,  and  I  am 
counting  on  you  to  make  it  a  good  City  with  safe 
schools.  So  I  need  you,  with  the  very  important  is- 
sues that  will  be  coming  before  you,  if  you  are  will- 
ing to  accept  them,  over  the  next  several  years,  and  I 
hope  you  are.  I'm  sure  you  are  because  you  are  here 
to  do  that. 

I  would  just  simply  say  that  it  has  been  a  pleasure 
to  work  with  everyone  here,  even  when  we  disagree, 
because  I  know  you  are  here  to  do  what  is  right. 
Sometimes  we  don't  agree  on  what  is  right,  but  we 
all  share  that  objective. 

If  I  could  ask  you  to  do  something  when  I  leave,  it 
would  be  three  things.  One  is:  Keep  the  streets  safe. 
Two  is:  Keep  the  schools  sound.  And  three  is:  Let 
me  park  in  the  horseshoe  once  in  a  while. 

Thank  you.  (Applause) 

President  KELLY  also  expressed  his  good  wishes 
to  both  Councillors.
